The  defendant's  lawyers 
then  verbally  informed  the  federal  au- 
thorities that  they  would  produce  their 
client  Tuesday.  The  indictment  against 
the  former  head  of  the  salaries  and  al-  j 
lowance  division  was  returned  two 
months  ago  In  Brooklyn,  and  charges 
him  with  having  received  a  check  for 
$810  from  the  Brandt-Dent  Manufac- 
turiner  company,  of  Middletown,  Wis., 
which  ft  is  alleged  was  paid  to  him  by 
the  ttrm  as  a  part  commission  on  a 
number  of  automatic  cashiers  furnished 
the  postal  department  by  that  firm. 
Mr.  Beavers  was  indicted  in  company 
with  Congressman  Driggs,  of  Brooklyn, 
and  George  F.  Miller,  the  local  mana- 
ger of  the  Brandt-Dent  company.  It  is 
claimed  by  the  government  that  a  con- 
spiracy was  entered  into  between  the 
company,  Congressman  Driggs  and  Mr. 
Beavers  wherein  the  automatic  ma^ 
chines  were  sold  to  the  government  at 
prices  greatly  in  excess  Of  the  custom- 
ary market  quotations. 


YOUNG  WIFE  RECEIVES  BULLET 
INTENDED  FOR  HER  HUSBAND 

Chicago  Woman  Rushes  In  Front  of  Assailant  and 
Is  Fatally  Wounded  In  Her  Right  Side— Man 
Who  Did  Shooting  Is  Severely  Handled. 


Chicago,  Sept.  8.— Rushing  In  front  of 

her  hut^biind  to  protect  him  from  an 
attack  by  an  armed  man,  a  young  wife 
last  nipht  received  a  bullet  in  her  left 
Bide,  arid  [liyslcians  say  she  will  die. 

Mrs-.  Ida  Reckstein,  33  years  old,  is 
the  vicliiii,  and  after  shooting  her,  Ru- 
dolph lioojx-,  a  saloonkeeper,  was  set 
upon  by  a  crowd  of  union  cornice  work- 
er.'*, who  knocked  him  down  and  were 
beating  him  over  the  head  when  the 
j  appeared.     Not  until   the  police 

liu.i  iiawn  their  revolvers  and  charged 
on  the  crowd  did  the  union  men  release 


Hoppe.  He  was  then  unconscious,  but 
later  recovered.  The  shooting  followed 
a  quarrel  between  Hoppe  and  Reick- 
stein  at  the  rooms  of  the  latter.  Reck- 
stein is  said  to  have  struck  Hoppe,  and 
the  saloonkeeper  then  drew  his  revol- 
ver. He  fired  twice  at  his  antagonist 
without  effect,  and  as  he  fired  the  third 
time  Mrs.  Reckstein  jumped  in  front 
of  her  husband.  Frightened  by  what 
he  had  done,  Hoppe  ran  down  stairs 
and  went  to  his  saloon.  He  opened 
the  cash  register,  and  after  taking  the 
money,  hurried  into  the  street,  where 
he  was  met  by  the  cornice  workers, 
who  had  been  celebrating  Labor  day. 
They  had  heard  of  the  shooting  and 
called  for  vengeance. 


EXCURSIONISTS  HAD  ROUGH  TRIP 


THE  ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDENT 
NORTHROP  WAS  NOT  DELIVERED 

It  Is  Said  It  Would  Have  Given  Serious  Offense  to 
Labor  Men  Who  Invited  Him  to  Speal(. 


Constantinople,  Sept.  8.— A  consular  I 
dispatch  from  Beirut,  received  at  one  of 
the  embassies  here,  states  that  a  fierc(» 
brawl  occurred  there  yesterday  be- 
tween parties  of  Mussulmans  and 
Christians.  It  nas  due  to  a  shot  fired 
by  a  Mussulman  upon  a  Christian  em- 
ployed at  the  American  college.  The 
Christian  was  v  ounded. 

The  fight  broke  out  while  the  vali 
w^as  on  board  the  United  States  cruiser 
Brooklyn,  returning  Admiral  Cotton's 
visit.  No  furth  ?r  details  have  been  re- 
ceived. In  diplomatic  circles  here  the 
affair  is  regarded  as  being  serious,  and 
a  renewal  cf  the  disturbances  is  feared. 

An  official  version  of  the  Beirut  affair 
telegraphed  lal'?r  to  the  Ottoman  am- 
bassadors abroad  for  communication  to 
the  powers,  sajs  that  Christians  were 
the  assailants,  :hey  having  fired  upon 
four  Mussulmans.  A  fight  ensuea  uur- 
Ing  which  Mus;;ulmans  and  Christians 
came  to  the  assiistance  of  their  respec- 
tive compatriot!*.  This,  says  the  report, 
compelled  the  troops  to  intervene,  and 
they  succeeded  in  restoring  order.  Three 
soldiers  were  wounded  and  one  was 
killed,  while  one  Christian  was  killed 
and  one  wounded. 

These  figures  evidently  are  incorrect, 
as  the  rioters  inust  have  lost  more 
heavily  than  the  military. 

The  British  consul  at  Beirut  immedi- 
ately after  tht-  riot,  called  upon  the 
vali  and  threatened  to  ask  Rear  Ad- 
,  miral  Cotton  to  land  marines  from  the 
American  squadron  in  the  event  of  the 
renewal  of  the  disturbances. 

In  oflicial  circles  here  the  disturb- 
ances are  attributed  to  the  arrival  of 
the  American  squadron,  i  nd  the  belie/ 
j  is  expressed  that  the  Christians  at  Bei- 
rut are  endeavoring  to  bring  about  the 
landing  of  marines  from  the  warships.

Jt  would  be  absurd 
to  have  Republican  workmen  quit  a 
building  because  a  Democratic  work- 
man was  employed, -or  a  Catholic  work- 
man quit  a  btfildini  because  a  Protest- 
ant was  emj)f<?yed/amd  it  is  equally  ab- 
surd for  Jt  labor /organization  to  quit 
a  buildirtg  h^fcauSe  somebody  who  Is 
not  in  their  orjganlzation  is  employed. 

"I  belie%'e  in  labor  unions  as  a  means 
of  defense  for  the  Individual  workman 


against  the  power  that  would  otherwise 
have  him  at  its  mercy.  But  if  the  labor 
unions  are  to  continue  to  be  an  agency 
for  good  and  not  for  evil,  they  must  be 
judiciously,  carefully  and  wisely  con- 
ducted. The  unions  have  had  some 
great  leaders.  John  Mitchell  is  one; 
Arthur  was  one,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  wise  leaders  and  not  the  passion 
of  the  crowd  will  govern  the  future 
policy  of  the  unions.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  labor  unions  will  be  reason- 
able in  their  requests,  and  that  public 
confidence  in  them  will  not  be  utterly 
destroyed  by  the  disturbance  of  busi- 
ness and  the  destruction  of  enterprises 
which  cannot  be  carried  out  while  the 
policy  of  labor  is  unsettled." 


MUCH  DEiPENDS  ON  DATE  OF  DEATH 


there.  The  authorities  are  in  constant 
fear  of  an  outbreak,  but  fortunately 
they  have  been  able  thus  far  to  prevent 
an  encounter  between  the  Christiana 
and  Mussulmans.  The  Salonica  advices 
are  also  again  very  disquieting.  It  Is 
expected  that  a  general  revolt  through- 
out the  province  of  Salonica  will  occur 
next  week.  It  is  the  understanding 
among  the  foreign  officials  at  Salonica 
that  a  general  insurrection  will  shortly 
be  announced  by  the  Macedonian  com- 
mittee. In  view  of  this  expectation 
rigid  police  measures  have  been  taken 
by  the  vali.  who  is  showing  much  en- 
ergy. Reports  from  Monastir  say  the 
insurrection  in  that  district  has  been 
practically  crus'ned  by  the  extreme 
measures  taken  by  the  Turkish  troops. 

The  officials  here  attach  significance 
to  the  report  showing  that  a  number  ol 
Sebs  have  crossed  the  border  and  joined 
the  Macedonian  revolutionists.  Reports 
from  various  points  throughout  Bul- 
garia show  there  is  a  strong  feeling: 
itgainst  Prince  Ferdinand,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  he  left  the  country  during  the 
crisi-s.  It  is  not  expected,  however,  that 
the  agitators  will  succeed  in  carryinfif 
out  their  plots  against  his  life. 

A  dispatch  to  the  Temps  from  Con- 
stantinople giving  additional  details  of 
the  outbreak  at  Beirut  says  that  when 
the  soldiers  and  police  sought  to  stop 
the  encounter  between  the  Mussulmans 
and  Christians,  which  occurred  near  the 
Orthodox  church,  the  flehting  becaxne 
general  and  resulted  in  thirty  persona 
being  killed  or  wounded.  The  soldiera 
lost  one  man  killed  and  had  three  men 
wounded. 

The  trouble,  the  correspondent  of  the 
Temps  adds,  began  during  the  evening 
of  Sept.  5,  when  three  Christians  were 
asi?assinated  in  the  streets,  and  contin- 
ued Sunday  night,  when  a  Christian 
was  stabbed  with  a  polnard  by  a  Mus- 
sulman before  the  Italian  consulate. 


Paris,  Sept.  8.— Official  advices  re- 
ceived by  the  foreign  office  here  give 
brief  details  of  the  outbreak  at  Beirut. 
The  killed  num  aer  five  or  six  and  many 
persons  woundtd.  The  city  is  in  an  in- 
tense state  of  agitation. 

The  outbreak  occurred  during  the 
night  of  Sept.  6  between  Christians  and 
Mussulmans.  Tlie  fighting  was  furious, 
knives  being  used.  The  Italian  consul 
rescued  one  Ctiristian  who  had  been 
stabbed  and  who  had  fallen  in  front  of 
the  door  of  th<'  consolate. 

This  was  the  first  information  re- 
ceived here  shctwing  the  really  serious 
condition  prevailing  at  Beirut.  It 
caused  much  apprehension  in  official 
circles  as  being  an  indication  of  the 
spread  of  the  disorder  in  the  Turkish  I 
empire.  The  presence  of  the  United 
States  cruisers  Brooklyn  and  .San  Fran- { 
Cisco  at  Beirut  is  regarded  as  a  fortu- 
nate circumstance.  It  is  expected  that 
a  number  of  other  foreign  warships  will 
gather  there.  The  official  reports  further 
show  that  Beirut  ;s  one  of  three  places 
which  are  now  centers  of  great  anima- 
tion. Smyrna,  which  hitherto  had  been 
comparatively  quiet,  is  on  the  eve  of 
outbreak.     Greiit    excitement    prevails 


Washington,  Sept.  8.— The  state  de- 
partment has  received  a  cablegrram 
from  Minister  Leishman,  at  Constanti- 
nople, in  which  he  says  that  a  riot  oc- 
curred yesterday  at  Beirut  in  which 
seven  Christians  were  killed  and  bcv- 
eral  wounded.  Two  houses  occupied  by 
Christians  were  pillaged  by  the  sol- 
diery. The  panic  was  general.  An  of- 
ficer and  a  signal  man  from  Admiral 
Cotton's  fleet  are  now  in  the  consulate 
and  an  Investigation  of  conditions  at 
Beirut  Is  being  made  by  a  flag  lieu- 
tenant. Consul  Ravndal  and  other  con- 
sular  ocers. 

Mr.  Leishman  says  that  the  origin  ot 
the  trouble  is  not  distinctly  stated  bj! 
our  consul.  He  further  says  that  it  l3 
claimed  by  the  sublime  porte  that  conr 
ditions  at  Beirut  are  again  quiet  and 
that  the  force  now  there  is  sufficient

New  Yorjt,  Sept,  8.— Disposition  of  an 
estate  involving  a  large  fortune  de- 
pends upon  the  date  of  the  death  of 
Arthur  Beckwlth,  an  artist,  who  be- 
longed to  a  prominent  family  of  this 
citv.  He  disappeared  from  the  Sanford 
hail  asylum  at  Fltithing.  L.  I.,  in  1H94, 
and  never  has  been  heard  of  since. 
Owing  to  complicf^tions  between  the 
heirs  and  the  state  on  the  question  of 
the  amount  of  tije  transfer  tax,  coim- 
sel  has  instituted  proceedings  in  the 
surrogate's  court  to  have  the  date  of 
death  settled.  The  controversy  also 
involves  the  estate  of  Leonard  Forbes 
Beckwlth.  his  brother,  at  one  time 
chief  engineer  of  the  subway  com- 
mission.     Both  men  were  declared  to 


be  incompetent  and  left  large  property 
interests.  Each  inherited  estates  of 
about  $500,000  from  their  father.  Leon- 
ard died  intestate  in  1895.  According  to 
the  petition  of  the  administrators  of 
the  estate  of  Arthur  Beckwlth.  he,  in 
1890,  escaped  from  an  asylum  at  Litch- 
field, Conn.,  and  was  two  years  later 
discovered  in  Havana,  Cuba,  living  in 
squalor.  He  was  in  1893  placed  in  the 
Sanford  hall  asylum,  at  Flushing, 
pending  proceedings  begun  in  January, 
1894,  to  have  him  adjudged  incompetent. 
He  again  escaped.  In  January,  1902,  he 
was  declared  legally  dead.  It  is 
now  sought  to  have  his  death  rdaced 
before  that  of  Leonard,  in  which  case 
the  latter's  heirs  will  get  most  of  both 
fortunes.

Leicester,  Eng.,  Sept.  8.— At  today's 
session  of  the  Trades  L^nion  congress. 
President  Hornidge  declared  Colonial 
Secretary  Chamberlain's  suggested 
changes  in  the  British  fiscal  policy 
were  likely  to  be  most  detrimental  to 
the  best  intere!?ts  of  the  nation.  "Dab- 
bling with  the  principles  of  free  trade," 
he  asserted,  "could  do  no  good  to  the 
country  at  present.  The  land  laws," 
said  the  president,  "caused  two-thirds 
of  the  national  misery."  He  advocated 
government  old-age  pensions.    The  fol- 


lowing resolution  was  carried  with  only? 
two  dissenting  votes:  "That  this  con- 
gress strongly  condemns  the  suggested 
change  by  Mr.  Chamberlain  in  our 
present  fiscal  policy  as  most  mischiev- 
ous and  dangerous  to  the  best  interesta 
of  the  people  of  the  country,  and  here- 
by pledges  itself  and  urges  all  other 
labor  unions  to  make  every  effort  to. 
prevent  such  a  change  being  brought 
about."  The  announcement  of  the 
vote  was  greeted  with  loud  cheers.  The 
resolution  will  be  communicated  to  tb* 
colonial  secretary.

While  Berlin,  accordlngr  to  recent  dis- 
patches is  celebrating  tlie  experimnts  of 
Askar  Messter,  who  is  perfecting  an  ap- 
paratu.4  combining  the  piionograph  and 
moving  picture  machine,  a  C(jmpany  In 
this  city  has  been  quietly  manufacturing 
machines  of  the  same  principle  for  the 
last  six  months.  George  W.  Peck,  forpaer 
governor  of  Wisconsin,  is  a  director  in 
the  concern,  and  he  is  In  Chicago  arrang- 
ing for  the  Introduction  of  the  invention 
to  the  public. 

The  idea  of  coordinating  the  motion 
pictures  and  the  sounds  which  naturally 
accompany  such  action  has  engaged  the 
thought  of  inventors  ever  since  the  phon- 
ogr.-4ph  and  moving  picture  mecnalsm 
were  brought  independently  to  tlieir 
pr<>sent  deg-ree  of  development.  It  lias  re- 
mained, however,  for  an  obscure  inventor 
to  complete  the  first  machine  of  the  sort. 
He  is  T.  F.  Solon,  a  former  member  of 
the  Wisconsin  legislature  and  recently 
a  resident  of  Duluth.  He  is  now  in  Chi- 
cago superintending  the  manufacture  of 
his  macrtiines,  which  will  be  placed  on 
exhibition  this  week.  Twenty  machines 
liave  been  completed  at  the  factory  of 
R.  J.   White  at  Chicago  Ridge. 

The  company  handling  the  raachinfs 
Is  capltaliz<'d  at  $'J,Oi>0,000  and  is  seek- 
patents  covering  every  sort  of  combina- 
tion of  the  talking  and  moving  picture 
machines.  The  machine  itself  resenjbles 
the  moving  picture  cabinets  which  crowd 
the  downtown  penny  aroades.  In  the 
upper  half  of  the  case  is  the  motion  pii^- 
ture  mechanism,  and  in  the  lower  part 
the  phonograph,  so  adjusted  that  every 
motion  in  the  picture  corresponds  to  the 
sound  or  speech,  if  any,  in  the  phono- 
graph blow. 

A  cyclinder  revolving  at  lightning 
speed  can  ies  the  roll  of  pictures  while 
in  the  talking  mechanism  wax  cyclinders 
are  automatically  switched  off  and  on 
as  the  scheme  of  the  drama  changes 
above. 

The  person  who  drops  the  nickel  places 
the  tubes  from  the  phonograph  to  his 
ears  and  immediately  is  informed  that 
he  should  look  through  the  bull's  eyes 
above  and  .see  the  first  scene  of  "Ham- 
let." At  the  word  you  .see  the  soldiers 
marching  back  and  forth  and  hear  the 
clank  of  their  arms.  Then  they  gesture 
and  speak  ominously  of  the  apparition 
which  has  late  appeared.  Hamlet  ap- 
pears before  your  vision,  then  the  ghost 
a^ad  you  hear  it  say:  "I  am  thy  father's 
snirit,  doomed  for  a  certain  term  to  walk 
the  night." 

Or  the  picture  cyclinder  may  be  re- 
placed by  another  charged  with  stere- 
optican  views,  to  be  slowly  revolved, 
and  while  you  gaze  upon  the  scenes  of 
I)icluresque  Europe  tiie  voice  in  the 
phonograph  w-  -  say: 

"Now.  behold  upon  your  risrht  the  far 
famed  Mount  Blanc,  capped  with  eternal 
snow." 

You  ascend  the  mountain,  hear  the 
crush  of  avalanches,  peer  into  yawning 
crevasses,  hear  the  cries  of  frightened 
tourists— all  while  you  wait  for  your 
train   and  all   for  a  nickel. 

The  combination  macliine  grew  out  of 
an  earlier  Invention  by  which  Mr.  Solon 
contrived  to  preach  by  phonograph  the 
virtues  of  a  certain  spring  water  which 
was  automatically  served  in  gla.sses  coin- 
cident with  the  sermon. 

Mr.  Solon  is  president  of  the  company 
and  R.  I.  Tipton  is  secretary.  In  thr!

Otto  Gafvert,  the  local  dairy  and  food 
inspector,  is  back  from  St.  Paul,  whtre 
he  went  to  confer  with  the  heads  of 
his  department  relative  to  the  admin- 
istration of  the  laws  governing  the  sale 
of  fooQ  of  various  sorts. 

Mr.  Gafvert  said  this  morning  that 
nothing  had  yet  been  done  about  put- 
ting into  effect  the  new  law  regulating 
the  size  of  milk  measures,  passed  by 
the  legislature  la.st  winter.  This  law 
increased  the  size  of  the  quart  measure 
in  which  beer  and  milk  are  to  be  doled 
out,  about  22  per  cent,  but  so  far  it  has 
not  been  regarded  by  any  of  the  milk 
dealers  of  the  state. 

Tile  department  is  a  bit  in  doubt  as 
to  w'hether  it  is  just  the  best  thing  to 
push  the  law  or  not.  It  is  figured  that 
even  if  the  size  of  the  quart  measure  is 
increased,  the  milk  dealers  will  very 
naturally  increa.se  the  price  of  the  con- 
tents accordingly,  and  perhaps  they  will 
push  it  up  a  little  more  to  pay  the  ex- 
pense of  getting  new  measures.  Be- 
cause of  this  fact  the  department  does 
not  see  just  where  the  public  is  to  ben- 
elit  from  the  law.  In  fact,  it  is  likely  i 
that  it  would  lose,  because  the  increase  I 
in  the  price  of  milk  would  be  in  a; 
greater  portion  than  the  increase  in  the 
size  of  the  measures. 

George  Staples,  the  barn  expert  of 
the  department,  will  be  here  next  week 
to  look  over  the  stables  connected  with 
local  dairies  and  to  report  on  their  con- 
dition. He  will  be  here  long  enouga 
to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  all 
the  dairies  in  Duluth,  and  to  make  rec- 
ommendations if  any  of  them  need  to 
be  improved  to  accord  with  the  spirit 
of  the  law. 

Mr.  Gafvert,  though  the  prosecutions 
for  sellmg  poi.«onous  biands  of  whi.sky 
failed  in  Duluth,  has  been  pushine-  them 
outside,  and  h;i9  just  returned  from  a 
trip  during  v.hioh  he  secured  the  ar- 
rest and  conviction  of  several  sellers 
of  bad  liquor.  In  each  case  they  paid 
fines  rather  than  stand  trials. 

"In  the  tests  of  whisky  made  by  the 
1 -partmenc  from  samples  taken  in  this 
.section,"  said  Mr.  Gafvert  this  morning, 
"there  were  found  43  parts  in  100  m 
hany  cases  of  sjiirits  of  amyl,  which 
is  the  principal  ingredient  of  fusil  oil. 
I  understand  that  when  whisky  is  man- 
ufactured In  the  proper  manner  it  con- 
tains 3  or  4  parts  of  amyl,  and  that 
when  it  rests  in  bond  for  a  year  this 
drop.s  to  1  part  in  100.  So  you  can  read- 
ily see  what  assaults  are  being  made 
on  the  stomachs  of  some  of  the  liquor 
users  of  this  county."

Stop- 
ping in  the  midst  of  the  office  for  th2 
dead  the  pastor  stepped  to  the  bier  an  i 
said:

AGAIN 

Wet  Weather  Stops  Wheat 
Movement  Just  Get- 
ting Under  Way. 


Marketings  on  Saturday 

Were  of  Record-Break- 

ing  Quantity. 


The  wheat  movement  of  the  North- 
west is  ready  to  open  up  as  soon  as  the 
weather  will  let  it.  Last  week  the 
weather  was  better  and  much  threshing 
was  done  all  over  the  Northwest.  As 
a  result,  toward  the  close  of  the  week 
the  marketings  of  grain  at  country 
points  were  enormous.  On  Saturday 
the  records  for  receipts  were  broken  at 
many  country  points.  The  Monarch 
line  of  elevators  of  the  Peavey  system 
had  the  biggest  day  in  their  history. 
Other  elevator  lines  report  marketings 
that  reach  their  records. 

The  wet  weather  of  yesterday  and 
Sunday  will  set  the  movement  bacK 
several  days  more.  Threshing  will 
again  be  delayed  until  the  wheat  dries 
out. 

The  tendency  this  fall  will  be  to  rush 
wheat  to  market  and  to  hold  llax.  Thi.s 
is  because  there  is  no  carrying  charge 
in  wheat  at  the  i»res«nt  time,  the  cash 
price  being  higher  than  the  option  price. 
In  flax  the  reveipe  *b  true  this  year, 
the  option  price  Being  higher  than  the 
cash. 

Discussing  the  wh«at  situation,  the 
small  primary  r^elpts,  the  light  for- 
eign demand,  eto^  the*  Chicago  Kecord- 
Herald   says: 

"There  was  a  sllghtdecline  last  week 
on  the  September  an*  a  slight  advance  j 
on  the  Decembep  an4  May  wheat  f u-  1 


tures.  The  range  was  within  2  cents. 
Elverything  about  the  market,  the  tim- 
idity of  the  professional,  the  hesitancy 
of  the  outsider  and  the  narrowness  of 
the  lluctuations  illustrated  the  uncer- 
tainty of  the  situation.  It  is  one  of 
contrasts  in  wheat,  as  it  has  been  for 
weeks,  and  no  one  feels  certain  which 
set  of  influences  is  entitled  to  the  most 
consideration. 

'The  small  movement  continues  the 
bull  factor.  Minneapolis  and  Duluth 
this  week  have  shown  the  effect  of  the 
rainy  weather  of  the  previous  week. 
Chicago.  .St.  Louis,  Toledo  and  Detroit 
have  been  getting  very  much  less 
wheat  than  a  year  ago,  and  the  receipts 
at  Kansas  City,  which  might  be  making 
up  for  the  deficiency  at  the  s~oft  winter 
wheat  points,  are  kept  down  by  the 
crippled  condition  of  the  railroads  in 
the  Kansas  City  territory.  The  recent 
primary  movement  of  wheat  can  hardly 
be  a  fair  criterion  of  the  supplies  this 
year.  For  the  ten  weeks  of  this  crop 
year  the  primary  receipts  of  wheat  are 
only  a  little  over  half  last  year's.  Yet 
every  authority  assumes  the  wheat  crop 
was  about  the  same  as  last  season's: 
No  one  is  certain  as  to  the  explanation 
of  this  disparity  between  the  crop  and 
the  movement.  Naturally,  with  the 
small  movement  a  fact  and  not  a 
theory,  it  has  a  most  decisive  effect  in 
the  price  making.  No  matter  what  the 
assumption  as  to  wheat  supplies  back, 
the  speculator  who  is  relying  on  them 
1.S  in  a  quandary  as  to  why  they  do  not 
show  in  the  movement.  If  the  bullish- 
ness of  the  farmer  is  the  occasion  for 
the  small  marketing,  who  is  to  decide 
when  the  mood  of  the  farmer  wiil 
change?  If  car  scarcity,  and  particu- 
larly the  embarrassments  of  the  .South- 
western roads,  are  responsible,  who  can 
tell  when  the  cars  will  be  in  any  better 
supply  or  when  the  Southwestern  roads

"The  puzzle  of  so  much  smaller  move- 
ment than  last  ear,  with  a  crop  pre- 
sumably about  as  large,  is  only  one  of 
the  speculators'  troubles.  The  lack  of 
foreign  demand  Is  just  as  much  of  a 
mystery.  Every  authority  has  bejn 
declaring  the  European  wheat  necessi- 
ties this  year  would  be  greater  than 
last.  For  weeks  the  weather  in  Great 
Britain  has  been  of  the  worst  sort  for 
harvest.  But  there  has,  in  spite  of  all 
the  assurances  from  statisticians,  been 
the  most  indifferent  sort  of  foreign 
buying.  Two  months  of  the  crop  year 
have  passed  and  l^urope  has  taken 
wheat  at  a  rate  ot  1,50,000  bushels  les^s 
weekly  than  last  season,,  and  last  week 
the  exports  were  3,000,000  bushels  less. 
France  evidently  Essumes  it  needs  no 
foreign  grain  for  prices  at  Paris  have 
declined  sensationally  since  harvest  be- 
gan over  there. 

"There  are  manj'  theories  In  regard 
to  this  disappointnrent  as  to  exports  as 
there  are  touchln?  the  small  move- 
ment from  the  farm.  One  says  the 
foreigner  Is  not  buying  because  he 
knows  there  is  no  wheat  as  yet  to 
buy,  and  another  that  the  foreigner 
has  had  enough  from  India  and  Ar- 
genlne,  Russia  and  the  Danube  at 
cheaper  prices,  to  keep  him  aloof  from 
the  higher  priced  .Vmerican  grain. 

"But  the  small  foreign  demand  has, 
like  the  small  primary  movement  been 
a  fact  and  not  a  theory.  It  still  re- 
mains to  l)e wilder  the  wheat  man  %-.  ho 
believes  the  price  obtamable  for/^e 
surplus  ultimately  makes  the  pnce  of 
the  wheat  crop  and  ^^o  "kes  to  ge^ 
his  inspiration  from  the  situation 
abroad.  ,       .        .^ 

"Th*»  ODinion  as  to  the  wheat  price 
has  dfvided  as  the  speclator  has  been 
rnc'linld  to  •  look  .t  the  sm^xll  move- 
triMit  or  the  poor  demand.  1  nose  who 
have  knovvn  most  al>out  the  railroad 
troubles  in  the  Southwest  have  been 
Last  affected  by  the  small  move- 
ment.  ^  . 

"Those  Interests  taking  most  part 
in  the  movement  of  the  wheat  are 
no.st  certain  it  is  a  case  of  delay  rather 
than  of  scarcity  ir  the  aggregate.  The 
grt^t  winter  wheit  yields  this  year 
have  been  in  the  areas  least  availab  e 
for  transportation.  Everybody  admits 
the  farmers'  mood  has  had  much  to 
do  with  the  slowness  of  the  marketing. 
The  finene.ss  of  the  quality  have  been 
a  notable  factor." 


FOR  LEAVING 
TEAM  UNTIED 

George  Montgomery  Fined 

After  a  Runaway 

Occurred. 

A  team  of  heavy  draught  horses  left 
untied  in  front  of  a  Michigan  street 
feed  store  started  out  to  do  the  town 
this  morning,  and  furnished  Sup«^rior 
street  with  one  of  the  most  exciting 
runaways  in  recent  months. 

They  jogged  east  on  Michigan  street 
to  Second  avenue  east  and  then  ran  up 
to  Superior  street.  Turning  west  on 
Superior  street  the  horses  ran  about  as 
fast  as  a  lumber  team  can  run.  dodging 
wagons  and  street  cars  down  to  Secona 
avenue  west,  where  they  bumped  into 
a  carriage  and  put  it  out  of  commis-

Developments  at  Some  of 

the  Mills  In  This 

Section. 

John  Owens,  Nels  Benson  and  Malt 
Willson  have  purchased  the  portable  mill 
formerly  owned  by  Cook  &  Turrish  inter- 
ests and  have  shipped  It  to  the  head  of 
Lake  Vermilion,  where  the  plant  will  be 

located  at  what  is  known  a.s  Joyce's  land- 
ing. In  Ci-lS.  The  mill  has  a  sawing  ca- 
pacity of  about  25.000  feet  per  day  and 
nas  been  used  to  cut  mucli  of  the  square 
timber  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
Duluth,  Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake  read. 
It  is  claimed  tliat  the  mill  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  settlers  of  the  Little  Fork 
valley.  The  Interests  back  of  the  new 
project  have  con.si<lerabie  timber  tribu- 
tary  to   the  head   of  Lake  Vermilion. 

The  Maple  Lumber  company,  of  Super- 
ior, which  Is  operating  a  mill  for  hard- 
wood sawing  near  the  town  of  Maple, 
Wis.,  will  begin  operations  as  soon  as  there 
is  frost.  Just  at  present  the  ground  is  too 
soft  for  the  company  to  do  work  to  any 
advantage  and  practically  nothing  can 
be  done  until  the  sv/amiis  freeze  over. 
The  company  has  a  logging  road  that 
reaches  well  into  the  hardwood  timber 
belt  in  Douglas  county,  and  as  soon  as 
possible  the  timber  will  be  cut  and  piled 
along  near  the  track  for  removal  to  tlie 
mill.  The  company  has  enough  timber 
in  sight  to  keep  the  mill  operating  for 
two  or  three  years.  A  shingle  and  lath 
mid  will  be  operated  in  connection  witli 
the  sawmill  when  It  starts. 

DeLong  and  Chamberlain,  at  Nickejson, 
Minn.,  are  still  operating  tlieir  nnill.  but 
there  is  a  prospect  of  a  shut  down  in  the 
near  future  owing  to  a  lack  of  logs.  The 
mill  will  start  up  later,  however,  for  an 
all  winter  run.

Tiiere  is  even  a  market  for  a  class  of 
lumber  sometimes  called  "pitchfork  ' 
timber,  the  inference  being  that  it  i..-  of 
so  shaky  a  nature  as  to  be  plckel  up  on 
pitchforks. 

Not  alone  in  the  sawmills  arc  the 
economical  methods  of  iiie  iiresent  age 
noticeable,  but  in  the  woods  and  th^^ 
sbishings.  When  timber  was  p  enty  the 
loggers  were  more  wasteful  and  w<  nt 
over  a  timbered  country  taking  out  only 
the  best  and  that  most  easily  retched. 
If  after  cutting  down  limber  it  was  not 
easily  reached  by  te.ims.  they  left  it  to 
rot  away.  Under  those  conditions  the 
pine  timber  of  the  Northwest  has  been 
disappearing  so  fast  th.at  seme  of  the 
men  who  years  ago  were  inclined  to  be 
wasteful  aie  now  making  quite  a  com- 
petency in  going  over  the  cut-over  land^ 
and  sa,wiug  up  the  dead  and  down  timber. 
Jn  recent  years,  too,  a  machine  has 
been  invented  that  will  saw  pine  stump •- 
off  close  to  the  ground  and  the  hutis 
thus  obtained  can  be  made  to  pay  quite  a 
revenue  after  going  through  a  shingl? 
mill.  There  are  a  number  ot  localitie.s  in 
which  the  pine  has  been  cut  off  in  rec  nt 
years  where  the  shingle  machine  is  be- 
ing  worked   to   advantage. 

Even  in  the  local  sawmi-ls  the  manu- 
facturers are  now  sawin;?  logs  of  a  siz - 
so  small  that  they  would  have  teen  re- 
jected   a   few    years   ago.

PASSING  OF  THE  INDIAN. 

According  to  the  views  of  Indian  Commissioner 
Jones,  it  i>  but  a  question  of  comparatively  a  few  /ears 
when  most  of  the  full-blooded  Indians  of  the  United 
States  will  disappear.  A  few  will  remain,  but  they  will 
be  retluced  to  roving  bands  like  gypsies.  Ultimately  the 
government  will  sever  connections  with  them,  and  that 
will  be  the  end  of  national  Indian  affairs.  Intermar- 
riage with  whites  will  cause  this  to  a  large  extent.  One 
of  the  erroneous  reports  recently  stated  that  400,000  In- 
dians were  involved  in  the  scandals  which  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  Hitchcock  is  now  probing.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  there  are  only  270,238  Indians  in  this  country,  ac- 
cording to  the  last  enumeration.  The  Five  Civilized 
tribes,  embracing  the  Cherokecs,  Choctaws,  Chickasaws, 
Creeks  and  Seminoles,  number  about  85,000  members. 

Commissioner  Junes  has  collected  some  interesting 
information  of  a  general  character  about  the  balance  of 
185,700  Indians.  The  extent  to  v;hich  civilized  methods 
have  been  introduced  will  be  appreciated  when  it  is 
known  that  of  the  185.700  Indians  under  the  general 
charge  of  Commissioner  Jones.  102,000  have  adopted 
citizens  dress  wholly  and  41,000  have  adopted  it  in  part, 
leaving  only  about  43,000  Indians  who  still  cling  to  the 
blanket.  One-fourth  of  the  185,700  can  read  and  the  In- 
dians who  can  use  English  enough  for  ordinary  purposes 
number  62,000.  Considerable  has  been  written  about  the 
great  wealth  of  the  members  of  the  Osage  tribe.  There 
are  only  about  1800  of  them  and  their  per  capita  holding 
is  said  to  be  greater  than  that  of  any  other  nation.  The 
government  pays  to  these  Indians  over  $500,000  a  year  as 
interest  on  trust  funds  in  the  United  States  treasury.  In 
addition  to  this  the  tribe  owns  about  1,250,000  acres  of 
as  fine  agricultural  land  as  can  be  found  anywhere  in  the 
United  States.  The  full  blooded  Indians  of  this  race  are 
rapidly  dying  out  and  the  mixed  bloods  are  increasing, 
as  is  the  case  with  other  tribes.  The  men  are  so  wealthy 
that  they  do  not  have  to  work  and  they  lead  a  life  of 
ease  and  idleness  which  begets  fat  and  consumption.  The 
latter  disease  carries  a  great  many  of  them  off.  After 
all.  probably  the  country  will  be  better  off  when  the 
Indian  becomes  extinct. 


IRON  ORE  IN  ONTARIO. 

The  complete  returns  of  the  mineral  production  of 
the  province  of  Ontario  for  the  past  year  show  a  contin- 
ued gain  in  that  field  of  industry.  The  total  output  of 
metallic  minerals  for  the  year  was  valued  at  over  $7,002,- 
499,  and  making  deductions  for  the  overlapping  of  the 
iron  ore,  pig  iron,  and  steel  statistics,  there  is  still  a  to- 
tal of  $6,257,499.  Nickel  conspicuously  holds  the  fore- 
most place,  with  a  total  output  valued  at  $2,210,961.  For 
the  previous  year  the  total  production  was  $1,859,970,  and 
for  1900,  $756,626.  The  iron  ore  output  for  the  year  was 
valued  at  $518,445,  as  compared  with  $174,428  during 
1901.  Steel  production  increased  during  the  year  from 
$347,280  to  $1,610,031,  and  the  pig  iron  output  was  valued 
at  $1,683,051,  a  slight  decrease  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  total  value  of  the  copper  output  was 
$680,283,  and  of  this  $616,763  worth  was  from  the  copper- 
nickel  ores.  The  gold  output  of  the  province  was  $229,- 
828,  and  the  silver,  $58,000,  both  showing  decreases  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year.  The  non-metallic  minerals 
make  a  new  record  of  $7,134,135  as  against  $6,814,352  for 
the  previous  year.  Common  brick  and  building  stone 
are  both  above  the  $i,ooo,ooo-mark,  and  the  tota^  owtput 
of  Portland  cement  was  valued  at  $916,221. 

According  to  the  Toronto  Globe  the  iron  ore  situa- 
tion of  the  United  States  is  of  special  interest  to  the  iron 
prospectors  of  Northern  Ontario.  If  there  is  a  shortage 
here,  it  believes  that  Ontario  will  be  able  to  provide  the 
necessary  supply.  According  to  the  Globe's  ideas  the  re- 
serve in  the  Lake  Superior  district  is  estimated  to  con- 
tain 1,000,000,000  tons,  and  nine-tenths  of  this  amount  is 
under  the  control  of  the  United  States  Steel  corporation. 
The  steel  manufacturers  outside  this  corporation  have  al- 
ready experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  securing  a 
supply  of  raw  material.  Of  the  35,000,000  long  tons  of^ 
iron  ore  produced  last  year  in  the  United  States,  27,000,- 
000  tons  came  from  the  ranges  of  the  Lake  Superior  dis- 
trict, and  such  large  drafts  upon  the  reserves  of  ore  ex- 
plain the  eagerness  of  the  American  magnates  to  pur- 
chase the  iron  deposits  of  Northern  Ontario.  There  are 
good  geological  reasons  for  expecting  an  appearance  of 
iron  ranges  in  Northern  Ontario  correspond- 
ing to  those  which  now  give  the  United  States  Steel 
corporation  supremacy,  and,  although  it  is  not  likely  that 
ore  bodies  equal  to  the  Mcsaba  will  be  discovered,  there 
v.ill  soon  be  an  urgent  demand  for  ores  far  less  ri  :h  and 
less  conveniently  situated.  In  spite  of  the  continuous 
activity  in  prospecting  for  iron  ore  during  the  past  few 
years,  the  country  is  still  comparatively  unexplored. 
The  measure  of  success  already  achieved  may  not  be  suf- 
ficient to  assure  an  important  place  for  Ontario  among 
the  non-producing  countries.  But  even  if  the  famous 
ranges  of  the  Mesaba  and  Vermilion  regions  do  not  con- 
tinue into  Ontario,  the  demand  of  the  future  will  greatly 
increase  the  value  of  such  deposits  as  are  already  known 
to  exist. 

There  is  one  thing,  however,  that  our  Canadian  neigh- 
bors do  not  take  into  consideration,  and  that  is  the  con- 
stant discoveries  of  new  bodies  of  ore.     As  a  matter  of 
fact   it   will   be   a   Irmg   while   before   the    United   States  ■ 
will  look  to  Canada  for  its  supply  of  ore.

LIFE  IN  THE  NAVY. 

The  scheme  ol  the  bureau  of  navigation  to  make  the 
life  of  the  enlisted  men  in  the  navy  more  attractive  is  to 
be  commemled.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  personnel  of 
the  navy  has  been  falling  off.  There  is  not  the  sturdy- 
clement  apparent  that  there  was  a  decade  or  two  ago. 
The  men  who  are  <.)ffering  themselves  are  not  of  the 
same  class  as  of  old  and  the  department  sees  the  neces- 
sity of  offering  more  inducements  to  the  men  to  secure 
their  attention.  One  of  the  things  proposed  to  make  life 
in  the  navy  more  attractive  than  at  present  is  to  erect 
recreation  lialls  at  all  the  navy  yards  and  stations  where 
men  are  recruited  or  on  duty  for  any  length  of  time. 
These  halls  will  be  fitted  up  with  gymnasium  appliances 
and  facilities  will  be  provided  for  indulging  in  sports  of 
various  kinds.  The  men  will  be  encouraged  to  get  up 
baseball  and  football  teams.  Reading  and  lounging 
rooms  will  also  be  provided,  so  that  the  jackies  will  not 
be  re<iuire<l  to  resort  to  the  saloons  of  the  town  in  a 
search  for  amusement.  Admiral  Endicott  has  been  re- 
quested to  make  an  inquiry  and  ascertain  what  yards 
now  have  buildings  that  could  be  converted  into  recrea- 
tion halls.  It  is  pr(4)osed  to  ask  congress  for  money 
with  which  to  erect  buildings  where  none  exist  that 
can  be  utilized  at  present.  This  is  one  of  the  schemes 
which  the  department  has  in  hand  for  adding  to  the  at- 
tractiveness of  the  service. 

ICiilistnients  are  very  slow  at  present,  and  are  more 
than  overbalanced  by  the  expirations  of  terms  of  ser- 
vice. There  are  now  about  3500  vacancies  in  the  grade 
of  enlisted  men,  and  despite  all  the  efforts  of  the  depart- 
ment it  has  been  impossible  to  fill  the  authorized  quota. 
The  department  has  been  relieved  of  one  source  of  trou- 
ble as  a  result  of  that  spirit  in  the  average  American 
which  inspires  a  love  for  adventure  and  danger.  It  was 
thought  that  difficulty  would  be  experienced  in  securing 
crews  to  serve  in  the  submarine  boats,  and  it  was  pro- 
posed to  create  a  special  graile.  with  extra  pay,  in  order 
to  induce  men  to  enlist  for  the  under-water  crafts.  With 
the  announcement  that  the  first  submarine  boat  was  to 
be  commissioned,  the  department  was  flooded  with  ap- 
plications from  enlisted  men  who  wanted  to  make  up  the 
crew.  The  department  now  has  a  long  list  of  volun- 
teers who  seek  duty  on  these  boats. 

Hi>u;  vcr,  the  men  as  a  whole  are  growing  more  par- 
ticular and  want  greater  advantages,  and  the  movement 
to  supply  them  will  doubtless  result  in  more  rapid  enlist- 
ments. 


RESUBMISSION  CAMPAIGN. 

The  prohibitory  law  in  Maine  is  now  assailed  by  a 
vigorous  force  that  is  likely  to  accomplish  results.  This 
is  apparent  from  the  recent  meeting  at  Bangor  of  700 
resubmissionists  who  perfected  an  organization  and  in- 
augurated a  campaign  against  the  so-called  "prohibi- 
tory" law.  Although  at  this  meeting,  which  was  made 
up  of  representative  citizens,  some  of  them  referred  to 
the  movement  as  non-political,  it  was  evident  through- 
out the  proceedings  that  the  resubmissionists  will  enter 
politics  aggressively  later  if  such  a  course  should  seem 
advisable  in  bringing  about  the  repeal  of  the  prohibitory 
amendment.  The  resolutions  that  were  passed  give  an 
excellent  idea  of  the  feeling  and  purposes  of  the  organ- 
ization.   They  follow: 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  prohibition  has  been  a  part 
of  the  statute  and  organic  law  of  the  state  of  Maine  for 
many  years;  and  realizing  that  it  has  been  and  is  a  gi- 
gantic failure,  so  far  as  properly  controling  and  regulat- 
ing the  liquor  traffic  is  concerned,  we,  citizens  of  Maine, 
in  convention  assembled,  hereby  declare  in  favor  of  the 
resubmission  of  the  constitutional  amendment,  to  the 
end  that  the  people  of  the  state  may  be  given  opportun- 
ity of  expressing  their  opinion  thereon.  We  firmly  be- 
lieve that  the  legal  and  impartial  regulating  of  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquor  will  be  far  more  effective  in  sup- 
pressing the  evil  of  intemperance  than  the  present  sys- 
tem, which  has  been  .such  a  prolific  source  of  hypocrisy, 
deceit  and  even  perjury,  and  which  has  resulted  in  bring- 
ing about  a  wholesale  nullification  of  the  law  on  the 
part  of  officials  and  a  general  and  wide-spread  contempt 
for  its  provisions  on  the  part  of  the  people.  For  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  the  resubmission  of  the  prohibitory 
amendment,  we  hereby  pledge  our  individual  and  united 
efforts  in  securing  the  election  to  the  state  legislature 
of  men  who  will  vote  in  favor  of  this  just  and  reasonable 
proposition.  And  we  cordially  invite  the  earnest  co-op- 
eration of  all  citizens  who  believe  in  fundamental  and 
statute  laws  and  who  desire  to  uphold  the  principles  of 
honesty,  decency  and  justice  within  the  borders  of  our 
state," 

It  is  evident  that  the  prohibitory  laws  of  the  state 
will  not  be  endured  much  longer.  The  insincerity  of 
those  who  attempt  to  enforce  the  laws  is  apparent  and 
a  change  is  bound  to  come. 


The  Washington  correspondent  of  the  New  York 
Tribune  says  there  are  unmistakable  indications  in  Wash- 
ington that  strong  political  pressure  will  be  exerted  to 
prevent  the  publication  of  the  report  of  the  fourth  assist- 
ant postmaster  general,  Mr.  Bristow.

The  dozing  operator  at  Mertonsville 
was  aroused  as  the  Cannon  Ball  swept 
by.  and  walked  to  his  instrument  to  re- 
port   her    as    passed. 

"Ml!  Ml!  Ml!"  his  station  call,  came 
over  the  wire,  and  when  he  si.gnified 
that  he  was  on  band,  came  the  message 
from    the   chief   train    dispatcher: 

"Flag  express  all  hazards.  Bridge 
down." 

"Express  passed  before  mess.age  re- 
ceived. Trying  to  report  her  when  you 
cut    in   on   wire,"    he   answered. 

There  was  no  other  station  between 
Mertonsville  and  the  bridge  over  Bon- 
.son  river,  so  the  chief  dispatcher  had 
done  all  in  his  power  to  prevejit  tK^  *m 
pending  catastrophe.  ImmeuIaTL-TT  up- 
on receipt  of  a  wir^*  from  the  operator 
at  Ordway.  on  the  further  side  of  the 
Benson  river,  he  had  wired  to  Merton- 
ville  in  the  vain  attempt  to  stop  the  ex- 
pre.ss.  The  dispatch  from  Ordway 
read : 

"Track  walker  reports  bridge  down. 
Cannot  get   flag  man   across." 

With  quick,  sharp  orders,  the  dis- 
patcher had  a  special  made  up  to  carry 
doctors  and  nurses  to  the  scene  of  the 
accident  he  now  reg:arded  as  inevitable. 
They  were  ready  to  .start  In  an  hour,  and 
a  wrecking  train  was  only  a  few  mo- 
ments  behind   them. 

Picturing  the  trac't  In  his  own  mind, 
the  dispatcher  coulc;  see  no  escape  foi 
the  express.  There  is  a  sharp  curve  and 
a  heavy  cut  just  before  the  approach  t  > 
the  bridge,  and.  with  orders  to  make 
up  lost  time.  Black  Mike  would  be  run- 
ning at  the  utmost  speed  of  which  his  en- 
gine   was   capable. 

It  was  the  fault  of  no  one.  Everyone 
had  done  his  duty— but  It  is  a  horrible 
thing  to  sit  Impoteiitly  In  a  chair  and 
feel  that  over  a  hur  dred  people  are  ap- 
proacldng  their  death. 

Darkness  and  storm  around  them,  the 
beat  of  the  rain  against  the  windows  of 
the  cab  drowning  e>'en  the  noise  of  th«- 
engine.

It  is  not  the  position 
of  the  engineer  that  arrests  and  fixes 
his  attention,  but  it  is  the  expression  on 
his  face.  The  face  is  as  white  as  a  sheet 
through  the  grime  of  coal  and  perspira- 
tion, and  his  eyes  ire  blazing  with  a 
light  that  seems  perilously  akin  to 
madness.

Stirring  Up  Bad  Memories. 

Chicago  Inter  Ocean:  The  British  com- 
mission of  inquiry  into  the  conduct  of 
the  Boer  war  is  out  in  a  report  which 
makes  recommendation  as  to  the  lessons 
gained.  Some  of  the  British  generals  who 
were  engaged  in  that  conflict  will  not  pro- 
fit much  by  the  commission's  concltislons, 
as  they  have  long  been  familiar  with  Its 
lessons.

Of  late,  however,  rains  have  brought 
out  a  new  specimen.  Slugs  in  immense 
quantities  have  swarmed  out  upon  the 
walks  after  rains.  This  morning 
thousands  of  them  appeared,  to  be 
trampled  upon  and  ground  into  the 
walks.  They  are  brownish  beasts,  an 
inch  or  more  long,  wider  in  the  middle 
than  at  the  ends,  with  a  pair  of  horns 
at  the  head  like  those  of  a  snail.  In 
fact,  the  slug  is  a  very  close  relative  ot 
the  land  snail. 

The  presence  of  these  worms  on  the 
sidewalks  after  showers  leads  to  inter- 
esting speculations  and  discussion.

Shaffer  arrived  in  a  cab  and  made  his 
way  to  the  platform,  not  recognized  by 
the  crowd,     lie  looked  pale  and  showed  | 
signs  of  exhaustion.  1 

After  Mr.  Robinson's  address.  Presi- 
dent Shaffer  was  introduced.  In  a 
husky  voice,  he  said:  "The  thing  I 
would  most  gladly  do  is  to  keep  still 
and  say  nothing.  Two  years  ago  1 
made  a  mistake  by  trying  to  make 
13,000  people  hear  me,  and  as  a  result 
Of  such  efforts  I  atn  in  a  reduced  phy- 
sical condition.  Nine  months  ago  I 
made  three  speeches  in  one  day  and  I 
will  not  again  allow  people  to  use  me 
up  in  that  way." 

That  was  all  the  reference  he  made 
to  himself,  and  he  then  proceeded  witn 
evident  difficulty  to  make  a  brief 
speech.  When  asked  to  make  a  state- 
ment he  said  that  he  was  anxious  to 
make  one  and  arranged  with  the  re- 
porters to  meet  them  at  the  Nelson 
house  at  7  o'clock  last  night.

Suddenly  wells  that  had  been  giving 
out  fully  one-half  salt  water  be^.tn 
flowing  nothing  but  oil,  good  fuel  oil,  it 
is  declared. 

That  put  the  Investigation  on  foot. 
The  investigators  secretly  at  night 
slugged  up  the  pipe  line  at  the  Be.iu- 
mont  end.  They  drove  several  m.ilea 
into  the  country,  dug  into  the  ground 
over  the  pipe  line,  made  a  tapiiing  into 
the  line,  and  salt  water  gushed  into 
the  air  nearly  100  feet.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  pressure  was  from  the  gulf 
pumping  station  and  that  salt  water 
was  being  pumped  to  Beaumont  and 
into  the  wells  that  the  Standard  com- 
pany's conspirators  desired  to  wreck. 
There  was  no  pressure  from  the  Beau- 
mont end,  because  of  tne  plugging  of 
the  pipe.

Dallas,  Tex.,  Sept.  8.— The  Fort  Worth 
Telegram  prints  the  most  startling 
story  that  has  ever  come  out  of  the 
Beaumont  oil  fields,  and  states  that  its 
informant  is  one  of  the  most  prominent 
men  of  Fort  Worth,  who  returned  from 
Beaumont  Sunday.  This  man  declares 
that  the  Standai-d  Oil  eompany  has  per- 
petrated a  most  gigantic  swindle  in  the 
Beaumone  fields,  and  that  positively  es- 
tablished details  are  just  coming  to 
light. 

The  independent  oil  companies  of 
Beaumont  are  the  victims,  many  of 
which  have  been  wrecked  by  the  Stan- 
dard's work. 

Recently  some  of  the  leading  men  of 
the  wrecked  or  injured  companies  de- 
termined to  investigate,  and  in  two 
days  they  raised  $27,000  in  money  with 
which  to  push  the  work.

Mr.  Ducket,  still 
stunned  by  the  unexpected  action  of  his 
daughter,  told  hiin  that  there  was  none, 
and  that  he  only  meant  to  advise  the 
girl  against  sentimental  thoughts  until 
she  was  older.

Ill   Health    of   Mother 

Threatens  to    End 

Long  Struggle. 

Denver,  Col.,  Sept.  8.— With  failing 
health  and  a  family  of  young  children 
on  her  hands,  Mrs.  Martha  Hershey,  a 
German  woman,  finds  herself  confront- 
ing the  world. 

The  habitation  of  this  poor  woman 
cannot  be  called  a  home  by  anyone  but 
those  who  live  there,  for  it  is  so  humble. 
A  few  knotty  poles  over  which  is 
stretched  a  torn  and  weather-beaten 
rag  that  once  was  a  tent  is  the  only 
shelter  the  mother  and  her  five  children 
have  to  protect  them.  There  is  no  tloor 
under  the  tent,  and  the  only  pieces  of 
furniture  it  contains  are  a  wooden  bed- 
stead and  a  cot  without  bedding  of  any 
kind.  Outside  is  a  broken  chair  and  i 
battered  old  trunk,  and  oft  to  one  side 
to  a  sort  of  pen  is  a  cook  stove,  where 
the  family's  meals  are  prepared. 

The  place  is  located  out  on  the  prairie 
not  far  from  Riverside.  Here  this  wo^ 
man  has  struggled  for  existence  for 
several  years  and  bravely  met  adversity 
for  the  sake  of  her  children.  Never, 
while  she  had  her  health  and  could 
work,  did  hunger  come  to  the  little  ones, 
but  when  continued  exposure  to  the 
elements  began  to  tell  upon  her  and 
sickness  Interfered  Avith  her  earnings, 
many  a  time  she  had  nothing  to  give 
them  when  the  children  asked.  And 
what  makes  it  all  the  worse  is  that  two 
of  the  children  are  sick.  One  of  them, 
the  oldest,  who  Is  about  15,  has 
lungs  and  liver  trouble.  The  only 
one  that  is  old  enough  to  work 
care  of  a  lawn,  for  which  he  receives  a 
small  sum  each  month,  and  which  is  the 
sole  support  of  the  family. 

The  children  are  all  pleasant-faced 
and  honest.  The  nearest  neighbors  say 
they  are  all  exemplari'  boys  and  never 
steal,  although  in  the  direst  need,  nor 
will  they  beg. 

The  mother  Is  afraid  to  ask  charity 
from  the  county,  saying  that  if  she  did 
so  the  authorities  might  take  her  boys 
away  from  her,  and  she  had  rather  un- 
dergo any  trial  than  that. 

'•Do  not  tell  the  authorities,"  she  said 
to  a  caller.  'They  will  take  my  chil- 
dren away  and  I  will  die.  I  will  not 
live  without  my  children.  Six  years  we 
have  lived,  and  some  way  we  will 
live." 

Such  Is  the  faith  and  love  of  a  woman 
whose  only  clothing  is  a  skirt  and  a 
waist. 

The  youngest  child,  a  boy  of  7.  has  as 
a  companion  a  little  puppy  which  some 
of  the  more  practical  of  Mrs.  Hershey's 
acquaintances  regard  as  a  luxury  which 
the  family  can  ill  afford,  but  a  kind  wo- 
man who  saw  the  pleasure  the  little  fel- 
low received  from  the  companionship  of 
the  dog  has  offered  to  pay  for  the  dog's 
keep  and  his  license,  too,  if  there  be  a 
collector  in  all  the  city  who  is  mean 
enough  t6  demand  it.

Honolulu,  T.  H.,  Sept.  8— The  comple- 
tion of  the  Pacific  commercial  cable 
without  serious  mishap  has  been  her- 
alded abroad,  congratulations  ex- 
changed, and  the  operations  of  the  line 
begun  with  such  complete  freedom  from 
untoward  incident  that  already  the 
civilized  world  has  come  to  look  upon 
the  exchange  of  trans-Pacific  messages 
as  an  everyday,  commonplace  affair.  So 

far  as  tie  outside  world  has  known, 
this  great  enterprise  has  been  carried 
out  without  extraordinary  danger  to 
workmen  and  devoid  of  unusual  inter- 
est. 

Occasional  mention,  a  passing 
thought  is  sometimes  given  the  oper- 
ators on  the  far-away  sandpits  of  the 
Pacific,  who  keep  a  lonely  vigil  on 
specks  of  land  that  ri.se  hardly  above 
the  level  of  the  boujidless  ocean  They 
have  been  cjuick  to  respond  to  the  de- 
mand of  business  and  commerce,  but 
slow  to  recount  their  own  trials  and  the 
dangers  they  have  faced. 

From  far-off  Fanning  island  comes  a 
story  of  heroism  and  a  life  and  death 
struggle  with  the  winds  and  waves 
which,  but  for  the  timely  and  brave 
action  of  James  Greig  and  his  little 
band  of  native  boatmen,  would  have 
resulted  in  a  tragedy  as  great  as  any  in 
the  annals  of  the  South  Pacific. 

The  Fanning  island  station  of  the  Pa- 
cific is  possibly  one  of  the  most  plea- 
sant of  the  sand  island  landing  places 
of  the  cable.  The  operators  there  at 
least  have  near  neighbors  in  the  Grelg 
family,  who,  with  the  native  workmen 
of  a  cocoa  plantation,  make  up  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  island. 

While  the  first  congratulatory  mess- 
ages were  being  flashed  over  the  cable 
on  the  Fourth  of  July  a  band  of  Fan- 
ning island  cable  station  men  were  bat- 
tling for  their  lives  in  the  gale  that  was 
t)lowing  over  the  island. 

Early  in  the  morning  on  that  day  a 
number  of  operators  with  native  help- 
ers were  at  work  on  the  big  lighter 
used  to  transport  goods  and  equipment 
from  passing  steamers  to  the  station. 
The  cable  ship  Iris  was  expected  at  any 
time,  and  the  men  yere  busy  making 
ready  for  prompt  transhipment  of 
supplies  she  was  to  bring.  The  rising 
gale  caught  the  craft  and  steadily  swept 
it  to  sea  with  its  band  of  operators 
and  natives.  Seeing  the  plight  of  the 
men  In  the  lighter,  assistance  was  sent 
them  from  the  shore  in  a  small  whale- 
boat.  This  boat  as  well  became  unman- 
ageable, and  the  rising  storm  made  the 
position  of  the  men  a  most  dangerous 
one. 

James  Greig.  whose  home  la  some  five 
miles  from  the  cable  station,  first  knew 
of  the  predicament  when,  about  2 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  he  was  sur- 
prised while  sitting  on  his  veranda 
tiilking  with  his  brother  and  Mr.  Cuth-* 
bert,  of  the  cable  force,  by  the  arrival 
of  a  native  messenger,  who  announced 
the  difficulty  into  which  the  men  on 
board  the  lighter  had  run,  and  called 
for  assistance. 

The  first  messenger  hiul  hardly  com- 
pleted his  story  when  a  second  runner 
arrived  and  told  of  the  dispatching  of 
the  whaleboat,  which  was  now  drifting 
to  sea  with  those  whom  it  had  gone 
to  aid.  The  seams  of  the  lighter  had 
oi)ened,  and  the  occupants  were  in  im- 
minent danger  from  drowning,  to  .say 
nothing  of  the  horrors  of  being  swept 
beyond  human  aid  by  the  fury  of  the 
gale. 

The  whaleboat.  with  eight  men  on 
board,  had  given  up  the  Impossible  task 
of  saving  the  lighter  and  were  attempt- 
ing to  return  to  shore.  Their  boat 
could  be  seen  as  a  speck  on  the  horiozn, 
and  from  the  action  of  the  men  it  was 
feared  that  they  had  become  exhaused 
and  were  at  the  complete  mercy  of  the 
waves. 

Immediately  plans  were  discussed  for 
the  rescue.  Grelg,  from  his  long  life  on 
the  Island,  too  well  knew  the  danger 
which  the  drifting  craft  faced  and  was 
not  unmindful  of  the  dangers  which 
must  be  met  in  accomplishing  their 
rescue.  Finally  summoning  the  hardi- 
est and  most  competent  boatmen, 
James  Greig  launched  his  largest  long- 
boat and  set  out  on  his  life-saving  mis- 
sion. Extra  sails,  three  days'  rations, 
compass  and  everything  neee.ssary  for  a 
long  trip  at  sea  were  placed  in  the 
boat  and  within  half  an  hour  from  the 
time  the  call  came  Greig  and  six  husky 
Kanaka  boatmen  were  hastening  on 
their  errand  of  mercy. 

In  half  an  hour  they  reached  the 
cable  station,  where  further  Informa- 
tion was  given  them  on  the  drifting 
craft.  Both  were  now  out  of  sight 
below  the  horizon.  When  last  seen 
through  powerful  glasses  they  were 
drftiiig  in  a  westerly  direction. 

James  Greig,  in  relating  the  story  on 
his  recent  arrival  in  Honolulu,  said: 
'Setting  out  froin  the  cable  station,  we 
sailed  directly  with  the  wind,  believ- 
ing that  we  could  thus  most  quickly 
locate  the  boats.  We  had  sailed  a  long 
time— I  did  not  keep  the  exact  time, 
but  we  were  out  of  sight  of  land  and 
could  only  see  the  tree  tops  of  the 
island  palms — when  we  suddenly  came 
upon  a  small  skiff  containing  two  white

men  of  the  cable  ^tton  force.  They 
were  Mr.  Topping^,  ^lior  operator, 
and  Mr.  Wallum,  tjie  battery  man. 

'They  were  both  very^much  exhausted 
when  we  took  them  into  our  boat.  We 
promptly  set  our  boat  adrift  and  con- 
tinued on  our  way,  assisted  by  their 
direction  in  locating  the  other  boat. 
They  told  us  that  the  natives  had  gone 
out  to  the  whaleboat  in  the  skiff  and 
had  succeeded  in  reaching  it,  but  in 
such  an  exhausted  condition  that  they 
could  render  no  assistance.  They  had, 
therefore,  changed  places  with  the  na- 
tives and  attempted  to  keep  the  two 
boats  together.  The  fury  of  the  vvave3 
soon  threatened  to  swamp  both  craft, 
and  they  had  separated,  the  wind  soon 
taking  the  whaleboat  out  of  sight. 

•The  gale  wtis  increasing,  we  were 
out  of  sight  of  land  and  night  wjs 
coming  in.  Our  boat  was  a  staunch 
one,  and  had  we  been  on  a  less  im- 
portant mission  we  would  gladly  have 
turned  to  shore  f>>r  safety.  We  kept 
on.  The  natives  wt-U  knew  the  danger, 
but  not  one  of  theia  showed  the  whii^ 
feather  or  suggesud  that  we  should 
retiu-n.  W^e  <-'oiiIiiuu{4  to  sail  with  the 
wind,  keeping  a  srrart)  lookout  for  any 
sign  of  a  whaleboat  as  our  craft  rose 
on  the  crest  of  each  tremendous  wave. 
Our  hopes  for  sucess  were  steadily 
growing  less  wheii  one  of  the  men  spied 
41  speck  on  the  horizon  that  had  some- 
thing the  appearance  of  a  sail.  We 
no  longer  thought  of  danger  or  of  turn- 
ing back.  We  made  for  the  sail  or  sig- 
nal flag  or  whatever  it  might  be  as 
fast  as  the  wind  could  carry  us. 

'It  was  a  long  chase,  but  before  dark 
we  had  made  out  the  whaleboat  and 
were  as  close  alongside  as  safety  for 
the  l)oats  would  allow.  The  sorry 
spectacle  that  met  our  eyes  is  one  I 
shall  never  forget. 

'The  majority  of  the  occupants  of  the 
boat  were  completely  exhausted.  They 
were  lying  in  the  bottom  in  a  state  of 
semi-consciousness,  having  given  up 
hope  and  become  indifferent  to  their 
fate.  There  was  but  one  man  of  the 
whole  crew  of  eight  able  to  move.  He 
had  tied  his  shirt  to  ah  oar  and  raised 
It  at   the  side  of  the  boat. 

"That  was  the  .signal  we  had  seen 
and  which  unquestionably  saved  the 
lives  of  the  boat  crew.  We  handed  out 
our  restoratives  and  so|)n  the  men  were 
able  to  take  care  of  themselves.  Our 
arrival  was  particularly  timely,  for 
the  way  the  sea  Was  nfunning  it  could 
only  be  a  matter  of  a  few  uours  when 
their  boat  would  be  o\'erturned  and  all 
the  men  drowned. 

"They  told  us  that  the  whaleboat  had 
suceeded  In  reaching  the  lighter  which 
had  been  set  adrift.  With  the  addi- 
tional load  In  the  boat  they  were  un- 
able to  make  headway  toward  the 
shore  and  had  finally  given  up  with  the 
expenditure  of  the  last  ounce  of  en- 
ergy. 

"We  now  had  to  devote  our  whole 
attention  to  our  own  safety.  For  a  time 
we  tried  to  tow  the  whaleboat,  but  this 
gave  promise  of  dragging  both  boats 
down.  We  took  the  men  aboard  and 
with  sixteen  human  beings  that  weight- 
down  the  boat  we  were  by  no  means 
in  an  enviable  position.  The  sail  was 
taken  in  and  my  native  boys  manned 
the  oars  for  the  long  pull  back  to 
the  cable  station.  It  was  a  hard  fight 
with  the  elements,  but  it  was  success- 
ful. At  10  o'clock  that  night  we  landed 
on  the  beach  at  the  station  and  were 
met  by  the  full  force  remaining  and 
the  natives,  who.  with  shouts  of 
thanksgiving,  pulled  our  boat  through 
the  breakers. 

*I  have  had  many  experiences  during 
my  lifetime  on  Fanning's  Island,  but 
have  never  come  in  contact  with  such 
a  close  call  as  that  which  the  cable 
people  had." 

Greig  says  It  was  luck  that  saved  the 
cable  men,  but  the  boys  at  the  station 
have  a  very  different  story  to  tell,  and 
It  Is  certain  that  the  bravery  of  James 
Grelg  and  his  band  of  natives  will  not 
soon  be  forgotten  by  the  cable  operat- 
ors at  Fanning.

of  whom  Is  only  3  years  old. 

To  support  the  children  Mlaa  Schell 
has  been  driving  a  mail  route  from 
Goodland  to  Klrby.  Every  day  she 
makes  the  trip  and  carries  the  youngest 
child  with  her.  She  told  her  story  and 
laid  no  emphasis  on  the  manner  in 
which  she  has  struggled  to  keep  the 
family  together  since  the  father  was 
sent  to  the  penitentiary.  The  governor 
was  much  impressed  with  the  story. 


TALE  OF  WOE 
BY  A  POSTMAM 


Wife  Sold  the  Bed  and 
He  Wants  a  Di- 
vorce. 

Denver,  Col.,  Sept.  8.— Walter  Hay- 
den,  a  city  mail  carrier,  filed  suit  in 
the  district  court  for  divorce  from  his 
wife,  Emma  Hayden.  The  complaint 
was  filed  by  Attorney  R.  D.  Rees  and 
contains  eighteen  separate  allegations 
of  cruelty.  From  the  sworn  statements 
made  by  Hayden  he  must  h;tve  been  a 
patient  and  long-suffering  man. 

The  complaint  starts  out  on  the 
eighteen  counts  with  the  allegation  that 
"the  defendant  has  done  everything  in 
her  power  to  ruin  the  happiness  and 
blight  the  life  of  the  plaintiff,  and  to 
render  him  as  miserable  as  possible  at 
all  times." 

Then  the  plaintiff  says  that  he  bought 
three  homes  for  the  defendant,  besides 
building  her  a  home.  She  refused  to 
live  in  any  of  these  more  than  a  short 
time.  The  first  house  she  claimed  was 
too  small  for  her  needs,  and  \\\  order 
to  secure  peace  and  quiet  Hayden  says 
that  he  purchased  a  second.  This  one 
failed  to  please  because  tlie  wife 
claimed  it  was  too  cold  and  uncomfort- 
able. Again  Hayden  went  out  to  look 
for  another  home.  He  found  a  house 
which  he  thought  his  wife  would  like. 
They  moved  into  it  and  then  came  the 
complaint  that  it  was  too  close  to  the 
houses  on  either  side.  The  husband  now 
decided  to  build  a  home  at  116  South 
Grant  avenue.  He  lives  there  now.  but 
his  wife  has  left  him  four  times,  being 
dissatisfied  with  the  home  and  husband. 
On  each  of  these  occasions  the  com- 
plaint says  that  the  young  woman  went 
to  her  mother,  who,  he  says,  harbors 
a  nialicious  hatred  for  her  son-in-law. 

Again,  the  wife  has  refused  to  cook 
meals  for  her  husband  and,  according  to 
his  story,  ever  since  their  marriage  has 
forced  him  to  carry  a  cold  lunch  to  his 
work,  stating  that  he  had  no  business 
to  spend  money  for  a  warm  lunch  down 
town.  At  night  when  he  came  home 
he  complained  that  he  was  again  forced 
to  digest  a  cold  meal  because  his  wife 
would  not  cook  for  him.  This,  he  says, 
has  had  a  serious  effect  upon  his  health. 

For  years  Hayden  has  not  had  any  of 
his  friends  at  his  house  because  of  the 
threat  of  his  wife  that  If  he  brought 
them  there  she  "would  make  it  warm 
for  them."  Threats  against  his  life 
have  been  made,  and  on  one  occasion, 
when  the  family  was  living  at  1203 
Pennsylvania  street,  Mrs.  Hayden 
threw  a  tablespoon  at  her  husband, 
which  caught  him  on  the  cheek  and  in- 
flicted a  painful  wound.  For  days  at  a 
time  she  has  refused  to  speak  to  him. 
But  the  crowning  offense  of  all  is  the 
complaint  that  she  has  frequently 
charged  him  with  Infidelity,  when, 
Hayden  claims,  such  charges  were  to 
her  own  knowledge,  untrue. 

The  couple  have  one  child,  3  years  old. 
It  is  this  child  which  has  caused  Hay- 
den to  exhibit  so  much  patience.  Each 
time  his  wife  went  away  from  him  he 
entreated  her  to  come  back  to  their 
home  because  of  the  child.  Hayden 
says  that  he  is  willing  to  give  up  prop- 
erty and  every  comfort  for  hi.s  child, 
but  she  has  been  taken  away  from  his 
home  by  her  mother.  Immediately 
after  the  birth  of  the  child  Mrs.  Hay- 
den Is  said  to  have  sold  the  bed  in 
which  she  and  her  husband  had  slept 
for  years,  saying  that  she  would  no 
longer  sleep  with  the  plaintiff.  .Since 
that  time,  for  a  period  of  three  years, 
he  has  been  forced  to  sleep  upon  a 
lounge  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  and  this 
is  also  said  to  have  had  its  effect  upon 
his  health.

Fred  A.  Lundberg  has  arrived  In  the 
city  from  Quebec  and  assumed  his  duties 
of  examining  in-coming  boats  for  unde- 
sirable  immigrants. 

For  several  years  past,  the  vessels  ar- 
ri\lnK  in  the  harbor  from  foreign  ports, 
h'ive  Lien  met  by  the  local  custonis"  ot- 
ticlals.  and  the  work  of  inspection  has 
leen  under  the  direction  of  Collector  Will- 
cuts.  With  the  creation  of  the  new  de- 
patiment  of  labor  and  commerce  the  in.- 
irigiiitjon  (department  was  transf«*rred 
to  this  bureau,  and  the  different  immigra- 
tion offices  are  now  under  the  new  de- 
partment. 

The  immigration  laws  are  being  strictly 
enforced  at  the  New  York  and  Boston 
l.'ureatis.  and  for  some  time  pa.st  immi- 
graat.s  who  were  turned  back  at  tlie^e 
pi'rts  J;a\  e  gone  to  M.mtreal  and  crossed 
ti\.!  btider  from  Canada.

Mr.  Brown  was  engaged  by  the  syndi- 
cate, in  which  Lyman  J.  Gage,  of  Chi- 
cago, former  secretary  of  the  treasury, 
and  other  prominent  financiers  are  in- 
terested, to  proceed  to  Siberia  and  look 
over  the  property.

STATE  BOARD 
EOUALIZATION 


St.  Paul.  Sept.  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  state  board  of  equaliz- 
ation, having  thoroughly  done  the  fair, 
got  down  to  business  today  and  for 
the  next  three  weeks  will  be  busily  en- 
gaged in  adjusting  the  returns  of  the 
various  counties  of  the  state.  The  re- 
turns from  1903  show  that  there  has 
been  an  increase  during  the  past  year 
in  the  total  assesse*!  valuation  of  per- 
sonal property  in  Minnesota  for  prac- 
Ucaliy  $7,000,000.  The  county  board 
returned  a  total  valuation  of  $130,000,000 
last  year  and  the  state  board  raised  this 
to  $137,000,000.  This  year  the  returns 
of  the  county  boards  total  $144,000,000. 
This  figure  will  be  raised  probably  to 
at    least   $lo0,000,0<;0. 

The  1903  returns  show  that  259.000 
people  in  the  state  are  assessed  on  per- 
sonal property.  This  is  an  increase 
of  about  6000  names  over  the  190^  list. 

Governor  Van  Sant  addressed  the 
board  on  its  assembling  at  this  morn- 
ing's session.  The  govemor  said  that 
this  should  be  tlie  loost  important 
meeting  the  board  had^ever  held.  Owing 
to  the  failure  of  the  feglslature  to  ap- 
ply suggested  renibflies  to  meet  tax- 
ation diculties,  a  greater  responsibility 
than  ever  rested  jfu  jthe  state  board. 
"I  said  in  my  flt*t  'message  that  one- 
half  of  all  the  per*i>n*J  property  of  the 
state  escaped  tax^tiofft.  I  believe  that 
ftilly  75  per  cent  f^f  Personal  property 
escapes  taxation.  I  am  not  prepared 
to  say  that  personal  property  does  not 
begin  to  bear  thd  btirden  which  it 
should."  "*

Is  a  Memorial  to   the 

Battle   of  Lake 

George. 


Oration  By  Chauncey  De- 
pew  and  Letter  From 
President. 


Lake  Ge©rge,  N.  T.,  Sept.  8.— In  the 
presence  of  thousands  of  excursionists 
from  all  nearby  towns,  the  governors 
of  New  York,  Vermont,  Massachu- 
setts and  Connecticut,  stationed  at  the 
four  corners  of  the  battle  monument 
today  pulled  the  fastening  which  un- 
veiled the  bronze  memorial  of  the  tiattle 
of  Lake  George. 

The  oration  of  the  day  was  delivered 
by  Senator  Chauncey  M.  Depew,  who 
spoke  as   follows:

Matsrial    prosperity,     com-  | 
mercial  ambition,  the  rewards  of  promo-  | 
tion  and  discovery  In  a  yew  fountry  and  | 
the  mad  rush  for  wealth  had  caused  the 
memory   or   knowledge   of   the   deeds  and  ! 
n  en   ot   the   heroic   days   which   made    us  j 
a  nation  to  pass  almost  Into  oblivion.  We  \ 
accepted    the    blessings    of    liberty    as    a 
matter    of    course    without    studying    or 
thinking    of    or    being    inspirdfl    by     the  | 
achievements  and  sacrifices  of  the  fathers 
of   the    republic.     Today   we    go   t>ack   to 
the  early  time  of  preparation  and  discip- 
line.    From   one   hundred   and    forty-four 
to   one   hundred  and   fifty   years   ago   th<s 
wilderness    about    Lakes       George       and 
Champlain   was   the   field  of  struggle   be- 
tween   the   two   strongest   nations   of    the 
World    for    the    control,     ownership    and 
government  of  the   North  Aradrican  con- 
tinent.    A    few   thousand    hardy    pioneers 
and    frontiersmen    were   fighting  both    for 
an    empire   and    for   the    civilization    and 
institutions   which   should   govern   it. 

This  colonial  war,  which  lasjted  to  with- 
in two  years  of  the  length  of  the  strug- 
gle of  the  revolution,  and  whose. Issues 
Were  so  tremendous,  occupies  only  a  few 
chapters  in  American  and  scarcely  a  page 
in  European  history.  It  Is  remembered 
in  school  books  and  popular  recollection 
mainly  by  the  heroism  and  death  of  Wolfe 
cm'.  Montcalm.  It  wiis  marked  by  savage 
conflicts,  Indian  mas.sacre.s.  numberless 
deeds  of  valor,  and  countless  episodes  of 
marvelous  adventure;  but.  in  all  great 
wars  and  civic  contests  time  obliterates 
s.nti  eliminates  until  one  name  typifies 
the  era  and  its  outcome.  All  the  actors 
are  forgotten  save  to  the  student  or  the 
antiquary  except  William  Pitt  and  Gen. 
James  Wolfe,  and  the  incident  of  Wa-sh- 
ir.gttjn's  heroism  and  hairbreadth  escaijes 
on  Braddocks  bloody  field.  Pitt  and 
Wolfe  have  fitting  memorials  among  Eng- 
land's mighty  dead  in  Westminster  Ab- 
b';jy.  while  Washington  lives  in  the  hearts 
ot  hia  countrymen. 

The  war  which  began  with  Washing- 
ton's musket  fire  on  the  26th  of  May.  1754, 
ended  with  the  fall  of  Quebec  the  13th 
of  September,  1759.  It  continued  on  the 
ocean  for  three  years  longer  and  then. 
In  1763,  Its  Issues  were  settled  by  the 
treaty  of  peace  of  Paris.  In  that' treaty 
Frrnce  surrendered  to  England  all  her 
ptes-ts.^^ons  in  North  Amorica  except 
Lcuis-?ana,  and  th.at  territory  she  was 
forceu  to  give  to  Spain.  The  vast  and 
fertile  area  now  comprised  in  twenty- 
four  of  the  most  populous  and  prosper- 
ous states  of  the  American  republic  and 
tli'j  whole  of  Canada  were  lost  forever  to 
France  and   her  people. 

The  benefits  of  this  war  to  the  Ameri- 
ca i  people  cannot  be  overestimated.  It 
was  the  school  of  the  revolution.  It  ac- 
ciistorred  the  colonies  to  act  in  concert 
wheie  they  had  common  interests.  It 
brouerht  their  public  men  into  familiar 
intercourse  an<l  established  that  strong- 
est uf  Mes  among  the  people  of  the  coun- 
try, the  comradeshin  of  soldiers  in  the 
camn  the  march  and  battle.  Washington 
'xnd  most  of  the  commanders  in  the  con- 
tinental army  were  trained  during  these 
five  years  by  the  ablest  generals  of 
Great  Britain.  In  recurring  recruitment 
by  the  termination  of  terms  of  enlist- 
ment a  large  proportion  of  the  able- 
bodi'Mi  youth.s  of  the  various  colonies  had 
large  and  valuable  experience  in  the  art 
of  war.  They  served  with  veterans  of 
Eur  n  campaigns  and  under  famous 
generals  of  the  Old  World,  and  they 
fought  soldiers  of  France  who  had  seen 
service  on  many  a  continental  battle- 
field. This  horizontal  view  dissipated 
their  dread  of  regulars,  gave  them  confi- 
dence in  themaelvts  and  a  feeling  of 
supertority  for  fighting  in  a  new  and 
undevoleped    country. 

The  strength  as  well  as  the  rights  of 
the  people  of  the  colonies  was  demon- 
strated. The  struggle  stimulated  a  keen 
and  widespread  discu.ssion  of  the  rela- 
tions of  the  colonies  to  the  mother  coun- 
try of  their  equal  right  with  English- 
men at  home  in  every  guarantee  of  free- 
dom and  representation  and  a  large  and 
illuminatine  di.=cussion  of  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  liberty,  which  were  philo- 
sophical toys  among  men  of  genius  in 
France,  hut  produced  a  tremendous  im- 
pression  upon   the  colonists. 

If  England  and  France  had  come  to  ah 
agreement  over  their  home  disputes  and 
then  in  a  rough  and  ready  way  partitioned 
these  far-away  and  p<x)rlv  appreciated 
provinces,  the  fate  of  our  forefathers 
might  have  been  s<»aled.  'ihey  could  not 
have  contended  again.st  Great  Britain  on 
the  .Vtlantlc.  and  this  vigilant,  aggressive 
an<l  grasping  enemy  north  of  the  head- 
waters of  the  Hudson  and  west  of  the 
.Mleghanies.  The  clock  marking  the  prog- 
r<^ss  of  American  development  in  institu- 
tions and  resources,  would  never  have 
struck  the  jubilant  hours  of  the  nineteenth 
and   twentieth  centuries. 

The  harsh  conditions  of  the  treaty  oi 
Paris  left  France  not  only  bereft  of  her 
magnificent  empire  In  North  America, 
but  humiliated  and  vindictive.  The  tragic 
tale  of  the  heartless  outrage  on  the  Ar- 
cadians gave  fury  to  the  pa.ssions  of  king 
and  nobles  which  was  shared  by  the  army 
and  navy  and  in  peasants'  cottages  in 
every  nook  and  corner  of  Franco. 

They  had  no  animosity  against  the  Co- 
lonials. It  was  all  for  England.  Thev 
impatiently  waited  for  the  time  to  strike'. 
French  monarchy,  Bourbon  and  despotic, 
had  no  sympathy  with  the  lofty  aspira-

tions  of  the  American  people  for  liberty 
upon  the  foundation  of  tne  chaxter  framed 
in  the  cabin  of  the  Maytlower  and  voiced 
In  the  burning  phrases  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.  Hut  when  we  had  dem- 
onstrated tliat  with  some  Assistance  suc- 
cess would  be  assured,  the  French  gov- 
ernment saw  that  the  hour  of  retribution 
and  revenge  had  come.  In  making  an  al- 
liance with  the  struggling,  almost  des- 
pairing, young  Republic,  and  sending 
fleets  and  armies  to  our  aid,  the  king  and 
his  cabinet  entered  upon  the  most  popular 
war  In  the  history  of  his  house;  to  wrest 
from  England  those  lost  and  bitterly  la- 
mented provinces  a.nd  to  build  up  a  new 
power  against  her  upon  the  soil  taken 
from  Fance  under  such  profoundly  mor- 
tifying conditions,  rtade  th^  contest  a  holy 
war.  The  motive  of  the  government  de- 
tracts in  no  measi-re  from  the  gallantry 
of  La  Fayette  and  our  gratitude  to  him. 
He  and  others  opened  the  evea  of  their 
country,  but  this  youth  of  twenty  could 
have  accomplished  little  at  Versailles, 
had  he  not  been  able  by  hLs  rank  and  pos- 
ition, to  secure  a  hearing  and  so  arrest 
the  frivolities  of  tlie  court  and  voice  the 
feelings  of  his  cointrymen  by  showing 
that  the  hour  had  come. 

The  fruits  of  the  exasperation  over  the 
Treaty  of  Paris  were  gathered  by  us 
again  nearly  a  half  century  later.  XS'a- 
poleon  had  regained  Louisiana  from  Spain 
by  the  gift  to  a  HourUon  prince  of  the 
bauble  of  a  toy  kingdom.  He  saw  that 
with  Great  Britain's  command  of  the  sea 
}  J^Si^^  be  captui-ed  by  her  navy.  To 
defeat  her  securing  this  vast  territory,  the 
control  of  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi 
and  a  dominaUng  influence  in  the  Western 
heraispliere  became  part  of  his  plan.  He 
had  inherited  the  national  shame  and  re- 
sentment of  .1763.  To  our  commissioners 
who  were  endeavoring  to  make  terms  for 
the  free  navigation  of  the  Mississippi,  his 
answer  was  quick  and  peremptory.  -You 
can  iiave  the  whole  territory."  This 
splendid  domain,  wliich  made  possible  our 
nestern  developmr^nt,  consolidated  our 
I  nion  and  gave  us  .-lo  much  of  the  wealth 
power  and  happiness  which  we  enjoy,  is 
a  legacy  of  the  war  to  wtiose  colonial 
heroes  we  here  today  dedicate  this  mon- 
ument. 

Rev.  Charles  Bnigler,  chaplain  of  the 
New  York  State  society,  offered  the  in- 
vocation. The  address  of  welcome 
was  by  Frederick  J.  De  Peyster,  gov- 
ernor general  of  the  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars  .and  chairman  of  the  monument 
committee,  and  in  turning  over  the 
monument  to  the  New  York  State  so- 
ciety, he  referred  to  the  fact  that  the 
object  of  the  society  is  to  restore  120 
years  to  Americai  history,  the  yeare 
intervening  between  the  founding  of 
the  colonies  and  the  battle  of  Lexing- 
ton. 

James  William  Beekman,  governor 
of  the  New  York  society,  In  accepting 
the  monument  in  l^ehalf  of  the  society, 
spoke  of  the  endeavors  of  the  society 
to  keep  alive  the  Tiemory  of  the  na- 
tion's heroes.  Addresses  were  delivered 
by  Governor  Odell  of  New  York;  Gov- 
ernor Chamberlai;i.  of  Connecticut; 
Governor  McCuUough,  of  Vermont,  and 
Lieutenant  Governor  Guild,  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

A  letter  from  Prt-sldent  Roosevelt  was 
read,  as  follows: 

Oyster  Bay,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  29.  1903.— 
"My  Dear  Mr.  Ferris;  It  is  with  real 
regret  that  I  find  myself  unable  to  be 
present  at  the  de<:;ication  of  the  monu- 
ment to  commemorate  the  battle  of 
Lake  George.  I  very  earnestly  believe 
in  the  v»isdom  in  this  new  country  of 
ours  of  keeping  nlive  a  sense  of  con- 
tinuity with  the  1  istoric  past.  It  is  a 
good  thing  from  every  standpoint  to 
commemorate  in  striking  form  the 
deeds  that  made  Lakes  Champlain  and 
George  famous  in  colonial  and  revolu- 
tionary days,  and  again  in  the  war  of 
1X12.  There  is  a  peculiar  appropriate- 
ness in  placing  a  monument  on  the  line 
of  these  two  lal-es  which  formed  a 
highway  of  warfare,  followed  by  the 
war  parties  of  Indians,  of  colonial 
troops,  of  French  and  British,  and 
finally  of  American  soldiers.

the  merchant  service.  After  some  ex- 
citing experiences,  he  entered  the  law 
office  or  liis  father  at  the  age  of  IS.  aad 
It  the  age  of  21  he  was  admitted  to 
practice  in  New  York,  where  he  re- 
mained with  his  father  until  18"..3. 

In  this  year  his  adventurous  spirit 
.igrain  asserted  itself,  and  he  started  for 
the  West,  in  company  with  the  late 
Horace  R.  Bigelow.  On  reaching  Illinois 
be  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  that 
.itate  by  Judge  Canton,  an  old  friend  of 
liis  father,  but  he  soon  started  north, 
.^topping  for  a  brief  Interval  in  Iowa, 
md  arriving  in  .St.  Paul  Nov.  3,  1853. 

In  company  with  Mr.  Bigelow  a  law 
business  was  started  in  .St.  Paul,  but 
before  the  winter  was  over  Judge  Flan- 
drau  was  engaged  to  explore  the  Min~ 
nesota  valley,  and  this  led  him  to  locate 
for  a  while  at  Traverse  de  Sioux,  then 
in  Indian  post  and  missionary  station. 
He  remained  here  for  several  yeara, 
auriiig  which  time  he  gained  the  con- 
fidence of  both  tile  Indians  and  th4 
federal  and  state  governments,  and  was 
intrusted  with  a  number  of  important 
missions. 

In  1856  he  was  apiwinted  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  Indian  agent 
for  tlae  Sioux,  of  tlie  Mississippi,  then 
tiie  most  important  agency  In  tlie  coun- 
try, and  in  1H5T  he  was  elected  to  the 
constitutional  convention.  While  a 
member  of  that  body  he  was  appointed 
associate  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
ol  the  territory,  a  position  he  held  un- 
til the  admission  of  the  state,  in  1S5S, 
when  he  was  elected  a.ssociate  justice 
of  the  state  supreme  court  for  a  term  of 
seven  years.  This  position  he  held  un- 
til 1S64,  vvhen  he  resigned  to  go  to 
Nevada,  and  remained  away  al)out  a 
yeai-.  In  lSt)G  he  wa.s  nominated  by  the 
Democracy  foi  governor,  and  hi  ter  on 
he  received  another  nomination  for 
chief  jusitice,  having  also  acted  as 
chairman  of  the  state  Democi-atic  com- 
mittee. 

One  of  the  Interesting  and  exciting 
episodes  of  his  career  as  a  jurist,  In- 
dian fighter  and  soldier,  occui'red  in 
1S62.  when  he  was  on  the  supreme 
bench.  In  this  year  when  the  .Sioux  In- 
dians rebelled  he  proceeded  to  the  fron- 
tier with  a  company  of  volunteers  and 
took  possession  of  the  border  town  of 
New  Clm.  While  he  was  commander- 
in-chiel  of  the  assembled  forces  a  des- 
perate battle  wa.s  fought,  with  the  re- 
Bult  that  the  savage  foes  were  routed 
and  vanquished,  and  as  a  mark  of  ap- 
preciation he  received  the  thanks  of  tlie 
state.  The  monument  erected  on  the 
battlefield  to  comm.emorate  the  event 
bears  a  medallion  of  his  face  in  bron/.e. 

A  few  years  ago  he  was  appointed 
by  the  legislature  as  one  of  the  com- 
missioners to  write  the  hi.^tory  of  Min- 
nesota in  the  civil  and  Indian  wars. 
Two  valuable  volumes  were  produced, 
and  they  now  form  an  indispensable 
part  of  every  important  library.  In 
this  work  Judge  Flandrau  confined 
himself  to  the  history  of  the  Indian 
^var3,  of  which  he  gives  a  graphic  and 
accurate  accoutit. 

It  may  be  said  that  during  his  long 
and  busy  life,  filled  wltli  the  peri!  and 
adventures  of  savage  warfare,  Judge 
Flandrau  found  time  to  cultivate  the 
pe.ueful  arts,  and  to  develop  liteniry 
habits  and  tastes  of  no  mean  order. 
This  is  attested  by  his  most  rei^ent  mi- 
portant  public  act  as  an  historian,  the 
publication,  in  It'OO,  of  an  inter^ting 
and  valuable  volume  entitled  the  "His- 
tory of  Minnesota."  supplemented  by  a 
Beries  of  tales  of  the  frontier,  which, 
taken  together,  form  the  most  compie- 
hensive  and  satisfactory  history  of  the 
state  ever  given  to  the  i>ubUe. 

In  referring  to  his  political  career  a.s 
above  given,  the  fact  was  omitted  that 
Judge  Flandrau  was  made  judge  advo- 
cate of  Minnesota  by  C!en.  Sibley,  the 
lirst  governor  of  the  state,  and  that  he 
served  during  his  'administration,  in 
185S-9. 

Among  the  numerous  thrilling  narra- 
tives in  his  "HLstory  of  Minnesota." 
Judge  Flandrau  gives  a  graphic  account 
of  the  Spirit  Lake  ma.<wacre  by  Ink- 
pa-du-ta's  band  In  March.  1857.  while  he 
was  Lnited  States  Indian  agent. 

The  massapcre,  which  resulted  in  the 
death  of  forty-two.  and  the  captivity 
of  four  women,  was  brought  about  by 
the  merest  accident.  During  the  month 
named  one  of  the  Indian  bajid.  while 
hunting  near  the  Hock  river,  was  bitten 
by  a  dog  belonging  to  one  of  the  set- 
tlers. The  Indian  killed  the  dog,  when 
the  owner  of  the  animal  assaulted  him 
and  be.at  him  severely.  This  so  enraged 
the  Indians  that  they  marched  to  the 
settlement  at  Spirit  Lake  and  com- 
menced to  massacre  the  settlers,  killing 
all  of  the  men.  together  with  some  wo- 
men, four  of  the  latter  being  carried 
into  captivity.  Their  names  were  Mns. 
Noble,  Mrs.  Maible,  Mrs.  Thatcher  and 
Miss  Gardner. 

The  massacre  was  first  discovered  by 
Morris  Markham.  one  of  the  settlers. 
who  was  absent  at  the  time,  and  who 
returned  only  to  find  all  of  the  settlers 
dead  or  missing.  He  at  once  went  to 
Sprlngtield  and  reported  what  had 
taken  place. 

Judge  Flandrau  received  the  news  of 
the  massacre  from  two  young  men  who 
had  come  on  foot  through  the  deep 
snow,  and  he  at  once  made  a  requisition 


on  Col.  Alexander,  commanding  at  Fort 
Tiidgely.  for  troops.  Capt.  Barnard  E. 
Bee  of  the  Tenth  United  States  Infan- 
try, and  his  compa  ly  were  detailed  to 
go  in  pursuit  of  the  Indians,  and,  after 
a  most  arduous  march,  the  camp  tires 
of  the  Indians  wert  discovered,  but  its 
tliey  were  several  days  old  the  pursuit 
was  llnally  abandoned. 

In  the  meantime  .fudge  Flandrau  de- 
vised i)lans  for  the  rescue  of  tlie  women 
and,  while  thinking  the  matter  over, 
an  event  occurred  that  opened  the  way 
to  a  solution.  A  party  of  his  Indians, 
who  had  been  hunting  on  the  Big  Sioux, 
learned  that  Ink-pa-du-La  was  en- 
camped not  far  distant,  and  that  he 
had  some  white  women  prisoners.  Two 
brothers  of  the  peaceful  tril>e  visited 
the  camp  and  succt'eded  in  purchasing 
Mrs.  Marble,  and  in  bringing  her  to 
tlie  Yellow  Medicine  agency,  whence 
she  was  brought  to  Judge  Flandrau, 
who  learned  tJiat  tv/o  of  the  other  cap- 
tives were  still  alive. 

A  large  force  of  Indians  was  organ- 
ized to  rescue  the  remaining  women, 
and  they  were  provided  with  horses, 
wagons  and  all  sorts  of  trinkets,  which 
were  to  be  given  in  exchange  for  the 
captives.  It  was  the  intention  of  Judge 
Flandrau,  after  thi»  women  had  been 
rescued,  to  move  on  the  enemy  with 
United  States  troops  and  utterly  an- 
nihilae  them.  Plann  to  this  effect  were 
fully  matured,  but  Ihls  part  of  the  pro- 
gram was  fruslrateci  by  an  order  which 
commanded  the  garrison  to  embark  for 
Utah  to  join  Oen.  .Albert  Sydney  John- 
son's expedition  against  the  Mormons. 

However,  Judge  .Flandrau's  Indians 
reached  the  ho«tile  camp,  where  they 
found  that  Mrs.  Thatcher  and  Mrs. 
Noble  had  been  killed.  Miss  Gardner 
was  rescued  and  brought  to  St.  Paul 
and  delivered  by  Judge  Flandrau  to 
Governor  Medary  on  June  23,  IsGT.  She 
was  afterwards  maiTied  and  became  a 
widow,  and  resides  in  the  house  from 
which  she  was  abducted  by  the  savages 
forty-four  yeais  ago.  The  Indians  who 
rescued  her  were  paid  $400  each  for 
their  service.  To  the  brothers  who 
brought  in  Mrs.  Marble  Judge  Flandrviu 
paid  SfjOt)  each. 

As  he  couid  raisie  only  $u<»  at  the 
agency,  he  re.sorted  to  a  novel  metliod, 
which  consisted  in  issuing  a  bond,  v.ltli- 
out  authority.  As  It  was  the  lirst  bond 
ever  issued  in  wha-.  is  now  Miimesota, 
the  two  Dakotas,  Montana  and,  in  fact, 
tlie  Nortliwest,  a  copy  is  herewith  given 
in  full: 

*1.  .Stephen  R.  Riggs,  missionary 
among  the  .Sioux  Imlians,  and  I,  Charles 
E.  Flandrau,  United  States  Indian 
agent  for  the  Sioux,  being  satisried 
that  Mak-plya-ka-iiri-ton  atid  .Si-ha-ho- 
ta.  two  .Sioux  Indians,  have  performed 
a  valuable  service  to  the  territory  of 
Minnesota  and  humanity,  by  rescuing 
from  captivity  Mrs.  Margaret  Ann 
Marble,  and  delivering  her  to  the  Sioux 
agent,  and  being  further  satisfied  that 
the  rescue  of  the  remaining;  whit^  wo- 
men who  are  now  n.  captivity,  among^ 
Ir.k-pa-du-ta'.=?  band  of  Indians,  de- 
jjends  very  much  on  the  liberality 
shown  toward  the  said  Indians,  who 
have  rescued  Mrs.  Marble,  and  having 
full  conttdence  in  the  humanity  and  lib- 
erality of  the  territory  of  Mirmesota, 
through  Its  government  and  citizen.s, 
have  this  day  paid  to  said  two  al)ove- 
nanied  Indians,  the  sum  of  $r.on  in 
money,  and  do  heieby  pledge  to  said 
two  Indians  that  the  further  sum  of 
$r,00  will  be  paid  to  them  by  the  terri- 
tory of  Minnesota  or  its  ciiixens  within 
three  months  from  date  hereof.

To  recite  in  detail  the  many  thrilling 
events  and  interesting  experiences  in 
which  Judge  Flandrau  figured  during 
his  long  and  active  .sojourn  in  Minne- 
sota would  reiiuire  pages  of  space  and 
would  be  in  itself  a  compendum  history 
of    the    territory  and    state. 


JAPANESE 
ARE  HOPEFUL 


That  War  Clouds  Are  Lift- 
ing In  tlie  Far 
East. 

London,  Sept.  9.— The  Japanese  lega- 
tion here  sees  in  the  Russian  conces- 
sions regarding  Manchuria  the  lifting 
of  the  war  clouds  in  the  far  East.  No 
confirmation  has  been  received  of  the 
London  Times'  Pekin  dispatch,  sajing 
that  the  Russian  minister  there.  In  his 
note  to  the  Chinese  foreign  office,  en- 
gaging that  New  Chwang  and  Moukden 
shall  be  vacated  by  the  Russians  on 
Cct.  8,  undertook  that  China  shall  be 
permitted  to  resume  administrative 
right  in  the  three  provinces  of  Man- 
churia .under  certain  conditions,  but 
the  report  is  regarded  as  well  founded. 

The  Japanese  legation  s  ys:  "These 
events,  if  the  reports  are  correct,  have 
occurred  which  are  calculated  to  sim- 
plify tlie  situation,  namely — the  Rus- 
sian terms  which  M.  Lessar  has  appa- 
rently presented,  mark  the  abandon- 
nu'nt  of  the  proposals  which  the  powers 
found  objectionable;  Russia  has  an- 
nounced her  withdrawal  from  Man- 
churia next  month,  and  we  believe  she 
is  sincere  and  negotiations  are  prog- 
ressing between  Japan  and  Russia  for  a 
definition  of  their  respective  rights  In 
Manchuria  and  Corea.  These  are  secret 
and  it  is  impossible  to  foretell  the  out- 
come, but  we  are  hoj>eful  that  the  re- 
sults will  be  satisfactory  to  both  gov- 
ernments." 


SEVERE  PUNISHMENT 

Asked  for  Murderers  of  King 
and  Queen. 

Belijrade,  Sept.  9.— The  Servian  army 
officers  recently  arrested  succeeded  to- 
day in  publishing  a  new^  proclamation, 
calling  on  all  the  officers  to  stand  to- 
gether in  demanding  the  most  severe 
punishments  for  the  murderers  of  King 
Alexander  and  Queen  Draga.  The  offi- 
cers declare  that  either  they  or  the 
murderers  must  leave  the  service.  The 
pi(xlaination  concludes  wiili  calling  for 
cheei^  for  King  Peter. 

The  Servian  public  now  openly  takes 
sides  with  the  arrested  officers,  and  de- 
maiuis  their  release. 

Great  di-ssatlsfaction  prevails  on  ac- 
count of  the  ai)ix>intment  of  Gen. 
Gynicks.  one  of  the  chief  conspirators, 
to  command  the  division  of  Nish.

Health  Department  Anx- 
ious Nevertheless  to 
Guard  Against  It. 

While  typhoid  fever  i.s  unusually  pre- 
valent ail  around  Duluth,  this  city  ia 
comjitiratively  free  from  the  sickness 
that  made  it  famous  In  the  early  "nine- 
ties." 

The  Duluth  hospitals  at  present  have 
an  unsually  large  number  of  typhoid  pa- 
tlent.s,  but  virtually  all  of  these  are  from 
towns  and  villages  of  the  northern  part 
of  the  state,  and  it  is  said  that  many 
of  them  are  due  to  impure  drinking 
water. 

Tiie  Duluth  water  is  of  the  best  and 
it  has  become  as  much  a  matter  of 
pride  among  physicians  tnai  v.'hen  a  case 
of  tvpligid  lever  develops  here  they 
make  it  a  point  to  try  and  determine 
the    source. 

It  is  claimed  that  practically  all  of 
Duluths  few  cases  of  typhoid  come  from 
sections  of  tne  city  not  supplied  with 
drinking  water  through  the  municipal 
system.  In  these  districts  the  -ixiysl- 
cians   advise    boiling    the    drinking   water. 

It  is  claimed  that  Dululh's  greatest 
danger  from  tyr^liold  would  come  from 
outside  milk  that  is  siiipped  in  here.  Lo- 
cally tlie  milk,  stable.s,  and  stock  are  so 
tiiorougnly  inspected  that  the  possibility 
of  dise:i/-e  from  this  source  is  pronounc- 
ed at  a  minimum. 

Improper  plumbing  and  sewer  connec- 
tions are  also  said  to  be  very  dangerous, 
but  Dulutii  doctors  say  they  can  see  no 
reason  why  an  epidemic  should  be  feared 
at  this  time. 

Of  nearly  thirty  cases  of  typhoid  now 
in  St.  Luke's  ho»j)ita.l  only  one  or  two 
developed  in  Dulutn.  The  others  were 
brought  in  from  other  communities  in 
order  that  they  might  have  the  benefit 
of   Duluths    hospital   service. 


BOARD'S  ACTION 
IS  MOST  UNJUST 

Insane  Step  By  State 
Board  of  Equalization. 

Boosts  Personal  Property 
Fifty  Per  Cent.

Through  the  influence  of  Governor 
Van  Sunt  and  State  Auditor  Iverson, 
the  state  board  of  equalization  yester- 
day perpetrated  an  act  that  is  the 
crown  piece  to  the  mass  of  injustice 
that  makes  up  the  personal  property 
tax. 

Under  the  pretense  of  correcting  an 
injustice,  the  board  devised  an  injust- 
ice that  is  far  beyond  the  limits  of 
reason  and  intensities  the  ills  of  the  old 
system    a    thousand-fold. 

The  board  decided  to  raise  the  assess- 
ment of  all  personal  property  In  the 
state  50  per  cent. 

That  appears  to  be  the  effect  of  the 
lesolution,  which  provides  that  assess- 
ments shall  be  50  per  cent  instead  of 
33  1-3  per  cent  of  the  cash  value  of 
the  property.  Such  an  increase  would 
mean  a  jump  of  50  per  cent  flat  on  ail 
personal  property  in  the  state. 

The  action  of  the  board  was  pub- 
lished this  morning  in  terms  calculated 
to  give  the  impression  that  it  had  de- 
cided to  make  incerases  of  33  1-3  to  50 
per  cent.  As  telegraphed  from  St. 
Paul,  however,  the  interpretation  given 
before  seems  to  be  the  proper  one. 

This  appears  to  be  about  the  wildest 
piece  of  injustice  ever  perpetrated  in 
this  state  in  the   way  of  taxation. 

It  is  notorious  and  undenied  that  the 
personal  property  tax  is  a  larce  ana  an 
injustice. 

The  man  who  has  little  has  it  all  in 
sight,  where  it  cannot  be  hidden  from 
the  view  of  the  assessor.  He  has  it  In 
horses  and  cows  and  sheep  and  pigs  and 
chairs  and  cooking  stoves.  He  is  bound 
to  get  an  assessment,  while  the  man 
who  has  much  has  most  of  it  out  of 
sight,  and  the  assessor  gets  it  only  by 
accident,  if  at  all. 

"That  Is  where  the  injustice  comes  in. 

The  state  administration   has       been 
shrieking   its   head  off  because   of  this 
condition,    and   now   it    has  aggravated 
it  many  fold  by  incerasing  the  assess- 
ment   on    what    has    already    been    as- 
sessed,    instetid    of    digging    up    the 
property    that    has    not   been    assessed. 
The  only    way   to  remedy   the   Injustice 
of  the  personal  properly  tax  system  is 
to  devise  some  means  of  gettintt  intan- 
gible  property   on   the  tax   rolls  at  fair 
valuations.        To    make    a    raise    of    50 
per   cent   in    the   assessment   of   house- 
hold   furniture    and    farm      Implements 
and  stock  is  to  make  a  deeper  cut  into 
the  farmer  and   mechanic   and    tlie   la- 
borer, whose  property  has  always  paid 
a  grossly  unjust  proportion  of  the  per- 
sonal property  tax,   because  their  poor 
I  belongings   have   had   to   pay    not   only 
I  their  own   share,    but   that   of   the   rich 
I  man  whose  stoi.ks  and  bonds  never  get 
j  to  the  eye  of  the  assessor. 

The  board  of  equalization  now  pro- 
poses to  take  some  of  the  burden  from 
real  estate  and  heap  it  upon  the  al- 
ready overloaded  shoulders  of  the  poor 
possessor  of  tangible  personal  prop- 
erty. 

The  idea  is  so  preposterous  that  It  is 
almost  unbelievable.  It  may  be  that 
the  wires  have  slipped  in  transmitt  ng 
the  news  to  Duluth.  On  no  other  theory 
can  the  sanity  of  the  board  of  equaliz- 
ation and  of  State  Auditor  Iverson  be 
believed  in. 

This  hits  particularly  hard  at  the 
fanning  communities  and  at  Duluth, 
where  the  personal  property  valuation.s 
are  already  high.  Duluth  got  a  raise 
of  25  per  cent  in  its  personal  property 
taxes  at  the  hands  of  the  asses.sors. 
To  add  the  raise  proposed  by  the  board 
of  equalization  would  be  little  short 
of  ruinous. 

The  merchants  of  the  state  would  be 
heavily  burdened  by  the  iniquitous 
proposition  of  the  state  board. 

They,  too,  have  all  their  property  in 
visible,  tangible  form,  and  they  are 
unable  to  conceal  it  from  view  and 
keep  it  off  the  tax  rolls.  To  raise  them 
.SO  per  cent  would  in  thousands  of  cases 
over  the  state  be  burdensome  enough  to 
swamp  merchants. 

It  is  inconceivable  that  the  hideous 
plan  of  the  state  board  will  be  carried 
out.  It  is  the  grossest  instance  of  tak- 
ing from  those  that  have  not  to  give  to 
those  that  have  that  has  been  recorded 
yet. 

What   the  condition  of  the  minds  of 


the  members  of  the  board  was  tlhat 
they  should  figure  on  righting  an  in- 
justice by  committing  one  a  thousand 
times  more  gross  it  is  hard  to  imagine. 

Heal  estate  is  bearing  an  unjust  share 
of  the  tax  burden,  as  State  Auditor 
Samuel  G.  Iverson  said  in  his  address 
to  the  board.  But  the  personal  prop- 
erty that  he  asked  the  board  to  raise 
was  being  much  more  unjustly  treated. 
The  fault  is  In  the  intangible  property 
that  is  not  assessed.  It  cannot  correct 
the  evil  to  increase  the  burden  on  prop- 
erty that  cannot  escape. 

The  resolution  embodying  this  action 
was  introduced  by  J.  E.  Cooley,  of  Du- 
luth, and  his  friends  here  are  much  sur- 
prised at  his  action. 

The  tax  officials  of  St.  Louis  county 
and  of  the  city  of  Duluth  will  enter  a 
vigorous  protest  before  the  state  board 
of  equalization  against  the  board's  ac- 
tion. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  some 
time  today  between  County  Auditor 
Halden  and  City  Assessor  Olafson  to 
go  down  to  St.  Paul  and  take  the  mat- 
ter up  with  the  board,  asking  for  a 
reconsideration  of  the  resolution. 

The  local  tax  offlcials  are  very  much 
disappointed  over  the  action  of  the 
board,  especially  the  part  taken  \n  the 
matter  by  J.  E.  Cooley,  of  this  city, 
declaring  that  the  measure  will  work  a 
great  injustice  to  the  "little  fellows," 
while  some  of  the  "big  fellows"  will 
escape  almost  entirely. 

County  Auditor  Halden  says  that  the 
protest  will  not  come  only  from  fcSt. 
Louis  county,  but  that  the  state  board 
of  equalization  will  probably  hear  from 
other  counties  of  the  state.  City  As- 
sessor Olafson,  who  was  present  at  the 
meeting  of  the  state  board  when  the 
resolution  for  the  raising  of  the  assess- 
ment figures  for  personal  property  was 
passed,  says  that  Governor  Van  Sant 
also  appeared  before  the  board  and  de- 
clared that  the  personal  property  of  the 
state  was  not  assessed  in  proportion  to 
the  realty  assessments,  and  urged  the 
board  to  take  the  action  that  it  did. 

"It  is  a  rank  shame."  said  County 
Auditor  Halden  this  morning,  "that  the 
state  board,  just  because  there  is  some 
personal  property  outside  of  bank  stock 
that  cannot  be  reached,  should  go 
ahead  and  declare  a  policy  of  assessing 
still  higher  that  class  of  personal  prop- 
erty here  that  is  already  assessed  high- 
er than  it  .should  be. 

"The  figures  of  the  city  assessor 
show  that  the  personal  property  assess- 
ment in  Duluth  is  25  per  cent  higher 
this  year  than  last,  and  now  the  state 
board  comes  along  and  says  that  this 
must  be  raised  still  higher.  It  is  the 
little  fellows  that  are  going  to  suffer 
from  this  resolution.  The  fellows  that 
are  already  paying  a  big  assessment  on 
their  stocks  of  hou.sehold  furniture,  elc, 
the  merchants  who  are  paying  really 
more  than  they  should  on  their  stocks, 
are  to  be  squeezed  a  little  harder  be- 
cause some  of  the  fellows  that  have 
money,  stocks  and  bonds  outside  the 
banks  tannot  be  reached.  The  trouble 
will  be  that  this  measure  to  raise  che 
personal  property  tax  assessment  will 
not  affect  the  very  interests  that  It 
i  should,  but  will  only  increase  the  bur- 
den laid  on  the  interests  that  have  al- 
ready all  they  can  stand. 

"I  believe  that  it  behooves  the  county 
and  city  tax  oflicials  to  protest  against 
this  measure,  for  if  they  don't  do  some- 
thing, there  is  a  time  coming  wnen  the 
people  will  call  them  to  account  for  U. 

"It  has  been  the  usual  custom  of  the 
state  board  of  equalization,  before  it 
passed  a  resolution  or  measure  tliat 
would  so  seriously  affect  any  par  of 
the  state,  to  set  a  date  of  hearing  when 
those  interested  might  appear  with  ar- 
guments. I  am  surprised  that  the  board 
has  taken  such  summary  action  without 
at  least  giving  us  a  chance  for  a  hear- 
ing."

Call  on  Cotton  For 

Protection. 

Berlin,  Sept.  9.— A  delayed  dispatch 
from  Constantltnople  to  the  Lokal  An- 
zelger  (which  sometimes  prints  official 
news)  says:  "Telegraphic  consular  re- 
ports received  here  today  (Monday)  say 
that  the  murder  of  Christians  In  differ- 
ent parts  of  Beirut  continues.  Disorder 
prevails  and   traffic  is   destroyed. 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  consular  corps  it 
has  been  decided  to  ask  for  tiie  recall 
of  the  vali,  Recvard  Bey,  through  the 
embasaie  at  Constantinople,  and  to  re- 
place him  by  the  vali  of  Syria  (Nazim 
Pasha>,   now  at   Damascus. 

"The  consuls  also  decided  to  call  on 
Rear  Admiral  Cotton  for  eventual  pro- 
tection of  the  foreign  consulates,  which 
he  later  agreed  to  furnish.  It  is  consid- 
ered that  the  American  could  land  <kX) 
men.  Some  Americans,  it  is  believed, 
have  already  landed.  The  American 
ships  are  cleared  for  action.  Othtr 
warships  are  expected. 

"The  tension  between  the  Mohamme-. 
dans  and  Christians  in  Syria  has  pre- 
vailed for  a  long  time,  but  it  is  not  con- 
nected with   the  Macedonian  movement."

CURC»  SUMMER  COMPLAINT 


Residents  of  Nebagamon 
Attack  Plans  For  Water- 
works System. 

The  town  of  Nebagamon,  Wis.,  has  been 
enjoined  from  issuing  bonds  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  water  works.  The  injunc- 
tion was  secured  yesterday  from  Counly 
Judge  Larson,  of  Douglas  county,  by 
Attorney  T.  L.  Mcintosh,  who  appeared 
for  Richartl  Bennett,  one  of  the  tax- 
payers of  the  town.  The  hearing  on  the 
order  has  been  set  for  Sept.  12. 

In  the  petition  for  the  order  It  is  rep- 
resented that  a  meeting  of  the  town 
board  was  recently  beld  at  which  a  res- 
olution was  unlawfully  passed  ordering 
the  construction  of  a  water  works  system 
and  giving  notice  of  a  meeling  to  be 
called  to  vote  on  the  question  of  selling 
bonds  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  plant. 

It  is  further  stated  that  tiie  town  clerk 
caused  to  be  published  a  call  for  the 
election  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  bonds 
in  the  amount  of  %&-)<S.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  order  did  not  contain  a  copy  of 
the  resolution  callin.g  for  the  election,  and 
that  the  election,   therefore,  is  void. 

It  is  al.-^o  claimed  in  the  petition  that 
notices  of  the  election  were  not  con- 
spicuously pa.sted  about  the  town,  and 
that  the  place  of  the  election  was  so 
situated  that  it  was  difticult  for  more 
than  one-t^ird  of  the  voters  of  the  town 
to  get  to  t     •  election  booth. 

Carl  M.  wiLion.  of  Superior,  is  attorney 
for  the  town  of  Nebagamon.  He  claims 
that  the  water  works  proposition  was  not 
a  scheme  ha-stily  rushed  tiirough,  but  that 
the  majority  of  the  citizens  of  the  town 
want  the  .system.  He  say.s  the  village  of 
Nebagamon  pavs  two-thirds  of  the  taxea 
of  the  whole  town,  yet  the  people  living 
out.side  the  village  objects  to  its  having 
anv    fire    protection. 

Mr.  Wilson  denies  the  charge  of  insuf- 
ficient notice  and  claims  that  the  vote 
at  the  special  election  was  only  344  short 
of  tne  vote  at  the  regular  .spring  elecUon.

GOLD  DUST  MAKES  HARD  WATER  SOFT 


Reports  from  the  three  spring  wheat 
states  of  the  Northwest  almost  without 
variance  tell  of  damage  to  crops  by 
heavy  rains.  The  yields  are  heavier 
than  expected  and  the  berry  is  plump 
and  would  grade  well  with  favorab'.e 
weather  conditions,  but  it  is  generally 
conceded  that  the  rains  In  most  places 
have  taken  at  least  one  grade  off  the 
crop. 

In  North  Dakota  most  of  the  wheat 
is  in  shock,  and  i:  is  estimated  that 
only  about  10  per  cent  of  the  wheat  in 
that  state  is  stacked.  This  wheat  in 
shock  pets  thoroughly  wet,  and  unless 
the  weather  following  is  exactly  right 
it  cannot  but  be  injured.  It  means, 
too,  that  the  grain  must  in  all  likeli- 
hood be  threshed  while  in  a  damp  con- 
dition, and  the  thresher  will  not  then 
blow  out  the  dirt  and  smut  as  it  would 
if  the  grain  was  dry. 

In  Minnesota  and  South  Dakota  more 
wheat  is  stacked  than  in  North  Dakota, 
and  wheat  in  stack  does  not  suffer 
from  rain  if  the  stacks  are  well  made. 
As  an  illustration  of  what  the  farmer 
has  had  to  contend  with  since  the  har- 
vest began,  the  case  of  Aberdeen,  S.  D., 
is  a  good  example.  The  rainfall  there 
since  Aug.  1  has  been  eight  and  a  half 
inches. 

The  North  Dakota  crop  report  for  the 
week  ending  Mondaj-  is  as  follows: 

"The  fore  part  of  the  past  week  was 
generally  cloudy  and  cool,  with  light 
to  heavy  showers,  followed  by  good 
weather  until  Sunday,  when  heavy 
rains  fell  again  in  nearly  all  parts  of 
the  state,  with  quite  low  temperatures. 
Frost  was  general  on  the  3d,  4th  and 
5th,  in  most  sections  being  too  light  to 
do  any  damage,  t»ut  ^n  others  it  was 
hard  enough  to  kill  ccrt-n,  flax  and  late 
vegetation,  but  as  a  rule  but  little  in- 
jury was  done. 

"Grain  cutting  is  practically  over,  al- 
though some  few-  heids  of  late  flax 
and  in  some  places  oats  are  yet  uncut. 
lx\  the  northern  part  of  the  state  con- 
siderable of  the  gr^in  has  been  stacked, 
but  in  other  sectiojis  "most  of  it  is  in 
the  shock,  and  hap  been  damaged  to 
some  extent  by  the  heavy  rains  of  the 
past  two  weeks:  in  some  places  it  is 
sprouting  in  the  sjiocft,  and  in  others 
has  been  bleached  by  being  wet,  and 
will  grade  low. 

"Threshing,  whicli  was  suspended  by 
the  recent  rains,  was  generally  re- 
sumed the  middle?  of|  the  last  week, 
most  of  the  grain  being  dried  out  suffi- 
ciently to  be  threshed,  but  the  rains  of 
.Sunday  will  put  a  stop  to  it  again,  and 
with  a  further  prospect  of  showers  to- 


day and  tomorrow,  the  outlook  is  not 
cheerful. 

"Haying  still  continues  in  the  central 
and  western  parts  of  the  state,  and  that 
now  being  put  up  is  said  to  be  better 
than  that  first  secured.  Considerable 
hay  has  been  damaged  by  getting  wet, 
especially  that  not  well  stacked. 

"Potatoes  are  turning  out  a  better 
crop  than  was  first  expected;  they  are 
usually  large,  but  not  as  many  in  a 
hiil  as  usually  found. 

"Corn  still  remains  behind,  and  needs 
much  warmer  weather;  it  is  still  grow- 
ing rapidly,  on  account  of  the  heavy 
rains,  and  it  will  require  about  two 
weeks  of  bright,  warm  weather  to  fully 
mature  it." 

The  Minnesota  report  for  the  same 
period  says: 

"The  weather  was  dry  most  of  the 
week  in  the  northern  half  of  the  state 
till  the  6th,  when  rains  set  in;  in  the 
southern  half  there  was  much  cloudy 
and  damp  weather,  with  frequent  light 
showers,  though  in  Sibley  and  Blue 
Earth  counties  the  showers  on  the  1st 
were  heavy  and  accompanied  by  severe 
hailstorms.  The  1st  and  2nd  were  the 
warmest  days  of  the  week,  the  highest 
temperature  being  84  degrees  at  .St. 
Paul  on  the  2nd.  The  mornings  of  the 
4th  and  Gth  were  cool,  with  light  frosts 
in  exposed  places  in  northern  and  cen- 
tral portions,  with  slight  injury  to  some 
corn  and  tender  vegetables. 

"In  the  northern  half  threshing  from 
the  shock,  stacking  and  cutting  late 
Hax;  have  progressed  well,  but  in  the 
southern  half  the  damp  weather  and 
showers  have  delayed  shock  tiirashing 
and  stacking,  and  in  the  southeast  the 
soil  is  so  soft  as  to  prevent  the  cutting 
of  lae  flax  and  buckwheat  with  binders, 
and  to  stop  the  moving  of  thrashing 
machines.  Reports  of  continued  injury 
by  dampness  to  wheat,  oats,  barley  and 
flax  in  shock  are  coming  in,  and  in 
some  cas^es  the  stax:ked  grain  is  said  to 
be  injured. 

"Considerable  plowing  is  being  done, 
though  in  Stearns  county  rain  is  needed 
to  soften  the  ground.  The  complaints 
o5  potato  rot  in  southern  counties  con 
tinue.  Some  rye  is  being  sown.  Early 
corn  in  sandy  and  warm  soils  is  about 
ripe,  but  unless  there  is  good  corn 
weather  for  about  two  wee'"s  much 
corn  will  be  Injured  by  irost."

RECIPROCITY  OR  REVISION  ? 

An  argument  which  should  have  a  powerful  effect  up- 
on those  Republican  leaders  who  are  opposed  to  a  revis- 
ion of  the  tariff  is  made  by  the  St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press  in 
an  article  telling  why  Minnesota  is  in  favor  of  reciprocity 
with  Canada.  It  i.^  pointed  out  that  Minnesota  and  the 
Northwest  generally  are  today  almost  unanimously  in 
favor  of  tariff  revision,  but  that  the  majority  of  Minne- 
sota Republicans  would  prefer  relief  through  reciprocity 
to  relief  through  revision  and,  moreover,  they  are  fearful 
lest  tlie  refusal  of  the  controlling  element  in  congrss, 
the  "stand-patters,"  shall  drive  the  large  independent 
vote  into  the  arms  of  the  Democratic  party  and  give  it 
enough  seats  to  put  it  in  control  of  congress.  The  opin- 
ion is  also  expressed  that,  if  a  favorable  reciprocity  treaty 
with  Canada  were  negotiated  and  ratified,  it  is  probable 
that  the  tariff  revision  sentiment  would  practically  dis- 
appear in  this  section,  for  the  reason,  it  is  argued,  that 
"a  favorable  treaty  would  not  only  throw  open  a  large 
and  rapidly  growing  market  to  the  manufacturers  and 
jobbers  of  Minnesota,  but  the  lowering  or  abatement  of 
our  duties  on  the  principal  products  of  the  Canadian 
Northwest  would  afford  substantial  relief  to  Northwest- 
ern consumers  and  would  strengthen  Northwestern  in- 
dustries." 

Whether  the  St.  Paul  paper  is  correct  in  its  assump- 
tion that  securing  reciprocity  with  Canada  would  wipe 
out  the  tariff  revision  sentiment  altogether  need  not  be 
discussed  at  this  time.  It  is  certain,  however,  that  the 
establishment  of  freer  trade  relations  with  Canada  would 
satisfy  mmy  Republicans  who  now  demand  tariff  revis- 
ion, an.l  if  the  leaders  of  the  "stand-patters"  in  congress 
are  wise  they  will  not  endanger  Republican  success  in 
the  next  congress  by  continuing  to  throw  obstacles  in 
the  way  of  negotiating  a  reciprocity  treaty  with  our 
northern  neighbors.  It  would  be  a  good  political  stroke 
on  the  part  of  the  Republican  leaders  to  do  all  within 
their  power  towards  reopening  negotiations  for  a  treaty 
that  would  be  mutually  advantageous  to  Canada  and 
this  country.  In  this  way  they  would  satisfy  the  ma- 
jority of  the  Republicans  and  independent  voters  in  the 
Northwest,  and  probably  prevent  the  Democrats  from 
regaining  control  of  congress  on  a  tariff  revision  plat- 
form. 


THE  TURKISH  TROUBLES. 

Advices  from  foreign  capitals  show  that  the  powers 
are  well  aware  that  affairs  in  Turkey  are  approaching  a 
crisis,  and  powerful  warships  are  being  hurried  to  the 
Mediterranean  to  be  ready  for  emergencies.  If  none  of 
the  powers  becomes  involved  in  the  affairs  of  Turkey  the 
present  trouble  will  doubtless  be  quickly  solved,  but  the 
alliances  and  counter-alliances  which  are  said  to  exist, 
may  result  in  a  mix-up  of  enormous  proportions.  Turkey 
is  in  no  position  alone  to  resist  any  demand  that  may  be 
made  upon  her.  None  of  the  decadent  powers  of  the 
world  has  such  a  pitiable  navy  as  Turkey.  It  is  small  in 
numbers  and  its  condition  is  worse  than  that  of  Spain  in 
1898. 

Should  Turkey  become  involved  in  a  war  or  have  a 
revolution  to  subdue,  it  would  have  to  depend  entirely 
on  its  wonderful  army,  for  the  navy  is  very  much  of  a 
farce.  Out  of  the  entire  list  of  §hips  belonging  to  the 
Ottoman  government  only  three  would  be  of  any  real 
service  in  a  war,  and  these  would  all  be  useless  in  an  im- 
mediate conflict.  Turkey  has  a  battleship  and  two  cruis- 
ers, which,  with  a  few  months'  preparation,  could  be  con- 
verted into  fairly  effective  vessels.  The  rest  of  the  sul- 
tan's fighting  fleet  is  made  up  of  wrecks  and  antiquated 
hulks  which  have  been  tied  up  at  dock  yards  for  the  past 
five  or  ten  years,  waiting  for  repairs  that  are  never  made. 
The  one  serviceable  battleship  is  the  Messudiah,  a  craft 
of  9000  tons,  that  had  a  speed  at  one  time  of  16  knots, 
She  is  now  at  Genoa,  where  she  was  sent  two  years  ago 
to  be  rebuilt.  It  would  probably  be  a  whole  year  before 
the    Messudiah    could    be    put    into    fighting    trim.      The

ship,  each  of  3200  tons  and  20  knots  speed.  The  Medji- 
dia is  being  built  by  the  Cramps  at  Philadelphia,  and 
was  launched  a  few  weeks  ago.  The  finishing  touches 
arc  now  being  applied,  and  in  the  course  of  a  few  months 
she  will  be  ready  for  service.  The  Medjidia's  counter- 
part is  being  built  at  Elswick,  in  England,  and  is  not  near 
completed.  Four  battleships  are  carried  on  the  Turkish 
navy  list,  but  none  of  them  is  of  any  value.  They  were 
built  in  1865  and  were  rebuilt  and  modernized  between 
1890  and  1895.  The  last  heard  of  them  was  an  order  to 
have  them  overhauled,  issued  in  1902.  Turkey  owns  an- 
other small  battleship  of  5600  tons,  built  in  1868.  It  is 
now  at  Kiel,  waiting  to  be  repaired,  and  has  been  there 
for  the  past  two  years.  Turkey  has  four  cruisers  of  2700 
tons  each,  built  originally  in  1869-70  and  overhauled  once 
or  twice  since.  Orders  were  issued  a  year  ago  to  have 
them  rebuilt,  but  nothing  seems  to  have  been  done  on 
them  as  yet.  Two  or  three  torpedo  boat  destroyers  and 
about  twenty  torpedo  boats  complete  the  Turkish  navy. 
These  arc  all  described  as  being  utterly  worthless,  as  the 
delicate  machinery  in  them  was  long  since  wrecked 
by  the  blundering  of  engineers  of  the  Turkish  navy. 

However,  there  is  but  little  danger  of  Turkey  waging 
war  alone  with  any  power.  She  seems  likely  to  have  to 
fight  with  Bulgaria,  but  outside  of  her  internal  dissen- 
sions she  will  yield  to  all  demands  unless  supported  by 
other  powers.

A  BETTER  CONSULAR  SERVICE. 

The  recent  change  in  the  policy  of  the  administration 
in  regard  to  the  consular  service  will  meet  with  general 
approval.  In  brief  it  is  to  appoint  men  to  the  consular 
service,  who  have  had  experience  and  training  in  minor 
positions  which  render  them  the  more  capable  of  filling 
places  of  higher  grade  and  greater  importance.  For 
many  years  it  has  been  the  practice  to  appoint  men  to 
different  positions  according  to  their  political  pull  and 
without  regard  to  any  former  experience  they  may  have 
had  in  t!ie  service.  President  Ro.)sevelt,  however,  takes

GROWTH  OF   THE  LUTHERANS. 

In  the  religious  world  the  Lutherans  are  much 
stronger  numerically  than  is  generally  supposed.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Woman's  Home  Companion,  in  the  Unit- 
!  cd  States,  the  Lutheran  church  ranks  third  among  the 
Protestant  denominations,  with  nearly  i.?,ooo  congrega- 
tions and  a  membership  of  1,800,000.  Twenty-five  theo- 
logical seminaries,  43  colleges,  50  academies,  10  young 
ladies'  seminaries,  22  hospital.s,  52  orphans'  homes,  20 
homes  for  the  aged,  8  deaconesses'  houses,  and  12  immi- 
grant missions  are  controlled  and  directed  by  the  various 
Lutheran  bodies  in  this  country.  One  of  the  principal 
works  of  mercy  conducted  by  the  Lutheran  church  is  its 
orphanages,  where  the  parentless  of  Lutherans  and 
others  are  cared  for.  In  this  work,  as  in  many  other 
institutions  of  mercy,  the  church  is  indebted  to  the  Rev. 
William  A.  Passavant,  D.D.,  who  in  1845  attended  the 
sessions  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance  in  London  and  be- 
came interested  in  its  work,  and  in  1849,  on  his  return, 
to  this  country,  established  an  orphanage  and  hospital 
at  Pittsburg,  Pa.  Space  will  not  permit  of  the  mention 
of  each  one  of  the  52  orphans'  homes,  but  they  are  scat- 
tered from  Boston,  Mass.,  to  Portland,  Ore.,  and  from 
Wellesly,  Ont.,  to  New  Orleans,  La. 

In  some  cases  directly  connected  with  the  orphan- 
ages, but  in  many  separately,  the  Lutheran  church  has 
established  in  this  country  twenty  homes  for  the  aged. 
One  of  these  is  the  National  Lutheran  Home  for  the 
Aged  at  Washington,  D.  C,  with  a  splendid  building  and 
valuable  property  of  twenty-seven  acres  of  land.  The

After  having  been  owned  by  several 
different  persons  and  corporations  since 
It  was  erected  fifteen  years  ago,  the 
Palladio  building,  at  Fourth  avenua 
west  and  Sui>erior  street,  has  been  sold 
by  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  com- 
pany. The  deal  was  carried  throug^h 
by,  Whitney  Wail,  and  the  consider- 
ation was  $115,000,  The  details  of  the 
sale  and  the  names  of  the  purchasers, 
who  are  outside  people,  will  not  be 
made  public  for  several  days. 

The  new  owner  or  owners  will  make 
extensive  improvements  on  the  prop- 
erty upon  the  completion  of  which  it 
have  all  the  appointments  of  a 
class  office  building.  The  price 
for  the  building  caused  more  or 
comment  in  real  estate  circles 
evening  and  today  as  the  prop- 
represents  an  investment  of  more 
than  $2(>(),000,  aside  from  the  value  of 
the  lot,  which,  it  is  said,  is  worth  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $50,000. 

Alterations  costing  thousands  of  dol- 
lars have  been  made  on  the  structure 
since  it  was  erected,  but  to  have  put 
it  in  shape  for  the  class  of  tenants  who 
wished  offices  in  the  building  would 
have  required  an  outlay  of  cash  larger 
than  the  owners  who  have  held  It  from 
time    to    time    were    willing    to    spend. 

The  Palladio  building  is  eight  stories 
in  height,  fronts  on  Superior  street  and 
runs  to  the  alley  on  First  street.  It 
was  erected  by  the  Palladio  Building 
company,  a  corporation  composed  of 
Chicago  capitalists.  At  the  time  it 
was  built,  materials  and  labor  were 
high,  but  even  allowing  for  that  the 
building  itself  is  worth  much  more 
than  the  purchase  price  of  the  whole 
property  in   this  last  transfer. 

The  New  York  Life  Insurance  com- 
pany came  into  possession  of  the  prop- 
erty by  a  mortgage  foreclosure  and  in 
1897  it  was  purchased  by  a  number  of 
persons  represented  by  Hansen  Smith. 
Mr.  Smith  organized  the  corporation 
and  retained  four-fifths  of  the  stock. 
After  expending  $5000  in  improvements 
on  the  property,  Mr.  Smith  transferred 
his  stock  to  New  York  parties  in  1900. 
The  New  York  men  secured  Mr.  Smith's 
releasi  on  the  mortgage  that  was  given 
the  New  York  Life  Insurance  company 
as  part  consideration  for  the  purchase 
in   1897.

President's  Friends  Are 

Not  Pleased  With  tlie 

Outlook. 

New  York,  Sept.  9.— Some  of  President 
Roosevelt's  close  personaj  axlvisers  have 
been  suggesting  to  him  the  advisability 
of  the  holding  the  next  Republican  con- 
vention in  New  York  City.  It  is  report- 
ed on  good  authority  that  the  president 
is  giving  serious  con.slderation  to  the 
suggestion.  Proba,bly  a  hint  from  the 
pre.sident  to  the  powers  tnat  be,  tlie  na- 
tional Republican  committee,  would  set- 
tle the  matter.  Some  of  his  New  York 
friends  have  been  endeavoring  to  per- 
suade him  that  his  political  interests 
demand  that  he  speak  the  necessary 
word.  It  has  been  pointed  out  thaJt, 
while  President  Roosevelt  is  a  native  of 
New  York,  there  probably  will  be  no 
state  In  which  tiie  Republican  line  will 
need  strengt.iening  more  than  New  York 
in  the  next  national  campaign.  The  rea- 
sons for  tliis,  it  may  be  said,  are  entirely 
outside  the  question  of  Roosevelt's  popu- 
4i4rlty  with  the  people  of  his  own  state. 
Tney  have  to  do  ratiier  with  the  organi- 
zation  of  politics. 

In  the  first  place,  the  president's 
friends,  say,  in  fact,  that  Grovernor  Odell 
carried  the  state  last  fall  by  less  than 
•i&*i  miijorlty,  and  the  fact  that  since  his 
campaign  tliere  has  been  considerable 
friction  in  the  Republican  organization, 
should  not  l>e  overlooked.  It  is  undeni- 
able, too,  they  say,  as  far  as  surface 
indlc£htions  go,  that  the  Democratic  or- 
ganizations in  the  state  ha^  not  been  so 
iiarmonious  in  years  as  at  the  present 
time. 

The  breach  between  David  Bennett 
Hill,  state  leader,  and  the  Tammany  or- 
ganization is  apparently  entirely  healed. 
Then,  too,  there  is  a  probability  that  the 
Democrats  may  select  a  New  Yorke:-  as 
a  candidate  for  president.  It  Is  an  open 
secret  in  political  circles  that  the  Repub- 
can  leaders  aJso  fear  that  influences 
which  center  in  the  lower  part  of  Man- 
iiattan  Island  will  not  be  over  friendly 
to  Roosevelt's  election. This  supposedly 
antagonistic  influence,  it  is  thought,  will 
be  more  tlian  c^iunteracted  by  the  pop- 
ular enthusiasm  aroused  in  the  city 
and  staite  for  Roosevelt,  if  the  conven- 
tion were  to  be  held  in  this  city.

George  L.  Walker  finds  the  copper 
market  quiet  but  steady  in  price,  the 
metal  selling  at  the  same  figures  as  in 
the    previous    week.    He    says: 

Copper  is  quieter,  but  unchanged  in 
price.  Ls»ke  is  selling  at  13^  cents,  and 
electrolytic  is  13%  to  XZ\  cents.  Cast- 
ing is  said  to  be  relatively  heavier,  there 
apparently  being  a  surplus  of  this  grade 
of  copper  in  t!ie  market  at  the  moment. 
London  quotations  showed  further 
strength  early  in  the  week;  but  after 
a  good  rally  the  market  settled  back  to 
just  about  the  level  of  a  week  ago.  "Best 
Selected,"  whicli  is  the  equivalent  of 
what  is  in  this  country  called  casting,  is 
selling  in  London  on  the  baksis  of  13-4 
cents  per  pound,  or  about  half  a  cert 
per  pound  liigiier  than  here.  This  would 
indicate  that  export  business  is  still 
oeing  done  on  a  fairly  good  scale. 

Domestic  consumers  are  said  to  have 
largely  supplied  tlieir  wants  for  a  month 
or  two  in  advance',  and  to  be  temporar- 
ily out  of  the  market.  Producers  saj', 
however,  that  e^■ery  time  Amalgamated 
copper  stock  aidvances  a  few  dollars  on 
the  exchange  there  is  4.  renewal  of  buy- 
ing demand  for  the  metal.

SHARED  PRISON  FOOD 

With    His  Wife  and   Their 
Little  Ones. 

Lawrenceburg,  Ind.,  Sept.  9.— A 
touching  incident  occurred  at  the  coun- 
ty jail  which  showed  the  devotions  of  a 
prisoner  to  his  destitute  family. 

Some  time  ago  Cornelius  Swango,  of 
Aurora,  was  placed  in  the  JaJl  to  lay 
out  a  fine  of  $25  and  costs.  Almost 
every  day  since  his  incarceration  his 
wife,  with  her  two  children,  has  visited 
him. 

Last  Saturday  night  Sheriff  Axby  de- 
tected the  prisoner  in  the  act  of  slip- 
ping a  small  package  into  his  wife's 
hand.  The  sherift  made  an  examina- 
tion of  the  package  and  found  therein 
two  sandwiches.  Upon  being  ques- 
tioned Swango  stated  that  his  family 
had  been  reduced  to  practically  desti- 
tute circumstances  since  his  imprison- 
ment, and  he  had  been  sharing  the  food 
allowed  him  with  them. 

The  tender  heart  of  the  sheriff's  wife 
was  touched  by  the  recital  of  Swangos 
story,  and  she  speedily  prepared  a  sub- 
stantial meal,  which  the  wife  and  chil- 
dren ate.  When  they  left  the  jail  for 
their  home  In  Aurora  their  eyes  were 
bright,  there  was  elasticity  in  their  step 
and  the  mother  staggered  beneath  the 
weight  of  a  large  basket  heavily  laden 
with  the  necessaries  of  life,  which  had 
been  furnished  by  the  sheriff  and  his 
wife.

SALMON  PACK  DECLINES. 

Government  Declines  to  De- 
clare a  Close  Season. 

Vancouver,  B.  C.  Sept.  9.— There  Is 
again  acute  difference  of  opinion  be- 
tween British  Columbia's  salmon  can- 
ners  and  the  fishermen  of  the  packers 
of  salt  or  frozen  salmon.  The  former 
have  demanded  of  the  Dominion  gov- 
ernment the  immediate  declaration  of  a 
close  season,  as  otherwise  they  assert 
that  flsh  will  not  go  up  river  to  spawn, 
and  as  a  result  there  will  be  a  complete 
dearth  of  salmon  four  years  hence, 
when  the  salmon  of  1903  should  reacli 
maturity. 

The  fishermen,  on  the  other  hand, 
backed  by  the  packers  of  salt  and 
frozen  fish,  declare  that  though  the 
run  is  very  poor,  it  may  yet  somewhat 
improve,  and  meanwhile  they  should 
be  permitted  to  catch  and  dispose  of 
what  fish  they  can.  They  also  urge 
that  though  the  salmon  are  slow  in 
going  up  river,  they  will  yet  do  so.  and 
are  simply  later  in  spawning  than 
us'^al. 

'ihe  Dominion  government  refuses  to 
declare  the  season  closed,  its  officers 
stating  that  the  salmon  are  not  yet 
ready  to  go  up  river  and  spawn.  It  Is, 
however,  tolerably  certain  that  the  use 
of  monster  traps  on  Puget  sound  and 
the  enormous  increase  of  netting  on 
the  Frazer  river  have  been  depleting 
the  fish,  for  this  year  there  is  only  a 
pack  on  the  Frazer  to  date  of  about 
182.000  cases,  instead  of  at  least  500,000. 
Up  north  the  pack  is  proportionately 
better  and  iwo-thinls  of  an  average, 
being  short  170,000  cases.

and  Its  Relation  to 

Finance. 


Beadwood,  S.  D.— Sept.  9.— At  the  Am- 
trican  Mining;  eoiiKress  yostt-rday  mut:'".i 
Interest  ••  ti.il  in  the  talk  by  Hon. 
i.eslle  D.  y;.avv,  s<  cretary  of  tlie  United 
States  ttxiisuiy,  wJiOr  however,  did  not 
spe«fk  until  towards  the  close  of  the  af- 
ternoon .^ossion.  The  secretary  was  giv- 
\;n  a  warm  wth  ome  by  the  delegates 
\vho  frtiiiuMitly  ajiislauded  his  statements 
*nd  when  he  liuished  .^peaking  gave  liim 
X  rising  vwtc  of  tlianks  and  three  rous- 
ing cheers.

the  pnxhii  livt  capacity  of  the  United 
States  tiian  the  productive  capacity  of 
nearly   all    tl;e   rest    of   the    world.

which  wouM  be  a  certain  method  for  the 
Increasing    <'f   markets    for    our    products. 

Alluriiig  t(.  that  portion  of  President 
Richjvds  annual  address  in  which  he 
urged  the  creatinn  of  a  department  of 
mines  and  rninlng.  Secretary  Shaw  said 
lie  was   heartily  in   favor  of  the  govern- 


ment doing  everything  it  can,  short  of 
pattrnalism,  in  support  of  the  raining 
industry  of  the  country.  He  would  not, 
however,  have  the  gentlemen  of  the  con- 
gress go  j^way  with  tlie  idea  that  he  ad- 
vocated the  formation  of  a  special  de- 
partment of  mining  witn  representation 
in  the  cabinet,  suggesting  tliat  its  func- 
tions could  be  properly  attended  to 
tiirougn  a  bureau  which  should  form  a 
part  of  the  dejwirtment  of  commerce  ajid 
labor  and  pointing  out  liow  otiier  impor- 
tant industries  had  been  taken  care  of 
in  the  same  manner. 

Secretary  Shaw  said  in  part: 
It  is  an  error  to  rate  the  importance 
of  our  many  industries  according  to  their 
relative  productiveness.  Our  factories 
and  workshops  produce  $13,000,000,000 
gross  in  1900;  agricujture  $4,000,000,000;  for- 
estry Ji;,0OU,00O.0O<i,  and  mines  $1,000,000, (XX), 
about  e(|ually  divided  between  metalic 
and  non-melalic  protlucts.  Yet  it  must 
occur  to  all  tliat  manufacture— apparent- 
ly our  greatest  wealth  producing  indus- 
try—is dependent  upon  iron,  copper, 
lead.  since  other  metals,  and  etiually 
upon  coal  and  other  non-metalic  miner- 
als. Our  manufticturing  interests  would 
dwindle  into  significance  but  tor  our 
mines. 

Manufacture  is  equally  deijendent  upon 
agriculture  for  cotton,  flax,  wool  and 
t)ther  products  of  the  held  and  herd. 
Our  commercial,  industrial  and  linancial 
supremacy  is,  therefore,  not  dependent 
upon  any  one  fac:t,  or  interest,  or  condi- 
tion,  but   upon   all   combined. 

We  produce  practically  30,000.000  tons 
of  iron  ore— as  much  as  any  otlier  two 
I  countries  and  one-third  of  the  world's 
output. 

We  produce  40  per  cent  of  the  world's 
output  of  iron  and  steel.  During  the  first 
half  of  1903  we  produced  nearly  10,000,000 
loiis  of   jiig  iron. 

We  produce  more  coal  than  Great  Brit- 
ain: more  than  twice  as  much  as  Ger- 
many and  nearly  double  that  of  all  coun- 
tries except  Great  Bratain  and  Germany. 
We  grow  three-fourths  of  the  world's 
cotton  fibre  and  our  ability  to  produce 
this  staple  is  far  above  thtj  present  pro- 
duct. 

A  people's  prosperity  is  not  measured 
by  its  capacity  to  produce  moce  than  bv 
Its  capacity  to  consume,  and  this  capacitv 
to  consume  is  In  turn  dependent  upon 
the  earning  capacity  of  the  individual 
is  again  dependent  upon  native  and  ac- 
(juired  abality.  So  if  America  be  great, 
11  is  because  God  in  his  wisdom  stored 
the  moimtains  with  the  richest  minerals 
overlaid  the  valleys  with  a  most  fertile 
soil,  and  then  pave  it  to  people  competent, 
in  some  slight  degree  at  least,  to  im- 
prove  their   opnortunities. 

President  J.   S.    Richards%in   his  annual 
address  said   the  ultimate  aim  of  the  or- 
ganization  must   be   to   place    the   mining 
iiuiiisiry    a.s    a    whole   upon    a   plane   com- 
mensurate with  its  importance.     The  con- 
gress    must     arouse    .so    much     interest 
throughout    the    whole    country,    must    be 
the   means   of  giving   the   public   so   much 
valable    information    about    mining,    thai, 
the   people   will    at    least    realize    the   im- 
portance  and   dignity  of  everything  coa- 
nected   with   the  proper  development  and 
utilization    of    this    great    source    of    raw 
I  material;  it  must  be  the  means  of  finally 
I  opening  the  eyes  of  the  lawmakers  to  th"i> 
necessity   of  a  department   of   mines  and 
I  mining   coordinate   in    rank    with    the    d"- 
I  partment   of  agriculture  and   the   recently 
I  created  department  of  commerce  and  la- 
I  bor.     The  logic  of  events,   the  irrcsis  ibio 
j  force  of  a  controlling  tendency  in  human 
j  progress,    must    ultimately      compel      the 
.  proper  recognition  of  the  mining  industrv 
I  at    the   hands   of   this   government    as    one 
of  the  necessities  of  governmental  organ- 
\  ization. 

j  "It  is  common  knowledge  what  the  de- 
,  partment  of  agriculture  has  done  for  the 
•  farmer.     We   say    that    the    mining   pros- 


pector has  just  as  good  a  right  to  scien- 
tific information  from  the  government 
concerning  mineral  formations,  the  char- 
acter of  various  ores  and  their  proj  er 
treatment,  for  he  is  the  producer  of  the 
raw  material  that  is  a  condition  of  a  I 
resultant  production,  and  this  co-opera- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  government  may 
give  him  just  the  Industrial  chance  that 
he   needs. 

"It  is  stated  on  scientific  authority, 
that,  even  with  all  he  improved  proL'esses 
lately  invented  and  succe^ssfully  applied, 
not  nnore  than  one-fourth  of  tiie  known 
valuable  gold-bearing  material  in  this 
country  can  as  yet  be  utilized.  Many 
extensive  districts  are  still  undeveloped, 
because  the  ore  is  too  low  grade  or  too 
refractory  to  be  worked  with  profit.  Tliese 
problems  will,  of  course,  be  iiolved,  the 
necessary  processes  and  treatment  will 
be  dhscovered,  and  in  all  probability  this 
will  be  done  by  scientific  experts  in  the 
employ  of  private  capitalists  who  will 
thereby  be  enabled  to  tax  such  mining 
districts  at  will  for  years  to  come.  I 
do  not  decry  the  enterprise  of  private  cap- 
ital; it  is  worthy  of  its  reward;  but  I 
simply  ask,  why  should  not  these  re- 
searches and  investigation.s  in  the  field 
of  mining,  as  well  as  in  agriculture  and 
horticulture,  be  prosecuted  at  the  public 
expense,  by  the  people  and  for  the  people, 
and  the  results  achieved  be  made  free  to 
the  people  forever?"

REPORT  OF 
UMPIRE 

On  Disputes  Between  Mine 

Operators  and  the 

Miners. 


Tlie  Companies  Are  Sus- 
tained In  Nearly  Every 
Instance. 


SHAW  RIDES  ON  PILOT. 
Deadwood,  S.  D.,  Sept.  9.— Shooting 
through  Snearfish  canyon,  on  tne  pilot 
of  a  Burlington  engine  for  a  distance  of 
twenty- five  miles  at  the  rate  of  forty 
miles  an  hour  up  and  down  steep  gr.ades 
and  around  many  nharp  curves,  through 
all  kinds  of  weather,  encountering  repeat- 
ed flurries  of  snow,  showers  of  rain  and 
bright  sunshine,  a  w.ilk  of  seven  miles 
up  a  steep,  rough  and  muddy  mountain 
road,  and  an  inspectirin  of  the  tin  de- 
posits were  some  of  the  features  of  Sec- 
retary Shaw's  sifrhtseeing  on  his  last  day 
in  the  Black  Hills  district. 


Scranton,  Pa.,  Sept.  9.— Hon.  Carroll 
D.  Wright,  the  umpire  to  whom  was 
referred  the  five  disputes  between  the 
operators'  and  miners'  representatives 
on  the  board  of  conciliation  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  anthracite 
mine  strike  commission,  filed  his  find- 
ings yesterday  with  T.  D.  Nicholls,  sec- 
retary of  the  board. 

In  dealing  with  the  question  of  Ihe 
employers'  right  to  discharge  men  for 
any  cause  other  than  their  connection 
with  a  labor  union,  Umpire  Wright 
agrees  wholly  with  the  contention  of 
the  operators'  representatives,  and  de- 
clares that  the  right  of  an  employer 
to  discharge  without  giving  the  cause 
of  the  discharge  is  sustained  by  the 
award  of  the  commission. 

As  to  the  rockmen's  dispute,  the  um« 
pire  says  they  do  not  come  under  the 
award.  The  complaint  of  Tliomaa  Tan- 
ner is  not  sustained  in  regard  to  the 
allegations  of  discrimination  on  the 
part  of  the  Lehigh  Coal  and  Navigation 
company  and  Coxe  Bros.  &  Co. 

He  says  that  these  companies  should 
take  back  old  men  instead  of  putting  on 
new  men,  in  all  cases  where  the  old 
men  are  competent  and  have  not  been 
convicted,  or  are  not  aAvalting  trial  for 
crime  committed  during  the  strike.  The 
umpire's  findings  covers  twenty-five 
pages  of  typewriting.  The  resume  pre- 
pared by  the  conciliation  board  for  the 
press  reads  as  follows: 

Grievance  No.  17 — Complaint  of 
Thomas  Tanner  that  he  was  receiving 
less  wages  for  ten  hours  per  day  than 
he  had  received  for  a  12-hour  day  pre- 
vious to  the  strike. 

He  received  previous  to  the  strike 
$1.88  per  day  for  twelve  hours.  On 
April  1  his  hours  were  reduced  from 
twelve  to  ten  and  his  wages  to  J1.77  per 
day.  The  $1.77  per  day  includes  an 
advance  of  11  1-9  of  a  per  cent  on  his 
former  hourly  rate  of  wage. 

The  miners'  representatives  on  the 
board  claimed  that  he  was  entitled  tp 
the  same  day's  wages  for  nine  hours  as 
he  had  formerly  received  for  twelve. 

The  umpire  decided  that  "no  injustice 
had  been  done  Mr.  Tanner.  His  em- 
ployers have  in  his  case  carried  out  the 
provisions  of  the  award  of  the  anthra- 
cite coal  commission." 

"The  petition  of  Thomas  Tanner, 
therefore,   is   not   sustained." 

Grievance  No.  8 — Claim  of  discrimina- 
tion against  Coxe  Bros.  &  Co.  by  em- 
ployes who  were  not  reinstated  when 
work  was  resumed  as  per  agreement 
signed  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
company. 

Mentioning  the  complaint  named 
Harry  Brossius,  the  umpire  says:  "I 
find  that  in  the  case  of  Harry  Brossius, 
Coxe  Bros,  ought  to  give  him  employ- 
ment." 

llegurding  the  case  as  a  whole,  he 
says:  "The  opinion  is  therefore  ren- 
dered that  all  the  men  employed  by 
Coxe  Bros.  &  Co.,  incorporated,  at  the 
time  of  the  strike  in  1902,  except  those 
who  have  been  convicted  for  crime  com- 
mitted during  the  strike,  or  who  are 
still  under  arrest,  or  to  whom  employ- 
ment cannot  be  given  on  account  of 
new  machinery,  or  who  are  incompe- 
tent, ought  to  be  preferred  to  new  men 
in  giving  out  work  when  they  apply 
therefor." 

Grievance  No.  10— Complaint  of  dis- 
crimination and  blacklist  of  employes  in 
the  Lehigh  Coal  and  Navigation  coin- 
pany,  who  were  not  reinstated  at  the 
ending  of  the  strike. 

The  umpire  dei-ided  that  it  has  not 
been  shown  that  the  men  were  discrim- 
inated against  on  account  of  member- 
ship in  the  union,  but  is  of  the  opinion 
that  discrimination  existed  against  a 
small  number  of  men  and  makes  the 
statement:  "Wha,t  the  motive  of  the 
discrimination  has  been  it  is  impossible 
to  decide,  but  I  am  clearly  of  the  opin- 
ion as  in  the  case  of  Coxe  Bros.  &  Co. 
(that  the  Lehigh  Coal  and  Navigation 
company  ought  to  give  preference  to  ail 
their  old  men— the  employed  prior  to 
the  strike— who  have  not  been  convict- 
ed of  crime  committed  during  the  strike 
or  are  not  now  under  arrest  awaiting 
trial,  or  are  not  incompetent,  or  have 
not  been  guilty  of  misdemeanor  to  ren- 
der their  employment  undesirable.  The 
terms  of  the  submission  and  the  lan- 
guage of  the  award  under  it  make  this 
conclusion  inevitable." 

Grievance  No.  45— Complaint  of  un- 
just discharge  of  William  Mowrey, 
against  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading 
Coal  and  Iron  company. 

Leading  up  to  the  final  award,  the 
umpire  says:  "Taking  the  rulingsi  of 
th(?  court,  the  assertion  of  the  anthra- 
cite coal  strike  commission,  the  clauses 
in  the  agreement  made  by  and  with  the 
United  Mine  Workers  .of  America  and 
;the  admissions  of  the  differetn  mem 
bers  of  the  board  of  conciliation, 
whether  on  the  one  side  or  the  other, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  man  has 
a  right  to  quit  the  service  of  his  em- 
ployer when  he  sees  fit,  with  or  without 
giving  any  cause,  providing  he  gives 
proper  notice,  and  that  the  employer 
Jtias  a  perfect  right  to  employ  and  dis- 
charge men  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  of  his  industry,  that  he  Is 
n«;t  obliged  to  give  any  cause  for  dis- 
charging, but  that  he  should,  as  in  the 
reverse  case,  give  proper  notice.

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men  to  work  for  an  employer  when  they  I 
ilid  not  wish  to  and  thus  enslave  them, 
when  on  the  other  hand,  it  would  com- 
pal  employers  to  employ  men  whether 

lihey  nad  work  for  them  or  not,  and 
whether  the  men  were  incompetent  or 
not  and  would  thus  stagnate  business 
and  work  to  the  injury  of  all  other  em- 
ployes." 

He  finally  says:  "That  in  the  parti- 
cular case  of  William^Mowrey  it  would 
have  been  better  and  more  judicious  if 
the  foreman  had  kept  better  control 
of  his  temper,  and  thus  allowed  Mow- 
rey to  behave  more  reasonably. 

"All  discharges  as  all  quittals,  should 
be  made  on  a  reasonable  basis.  The 
omployer  and  the  employe  should  treat 
each  other  with  justice,  and  with  a 
<lesire  to  preserve  peace.  In  accord- 
ance with  award,  four  attempts  should 
be  made  in  all  such  cases  to  adjust  the 
matter  between  the  employer  or  em- 
ploj'es  affected  and  a  superintendent, 
and  such  attempt  was  not  made  in  this 
case." 

To  this  extent,  therefore,  there  was 
a  violation  of  award  No.  4,  by  both 
the  petitioner  and  respondent. 

Grievance  No.  2— Complaint  of  John 
Bowin  and  Richard  Roderick,  contract- 
ors for  driving  rock  tunnels,  etc., 
against  the  action  of  their  employer 
under  the  award  of  the  anthracite  coal 
strike  commission,  the  employes  hav- 
ing gone  on  strike  demanding  a  10  per 
cent  advance  in  wages  as  granted  to 
contract  miners.  The  umpire  decides 
.is  follows: 

"It  is  therefore  decided  that  contract- 
ors driving  rock  tunnels,  sinking  shafts 
:ind  other  similar  work,  not  being  par- 
ties to  the  submission,  nor  having 
Agreed  to  abide  by  the  awards  of  the 
anthracite  coal  strike  commission,  are 
not  parties  under  one  award  and  have 
no  standing  before  the  board  of  con- 
ciliation, and  that  their  employes  are 
not  among  those  employes  affected  by 
the  award  of  the  anthracite  coal  strike 
commission." 

The  board  has  now  disposed  of  about 
thirty  disputes.  Two  more  questions  on 
which  it  is  deadlocked  will  be  submitted 
to  Umpire  Wright.  They  deal  with  the 
nine-hour  day  in  the  Reading  com- 
pany's mines  and  the  proper  basis  on 
which  to  compute  the  increase  hi 
wages  awart^ed  by  the  commission, 
the  companies  in  the  Lehigh  and 
SchulyklU  regions  contending  that  jt 
should  be  on  the  net  earnings,  while  the 
men  contend  it  should  be  on  the  gross 
earnings.

Leopold  J.  Stern  Is  Found  at 
Toronto. 

Washington,  Sept.  8.— A  dispatch  to  1 
the  postofllce  department  today  an-  i 
nounces  that  Leopold  J.  Stern,  who  was  ■ 
indicted  several  weeks  ago  for  com-  ; 
plicity  in  alleged  fraudulent  contracts  1 
for  furnisljing  letter  carriers'  satchels  \ 
to  the  government,  has  been  located  at  \ 
Toronto,  Can.  j 

Stern  has  not  yet  been  arrested,  but  | 
officials  expect  news  of  the  arrest  i 
within  twenty-four  hours.  The  extra- 
ditability  of  the  offense  is  not  yet  cer- 
tain. Stern  was  indicted  for  conspir- 
acy to  defraud  the  government.  He 
was  charged  with  receiving  full  price 
for  sachels  for  letter  carriers  and  letter 
collectors,  including  shoulder  straps, 
despite  the  supply  to  him  of  these 
straps  at  government  expense.  In  con- 
sideration of  the  supply  of  these  straps 
to  him,  for  which  he  was  paid  in  full,  he 
is  charged  with  paying  large  sums  to 
\V.  C.  Long,  of  this  city,  and  A.  W. 
Machen,  the  deposed  head  of  the  free 
delivery  service. 


Providing  it  meet^  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor,  a  new  ordinance  will 
shortly  grace  the  city  statutes,  designed 
and  passed  for  the  special  purpose  of 
abating  nuisances  and  raising  the  stan- 
dard of  general  sanitary  conditions. 

When  it  becomes  operative,  the  city 
will  be  divided  into  a  number  of  dis- 
tricts in  which  the  city  has  the  right  to 
compel  all  property  owners  to  connect 
their  premises  with  sewei-s. 

For  years  there  has  been  a  fight  on 
!  between  the  health  department  and 
I  agents  and  owners  for  property  in  thij 
down-town  and  in  the  residence  dis« 
tricts  over  the  question  of  sewer  con- 
nections. 

In  a  number  of  instances  the  property 
holders  have  succ-  sstully  resisted  the 
orders  of  the  healtti  department  when 
told  to  make  these  connections,  simply 
because  the  city,  Ijtiiked  authority  ti) 
enforce  the  order. 

It  is  said  that  th^i  present  ordinanc-» 
does  not  contemplaie  a  wholesale  cam- 
paign or  a  hardship  on  the  property 
owner.  The  owner  oidered  to  mak* 
sewer  connections  by  the  board  of 
health  has  two  separate  and  distinct 
opportunities  to  appear  before  "the  coun- 
cil with  a  protest  after  the  connections 
are  ordered  by  the  health  board.

A  TERRIBLE 
SECRET  CAUSED 

Attempt  of  Young  Indiana 

Woman  to  Kill 

Herself. 

Otwell,   Ind.,   Sept.  9.— Deep  nn'slery 
surrounds  the  action  of  Mrs.  Lou  Dear- 
ing,  who  attempted    suicide  two  weeks  ] 
ago  by  shooting  herself  with  a  tai-get  j 
rirle.  It  was  believed  until  two  days  agal 
she   might   recover,   but   it  is   now   be- 
lieved her    recovery  is    doubtful.    Four  i 
days  ago  she  received  a  letter  from  out  j 
West,  which  was  opened  by  a  member  , 
of   the   family,    who  began   reading   It,  I 
but  suddenly  dropped  it  and  burst  into  j 
tears.     Finally  a  friend   of  the   family, 
who  was  called  in,  glanced  over  it  and 
decided  to  read  to  the  wounded  woman 
in  the  presence  of  one  or  two  others  of 
the    family.     The    letter    was   read   be- 1 
hind  closed  doors      and      immediately 
burned.     Nothing  is  known  of  its  con- 
tents   except   that    those    who   heard    it 
read  say  that  it  was  the  saddest  affair 
they  ever  witnessed. 

Mrs.   Dearing  at  once  became  worse 
and  requested  the  members  of  the  fam- 
ily to  remain  near  her  as  she  wanted  to 
divulge    a    secret    to    them    just    before 
her   death.      She   said    it   would   be   the 
secret    that    drove    her    to    her    awful  | 
death.     The  family  at  once  put  notices  ■ 
at  the  doors,  requesting  no  one  to  enter  | 
the  house.    The  neighbors  who  go  there 
out  of  kindness  and  sympathy  are  en- 
tertained in  the  yard  and  no  one  except 
those    who   are   waiting   for   her   dying 
message  are  at  her  side. 

Shortly  after  the  reading  of  the  let- 
ter she  passed  into  unconsciousness  and 
has  not  yet  been  restored,  and  whether 
she  win  ever  be  able  to  tell  her  awful 
secret  is  a  question  tha^  the  whoie  sec- 


tion of  the  country  Is  much  interested 
in. 

Mrs.  Dearing  ind  her  son  lived  for 
years  a  few  miles  southwest  of  here, 
and,  as  she  has  always  borne  a  spotless 
reputation,  ever>'  one  is  at  a  loss  to 
know  what  she  has  done  to  so  haunt ' 
her  that  she  decided  to  take  her  life  and 
end  her  troubles. 

Some  believe  that  some  person  who 
took  part  in  the  VVrattan  murder  a  few 
years  ago  divulged  his  secret  to  her  and 
that  the  concealing  of  such  an  awful 
crime  was  too  much  for  her,  and  she , 
attempted  to  encl  her  life  and  keep  the  | 
secret  to  the  la-st.  Some  also  believe 
that  the  letter  she  received  was  from 
the  party  who  tiivulged  the  secret  to 
her,  entreating  her  to  keep  it  to  the  last, 
he  having  heard  she  had  attempted  sui- 
cide and  failed.

establish  sockeye  salmon  hatcheries  on 
the  Frazer  rivtr,  the  exclusive  spawn 
ing  grounds  of  that  fish, 
flows  entirely  through 
territory. 

The  extremely  short  runs  of  the  past 
two  years  ha\  e  convinced  American 
and  British  Columbia  canners  alike  thai 
the  species  has  been  nearly  exterminat- 
ed, and  that  artificial  propagation 
alone  will  savo  it  from  complete  de- 
strucWon.

RIFLEMEN  CONTINUE  THEIR 
SHOOTING  AT  SEAGIRT  RANGES 

Many  Individual  Contests  as  Well  as  Team  Matches 
Mark  the  Day  Following  Completion  of  Shoot 
For  the  National  Trophy. 


Financial  troubles  caused  the  suicide 
of  George  Ruprecht,  for  a  number  oil 
years  prominent  in  the  Duluth  lumber 
business. 

Day  before  yesterday  he  pawned  hie 
watch  for  $2.50  and  spent  25  ctnts  of 
that  for  two  ounces  or  laudanum. 

Some  time  yesterday— presumably  ir. 
the  forenoon — he  went  to  his  room  in 
the  St.  Louis  hotel,  drank  the  laudanum., 
and  dropped  into  a  deep  sleep,  from 
which  he  did  not  awaken. 

The  body  was  discovered  this  morn- 
ing when  a  chambermaid  tried  to  get 
into  the  room  to  fix  it  up  for  the  day. 
Mr.  Ruprecht  was  stretched  out  on  the 
bed    with    all    his    clothing   on,    except 

the    coat,    and    death    was    apparently 
without  pain. 

The  empty  bottle  of  poison  and  dr>' 
laudanum  sediment  in  a  glass  at  the 
side  of  tlie  bed  were  adecjuate  evidence 
of  premeditated  self-destruction. 

On  Tusday,  after  pawning  his  watch 
at  the  City  Loan  bank,  on  the  Bowery, 
the  man  went  to  the  Lyceum  drug 
store  and  purchased  the  poison,  claim- 
ing that  he  wanted  it  for  a  sick  horse- 
i  When  found  this  morning  his  body 
j  was  badly  discolored  from  resting  in  a 
heated  room  for  nearly  twenty-four 
hours  after  death.  He  could  scarcely 
be  recognized. 
j  Coroner  Boyer  arid  a  number  of  Du- 
i  luth  friends  were  notified  of  the  suicide 
by  the  hotel  authorities  and  tlie  bodj 
was  removed  to  Durkan  &  Crawford* 
undertaking  roo-ns,  on  Second  avenue 
west.  Without  any  local  service,  the 
remains  will  be  forwarded  to  Menomi- 
nee, Wis.,  for  burial. 

No  person  can  be  found  that  remem- 
bers having  seen  Mr.  Ruprecht  yester- 
day, though  he  was  out  of  his  room 
early  in  the  mfirning,  the  chamber- 
maid at  the  hotel  having  arranged  his 
room  about  8  o  .lock  in  the  morning 
while  he  was  awiuy  from  It. 

Physicians  say  that  he  probably  went 
to  the  room  shortly  after  8  o'clock  yes- 
terday morning  and  drank  the  poison. 
The  dose  wag  f~>mething  enormous, 
being  equlvaje-nt  to  twelve  grains  ol 
morphine  or  forty-eight  grains  of 
opium,  while  one-fourth  grain  of  mor- 
phine and  one  grain  of  opium  is  con- 
sidered  an  ordinary   dose. 

From  appearances,  it  is  thought  that 
he  remained  alive  for  six  hours  or  so 
after  taking  the  poison.  The  potion, 
according  to  physicians,  put  him  to 
Bleep,  this  sleep  kept  getting  deeper 
and  deeper  and  the  respiration  slower 
and  shallower  until  it  was  not  suffi- 
cient to  supply  the  necessarj-  amount 
of  oxygen  to  the  blood,  producing  deaili 
by  asphyxia  and  at  the  same  time  al- 
lowing carbolic  acid  to  accumulate  in 
the  blood,    poisoning   it. 

Mr.  Ruprecht  has  been  staying  at  the 
St.  Loui?  hotel  for  two  or  three  months. 
It  is  said  that  during  the  past  few- 
weeks  he  has  had  reverses  that  dis- 
couraged him  and  caused  him  to  drink 
a    great    deal. 

On  his  person  were  found  a  number  ' 
of  accounts  that  were  evidently  being  i 
pressed  for  collection  and  this  is  | 
thought  to  have  deepened  his.  des-  , 
pendency,  as  the  fact  that  he  had  to  !

without    funds    to    meet    the    bills.

The  case  was 
won  by  the  lumber  company  in  the 
lower  court  and  the  federal  authorities 
appealed,  but  the  lower  court  has  been 
sustained. 

According  to  the  definition  laid  down 
by  the  federal  court  of  appeals,  ail 
down  timber,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
can  be  milled. 

By  "dead."  the  decision  says,  does 
not  mean  trees  that  have  rotted  or  are 
completely  dead  and  starting  to  decay, 
but  trees  which  a  wise  and  prudent 
man  would  cut  in  his  own  forest  to 
preserve  the  land. 

That  is,  if  the  trees  had  ceased  to 
grov.  or  improve  in  size  or  ^alue.  ^or  are 
starting  to  decay,  or  have  lost  their 
energy,  they  are  "dead"  so  far  as  the 
law  is  concerned,  and  can  be  taken.

Stanford  University,  Cal.,  Sept.  10.— 
Samuel  Jackson  Barnett,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  physics,  has  returned  to  the 
university  after  several  months  spent 
in  survey  work  along  the  Alaska  coast. 
Professor  Barnett  left  here  last  May  to 

take  charge  of  a  Darty  sent  out  by  the 
L'nited  States  coast  and  geodetic  sur- 
vey to  m.ake  accurate  surveys  of  the 
northern  cotjntry  along  the  coast  lint'. 
The  £12'' 7  made  a  special  investiga- 
tion in  the  peculiar  magnetic  disturb- 
ances which  havi  made  navigation 
difficult    in    certain        localities.        Near 


Skagway  these  disturbances  are  very 
severe,  the  deflection  of  the  needle 
being  so  great  that  the  compass  is 
rendered  almost  useless  in  that  vi- 
cinity. It  was  found  that  this  strange 
state  of  affairs  was  due  to  the  abund- 
ance of  magnetic  rock  in  the  locality. 
This  rock  is  present  in  immense  quan- 
tities on  Douglas  Island  and  on  the- 
mainland  and  near  Skag.vay  it  is  espe- 
cially abundant.  Professor  Barnett  says 
that  there  was  almost  a  perfect  mag- 
netic pole  at  that  i>oiiit.  He  will  pre- 
pare a  full  report  on  the  subject  for  the 
government.

Yesterday  afternoon  Frederick  Warde 
addre.ssed  the  members  of  the  Saturday 
club  and  their  friends  at  the  club  room 
of  the  library.  Mr.  Warde  spoke  of  the 
origin,  evolution  and  accomplishment 
of  the  drama,  and  also  spoke  of  the 
greatest  dramatist.  Shakespeare.  He 
said: 

••To  say  that  I  will  .speak  of  the  or- 
igin, evolution  and  accomplishment  of 
the  drama  sounds  as  thoU::rh  1  were  to 
be  severe  and  formidable,  but  1  shall 
endeavor  to  be  nothing  of  the  kind.  Of 
all  the  forms  of  amusement  provided 
for  man's  enjoyment  the  drama  is  the 
most  loved  and  popular  and  lia.s  the 
strongest  hold  on  the  people  and  the 
reason  is  that  the  dramatic  instinct 
is  inheieiit  iu  man, 

••The  lirst  dramatic  performance  was 
given  by  Thespis.  in  Greece,  about  600 
years  before  Christ.  Before  this  a  form 
of  entertainment  was  given,  with  chor- 
uses, but  at  this  time  an  individual  ap- 
peared with  replies  given  by  the  chorus. 
Later,  with  the  dramas  of  Sophocles 
and  Euripides,  companies  were  formed 
and  the  plays  presented.  Of  ccurse 
there  was  no  scenery  or  accessories  to 
help  out  the  presentation.  The  plays 
were  often  given  with  nature  as  the 
background.  In  this  twentieth  century 
we  have  gone  back  to  the  outdoor  per- 
formance, and  often  the  most  eltective 
are  such  performances  as  'As  You  Like 
It,"  presented  with  nature  itself  as  the 
setting. 

•The  power  of  the  drama  was  now 
acknowledged,  and  the  church  took  it 
under  its  wing,  for  its  effect  upon  the 
auditors  was  not  to  be  ignored.  So 
one  is  not  so  very  far  wrong  in  saying 
that  the  first  stage  was  the  aitar,  the 
first  actors  the  priests.  Then  the  ciiurch 
became  fearful  of  the  power  of  the 
play,  and  it  w-as  banished  from  the 
altar  to  the  door,  from  the  door  to  tlie 
yard,  from  the  yard  to  the  fields  be- 
yond, and  there  it  has  thrived  and  be- 
come one  of  the  greatest  forces  in  its 
civilizing  influences. 

•Then  there  camo  a   time  for  it  in  Eng- 
land  duiing  the   Biitain  -suprumaoy   wht-n 
it  was  condemned   ai<  a  hanetnl   influence 
and  was  little  seen.     Following  this,  how- 
ever, came  what   might  be  called  the  ren- 
aissance of  the  drama  under  its  patroness. 
Elizabeth,    when    such    minds   .as    Shaic»^s- 
peare.   Grren  and   Fletcher  produced  their 
great   works.     Then   came   a   period    whca 
i  the   freedom  of  expression   of   tlie   drama 
I  brought   it  into  disrepute  and   this  was   a 
I  blow  which  the  purif>ing  and  retining  m- 
I  flneuce.s    following    liad    to    work    hard    lo 
mitisrate. 

'The  object  of  the  drama  is  to  instruct, 
refine  and  elevate.  As  Shakespeare  him- 
self tells  us  the  obj^-ct  is  'to  hold  the 
mirror  up  to  nature."  Critics  havf  said 
that  the  drama  and  acting  la  not  art.  but 
tiie  criticism  is  gross  injustice.  A  work 
that  must  combine  the  arts,  of  painting, 
music,  sculpture,  and  the  art  and  work 
of  the  architect  must  be  art  of  the  highest 
kind."  The  dramatic  instinct  is  iniieront 
in  all  of  us.  A  child  displays  it  from 
its  earliest  life.  Observe  a  little  girl.  Al- 
most her  first  plaything  is  a  doll,  and  .she 
will  dress  it  and  cuddle  it  and  fondle  it 
in  direct  Imitation  of  her  mother.  Dram- 
atic instinct.  Then  a  boy  will,  with  a  cap 
and  stick,  play  a  soldier.  Direct  imita- 
tion. Then  later  the  girl  will  put  on  a 
long  skirt  and  do  up  her  hair— acting 
again,  vou  see.  Later,  when  she  gets 
into  society— but  then  we  all  know  how 
much  acting  there  is  In  .society.  The  boy  1 
from  playing  soldier  goes  to  running 
around  with  a  false  face,  scaring  his  small 
si.ster.  Acting  again,  protending  to  be 
somftliing   he   is    not,    and   .so   it   goes." 

The  Influence  of  a  number  of  single 
individuals  In  patronizing  the  good  in  the 
drama  and  discountenaring  the  vulgar  and 
poor  was  dwelt  ujion.  A  number  of 
Shakespearian  quotations  were  given  \n 
Mr.  Wardens  charming  manner,  and  his 
talk,  which  has  nearly  become  an  annual 
affair,  I»t'Comes  even  more  popular  with 
the  women  of  Duluth.

^^'hat  the  United  States  receives  for  such 
a  tract  under  the  .stone  and  timber  act 
a    t$2.50  an   acre   is   only   $400. 

The-  purchaser  under  the  stone  and 
timber  act  has  to  make  oath  that  die 
dees  noi  purchase  the  land  for  specula- 
tion. Remember  that  he  can  only  pur- 
chase ItJO  acres.  What  does  ho  want  it 
for  unless  for  speculation?  He  would  1 
not  buy  a  mill  and  undertake  to  manu- 
facture it  himself.  On  an  average  the 
purchasers  of  viine  timber  land  under  thv 
stent  nnd  timber  act  clear  tt.ch  a  thou- 
sand dollars  f)r  over  which  profit  is 
thus  taken  out  of  the  timber  before  It  | 
c<:mes  into  the  hands  of  the  manufactur- 
er.

PARRY  TALKS 
ON  UNIONISM 


Calls  Attention  to  the  Re- 
cent Lawlessness  In 
Chicago. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Sept.  10— Commenting 
on  the  speech  of  Samuel  Gompers,  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, delivered  here  Labor  day.  President 
Parry  of  the  National  Association  of 
Manufacturers  said  it  was  high  time 
some  one  charged  the  unions  with  law- 
lessness in  the  carrying  out  of  their  poli- 
cy of  force  and  he  was  quite  sure  that 
events  of  the  past  year  justify  the  charge. 
He    then    referred    to    the    assault       on    a 


tional,  as  everj-  thoughtful  citizen  knows. 
Such  cases  meiely  reflect  the  prevailing 
feeling  of  enmity  among  union  men  to- 
ward those  who  do  not  belong  to  the  or- 
ganization. It  f  l.so  reflects  the  conscious- 
ness of  unbridled  power  which  "ives  the 
license  to  commit  high  handed  acts. 
Think  of  a  man  noth  being  permitted  to 
drive  his  own  horse  and  his  own  wagon 
without  being  s<'t  upon  by  a  crowd  of  ruf- 
fians operating  under  the  name  of  or- 
ganized   labor. 

"Crimes  Innumerable  have  been  commit- 
ted under  the  cloak  of  unionism  during 
the  past  year.  The  sentiment  of  in- 
dulgence for  the  deeds  of  ignorant  men 
and  the  fear  of  inviting  personal  in- 
jury to  themselves  have  held  many  citi- 
zens back  from  voicing  a  protest.  The 
neglect  and  refusal  of  municipal  author- 
ities to  enforce  the  law  against  men  con- 
nected with  powerful  organizations  of  la- 
bor has  also  confirmed  tlie  vicious  and 
ignorant  elements  of  unionism  In  their 
behalf  that  thev  are  a  law  unto  them- 
selves.

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JUDGE  CHARLES  E.  FLANDRAU. 

With  the  passing  of  Judge  Charles  E.  Flandrau,  of 
St.  Paul,  Minnesota  has  lost  one  of  the  most  distin- 
guished of  her  pioneers.  For  nearly  half  a  century  Judge 
Flandrau  has  been  a  resident  of  the  state  and  has  been 
_distinguishcd  as  citizen,  soldier,  jurist  and  historian. 
^^His  was  an  admirable  character,  and  no  man  of  prom- 
inence in  Minnesota  was  more  highly  respected,  had 
more  friends  or  fewer  enemies.  Coming  to  the  West 
when  Minnesota  was  a  territory,  he  took  an  active  and 
leading  part  in  the  framing  of  the  state  constitution  and 
Ifvhen  Minnesota  was  admitted  to  the  Union  he  was  one 
bi  the  first  justices  of  the  supreme  court.  On  his  retire- 
ment from  the  bench  he  resumed  the  practice  of  law 
and  became  widely  known  as  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Minnesota  bar,  retaining  that  position  until  the  ill- 
ness which  terminated  in  his  demise.  .Xt  the  same  time 
Judge  Flandrau  took  an  active  part  in  politics,  and  in 
1867  wa.s  the  Democratic  candidate  for  governor. 

Prominent  among  the  many  thrilling  events  in  Judge 
Flandrau's  long  and  busy  life  was  the  leading  part  he 
played  as  an  Indian  fighter  in  1862.  He  was  then 
an  associate  justice  of  the  supreme  court.     The  Sioux

been  the  case  ever  since  the  personal  property  tax 
came  into  being,  that  visible  property  had  to  bear  all  the 
tax  while  the  more  valuable  property  that  was  not  visible 
escaped  wholly. 

Then  this  brilliant  body  undertook  to  remedy  the 
evil  by  making  a  large  increase  in  the  assessment  of  the 
property  that  has  not  been  escaping,  without  making  any 
attempt  to  disclose  that  which  has  been  concealed. 

Of  course,  it  is  clear  to  the  most  immature  mind  that 
this  simply  intensifies  the  injustice  of  the  system.  The 
kind  of  property  that  cannot  get  away  and  is  always 
taxed  is  almost  invariably  stuff  on  which  the  living  of 
comparatively  poor  people  delpends.  It  consists  of 
farming  implements,  horses,  cattle,  pigs,  sheep,  stocks 
of  merchandise,  manufacturing  implements,  manufac- 
turers' supplies  and  manufactured  material,  household 
furniture,  etc. 

The  kind  of  personal  property  that  does  not  bear  its 
share  of  the  burden  is  the  most  valuable,  of  course.  Fran- 
chises, money,  stocks,  bonds  and  kindred  kinds  of  wealth 
are  taxed  very  lightly,  because  it  rests  with  the  honor  of 
the  owner  to  see  that  they  are  returned  for  assessment. 
If  a  man  has  his  money  in  the  bank  or  in  bonds  or  stocks, 
it  is  not  taxed,  because  the  assessors  cannot  find  it.  If 
he  puts  it  into  a  farm,  a  shop,  a  store  or  a  home  it  im- 
mediately becomes  visible  and  subject  to  taxation,  so 
that  in  effect  the  system  imposes  a  penalty  on  enterprise. 
Because  this  valuable,  but  invisible  property  is  es- 
caping taxation,  real  estate  is  paying  an  unjust  share, 
and  the  visible  personal  property  is  also  paying  more 
than  it  should.  This  evil  called  to  its  attention,  the 
profound  state  board  of  equalization  gravely  proceed* 
to  correct  it  by  throwing  a  still  heavier  burden  upon  the 
visible  personal  property. 

It  is  easy  to  see  where  this  bears  most  heavily.  The 
farmer,  the  small  manufacturer,  the  small  merchant,  the 
mechanic,  the  citizen  whose  only  property  is  embarrass- 
ingly visible,  must  stand  the  additional  burden.     Already

There  is  uo  doubt  that  serious  outrages  have  oc- 
curred in  Macedonia  on  the  part  of  both  Turk  and  Bul- 
garian, hut  tlii^  country  is  not  as  much  interested  in  the 
internal  di>M  iisions  as  long  as  the  lives  and  property  of 
.Americans   ;ire   not  jeopardized.     American    interests  in 
Turkey  are  larger  than  most  Americans  are  aware.  The 
first  .\ir.;.  I  ,i;i  mission  in  Turkey  was  established  in  1819. 
The  !)'■  ;.!<.  of  no  other  nation  have  expended  money  for 
Christ!  in    nii-.si'inary    labor    in    Turkey    as    liberally    as 
those  of  the  United  States.     American  real  estate  hold- 
ings in  Turkey  reach  the  impressive  aggregate  value  of 
$6,500,000.     These   properties   are   used   for   educational 
and  religious  purposes.     In  many  parts  of  Armenia  and 
Syria  American  schools  are  the  only  schools  that  exist. 
Millions  of  d')IIars  are  invested  in  business   enterprises 
of  .American  firms  in  Tirkey.

The  crop  report  for  South  Dakota  for 
the  Week  closing  Monday  is  as  follows: 

"There  was  considerable  cloudinc-ss  dur- 
ing   the    week.     There     were     occasional 

showers,  mostly  light,  except  that  a  gen- 
erou.s  rain  occurred  over  a  ponlon  of  iha 
Black  Hills  region  in  the  middle  of  the 
week. 

'As  a  rule,  stacking  and  threshing  made 
fair  progre.ss.  thuugh  .somewhat  retarded 
by  grain  in  shock  being  damp  from  rain-i 
of  the  preceding:  week.

Shortly  after  8  o'clock  Alderman

J.  H.  Brigham,  who  \va3  present, 
made  a  brief  address,  spcakir.g  m  tavor 
of  the  city  taking  over  :iie  plant  at  the 
expiration  of  five  years  fron:  the  for- 
mation of  the  company,  whkh  is  pro- 
vided for  in  the  contract. 

"The  company  would  not  object  to 
the  city  purchasing  tlie  plant,"  said  Mr. 
Hubbard,  "but  who  is  goin^  to  carry 
the  burden  until  the  necessary  Itgibla- 
tion  is  secured? 

"If  we  allow  the  business  to  drop 
for  a  month  the  plant  won  t  soil  for 
scrap  iron  by  the  time  iou  have  pecured 
the  required  legislation. 

"If  I  were  manager  of  the  'iviil  com- 
pany, such  an  attempt  at  a  p'lrchase 
by  the  city  would  be  ex  tcUy  what  i 
should  de.«ire.  Durin.5  the  time  Ih-tt 
the  legislation  was  o3ii,?  secured  I 
could  then  so  far  gain  an  advantage 
over  the  Zenith  company  that  it  couM 
never  regain  the  lost  grouad. 

"It  is  now  a  question  ol  si  di  ur  swim 
with  us.

We  cannot 
stand  still,  for  with  th?  pifcsent  keen 
competition,  if  we  attempt  to  stand  stlU 
we  must  go  back,  as  every  subscriber 
gained  by  the  other  compa.<y,  and  no- 
gained  by  us,  is  so  much  of  a  lobS  and 
gives  the  other  company  a  certain  lev- 
erage over  us. 

"I  would  like  to  give  a  fev/  neasons 
why  we  were  able  to  sign  the  contract 
four  years  ago  and  are  not  able  to  keep 
it  now. 

"In  the  first  place  thcie  has  been  an 
enormous  increase  In  the  i^osr  ol  lalo; 
and  of  material. 

"Secondly,  the  city  has  failed  vo  keen 
its  implied  agreement  and  lenuve  the 
rival  company  from  tho  field. 

"Thirdly,  new  patents  have  meant 
increased  cost  of  service,  instead  of  re- 
ducing the  cost,  as  most  patents  do. 

"The  fourth  reason  is  the  immense 
amount  of  free  long  distance  service 
we  are  comj)elled  to  give.  You  can 
telephone  from  New  Duluth  to  Itasca 
without   toll. 

"These  are  but  a  few  of  the  reasons 
for  our  applying  for  permission  to  in- 
i  crease  the  rates.  The  $8  raise  In 
j  business  'phones  would  not  place  us 
I  on  a  paying  basis.  Even  if  we  secured 
all  we  asked  for  in  the  way  of  a  slid- 
ing scale  of  rates,  we  would  have  to 
secure  3500  subscribers  before  we  would 
be  able  to  pay  interest  on  the  money  in- 
vested." 

C.  E.  Evens  thought  that  a  clear 
statement  of  the  exact  condition  of  the 
company  should  be  circulated  among 
the  subscribers,  and  believed  that  If 
such  action  was  taken  there  would  be 
no  objection  to  the  company  raising  the 
rates  to  a  point  where  it  could  pay  in- 
terest on  the  money  invested. 

Mr.  Hubbard  replied  that  the  com- 
mittee of  the  council  had  made  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  books, 
and  that  all  citizens  were  at  liberty  to 
do  so  for  themselves,  but  he  did  not 
believe  that  a  long  detailed  statement 
of  the  company's  affairs  would  be  read 
by  those  to  whom  it  was  distributed. 

Owing  to  the  small  number  present 
no  action  was  taken  in  the  matter,  and 
the  meeting  adjourned  sine  die  shortly 
after  10  o'clock.

Philadelphia,  Sept.  10.— Joseph  Riley, 
a  bantamweight  pugilist,  died  shortly 
after  midnight  at  St.  Agnes'  hospital. 
Riley  Tuesday  night  engaged  in  a  six- 
round  bout  with  Grif  Jones  at  the 
Southern  Athletic  club.  The  fight  ended 
in  a  draw  and  Riley  seemed  in  good 
condition  at  the  conclusion  of  the  fight, 
but  shortly  after  reaching  his  dressing 
room  he  fell  to  the  floor  unconscious 
and  was  removed  to  St.  Agnes  hospital. 
He  never,  thereafter,  regained  con- 
sciousness. 

Grif  Jones,  William  Hohl,  proprietor 
of  the  club,  and  the  .several  seconds  of 
the  two  men  in  the  bout,  are  under 
arrest. 


Washington,  Sept.  10.— Interesting  side 
lights  on  the  characters  of  the  early  pres- 
idents of  the  United  States  are  revealed 
by  a  study  of  the  wills  made  by  those  dis- 
tinguished Individuals.  The  originals  or 
copies  of  the  last  testament  of  six  of  our 
presidents  are  on  file  in  the  dingy  rooms 
of  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  the  District 
of  Columbia.  All  the  labor  involved  In 
searching  the  records  to  locate  them  Is 
fully  repaid  by  the  revelations  disclosed 
in  perusing  their  musty  pages. 

The  original  of  the  will  of  President 
James  Monroe  is  on  deposit  with  the  local 
register  of  wills,  who  Is  also  the  custo- 
dian of  copies  of  the  last  testaments  of 
Presidents  Washington,  Madison.  John 
Quincy  Adams.  Jackson  and  Pierce.  The 
copies  are  all  duly  certified  and  were  filed 
here  in  order  to  make  good  the  titles  to 
real  estate  described  in  tliem.  Among  the 
original  wills  deposited  with  the  local 
register  are  the  famous  declarations  of 
the  Polish  patriot,  Thaddeus  KosciusUo. 
They  are  three  in  number  and  there  was 
litigation  for  upward  of  forty  years,  the 
fight  for  the  property  Involved  being  car- 
ried to  the  United  States  supreme  court 
before  it  was  finally  decided.  One  of  the 
instruments  was  made  m  1798  at  Albe- 
marle, Virginia,  and  named  Thomas  Jef- 
ferson as  the  executor.  The  latter  was 
charged  to  employ  tlie  whole  of  Kosciu- 
sko's estate  in  purcha.slng  the  freedom  ol 
negroes  and  in  giving  to  them  "an  educa- 
tion in  trades  or  otherwise,  and  in  having 
them  instructed  for  their  new  condition 
in  the  duties  of  morality  which  may  make 
them  good  neighbors,  good  fathers  or 
mothers,  husbands  or  wives  in  their  new 
duties  a.s  citizens,  teaching  them  also  to 
be  defenders  of  their  liberty  and  that  of 
the   country." 

Another  will  made  In  1817  gave  the  bulk 
of  lus  property  to  the  daughters  of  a 
Swiss  family  with  whom  he  resided  for 
fifteen  years.  The  fight  was  to  establish 
the  validity  of  this  will. 

The  last  testament  of  James  Monroe 
is  a  short  instrument,  written  on  cheap 
brown  paper,  which  now  shows  the  marks 
;  of  time.  It  covers  but  a  single  sheet  ol 
paper,  which  is  pieced  in  a  number  of

It  runs  up 
hid,  at  an  acute  angle,  and  while  the 
word  James  is  clear  and  distinct  tiie  Mon- 
roe is  scarcely  legible,  ending  in  an  in- 
definite wave,  the  whole  being  badly 
smeared.  President  Monroe  had  a  com- 
paratively small  estate  to  dispose  of.  and 
it  did  not  require  many  words  to  bequeath 
it.  .-e  made  provision  for  an  equal  divi- 
sion of  his  estate  among  his  daughters, 
Ciiarging  his  son-in-law,  Samuel  L.  Gou- 
verneur.  with  the  preparation  and  pub- 
lication of  "the  works  in  whfch  I  am  en- 
gaged. '  and  giving  the  Gouverneur  one 
tlurd  of  the  profits  from  the  sale  of  the 
book  for  his  trouble.  One  of  the  wit- 
nesses to  this  will  was  Zinch  Ringgold. 
Hy  far  the  most  interesting  will  of  the 
earlv  presidents  was  that  left  by  George 
Wa.shington.  A  splendid  insight  into  the 
character  of  the  man  may  he  gained  by 
reading  it,  and  any  one  doing  so  is  sure 
to  be  profoundly  impressed  by  the  pure 
and  lofty  sentiments  which  actuated  our 
first  president  not  only  in  liis  active  life, 
but  in  his  later  years.  It  is  a  remarkable 
document  for  two  reasons  Firit.  because 
of  the  great  detail,  almost  woidy  detail, 
with  which  he  described  eveiy  bequest 
and  the  manner  of  its  bestcvval:  and, 
secondly,  because  of  liio  fine  feelings 
and  elevated  thoughts  of  the  testator 
which  are  reflected  in  every  line  of  the 
will.  The  original  is  now  in  a  glass  case 
at  Fairfiix  Court  House.  Virginia.  It  is 
a  voluminous  instrument,  covo/lng  some 
twenty-four  pages  of  manuscript.  It  pio 
vides  nrst  that  "all  my  debts,  of  which 
there  are  but  few.  and  none  of  masni- 
tude,"  are  to  be  paid,  riis  whole  estate, 
real  and  personal,  was  bequeathed  to  his 
"dearly  beloved  wife,  Martha  Washing- 
ton." with  certain  exceptions.  General 
Washington  required  that  after  the  deatli 
of  his  wife  all  his  servants  should  r  •- 
ceive  their  freedom,  and  he  gave  the 
following  reason  for  not  freeing  them  at 
once,  "To  emancipate  them  during  her  life 
(his  wife's)  would.  though  earnestly 
wished  by  me.  be  attended  with  such  in- 
superable difficulties  on  account  of  their 
intermixture  by  marriages  witli  the  dow- 
er negroes  as  to  excite  the  most  painful 
sensations.  if  not  distogreeable  conse- 
quences from  the  latter  while  both  des- 
criptions are  in  the  occupancy  of  the 
same   proprietor." 

Washington  gave  immediate  freedom  to 
his  body  servant.  William  (calling  )iim- 
self  William  Lee),  .ind  a  life  annuity  of 
$30  monthly  because  of  his  "attachment 
to  me  and  for  his  faithful  services  during 
the  Revolutionary  War.  '  He  left  a  do.Ta- 
tion  to  the  town  of  Alexandria  in  the 
shape  of  twenty  shares  in  the  Bank  of 
Alexandria. 

A  characteristically  patriotic  declaration 
wa.s  made  by  General  Washington  in  con- 
nection with  the  custom  of  certain  par- 
ents of  those  days  of  sending  their  lioys 
to  Europe  to  be  educated,  a  custom  that 
worried    Washington    greatly. 

He  protested  against  this  practice  of 
sending  our  boys  abroad  "even  befrre 
their  minds  were  formed,  or  they  hal 
imbibed  adequate  ideas  of  liappiness  of 
their  own.  contracting  too  frequently  noi 
only  habits  of  dis.sipation  and  extrav- 
agance, but  principles  unfriendly  to  R  •- 
I)ublican  government  and  to  the  true  and 
genuine  liberties  of  mankind  wliich  there- 
after are  rarely  overcome."  He  de  ired 
to  establish  a  university  in  the  central 
part  of  the  United  States  to  which  th  • 
"youths  of  fortune  and  talent  fiom  all 
parts  thereof  might  be  sent  for  the  cm 
pletion  of  their  education  in  all  the 
branches  of  polite  literature."  For  this 
purpose  he  bequeathed  fift.v  shores  of 
stock  in  the  Potomac  company  for  the 
endowment    of    such    a    university. 

General  Washington  then  proceeded  to 
tell  how  he  come  into  possession  of  tho-e 
sh.ares.  "Whereas,  by»«.  law  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Virginia,  enacted  in  the 
year  1785,  the  legislature  thereof  was 
pleased,  as  an  evidence  of  its  approba'ion 
of  the  services  I  had  rendered  the  pub- 
lic during  the  revolution,  to  present  me 
with  fifty  shares  of  $50  stock  in  the  com- 
pany for  the  opening  to  navigaticn  of  the 
River  Potomac,  the  acceptance  of  whir-h 
although  the  offer  was  highly  honor ab.L> 
and  agreeable  to  my  feelings,  was  refused 
as  incon.»!istent  with  a  principle  whi.-h  I 
had  adopted  and  had  never  departed  from, 
namely,  not  to  receive  pecuniary  compen- 
sation for  any  service  I  sho«ld  render  my 
country  in  its  arduous  struggle  with  Great 
Britain  for  its  rights,  and  because  1  had 
evaded  similar  propositions  from  other 
stales  in  the  Union."  This  stock  had  been 
kept  in  the  name  of  Washington,  and  he 
turned  it  over  to  the  establishment  of  a 
national  university  of  learning. 

General  Washington  made  to  many  of 
his  friends  bequests  of  his  personal  be- 
longings. His  nephew,  Bushrod  Wash- 
ington, received  all  papers  relating  to  his 
civil  and  military  record.  To  his  brother 
Charles  he  gave  his  gold-headed  cane 
given  to  him  by  Dr.  Franklin  explaining: 
"I  add  nothing  to  It  because  of  the  am- 
ple provision  I  had  made  for  his  issu  .*' 
"To  the  acquaintances  and  friends  of  my 
juvenile  years  Lawrence  Washington  and 
Robert  Washington  I  give  my  other  two 
gold-headed  canes;  and  to  each  I  leave 
one  of  my  spy  glasses  which  constituted 
part  of  my  equipage  during  the  late  war.' 
To  General  l.iafayette  "I  give  a  pair  of 
finely  wrought  steel  pistols  taken  from 
the  enemy  in  the  Revolutionary  War."  A 
great  many  minor  bequests  were  als  > 
made,  such  as  releasing  relatives  from 
debts    and    other   obligations. 

Another  strikingly  characteristic  will  li 
that  of  "Andrew  Jackson  sr."  as  he  de- 


scribed him.felf.  Old  Hickory  was  re- 
duced to  comparative  poverty  in  his  last 
days  tTirough  the  extravagance,  or  bid 
business  .speculations  of  his  adopted  son, 
"Andrew  Jackson  Jur.  '  Tliis  is  made  ap- 
parent in  the  opening  paragraplis  of  his 
will  which  is  decidedly  Jacksonesque.  "Be- 
ing impressed  with  llie  great  uncertainty 
of  life  and  tlie  certainty  of  death,  and  be- 
ing desirous  to  dispose  of  my  lemioial 
afiairs  so  that  aftei  my  death  no  conten- 
tion may  arise  rels.tive  to  the  same  1," 
etc.  It  appears  that  his  preceding  Will 
was  made  in  1S33  ar.d  his  last  one  in  1S43. 
Since  the  date  of  his  first  will  he  ex- 
plained "my  estate  lia.s  become  greatly 
involved  by  my  liabilities  for  the  debts 
of  my  well  beloved  and  adopted  son  An- 
drew Jackson,  Jur "  He  continued:  "1 
bequeath  my  body  to  the  dust  whence  it 
came  and  my  soul  to  God  who  gave  it, 
hoping  for  a  happj  immortality  through 
the  atoning  merits  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,    the    Saviour   of   our   world." 

General  Jaclcson  made  arrangement  for 
the  payment  of  certain  debts  of  his  to 
his  old  friend.  General  J.  B.  Pianche.  wlio 
had  advanced  money  to  the  hero  of  New 
Orleans  in  times  of  financial  adversity. 
The  entire  balance  was  to  go  to  his 
adopted  son,  to  wlum  he  bore  no  malice 
or  liard  feeling  because  of  his  extrav- 
agance. The  only  <'Xceptions  to  this  rule 
were  the  distribution  of  a  number  of 
swords  and  other  trophies  to  personal 
friends.  To  each  per.son  rtjceivlng  a  sw^lTvI 
the  fiery  Jack.son  gave  injunction  not  to 
hesitate  to  use  it  in  the  "support  and 
protection  of  our  glorious  Union  and  f.r 
the  protection  of  the  constitutional  right 
of  our  beloved  country  should  they  he  as- 
sailed by  foreign  enemies  or  domestic 
traitors." 

Jame-s  Madison  had  only  a  small  estat - 
to  dispose  of.  He  left  all  his  property  to 
his  wife,  charging  her  at  the  same  time 
to  see  that  the  report  made  by  Madison 
at  the  Philadelphia  convention  in  177 
should  be  publishec;.

Franklin  Walker  cup,  iield  Wednesday 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Country  ClUb 
yachtmen,  was  won  by  the  Little  Shaoi- 
rock,  of  the  Columbia  yacht  club  of  Chica- 
go. The  Little  Shamrock  easily  out- 
classed her  competitors,  the  Taifyu  and 
the  Finnesse,    of   Detroit. 

A  tliree-cent  fare  ordinance  was  passed 
by  the  Cleveland  city  council,  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  Cleveland.  Mayor  Johnson 
is  said  to  be  interested  in  the  new  lln6, 
which,  according  to  the  conditions  or 
grant,  must  be  inoperalion  by  the  first 
of  A:iril.  1904. 

Mrs.  Fcrrell  and  her  two-year-old  baby, 
were  killed  in  a  j^lorm  it  Wichita.

They  sought  shelter  in  a 
school  house,  and  the  huilding  was  de- 
mohshed.

Denounced    By    Bishop 

Chandler  of  Southern 

Methodist  Church. 

Atlanta,  Ga.,  Sept.  10.— Bishop  Warren 
A.  Chandler,  of  the  Southern  MethoJist 
church,  one  of  the  most  prominent  me:i 
of  the  South  and  'or  many  years  prct^i- 
dent  of  Emory  college,  in  a  stinging  re- 
buke to  those  men  of  the  South  who 
have  been  speaking  and  writing  in  de- 
fense of  lynching  declares  that  mob  law 
is  nothing  more  or  less  than  anarchy 
and  that  those  who  are  attempting  to 
excuse  it  are  only  doing  so  to  sell  tneir 
writings  or  speeclies.    He  says  in  part: 

"it  is  the  duty  of  all  good  people  in 
every  part  of  our  country  to  unite  in 
puttting  down  the  mob.  For  let  us  b;.- 
well  a.ssured  that  the  good  people  wid 
put  down  the  mob  or  tlie  mob  will  put 
down  the  good  people.  When  a  lynching 
occurs  the  law  Is  more  truly  lynched  ilian 
is  the  victim. 

"It  is  an  outburst  of  anarchy  and  an 
eruption  of  generou.s  indignation  against 
atrocious  crimes.  In  defense  of  lynching 
it  is  .sometimes  .said  'stop  the  outrage.* 
that  provoke  lyncldng  and  the  lynching 
will  cease,'  but  pray  tell  which  ou.ra^e 
is  meant.  If  reference  to  the  horrib.e 
crime  of  a.ssaulling;  women  is  intended  it 
is  enough  to  say  In  reply  that  it  is  not 
the  cause  of  one-fourth  the  lynching-? 
which  occur  in  the  United  States.  Two 
years  ago  for  exaraple,  the  figures  f,  r  a 
year  showed  only  sixteen  cases  of  assault 
against   12S  lynchirgs.  v,       .  ^r 

"This  evil  strikes  at  the  very  heart  of 
our  civil  institutions.  If  unchecked  it  will 
increase  and  eventually  become  unendur- 
.able  by  the  viciou.s  even.  Men  will  gr^w 
so  weary  of  it  that  they  will  welconne 
any  sort  of  strong  land  which  will  undei- 
take   to   put  it  down,   even    the   hand  of 

tvranny.  ,  .  „  ,,„,,,

A  large  space  has  15eert  reserved  in  the 
mines  and  metallurgy  building  for  the 
display  the  exhibits  representing  the 
coal  mining  industry.  This  will  be  di- 
vided among  the  states  according  to  the 
extent  of  their  exhibits,  and  as  nearly 
as  possible  according  to  geographical  lo- 
cation. 

Some  of  the  Interesting  features  of  this 
coa'  display  will  consist  of  large  relief 
maps  of  some  of  the  principal  coal  fields 
of  the  country.  These  maps  will  show 
practically,  in  miniature,  the  country 
represented.  They  will  show  the  hills 
and  the  valleys,  the  plains  and  water 
counaes,  the  roads  and  railroads,  the 
ti'wns  and  mining  camps,  and  the  loca- 
tion of  each  mine  in  the  region  repre- 
serled.  They  will  also  show  the  surface 
and  structural  geology  and  the  entire 
area  underlaid  by  workable  coal  seams; 
and  where  possible  the  portions  of  the 
region  available  for  farming  purposes 
and  the  sections  covered  by  forest 
giowths    of   economic    importance. 

Another  interesting  feature  will  be 
maps  of  two  or  three  typical  mining 
towns  or  camps  illustrating  the  charac- 
ter of  such  communities  in  the  different 
states.  These  maps  will  also  show  the 
tipple  and  other  buildings  connected  with 
the  operations  of  the  mines  and  miners' 
house.s.  etc.  It  is.  of  cour.se.  evident  that 
the  scale  upon  which  such  maps  are 
constructed  is  very  much  larger  than 
the  scale  upon  which  the  relief  maps  can 
be  constructed.  It  will  mean,  in  reality, 
showing  in  detail  certain  features  indi- 
cated  on   the  relief   map.s. 

Then  on  a  still  larger  .scale,  will  be 
shown  models  of  working  mines  in  the 
different  states  and  illustrating,  so  far 
as  possible,  typical  conditions  existing 
in  those  states. 

The  method  of  utilizing  bituminous  coal 
in  the  manufacture  of  coke  will  be 
shown  by  models  of  coking  plants.  In 
connection  with  this  will  be  shown  speci- 
mens of  coal  used  in  coke  making:  and 
specimens  of  different  grades  of  coke 
ma  le  from  such  coal.  Ajso  in  connection 
with  the  codels  of  cokinp  plants  will 
l;e  .'hown  working  mddels  of.crushlng  and 
washing  machinery  illustrating  the  mat- 
ter in  which  coal  is  prepared  for  coke 
manutacture,  where  such  preparation  is 
necessary. 

Other  addresses  at  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion were  delivei-ed  pj^,  C  W.  Merrill,  of 
Lead,  on  "The  Metallurgy  of  Home- 
stake  Ores,"  and  b»  D5.  C.  C.  O'Hara, 
of  Rapid  City,  S.  13.,  oh  "Geology  and 
Mineralogy  of  the  J^lack  Hills."

Minority  Stocldiolders  of 
Consolidated  Lake  Super- 
ior Company  Anxious. 

Philadelphia,  Sept.  10.— Minority  stock- 
holders of  the  Consolidated  I..ake  Supe- 
rior company,  headed  by  E.  C.  Miller  & 
Co..  W.  W.  Kurts  &  Co.,  and  Brice. 
Mongea  &  Co.,  bankers,  have  started  a 
movement  with  a  view  of  asking  for  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver  for  that  con- 
cern.

having  failed  also  to  give  any  reason 
whatsoever  for  not  having  enforced  the 
payment  of  said  subscriptions,  it  is  im- 
portant that  immediate  steps  should  be 
taken  for  the  protection  of  our  rights  as 
stockholders.

For  the  third  time  this  season  there  is 
a  blockade  of  coal  boats  in  the  harbor, 
and  vessels  are  lying  at  anchor  waiting 
for  -an  opportunity  to  reach  the  docks 
and  unload  their  cargoes. 

The  first  blockade  lasted  for  nearly  two 
weeks,  and  the  second  was  of  somewhat 
shorter  duration. 

The  blockade  todsiy  is  partially  due  to 
the  double  holiday    jf  Sunday  and  Labor 

day,    although    the    arrivals       here    hav 
been    very    heavy    during    the    pjist 
or  four  days,  and  doubtless  delays 
have  been  expenetued  irrespective 
holiday. 

Four  vessels  are  at  present  lying  at 
arclior  in  the  lower  bay  waiting  for 
docks,  and  this  number  may  be  increased 
iKrlore  night. 

Some  of  the  vessds  now  in  the  harbor 
have  been  in  port  from  six  to  eight  days, 
owing   to   the   delays   in    unloading. 

Ore  shipments  have  a»so  been  very 
heavy,  thirteen  ore-laden  vessels  havi"" 
lefi  the  harbor  during  the  past  twenty - 
four   hours. 

Two  Canadian  v<'.ssels  arrived  in  the 
harbor  yesterday  afternoon,  to  load  grain 
for  King'-ton.  The  boats  are  the  Rose- 
mount  and  Sitka  of  the  Montreal  Trans- 
portation company. 

A    ROU<5n    TRIP. 

Ashtabula.  O..  Sept.  10.— The  steamer , 
John  Duncan,  owneJ  by  J.  H.  Pauley,  of 
Milwaukee,  and  reported  overdue.  ha.s  ar- 
rived here  following  a  most  eventful  trip. 
After  being  sunk  in  a  storm  oft  Harris- 
ville  on  Aug.  29,  half  a  mile  from  shore, 
and  having  part  of  her  cargo  thrown  over- 
board, she  was  raised  by  means  of  a 
steam  wrecker.  On  reaching  Lake  Erie 
she  again  had  a  nugh  experience  in  a 
gale.  Her  deckhouse  was  wrecked,  her 
hatch  coverings  wt»re  torn  off  and  she 
shipped  considerabh;  water.  Steam  pumps 
were  kept  working  on  the  boat  and  it  is 
said  she  is  still  leaking.  After  discharg- 
ing her  cargo  she  will  go  into  drydock  at 
Cleveland. 

The  Duncan  had  i  three  days'  struggle 
with  wind  and  wav^.  She  was  towing  the 
schooner  Aberdeen  when  overtaken  by 
the  northeast  storm  Sunday,  and  after 
dropping  her  consoft  had  a  hard  fight  to 
keep  afloat.  The  Dancan  did  not  abandon 
the  Aberdeen  until  both  boats  were  roll- 
ing so  hard  that  it  was  dangerous  to  at- 
tempt to  stay  together.  They  were  then 
In  the  south  passage,  where  the  Aberdeen 
rode  out  the  storm  in  safety  and  was 
picked  up  by  the  tug  Goulder  last  night 
and  towed  to  Ashtabula.  On  leaving  tlit 
schooner  the  Duncan  ran  for  shelter  at 
Kelly's  island,  where  she  staid  until  early 
yesterday  morning.

ARMY  OF  RODENTS. 
From  Calhoun  county.  Michigan,  there 
comes  to  tlie  Smithsonian  Institution  a 
sensational  story  of  the  invasion  of  that 
county  of  an  army  of  5000  rats  in  one 
pack,  says  the  Washington  Star.  A  big 
gray  rat  is  said  to  be  leading  the  vnst 
array  of  rodents.  Michigan  papers  de- 
vote considerable  space  to  the  peculiar 
occurrence,  and  .some  Battle  Creek  cltl- 
sens  who  have  become  Interested  in  the 
migration  have  written  to  the  Smithson- 
ian Institution  for  an  explanation,  if  pos- 
sible. The  story  of  the  rat  raid  as  told 
in  Michigan  papers  i.s  that  about  t%velve 
day  ago,  about  a  Jiundred  larg«;  rats 
were  cro.s.slng  a  highway  three  miles  east 
of  Tekonsha  village.  Calhoun  county. 
They  are  .said  to  have  been  under  th© 
leadership  of  a  large  gray  rat  of  vener- 
able and  dignified  aspect,  and  this  leader 
seemed  to  have  some  definite  obj>*ct  in 
view,  for  he  marshaled  his  forces  in  a 
most  authoritative  manner.

One  of  the  first  buildings  erected  In 
Duluth  became  tired  of  standing  today 
jjind   laid   down. 

For  thirty-five  years  It  has  been  a 
Ifandmark  of  the  lower  Lake  avenue 
district  and  at  one  time 
place  of  business  having 
by  tlie  A.   Bootii  Packing 

Tiie  structure  was  a  two  story  affair 
and  located  on  the  eatet  side  of  the  ave- 
nue    between     Buciiannan     and     Morse 

streets. 

When  Lake  avenue  was  graded  ten  or 
twelve  years  ago  the  building  was  alx>ut 
four  feet  t)elow  the  surface  of  tiie  new 
grade,  and  recently  it  was  decided  to  re- 
pair it.  A  permit  for  repairs  was  grant- 
t:-d  by  the  building  inspector  and  on  tlte 
strengtii  of  this  permit  the  contractor 
sougiit   to   raise   tne   old   building. 

When  it   was   raised  the   top  story  slid 
off  into  an  adjoini 
remit' nder  of  tiie 
unknown    wom.an, 
was   in    the    building 
and     mig.it     have 
she    heard    the    cracking 
corner  and  barely  saved  herself. 

The  contractor  says  that  had  she  been 
in  any  otlier  place  than  ttie  spot  slie 
selected  she  would  have  been  seriously 
injured,   to  say  the  least. 

Building  Inspector  Robin.son  says  that 
the  building  should  never  have  been 
rai.sed.  It  has  stood  for  so  long  that  the 
timbers  are  rotting  away  and  collapse 
wa.s  almost  certain  if  any  attempt  should 
be  made  to,  move  or  elevate  it.  He  said 
the  permit  he  issued  simply  gave  per- 
nii.s.^ion   to  make  repairs. 

A  great  many  people  visited  the  old 
building  today  to  see  the  wreck.  Some 
of  the  older  residents  were  of  the  opinion 
that  it  was  the  oldest  In  the  city,  but 
others  claimed  there  was  another  build- 
ing a  little  further  down  the  street  that 
was  put  there  at  least  three  years  earlier.

the  church  yard  are  stUl  to  be  found  frag- 
ments of  totnb«tOD«8  which  ones  marked 
the  graves  where  the  "forefathers  of  the 
hamlet  sleep."  Doubtleiss  President  Wash- 
ington and  his  broUwra  have  often  wor- 
shiped in  this  chapel,  aa  It  was  unques- 
tionably the  first  Eph'copal  church  erect- 
ed in  the  Shenandoah  valley.

A  dispatch  from  New  York  today  an- 
nounces that  at  a  meeting  of  traffic 
managers  of  the  trunk  lines  a  reduction 
tif  one  cent  per  busliel  on  grain  from 
Buffalo  to  New  York  has  been  authoriz- 
ed to  take  effect  Sept  10.  This  will  bring 
the  rate  down  to  4  cents  for  wheat.  3% 
tients  for  corn,  3  cents  for  oats  and  SVi 
cents  for  barley.  The  reduction  is  said 
to  be  the  result  of  protests  by  New 
York  grain  merchants  against  the  high 
rates  current  to  this  port,  which  were, 
it  Is  claUmed  forcing  the  bulk  of  the 
grain  exports  througli  the  gulf  ports  and 
Montreal. 

The  reduction  in  the  rate  from  Buf- 
I'alo  to  the  seaboard  will  not  affect  ex- 
jiort  business  from  Duluth.  It  will 
.simply  mean  that  the  route  via  New 
York  will  be  on  pretty  nearly  the  same 
basis  as  the  Catnadiaru  route  via  the  St. 
Lawrence  river.  At  the  present  time 
i-ihippers  of  grain  to  foreign  ports  pretty 
generally  use  the  Canadian  route  be- 
cause of  the  better  rates.  Witli  an  Am- 
<!rican  route  on  a  par  it  will  be  simply 
a  choice  of  routes. 

Shippers  wiio  sell  grain  to  eastern  mil- 
lers may  find  the  reduction  of  some  ad- 
vantage because  it  will,  of  course,  de- 
crease the  cf>st  of  getting  wheat  from 
IDuIuth  to   tlie  seaboard. 

On  the  other  band,  the  reduction  means 
that  it  will  be  just  tiiat  mucU  harder  for 
the  Nortiiwestern  millers  to  compete 
with  tiie  seaboard  mills.  Wheat  Is  now 
tranported  to  the  seaboard  at  a  much 
<rheaper  rate  than  flour  and  here  Is  an- 
other cent  to  be  added  to  the  burden 
which  tlie  Northwestern  millers  liave 
against  them. 


OFFICERS 
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AS  IN  ANTE-BELLUM  DAYS. 


For  Shamefully  Abusing 
Privates  In  the  Ger- 
man Army. 

Berlin,  Sept.  10.— Paragraphs  similar 
to  the  following  appear  almost  daliy  in 
the  pi'ovincial  press: 

"Cologne — The  court-martial  of  the 
fifteenth  division  has  sentenced  Sergt. 
Schott  to  a  year's  imprisonment  and 
degradation  for  flogging  privates  and 
horsewhipping  and  kicking  them. 
Twelve  artillei'ynien  were  sentenced  to 
short  terms  for  assisting  him." 

There  have  been  eighty  convictions  of 
sergeants  for  abuse  of  privates  during 
the  last  three  months,  and  about  200 
court-martials  are  pending. 

The  administration  of  the  army  is 
making  the  most  determined  efforts  to 
stop  these  brutalities,  which  Herr 
Bebel,  the  Socialist  leader,  detailed  in 
a  ferocious  three-hours'  speech  in  the 
reichstag  in  the  spring.  The  weak  re- 
ply of  Gen.  Von  Gossler,  on  the  follow- 
ing day  .probably  cost  him  his  place  as 
minister  of  war. 

It  has  long  been  the  theory  of  mili- 
tary men  that  a  little  rough  treatment 
was  good  to  privates  and  cultivated 
manhood  In  them.  The  emperor  never 
shared  these  views  nor  countenanced 
the  cruelties  practiced  in  nearly  every 
regiment. 

He  issued  an  order  forbidding  tiie 
ill-treatment  of  privates,  and  ordering 
the  jirosecution  and  severe  punishment 
of  those  guilty  of  such  ill  treatment.

Columbus,  Ohio,  .Sept.  10. — An  un- 
usual suit  was  filed  when  Joseph  F. 
Fleming,  aged  26,  instituted  an  action 
for  $10,000  against  Dr.  G.  A.  Doren,  su- 
perintendent of  the  state  asylum      for 

the  feebleminded. 

Fleming's  complaint  is  that  he  was 
detained  in  the  institution  in  face  of 
the  fact  that  he  was  possessed  of  all 
his  faculties.  He  says  he  was  kept  in 
the  asylum  from  1892  until  1902.  Sub- 
sequently he  was  captured  and  with- 
out process  of  law  returned  to  the  in- 
stitution.

Interesting  Old  Southern  Home 
of  Gen.  Clay's  Niece. 

"While  spending  a  few  days  recently  at 
lisloric  Charles  Town,  in  the  beautiful 
.Shenandoah  valley,  a  cosmopolitan  way- 
farer drove  out  one  morning  to  Aiiona, 
the  ante-bellum  home  of  Mrs.  Davenp.;rt, 
Che  granddaughter  of  Gen.  Greene  cljy 
.)f  revolutionary  fame,  and  the  niece  of 
the  late  Cassias  Clay,  says  the  Washing- 
ton  Star. 

Altona,  which  is  about  a  mile  from  the 
town,  is  located  upon  the  top  of  a  knoll 
and  command."?  a  magnificent  view  of  the 
surrounding  valley  and  the  Blue  Ridge 
beyond.  It  is  one  of  the  best  preserved 
and  most  interesting  old-time  Soutliem 
homes  now  extant.  While  kept  in  thor- 
ough repair  there  are  no  modern  inn.iva- 
tlons,  and  as  it  now  stands  represents  an 
Ideal  picture  of  the  plantation  home  of 
days  gone  by.  There  still  remains  the 
enduring  but  most  picturesque  ston;- 
fence,  winding  here  and  there  like  a  biue- 
gray  serpent,  dividing  and  sub-dividing 
Farms  and  pasture  lands;  the  arched 
gateway,  fej^jponed  in  graceful  profusion 
with  the  clematis  and  rose;  the  lon^.

Back  of  this  r  .w 
of  small  but  comfortably  constru-led 
houses  ts  the  old  orchard,  under  whose 
trees  the  pickaninnies  were  wont  to 
gather  the  golden  cheeked  pippins,  the 
juicy  pears  and  the  red  heart  chtrries.

cherries.  And  he  old-time  well  with  it3 
swinging  crane  is  there,  too. 

If  you  desire  admission  Into  this  Inter- 
esting old  mansion  you  have  but  to  lift  | 
and  let  fall  the  ponderous  brass  kn)cker 
which  adorns  the  massive  oak  door.  In 
the  broad  hallway  you  will  find  invitingly 
awaiting  you  the  typical  hair  cloth  ^ofa, 
with  its  superfluity  of  sjMndle  legs.  Tne 
furniture  in  the  parlor  Is  uphol.stereJ 
with  black  broadcloth,  embroid'red  in 
bouijuets  of  gorgeous  roses,  which  testify 
to  tiie  skill  and  industry  of  the  mistress 
of  the  liome.  A  cabinet  in  the  corner  is 
filled  with  souvenirs  and  curios  galhere  1 
from  almost  all  parts  of  the  globe  by  dif- 
ferent members  of  both  branches  of  the 
family.  We  especially  noted  a  dainty 
china  cup  decorated  with  the  ooat-of-arms 
of  the  house  of  Lorraine,  from  which  the 
Davenports  are  directly  desceuled. 
Among  the  family  portraits  whicli  deco- 
rate the  walls  Ls  a  splendid  likeness  of 
General  Cassius  Clay,  taken  in  the  full 
prime  of  manhood.

Affairs   at    Beirut    Are 

Reported  to  Be 

Quiet 


Paris,  Sept.  11. — The  commander  of 
the  French  Mediterranean  squadron  at 
Toulon  has  received  orders  to  hold  in 
readiness  to  leave  for  the  Levant,  a 
naval  division,  consisting  of  the  battle- 
ship Brennus,  the  armored  cruiser  La- 
louche  Reville,  the  second  class 
cruiser  Du  Chayla  and  the  third  class 
cruiser  Linois,  under  the  command  of 
Admiral  Jaureguiberry. 

Reports  received  by  the  foreign  office 
here  from  Constantinople  say  there  Is 
renewed  agitation  among  the  Mussul- 
mans within  the  city,  and  fears  are  ex- 
pressed of  a  possible  Mussulman  attack 
on  the  Christian  population. 

This  agitation  followed  the  appear- 
ance in  the  Turkish  papers  of  accounts 
of  the  Bulgarians  dynamiting  trains 
and  blowing  up  the  steamboat  Vaskapu. 
The  government  considered  that  official 
sanction  of  the  publication  of  the  news 
was  the  best  means  to  avoid  exagger- 
ated stories  of  the  explosions.  As  the 
government  h.id  rigorously  suppressed 
any  mention  of  explosions  during  the 
past  twenty  years,  the  recent  publica- 
tions caused  widespread  agitation.  Tlie 
official  report  says  the  Mussulmans  are 
eager  to  avenge  the  outrages,  and  states 
that  the  feeling  is  so  intense  that  if  thi; 
Bulgarians  commit  any  further  de- 
struction the  Mussulmans  are  likely  to 
take  redress  by  attacking  the  Christian 
population.  Earnest  representations  on 
the  subject  have  been  made  to  the  porte 
which  has  given  assurances  that  all 
precautions  will  be  taken,  and  has  re- 
iterated its  confidence  that  it  will  be 
able  to  control  the  situation. 


London,  Sept. .  11.— From  all  parts  of 
the  country  come  reports  of  destruction 
on  land  and  sea  by  the  terrific  gale. 
The  wind  has  now  abated,  but  tele- 
graphic and  other  communication  with 
the  outside  world  is  only  possible  after 
much  delay.  In  some  cases  the  lines 
are  entirely  down.  The  suburbs  of 
the  metropolis  are  Jittered  with  trees 
and  branches  which  have  been  blown 
down.  The  tents  of  the  First  army 
corps,  which  was  under  canvas  pre- 
paratory to  taking  part  in  ihe  maneu- 
vers, were  almost  blown  to  pieces.  It 
is  possible  that  the  wtiole  force  may  be 
recalled  from  Aldershot. 

The  breakwaters  of  the  new  harbor 
in  course  of  construction  at  Dover  have 
been  entirely  swept  away,  involving  a 
loss  of  many  of  thousands  of  pounds 
sterling.  The  chann*!  steamers  from 
France  arrived  late  this  morning,  after 
perilously  riding  out  the  storm  for  six 
or  seven  hours.  Many  lifeboat  rescues 
were  made  and  seveotai  fatalities  and 
many  accidents  were  ffc-^orded.  Much 
wreckage  is  beinc  washed  up  along 
the   coast.

Chekib  Bey,  the  Turkish  minister, 
was  an  early  caller  at  the  state  de- 
partment today,  bringing  further  re- 
assurances that  a  '•condition  of  abso- 
lute peace  has  been  established  at 
Beirut." 

The  minister  received,  overnight,  a 
cablegram  from  his  foreign  office  con- 
firming the  news  of  disturbances  at 
Beirut,  stating  that  eight  were  killed 
and  about  fifteen  wounded.  Of  the 
killed  it  said  four  were  Christians.  The 
cablegram  stated  that  the  disturbance 
had  no  other  bad  results  and  that  a 
"condition  of  perfect  calm  has  been 
established." 

The  cablegram  further  stated  that 
the  reports  sent  out  by  some  of  the 
foreign  consuls  at  Beirut,  who  got  their 
information  from  excited  persons,  had 
been  greatly  exaggerated. 

It  also  confirmed  the  news  of  the  ap- 
pointment as  acting  governor  of  Beirut 
of  the  governor  general  of  Damascus 

"I  know  the  governor  general  of  Da- 
mascus," said  Chekib  Bey  to  an  Asso- 
ciated Press  reporter,  "and  I  am  sure 
he  will  prove  a  power.  He  is  an  ad- 
mirable character,  popular  with  for- 
eigners and  Avill  handle  the  situation 
at  Beirut  with  a  firm  hand.  He  is  re- 
spected  throughout   Turkey." 


Constantinople.  Sept.  11. — An  official 
dispatch  received  here  announces  that 
the  imperial  troops  recaptured  Vasilik, 
on  the  Black  sea,  on  Sunday  last,  after 
the  insurgent  force  occupying  the  place 
had  been  attacked  by  2TO0  Turkish 
troops   with   two  cannon.

Rumors  of  fresh  outrages 
continue  to  reach  Constantinople,  but 
these  reports  are  deliberately  sjiread 
with  the  object  of  creating  the  im- 
pression that  the  present  situation  at 
Beirut  was  provoked  by  the  arrival 
there  of  the  United  States  warships.  As 
a.  matter  of  fact,  a  desperate  state  of 
affairs  is  chronic  at  Beirut.  Insecurity 
has  prevailed  there  for  months — prac- 
tically throughout  Reshid  Pasha's 
tenure  of  office.

Death  came  like  a  flash  to  four  work- 
men at  the  Peavey  elevator  plant  last 
evening. 

A  fifth  workman  died  this  morning 
without  regaining  consciousness. 

It  was  one  of  the  most  horrifying  ac- 
cidents in  the  history  of  Duluth. 

Each  of  the  unfortunate  workmen 
had  his  skull  crushed  in  at  least  two 
places,  and  most  of  them  had  arms  and 
legs  broken. 

They  were  working  on  a  scaffold  in 
the  interior  of  one  of  the  cylinders  of 
the  concrete  system. 

Without  the  slightest  warning  the 
section  on  which  ihey  were  woikin.g 
gave  way,  dropping  the  men  headiirst 
through  a  gauntlet  of  projecting  tim- 
bers to  the  bottom  cf  the  cylinder. 

At  the  bottom  of  the  shaft  four  of  the 
men  struck  theiif  heads  on  a  heavy 
mi.\ing  box  that  fell  with  them,  and 
death  to  these  four  was  instantaneous. 

The  fifth  man  vas  imprisoned  be- 
neath the  mixing  lox.  He  was  taken 
out  unconscious  and  hurried  to  St. 
Luke's  hospital,  vhere  he  died  this 
morning  shortly  after  dayoreak. 

Under  the  impression  that  there  was 
still  a  chance  of  sa':ing  the  lives  of  the 
injured  men,  other  workmen  moved  the 
bodies  into  a  small  office  building  close 
by  and  summoned  physicians. 

Coroner  Boyer  wss  one  of  the  first  to 
reach  the  scene  of  the  accident.  After 
determining  that  e^ch  man  was  dead, 
he  began  a  search  among  their  personal 
effects  to  determire  the  names,  each 
man  being  identified  at  his  work  simply 
by  means  of  a  check. 

The  first  body  the  coroner  turned  to 
proved  to  be  that  of  Andrew  Anderson, 
the  foreman  of  the  working  crew. 

Dr.  Boyer  first  pulled  out  consider- 
able money.  Turning  to  those  in  the 
little  office,  he  asked  if  any  person 
there  knew  the  dead  man. 

"I  do,"  said  a  smill  boy,  whose  head 
and  shoulders  were  barely  visible  above 
the  window  ledge,  despite  the  fact 
that  he  was  standing  on  a  box  outside. 

"AVho  is  he?"  asked  the  coroner. 

"He's   my    father,  "   replied   the    little 


With  the  exception  of  a  ra^er  profuse 
bleeding  at  the  mouth  and  nose,  they 
looked  perfectly  natural.  The  skulls 
were  crushed,  but  not  broken  open  aa 
is  usually  the  case  In  such  accidents. 

This  shocking  accident  occurred  in 
the  second  outside  bin  on  the  north 
side  of  the  concrete  system  in  which 
there  are  fifty  concrete  cylinders  o«l 
bins. 

During  the  past  year  two  of  these 
bins  have  broken,  letting  out  great 
quantities  of  grain.  These  accidents  led 
the  Peavey  company  to  conclude  th* 
concrete  was  not  suflBciently  strong, 
and  a  few  weeks  ago  the  company  be- 
gan a  new  lining  of  concrete  on  tho 
inside  of  the  bins  for  the  purpose  of 
adding  strength. 

The  bin  in  which  the  accident  oc- 
curred was  on  the  opposite  side  from 
the  regular  elevator  and  machine  house 
and  on  the  opposite  side  from  the  first 
bin  that  broke  last  spring. 

In  putting  in  the  lining  the  workmen 
used  a  scaffold,  built  round  in  fprm  to 
conform  with  the  interior  of  the  cylin- 
der. There  were  eight  separate  sec- 
tions to  this  scaffold.  As  the  work  pro-, 
gresseu  it  was  possible  to  raise  each 
section  three  feet  by  means  of  a  ledger 
plank. 

The  five  workmen,  sixty  feet  in  the 
Interior  of  the  bin,  were  preparing  to 
raise  one  of  these  sections.  All  flvg 
were  standing  on  one  section  working 
hard  in  their  efforts  to  lift  a  mixing  box 
weighing  probably  350  pounds. 

It  is  thought  that  in  their  efforts  to 
lift  the  box  they  worked  a  ledger  plank 
loose  without  noticing  it.  This  plank 
occupied  the  same  reiaiion  to  the  scaf- 
fold that  a  keystone  does  to  an  arch. 
When  the  ledger  plank  was  displaced 
the  entire  section  collapsed,  and  men, 
box  and  timbers  went  crashing  through 
to  the  bottom  of  the  bin. 

The  authorities  have  investigated  the 
affair  very  thoroughly,  and  are  satis- 
fied that  it  was  an  accident  which  only 
those  that  were  killed  had  any  power  t6 
avert.  They  were  so  engrossed  in  their 
work  that  they  did  not  notice  the  slip- 
ping of  the  ledger  plank.

The  result  of  the  action  of  traffic 
managers  of  Eastern  trunk  Hues  in 
cutting  the  Huffalo-New  York  grain 
rate  to  4  cents  on  wheat  and  a  pro- 
portionate cut  in  the  rate  on  corn,  oat.s 
and  barley  may  cause  Duluth  and  other 
Western  milling  interests  to  again  agi- 
tate  the   rate   question. 

For  some  time  Western  millers  have 

been  complaining   that   they   are   at   a 

disadvantage  .vhen  attempting  to  com- 
pete with  seaboard  mills,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  rates  on  ilour,  as  com- 
pared with  those  on  grain  to  seaboard 
points,  iiave  b:?en  unreasonably  high. 

Although  the  rate  which  has  been 
announced  and  which  will  go  into  effect 
Sept.  16,  places  the  rail  rate  at  about 
the  same  figure  at  which  grain  has 
been  carried  on  the  Erie  canal  during 
the  summer,  it  Is  thought  that  the 
canal  carriers  will  now  have  to  reduce 
their  rates  or  go  out  of  the  grain  car- 
rying business. 

While  the  cinal  route  does  not  give 
a  quick  delivery  seaboard  millers  can 
easily  afford  to  acept  their  grain  that 
way  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  one 
cent  a  bushel  in  the  cost  of  their 
wheat.  Shou  d  the  canal  people  make 
the  reduction  to  obtain  the  business  it 
will  place  a  proportionate  handicap 
against  Western  millers  and  will  work 
harm  to  the  seaboard  business  now 
being  done  by  them. 

What  action  will  be  taken  in  the 
East  will  be  of  great  interest  to  Duluth 
and  Superior  milling  interests.

BAN  PLACED 
ON  COURTING 


Railroad  Commission  Quotes 
the  Law  Governing  It. 

The  Minnesota  railroad  and  ware- 
house commission  is  doing  its  utmost 
to  prevent  a  shortage  in  freight  cars 
in  the  state  and  with  this  end  in  view 
Secretary  A.  C.  Clausen  has  sent  to 
shippers  circulars  explaining  the  di.^- 
tribuiion  of  cars.  The  law  quoted  by 
the  commission  follows: 

"Whenever  my  railroad  company  do- 
ing business  n  this  state  shall  be  un- 
able, from  any  reasonable  cause,  to 
furnish  cars  at  any  railway  station  or 
side  track,  in  accordance  with  the  de- 
mand made  by  all  persons  demanding 
cars  at  such  stations  or  sidetracks  for 
the  shipment  of  grain  or  other  freight, 
such  cars  as  are  furnished  shall  be  di- 
vided as  equally  a-s  nuiy  be  among  the 
applicants,  until  each  gWpper  shall 
have  received  at  least  one  car,  when 
the  balance  shall  be  divided  ratably  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  daily  re- 
ceipts of  grail  or  other  freight  to  each 
shipper,  or  10  the  amount  of  grain 
offered  at  such  station  on  side  tracks." 

The  commission  has  no  power  to  com- 
pel a  railroad  company  to  furnish  cars 
upon  the  complaint  that  a  shipper  can- 
not get  the  cars  he  has  oi'iered  or  which 
he  requires  to  ship  his  product.  It  is 
only  when  a  railroad  fails  to  give  a 
shiper  his  just  proportion  of  cars  that 
the   commissi  in    has   power   to  act. 

The  commission  advises  shippers  to 
ascertain  what  proportion  of  cars  they 
are  entitled  to  and  to  make  his  de- 
mands upon  the  station  agent  accord- 
ingly.

1  know  thit 
the  practice  of  ■■keeping  compau.v.''  a.s 
they  call  it  among  children  l>el.>w  IS.  pro- 
motes immorality  and  lead.s  to  Intlmicy 
that  ought  not  to  cxi.>*t.  Hoys  .should  Ij«j 
by  them.selve.s  and  girls  also  by  th.^m- 
.selves  during  their  .•^choul  diys.  Tliey 
will  attend  to  their  .siuilies  much  bettej." 

So  .said  Rev.  Father  Lochman,  pa.stor 
of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  church,  in  an 
interview  regarding  his  recent  sermoa 
upon  courting  and  dancing,  wliich  Jwus 
causi^ed  a  protound  impression  in  Hi  >  tiiy 
and  led  to  the  publit-ation  in  li-.cd  paper.* 
of    many    expressions   of    approval. 

"1  have  seen  the  young  pe<jple  going 
home.  ■  he  continued,  "the  huy.s  and  g  r.s 
hand  in  hand,  thinking  not  of  the  thmg.s 
that  ought  to  occupy  their  minds.  Thes3 
love  affairs  also  disturb  the  work  <<f  tha 
classes  and  generally  have  a  dinioralizing 
Influence.  There  cannot  j^ii^sihiy  any 
good  cume  of  it.  It  is  seldom  that  cou:t- 
shlps  formed  in  school  result  in  niirn- 
age.  The  young  people  soon  become  tired 
of  each  other.  All  courting  ought  to  be 
with  the  end  of  marriage  in  view.  There- 
fore I  do  not  believe  the  time  of  the 
young  people  .should  he  taken  up  during 
their  .school  days  in  the  manner  I  have 
spoken   of. 

"And  just  as  demoralizing  is  the  custom 
of  school  children  in  attending  dances. 
They  ought  not  to  be  kept  up  late  hours. 
The  time  they  spend  in  the  dance  hall 
might  better  be  iiut  on  their  studie.s.  It 
Is  my  observation  that  many  a  young  girl 
has  been  corrupted  by  the  evil  Influen'^e 
of  the  dance.  It  is  soon  enough  for  tlii 
young  people  to  think  of  dancing  aft^r 
they  leave  .school,  and  I  believe  they 
would  be  as  well  off  if  they  never  danced.

this  authority,  its  president,  Daniel  S. 
Itichardson,  and  Inspector  Erwin,  came 
to  Washington,  saw  Beavers,  Machen, 
Heath  and  others  and  got  an  order  for 
equipping  20S9  letter  boxes  with  their 
device. 

The  indictment  says  the  company  was 
systematically    relieved    of    its    obliga- 
tions   in    the    way    of     paying    freight, 
crating,    painting    and    printing    cards 
for   the   device,   and   it   was   furnished.

Andrew  Iverson,  again.'st  whom  there 
were  two  indictments  for  grand  larceny 
in  the  second  de^-ree,  received  the  se- 
verest sentence,  two  years  in  the  state 
prison  at  Stillwater  at  hard  labor. 

Iverscn  has  been  in  this  country 
twenty-one  years  and  is  a  miner  and 
explorer,  residing  in  the  Mesaba  mining 
district.  He  admitted  to  the  court  that 
he  had  once  before  been  convicted  of 
stealing  a  gun. 

The  information  against  him  was 
that  he.  with  a  companion. went  through 
the  shacks  of  some  miners  at  the 
Agnew  mine  location,  while  the  ownei^a 
were  at  work  in  the  mine,  and  plunder- 
ed them  of  wearing  material,  satchels, 
etc.  When  asked  if  he  had  anything 
to  say  why  sentence  should  not  be 
passed  on  him,  he  asked  for  clem- 
ency. 

Harry  McAllister,  a  colored  man 
who  pleaded  guilty  to  the  Indictment  of 
grand  larceny  in  the  second  degree,  was 
given  a  term  in  the  state  prison  of  one 
year  and  two  months.  McAllister  claims 
to  be  a  barber  and  a  porter  by  trad-?, 
working  at  one  occupation  or  the  other. 
He  says  he  has  a  wife  and  family  at 
Minneapolis  that  he  has  been  support- 
ins. 

McAllister  entered  Kruschke's  gun 
store  some  weeks  ago  and.  making  the 
pretense  that  he  had  left  a  ring  there 
to  be  fixed  some  time  before,  got  the 
entire  clfrical  force  searching  about  the 
store  for  it.  While  their  attention  was 
thus  engaged  he  stole  a  revolver  from  a 
show  case.  The  case,  however,  was 
connected  with  an  electrical  burglar 
alarm  system,  and  when  the  bell  com- 
menced ringing  the  clerks  rushed  to  the 
front.  They  saw  McAllister  hurriedly 
leaving  the  store  and  shortly  after- 
ward found  the  revolver  missing.  Mc- 
Allister was  arrested  less  than  two 
hours  later  on  a  street  car  on  his  way 
to  Superior,  the  revolver  being  found  m 
his  possession. 


It  was  shown  that  McAllister  had  ap- 
peared in  court  on  two  former  occasions 
on  criminal  charges,  but  had  succeeded 
in  getting  acquittals. 

Henry  Johnson,  who  has  been  in  this 
country  since  1872,  was  sente»ced  to 
the  Stillwater  prison  on  the  reforma- 
tory plan,  on  his  plea  of  guilty  to  the 
charge  of  forgery  in  the  second  de- 
s:ree. 

Johnson  formerly  clerked  at  Anoka 
and  Cambridge,  in  this  state,  but  in  re- 
cent years  has  been  employed  as  a 
common  laborer.  He  found  a  state- 
ment showing  the  account  of  one 
Henry  Carlson,  at  the  Stevenson  min.? 
location,  and,  forging  Carlson's  name, 
attempted  to  sell  the  paper.  It  seem^ 
that  the  paper  was  not  a  negotiable 
one  and  that  Johnson  simply  receipted 
it   with   Carlson's   name. 

Daniel  Laudry,  who  came  to  the 
states  from  Canada  some  seven  or 
eight  years  ago,  was  given  a  term  at 
the  state  prison  on  the  reformatory 
plan,  on  his  plea  of  guilty  to  the  in- 
dictment for  grand  larceny  in  the  sec- 
ond degree.  Laudry  has  been  sailing 
on  the  lakes  in  the  summer  seasons  and 
working  in  the  woods  in  the  winter.  He 
snatched  $15  in  bils  from  the  hands  of 
one  Fred  Turner,  just  after  the  latter 
had  a  $20  gold  piece  changed  in  a 
Bowery  saloon.  Laudry  ran  with  the 
money  and  was  captured  under  the 
Seventh  avenue  west  viaduct  He  de- 
nied having  the  money,  but  it  was  dis- 
covered  when  he   was  searched  at  the

California  Fruit  Still  on 

Downward    Course — 

Eggs  Going  Higher. 


Poultry  is  rapidly  becoming  a  fea- 
ture of  the  trade  of  the  Michigan  street 
produce  and  coiitmission  men. 

•'From  now  until  Thanksgiving,"  said 
one  of  the  Michigan  street  dealers,  "the 
poultry  trade  will  be  very  active.  Ship- 
ments have  been  growing  steadily  lar- 
ger after  several  months  of  great  in- 
activity, and  the  demand  is  fully  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  supply. 

"The  price  of  poultry  has  fallen  con- 
siderably during  the  past  month.  Spring 
chickens  are  now  selling  at  11  cents  and 
hens  at  10  cents  per  pound. 

"Poultry  promises  to  be  very  plentiful 


this  year.  Last  year  dealers  through- 
out the  West  were  complaining  of  a 
shortage  of  jiovltry,  but  this  year,  Du- 
luth, at  least,  will  be  well  supplied. 
An  incerased  number  of  farmers  have 
entered  the  poultry  raising  businei-s, 
and  they  have  met  with  better  success, 
than  last  year,  when  the  cold  and  wet 
spring  killed  in.-iny  of  the  young  chick- 
ens and  turkey?."'

Fall  outlook  at  the  East  is  ex- 
cellent. Chicago  dealers  In  implements, 
furniture,  hardware  and  wearing  ap- 
parel report  gains  in  orders.  Intlux  of 
country  buyers  into  St.  Louis  stimu- 
lateg  dry  goods  and  millinery  lines, 
Kansas  and  Nebraska  buying  freely, 
especially  from  flooded  districts.  Mer- 
cantile collections  are  slow  at  the  South 
and  Northwest  because  of  the  crops 
being  late,  but  this  is  less  noticeable  at 
the  Southwest. 

Philadelphia's  long  drawn  out  tex- 
tile strike  is  practically  broken,  but  all 
the  men  have  not  gone  back  yet.  A 
general  curtailment  of  anthracite  coal 
production  is  predicted  through  half 
time  at  the  mines,  which  will  affect 
150,000  miners,  and  may  curtail  wage 
distribution  by  nearly  $2,000,000.  The 
outlook  is  for  curtailed  pig  iron  pro- 
duction, late  cuts  in  prices  putting 
more    stacks    on    a    non-paying    basis.

Burial  of  Allen  F.  Ferris  at 
Brainerd. 

Brainerd,  Minn.,  Sept.  11.— The  fun- 
eral services  over  the  remains  of  the 
late  Allen  F.  Ferris,  senator  from  this 
district  and  one  of  the  most  influerktial 
and  progressive  business  men  in  this 
city,  were  held  yesterday  afternoon  and 
were  without  parallel  in  this  part  of  the 
state. 

All  the  business  places,  public  offices 
and  shops  were  closed  during  the  day, 
and  the  city  was  in  deepest  mourning, 
most  of  the  prominent  business  places 
being  draped  with  emblems  of  mourn- 
ing and  the  flags  of  the  public  buildings 
being  placed  at  half  mast.  It  is  esti- 
mated there  were  fully  5000  people  in 
the  procession  which  followed  the  re- 
mains to  their  resting  place  in  Ever- 
green cemetery. 

Senator  Ferris  was  a  member  of  al- 
most all  the  fraternal  organizations  of 
the  city,  and  the  members  of  the  orders 
attended  in  .arge  numbers.  The  ser- 
vices were  held  at  the  First  Congrega- 
tional church  under  Masonic  auspices. 
Rev.   Richard   Brown  officiating. 

So  great  was  the  crowd  that  convey- 
ances were  hired  from  Little  Falls  and 
adjoining  towns  and  the  funeral  proces- 
sion was  two  miles  long. 

Many  prominent  men  of  the  state 
were  present,  including  Governor  Van 
Sant  and  other  state  officials,  ex-Gov- 
ernor A.  R.  McGill,  United  States  Sen- 
ator Moses  Clapp,  Congressman  Ste- 
vens, State  Senators  Dunn  and  McGill, 
and  also  a  large  number  of  personal 
friends  in  civic  life  from  the  Twin 
Cities. 

The  pall  bearers  were  J.  M.  Elder,  S. 
R.  Adair,  N.  H.  Ingersoll,  Henry  Spald- 
ing, George  D.  La  Bar,  F.  A.  Farrar, 
J.  C.  Davis,  George  A.  Brown,  W.  S. 
McClenahan  and  C.  D.  Johnson. 

Delegations  were  present  from  Cass 
Lake,  Bemidjl,  Little  Falls,  St.  Cioud, 
Wadena,  Staples  and  many  other  small- 
er towns  throughout  the  northern  part 
of  the  state.

Bristol,  Vt.,  Sept.  11.— Herbert  Cov- 
entry, of  London,  England,  has  arrived 
here  in  search  o;f  the  treasure  house  of 
the  Algonquin  Indians,  which,  accord- 
ing to  tradition,  is  located  in  hidden 
caves  in  the  sido  of  South  Mountain. 

Coventry  has  it  man  which  he  is  sure 
■will  g:uid«  him  to  the  piles  of  silver  in- 
gots supposed  to  have  been  orignially 
discovered  by  cne  De  Grau,  a  Span- 
iard, nearly  200  years  ago.  And  a  grew- 
some  affair  this-  map  is,  for  th?  out- 
lines and  locations  are  all  tattooed  on 
human  skin. 

Coventry  explained  that  several  years 
ago  he  met  in  the  London  slums  a 
Spaniard  who  ^vas  suffering  from  an 
incurable  disease.  The  man  was  starv- 
ing, and,  as  he  was  too  proud  co  ask 
aid,  the  Englishman  saw  to  it  that  he 
was  properly  cared  for  in  a  public  hos- 
pital. He  spoke  some  English  and 
proved  to  be  so  interesting  a  character 
that  Coventry,  who  was  an  insurance 
solicitor,  frequently  visited  him.  The 
man  said  that  his  family  had  lormcrly 
been  wealthy,  and  once  he  declared  that 
if  he  could  get  well  enough  to  go  to 
America  he  would  soon  recoup  his  for- 
tunes. 

One  day  Coventry  was  summoned  to 
the  hospital  and  was  told  that  his 
friend  was  dying.  The  man  asked  the 
surgeon  to  withdraw,  and  then  told  the 
story  of  buried  treasure. 

"There  are  enough  stiver  ingots  in  a 
hidden  chamber  to  make  a  dozen  men 
fabulously  rich,  '  he  said,  according  to 
the  story  related  by  Coventry. 

"I  am  a  descendant  of  Robert  de 
Grau,  who,  over  200  years  ago,  dis- 
covered the  treasure  house  of  the  Al- 
gonquin Indianfi,  near  what  is  now  the 
town  of  Bristol.  Vt.,  in  America.  The 
tribe  was  fleeing  from  the  Iroquois  at 
the  time,  and  in  attempting  to  save  his 
own  life  and  that  of  his  son  my  .an- 
cestor stumbled  upon  the  treasure  in 
a  secret  cavern .  Part  he  remo\  ed  to 
Spain,  where  he  became  immensely 
wealthy  and  a  power  in  the  kingdo;r!. 
He  Intended  to  remove  the  rest,  and 
in  fact  started  for  America,  carrying 
with  him  a  map  of  the  mountain. 

"On  the  day  over  he  was  taken  ill 
with  'black  dearh,'  died  and  was  buried 
at  sea.  The  rrap  fell  into  the  nands 
of  the  first  mate  of  the  ship,  and  he 
took  up  the  search.  He  found  the  si'Ot 
in  the  mountain,  but  a.  landslide  had 
obliterated  the  mouth  of  the  cave,  and 
he  was  never  able  to  locate  the  trea- 
sure, though  he  spent  two  yeats  in  the 
quest. 

"The  mate,   whose  name   was  Parish 
or  Paris,  eventually  died  and  the  map 
passed  tlirough  several  hands.    11  came! 
to  me  in  a  moft  peculiar  way.     About  | 
ten    years   ago,    while   cruising   off   the ' 
coast    of    India,    I    befriended    an    old  , 
sailor.     He  gave  me  the  map,   which  1 
immpdia.'Lely    recognized    an    the    one 
drawn   on    sheepskin    by   my    ancestor. 
He   said   he   got   it   from   a   sailor   who 
voyaged  betwet'n  Hong  Kong  and  New 
York. 

"The  parchmtnt  was  badly  worn  and 
was  so  discolored  that  the  drawings 
were  almost  obliterated.  I  suggested 
that  a  copy  could  be  made  on  paper, 
whereupon  the  sailor  declared  that  he 
knew  of  a  scherie  whereby  the  precious 
outlines  could  never  be  lost." 

Coventry,  In  relating  the  tale,  said 
that  the  man  pulled  up  his  hospital 
shirt,  rolled  ovt  r  on  his  chest  and  told 
him  to  look  on  his  back.  There,  between 
the  shoulders,  was  the  map  tattooed 
in  the  skin  witli  India  ink. 

"  'When  I  die  I  want  the  surgeon  to 
remove  the  skin  and  give  it  to  you,'  he 
said  to  me.  'It  will  be  a  grewsome  re- 
minder of  the  treasure,  but  if  you  fol- 
low it  up  you  \vill  be  a  rich  man.'  He 
called  in  a  surgeon  and  made  him  swear 
that  he  would  varry  out  his  wish,  and 
then  he  seemed  easier.  That  night  he 
died,  and  later  the  man  was  turned 
over  to  me." 

While  Coventry  is  somewhat  mixed  in 
his  data,  it  is  nevertheless  true  that 
,many  believe  the  Indian  treasure  still 
lies  in  a  hidden  vault,  and  that  it  com- 
prises untold  ^vealth.  So  strong  was 
this  belief  some  years  ago  that  several 
solid  business  rien  living  at  Montpeller 
organized  a  stock  company  to  remove 
the  rocks  at  the  mouth  of  the  caves. 
This  proved  imj-ossible,  and  drilling  was 
resorted  to.  After  $20,000  had  been  ex- 
pended the  enterprise  was  abandoned. 
Today  the  entire  face  of  the  ledge  is 
honeycombed  with  holes  and  shafts. 

According  to  a  story  told  several 
years  ago  by  a  centenarian,  the  orip-lnal 
De  Grau,  accocapanied  by  his  son  of  12 


years,  came  to  America  when  there 
were  few  settlements  north  of  Boston. 
He  decided  to  prospect  that  country. 

He  journeyed  by  slow  stages  up  the 
Connecticut  river  to  what  is  now  Bel- 
lows' falls  and  then  turned  w-est,  cross- 
ing the  Green  mountain  range  and  then 
following  Otter  creek  north.  While  en- 
camped one  night  near  what  was  later 
New  Haven,  Vt.,  he  was  apprized  by  a 
friendly  Algonquin  scout  that  the  Iro- 
quois, a  powerful  branch  of  the  Five 
Nations,  were  on  the  war  path  and  had 
routed  his  tribe. 

De  Grau  and  his  son  found  the  mouthi 
of  a  passageway  leading  into  the  side 
of  the  mountain.  The  two  crawled  In. 
Thev  found  that  a  rocky  cut  led  toward 
the  cliff. 

De  Grau  found  that  the  passageway 
ended  in  a  cave  which  showed  evi- 
dences of  having  been  visited  by  the 
redskins.  The  cave  opened  into  a  larger 
chamber  and  this  led  to  another.  Final- 
ly the  pair  struck  a  series  of  under- 
ground vaults. 

In  the  last  one  De  Grau  saw  by  the 
aid  of  a  torch  a  crack  in  the  wall.  He 
stuck  the  end  of  the  torch  into  this  and 
a  section  of  the  wall  moved.  The  roughk 
grooves  covered  an  opening.  Removing 
the  slab  he  saw  tons  of  silver  ingots  in 
a  circular  chamber  hewn  out  of  solid 
rock. 

The  place  is  now  known  as  "Monejt 
Digger's  Caves."

Favored  By  President  Angell 
of  Michigan  University. 

Ann  Arbor.  Mich.,  Sept.  11.— Dr.  An- 
geli,  president  of  the  Michigan  universi-

LAVISH  EXPENDITURES. 

From  present  indications  it  looks  as  though  the  next 
congress  would  expend  money  with  a  lavish  hand.  This 
is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  national  treasury  is  replete 
with  funds  and  there  is  a  big  demand  for  money  for' 
various  improvements  throughout  the  country,  that  arc 
always  attendant  on  a  plethoric  purse.  The  national  fi- 
nances are  in  a  flourishing  condition  at  this  time.  The 
available  cash  balance  now  aggregates  about  $240,000,000. 
Judging  from  the  present  volume  of  receipts,  which  will 
increase  as  the  year  advances,  this  sura  will  have  several 
millions  added  to  it  by  the  time  congress  assembles.  No 
extraordinary  expenditures  are  contemplated.  From 
present  indications  there  will  be  no  necessity  for  some 
time  to  expend  the  $40,000,000  appropriated  by  congress 
for  tlie  Panama  canal.  Even  if  the  situation  in  Colombia 
changes,  the  expenditure  authorized  would  not  be  a  seri- 
ous drain  on  the  treasury.  The  official  estimates  on  which 
congress  bases  the  annual  appropriations  are  now  be- 
ing prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  the- 
treasury.  It  is  stated  that  the  expenditures  required  for 
routine  purposes  will  be  largely  in  excess  of  those  made 
at  the  last  session. 

There  are  two  important  measures  which  will  press 
to  the  front  next  winter.  One  is  the  river  and  harbors 
bill  and  the  other  is  the  omnibus  public  building  bill. 
Estimates  now  being  prepared  at  the  war  department 
demonstrate  the  necessity  for  generous  appropriations  on 
account  of  rivers  and  harbors.  The  engineer  officials 
say  it  is  false  economy  to  curtail  expenditures  for  inter- 
nal improvements  of  this  character.  Congress  rarely 
economizes  in  making  appropriations  for  rivers  and 
harbors,  but  once  in  a  while  it  fails  to  pass  a  bill.  Every 
effort  will  be  made  to  push  one  through  at  the  coming

when  the  good  old  phrase  "A  Yankee  ship 
and  a  yaukee  crew"  was  true  to  the  very  letter  and 
most  significant.  But  it  is  different  now,  although  im- 
proving. Many  years  ago  seafaring  was  the  native  in- 
stinct ot  every  .American  lad  of  stamina,  and  most  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  thirteen  original  states  lived  either 
on  the  o  i^c  of  the  ocean  or  on  streams  that  poured  down 
into  tl.e  restless  sea.  Before  the  war  of  iyi2  the  crews 
of  Ainorican  inerchantmen  in  foreign  or  domestic  trade 
were  made  u[)  fully  three-fourths  of  native  American 
sailors,  and  the  foreign  contingent  included  a  great 
many  of  our  British  kin  who  had  taken  up  their  abode 
in  the  new  country,  but,  with  Jack  Tar's  characteristic 
lack  oi  Iki^uicts  sense,  had  not  gone  through  the  formal- 
ities of  naturalization.  American  merchantmen  were 
not  mfrequent  in  those  early  days  wliich  had  crews  thor- 
oughly Yankee  from  captain  to  boy.  Indeed,  it  is  said  of 
the  X  -w  Hin Inland  deep-sea  fishing  fleet  of  sixty  or  sev- 
enty years  ago  that  a  foreigner  was  such  a  rarity  on 
board  that  a  craft  which  had  so  much  as  one  Irish- 
man or  Portuguese  or  Scandinavian  was  an  object  of 
CUritisity  tiirosighout  the  fleet,  and  that  men  would  row 
mi'  '  >co  the  "outlander."     At  the  same  time  British 


There  will  be  a   demand  this  winter  to  place  buildings 
on  the  sites  purchased  by  the  government. 

There  is  another  item  of  expenditure  that  must  be 
reckined  with  in  the  future.  No  branch  of  the  govern- 
inent  that  comes  in  direct  contact  with  the  people  is  so 
popular  as  rural  free  delivery.  Twelve  million  dollars 
were  appropriated  for  this  service  by  the  last  congress. 
That  sum  has  proved  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands 
for  routes  in  every  section  of  the  country.  A  few  years 
ago  rural  free  delivery  was  in  the  experimental  stage, 
and  expenditures  were  limited  to  the  thousands.  Now 
millions  are  required,  and  rural  free  delivery  promises  to 
become  one  of  the  most  expensive  bureaus  of  the  great 
postal  system  of  the  United  States.  The  onward  prog- 
ress of  rural  free  delivery  is  irresistible.  Although  the 
estimates  have  not  been  ojmpleted  at  the  postoffice  de- 
partment, it  is  believed  that  an  appropriation  approxi- 
mating $20,000,000,  and  possibly  more,  will  be  required 
for  this  service  in  the  next  year.  Of  course,  a  part  of 
this  sum  will  be  used  in  the  maintenance  of  routes  al- 
ready established. 

Without  doubt  the  usual  effort  to  keep  down  expendi- 
tures will  be  made  by  congressinen,  but  it  will  prove  un- 
availing. There  is  nothing  in  the  history  of  congress 
which  will  give  hope  of  a  saving  policy.  No  one  expects 
it  and  no  one  will  be  disappointed. 


GERMANY'S  GROWTH. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  Germany  is 
of  matter  of  pride  to  the  natives  of  the  Fatherland,whether 
at  home  or  abroad.  The  last  census  of  Germany,  and 
by  the  way,  they  are  made  with  great  frequency,  put  the 
inhabitants  of  the  German  empire  at  58,549,000,  which 
is  an  increase  of  2,232,000  over  two  years  and  a  half  ago. 
Germany's  population  is  growing  at  about  the  rate  of 
15  per  cent  in  a  decade,  which  is  the  largest  expansion 
made  by  any  big  nation  in  the  world  except  the  United 
States.  The  growth  of  the  United  States  in  inhabitants 
was  20.7  per  cent  in  the  decade  ending  with  1900.  This, 
however,  was  the  smallest  increase  ever  made  here  in 
a  To-year  period.  The  chances  are  that  the  22  or  pos- 
sibly 25  per  cent  mark  will  be  reached  in  the  decade 
closing  with   1910. 

There  is  one  thing  to  the  advantage  of  the  German  in-

the  "star"  service  by  the  disoontinu- 
ance  of  the  rural  delivery,  which 
amounted  in  1901  and  1902  to  $396,098. 

Here  is  shown  an  increase  on  the 
expenditures  for  "star"  service  from 
July  1,  1901,  to  June  30,1907,  of  $6,341,200, 
which  must  still  be  increased  in  like 
proportions  in  the  sections  not  vet  let. 

To  the  above  increase  of  "star"  ser- 
vice must  be  added  the  constantly  in- 
creasing cost  of  rural  free  delivery, 
which  is  grrowing  into  colossal  figures. 

The  appropriation  called  for  is  now 
$12,000,000  per  annum,  and  the  major 
portion  of  this  will  consist  of  discon- 
tinued   "star"    routes. 


"Washington,  Sept.  11.— Not  since  the 
organization  of  the  postofRce  depart- 
ment has  thi  re  been  such  a  waste  of 
public  money  in  that  department  as  at 
present. 

The  carrying  of  mails  on  what  Is 
Btyled  "star  route  service"  had  been 
done  at  a  decreasing  rate  for  many 
years;.  But  all  this  has  been  changed. 
The  treme^ndous  increase  in  cost  be- 
gan in  1900.  Since  then  it  has  grown 
to  an  extent  unprecedt-nted.  It  has 
resulted  in  waste  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars. 

Nearly  $7.0CO,000  is  being  paid  out  in 
excess  of  ail  former  rates  of  pay  for 
■uch  service,  notwithstanding  the  ex- 
tension of  rural  free  delivery,  which 
ought  to  have   lessened  the  cost. 

The  "st:!!"  route"  service  consists  of 
mall  rout*  s  carried  generally  by  men 
With  horses,  all  through  the  country, 
and  for  convenience  of  the  government, 
the  country  is  divided  into  four  sec- 
tions— the  New  England,  the  Southern, 
the  middle  and  the  Western  states.  The 
last  Includes  nearly  all  states  and  ter- 
ritories west  of  the  Mississippi  river. 
Contracts  ate  let  once  in  four  years  for 
about  :;o,(i(  (J  routes. 

Up  to  July,  VM\,  bidding  for  mail  ser- 
vice had  been  open  to  all  persons  in 
every  section  of  the  L'nited  States  and 
the  large  savings  that  have  been  made 
have  resulted  from  this  system  of  com- 
petition. 

W.  S.  Shallenberger,  second  assistant 
postmaster-general,  was  led  by  George 
F.  Stone,  <hlef  clerk,  to  issue  an  order 
on  Feb.  13.  1900.  that,  hereafter,  no 
proposal  for  carrying  the  mails  on  "star 
routes"  would  be  considered  unless  the 
per.son  making  the  proposal  resided  at 
some  jilac  e  satisfactory  to  the  second 
assistant  jiostmaster  general.  The  idea 
was  that  the  bidder  should  reside  in 
the  district  of  his  contract. 

Conseiiuently  competition  became  no 
longer  possible,  and  the  system  that 
had  prevailed  from  the  organization  of 
the  department   was  abolished. 

From  that,  the  increase  in  cost  be- 
Ifan. 

In  189-7  the  annual  expenditures  in 
the  New  England  section  for  "star" 
service  %vas  $1,105,033.51.  Under  the 
new  order,  abolishing  competition,  it 
was  increased  In  1901  by  $438,241.50  per 
annum. 

In  the  western 
section,  the  cost  was  raised  $947,059  per 
annum,  and  the  estimated  increase  In 
the  middle  states  is  at  the  rate  of 
J150,000   per  month.

His  life  was  consistent 
throughout;  while  that  of  David  suf- 
fered from  the  element  of  human 
frailty  that  betrayed  him  into  taking 
up  arms  against  the  king  and  into 
committing  other  gross  sins. 

How  suddenly  changes  sometimes 
come  over  a  man's  life!  In  David's  case 
his  accession  was  only  a  short  time 
from  the  hour  when  he  felt  so  e.s- 
trang'-d  from  hi.s  people  and  his  God 
^„  .  that  he  took  up  arms  against  all  the 
on  things  that  had  been  accounted  most 
dear,  having  previously  despaired  of 
finding  any  refuge  or  comfort  in  his 
homeland.  He  had  even  resorted  to 
untruthful  strategy  in  his  strife  for  a 
living  and  a  place  of  security.  But 
the  moment  that  he  saw  the  hand  of 
God  moving  him  so  swiftly  to  his  des

the  God  of  his  childhood  and  inquired 
Implicitly  for  divine  guidance.  There 
is  something  in  the  child-like  heart  of 
David  that  lends  it  the  aspect  of  per- 
petual freshness.  It  was  this  quality 
that  made  him  so  open  to  impressions 
from  heaven.  He  may  have  sinned 
grievously  at  times,  but  his  heart  was 
never  so  gross  that  it  did  not  spring 
back  with  increased  hunger  to  seek 
and  know  and  do  the  will  of  God.  This 
Is  seen  vividly  in  the  case  at  hand, 
where  we  are  told  that  his  first  act  aftei 
lamenting  the  loss  of  his  king  and  his 
friend,  was  to  inquire  of  the  Lord 
which  way  to  go.  In  America  we  are  In 
the  habit  of  beginning  all  sorts  of 
things  with  prayer;  our  political  con- 
ventions are  opened  v.ith  It.  our  presi- 
dents are  inaugurated  with  a  prayer  as 
a  prominent  feature  of  the  occasion, 
and  so  of  many  other  occasions.  But 
this  prayer  is  often  more  of  a  speech 
to  th.e  people  than  a  petition  to  God. 
at  any  rate,  it  is  seldom  treated  as  if 
it  were  a  real  time  of  approach  to  the 
throne  of  God.  With  David  the  case 
was  different;  he  sought  the  actual 
guidance  of  Jehovah  for  the  perplexity 
of  the  hour,  just  as  we  are  told  thai 
President  Lincoln  so  often  pressed  his 
petitions  home  to  God  in  the  dark  trials 
of  the  civil   war. 

In  answer  to  prayer  David  was  guid- 
ed to  locate  in  the  ancient  city  of  He- 
I  bron  with  all  his  men  and  their  fami- 
I  lies.      That  region  was  more  friendly  to 
him    than    the   parts    inhabited    by    the 
northern  tribes.  Among  those  southern 
,  hills    and    caves    he    had    found    refuge 
i  during  the  time  of  his  persecution.  As 
j  soon  as  he  returned  to  that  region  the 
;  people    of   Judah    rallied    around      him 
;  and    .anointed    him    their    king.        This 
I  meant  little  more  at  the  time  than  the 
kingship  of  Judah  alone,   but  It  seems 
to  have  opened  the  way  for  a  civil  war 
I  that  led  to  the  extinction  of  the  glim- 
I  mering    hope    that    the    house    of    Saul 
had    gathered    from    the    ruins    of    the 
disaster   at   Gilboa   and   to  the   setting 
of  David  on  the  throne.      It  was  fairly 
well    understood    even    before        Saul's  j 
death   that    David    was   to   be   his  sue-  1 
cessor.       The  fact  of  David's  defection  | 
and  th©  period  he  spent  in  Ziklag  may  i 


contest  at  arms  between  twelve  young 
men  from  each  side,  but  when  this  con- 
test was  finished  all  the  twenty-four 
young  men  tiad  b  »en  killed,  so  th.it 
nothing  was  decided  by  it.  Of  course, 
a  general  conflict  was  precipitated,  m 
which  Joab  was  victorious.  The  pursuit 
was  hot  and  determined.  A  brother  '>f 
Joab  closed  in  aft-^'r  Abner  and  pur- 
sued him  with  no  apparent  intention  of 
quitting  the  chase.  Abner  was  an  old 
and  tried  warrior;  Asahel  was  a  youth. 
Abner  warned  hirr;  against  following 
so  close  after  him.  But  young  blood 
courses  swiftly,  and  Asahel  would  not 
desist.  Abner  therefore  tried  to  stun 
him  with  the  butt  end  of  his  spear,  but 
he  struck  harder  thin  he  had  purposed 
and  pierced  through  the  young  man's 
body,  so  that  he  fell  down  dead.  This 
incident  added  the  fiery  spirit  of  blood 
revenge  to  the  bitterness  of  civil  war. 
The  day's  pursuit  was  finally  stopped 
by  Abner's  appeal  to  Joab.  before  Joab 
had  heard  of  the  death  of  his  brother. 

The  war  was  loig  drawn  out,  but 
from  the  very  first  the  side  of  Judan 
had  the  advantage,  and  the  power  of 
Ish-bosheth  waned.  David  allied  him- 
self by  marriage  vith  several  neigh- 
boring rulers.  He  i)rospered  in  his  do- 
mestic relations,  as  the  ideas  of  that 
day  went.  In  Ishi-bosheth's  household 
things  did  not  go  so  Well.  Abner  began 
to  presume  on  his  power,  and  took  to 
himself  one  of  the  concubines  of  .Saul. 
This  was  regarded  as  an  act  of  treason, 
for  the  right  to  take  a  king's  wives  or 
concubines  after  his  death  belonged  ex- 
clusively to  his  successor.  By  this  act 
Abner  indicated  that  he  felt  himself 
above  the  power  of  Ish-bosheth,  and  it 


might  hav«  been  interpreted  as  an  act 
of  treason,  implying  intention  to  seize 
the  throne.  Of  course  Ish-boaheth  re- 
sented the  deed,  only  to  be  met  with 
out-and-out  defiance  by  his  general, 
who  spoke  as  If  he  felt  the  king  to  be 
a  mere  ward  whom  he  had  served  out 
of  pure  kindness.  The  Interview  ended 
with  Abner's  avowal  of  the  belief  that 
the  Lord  had  sworn  to  give  the  king- 
dom to  the  house  of  David,  and  with 
an  oath  that  he  would  do  his  best  to 
transfer  the  whole  kingdom  to  its 
divinely  appointed  leader. 

Abner  kept  his  word  and  made  over- 
tures at  once  to  David,  proposing  a 
league  between  them,  to  which  David 
agreed  on  condition  that  his  wife^  the 
daughter  of  Saul,  should  be  returned  to 
him  at  once.  David  probably  realized 
that  it  would  give  him  some  advantage 
among  the  people  to  be  accounted  the 
son-in-law  of  Saul.  He  also  no  doubt 
regarded  it  as  an  indignity  not  to  be 
brooked  that  one  of  his  wives  should 
be  in  marriage  relations  with  a  private 
citizen.  He  also  was  no  doubt  fond  of 
Michal,  and  he  recalled  the  fact  that  his 
title  to  her  was  originally  based  on  the 
fact  that  he  brought  back  to  Saul  a 
trophy  of  200  Philistine  foreskins.  Ab- 
ner fulfilled  his  part  of  this  protocol, 
caused  Michal  to  be  returned  to  David; 
and  then  proceeded  to  induce  the  elders 
of  the  land  to  transfer  their  allegiance 
to  David.  The  effort  was  meeting 
with  fair  favor  when  its  success  was 
imperilled  by  Joab's  act  of  revenge 
against  Abner,  David  disavowed  this 
act,  and  thus  seems  to  have  kept  the 
confidence  of  the  people.  His  lamenta- 
tion for  Abner  and  the  respect  shown 
Abner's  body  seems  to  have  pleased 
the  people,  as  did  all  the  actions  of 
David.  He  grew  more  and  more  popu- 
lar as  the  days  went  on. 

Another  incident  soon  occurred  that 
gave  one  more  opportunity  for  David 
to  show  the  stuff  that  was  in  him.  Ish- 
bosheth  was  foully  murdered  while 
asleep,  and  the  rascals  who  did  the  deed 
hastened  to  report  the  facts  to  David, 
thinking  to  gain  his  favor  thereby.  But 
they  counted  amiss,  as  so  many  others 
had  done  before  them.  \Mien  they 
had  told  their  dastardly  story.  David 
caused   them   to   be  slain   on   the   spot. 

His  tokens  of  sorrow  at  the  event 
were  so  marked  and  sincere  that  t'nis 
too  helped  the  progress  of  his  popular- 
ity with  the  nation  and  hastened  the 
day  when  he  came  into  the  kingdom. 

As  the  elders  of  Judah  had  at  first 
gathered  about  David  at  Hebron,  so 
when  all  was  ripe  the  elders  of  all 
Israel  came  to  him  to  make  him  their 
king.  They  gave  three  reasons  for  call- 
ing him  to  rule  over  them.  In  the  first 
place,  he  was  of  their  own  kindred. 
This  strikes  one  as  being  rather  a 
peculiar  statement  and  one  that  would 
have  been  taken  for  granted.  But  it 
doubtless  gathers  its  force  from  the 
fact  that  David  had  practically  denied 
his  relationship  with  them  by  going 
over  to  the  camp  of  the  Philistine.s. 
This  error  he  had  thoroughly  retrieved 
since  the  death  of  .Saul.  The  second 
reason  was  that  he  had,  In  the  early 
days  of  Saul's  reign,  led  them  success- 
fully in  battle;  their  king  needed  to  be 
a  man  of  war.  The  reason  which  tliey 
put  third,  but  which  ought  to  have  been 
first  and  ought  to  have  caused  them  to 
anoint  him  king  as  soon  as  Saul  was 
dead,  was  that  the  Lord  had  ca»lled  him 
to  be  their  shepherd.  How  much  suf- 
fering and  bitterness  would  have  been 
spared  in  Israel  if  all  the  nation  had 
sought,  from  the  day  of  Gilboa's  igno- 
miny, to  follow  what  they  knew  to  be 
the  will  of  God!  But  it  is  so  often  the 
case  that  men  follow  the  things  at 
their  noses,  and  with  theli-  noses  down 
to  the  earth,  when  the  glory  of  their 
lives  depends  upon  their  lifting  up  their 
heads  and  finding  the  star  of  divine 
guidance  to  follow  it  to  the  crown  and 
kingdom  God  has  called  theni  to  in- 
herit. And  so  David,  the  shepherd, 
singer,  soldier,  courtier,  outlaw,  was 
for  the  third  time  anointed  to  be  king 
over  his  people  and  began  his  reign 
under  the  favor  of  heaven  and  with  the 
confidence  and  enthusiasm  of  the  peo- 
ple.

W.  S.  Crosby.  Chicago:    It  seems  to  me 
that   the   most    interesting   feature  of   the 
government   report   on    wheat  Is   found   in 
the    estimated    acreage    of    winter    wheat 
this  year.     To  make  a  020,000,000  crop  the 
figures  are  based  on  the  government  es- 
timate of  over  3y,(KXl.tKX)  acres.     The  larg- 
est   acreage    of    winter    wheat    ever    har- 
vested was  only  a  little  in  excess  of  oO,- 
OOO.iiOO.    against   the   average    for   fourteen 
years  of   but   a   little  over   25,(^.000  acres. 
At  the  time  the  winter  wheat  was  sown 
last  year  wheat  was  selling  at  about  70c 
per  bushel,  corn  about  55c  per  bushel  and 
oats  about  ulc  or  32c  per  bushel.     No  new 
country   is  being  opened   up   to  any   great 
e.\tent"in  the  winter  belt.    What  Incentive, 
therefore,    was    there    for    this    enormous 
incioase  in   acreage.     It   is  a   well-known 
fact  that  the  agricultural  department  and 
the  census  bureau  have  been  widely  apart 
on   acreage   for   some   years    past.     It   is, 
therefore,  much  more  likely  that  the  agri- 
cultural department  has  changed  its  basis 
on  acreage  to  conform  to  the  census  bu- 
reau.    If  this  is   true,   there   was   no   such  j 
increase  on  acreage  of  winter  wheat  last  j 
year   and    this   should   l«e   taken    into    ac-  | 
count  in  estimating  comparisons  with  pre- 
vious   years.      The    difference    could    eas- 
ily  take  25  or  50  million  Vjushels  of  wheat  ' 
off  the  present  crop  in  its  compari.son  with 

previous  years.

The  Milwaukee  Sentinel  in  reporting  the 
section  thirty  deal  made  by  George  J. 
Lonstorf  of  that  city,  says  that  he  clo.sed

Could  Beat  Custom  House 

Out    of    Much 

Money. 

New  York,  Sei»t.  12.— As  the  result 
of  an  after  dinner  speech  before  the 
Export  club  Wednesday  evening,  in 
which  he  declared  he  could  easily  make 
$1,000,000  a  year  if  he  wanted  to  take 
advantage  of  the  existing  loopholes  iii 
the  United  States  customs  laws,  Harry 
Kobinson,  one  of  the  oldest  custom 
house  brokers  in  this  city,  had  a  lively 
time  yesterday.  Robinson  had  been  in 
his  oftice  in  the  Cotton  f^xchange  build- 
ing but  a  few  minutes  when  the  tele- 
phone bell  began  to  ring.  From  that 
time  on  calls  arrived  in  rapid  succe^s- 
sion.  When  Kobinson  picked  up  the  re- 
ceiver this  would  be  about  the  mess- 
age: "Say,  old  man,  grand  speech  you 
made  last  night.  I  wish  you  would 
put  me  next  to  the  game.  Business  i.i 
not  what  it  used  to  be,  goodness  knows. 
J   need  money." 

Between  telephone  calls  Robinson 
was  kept  busy  receiving  his  personal 
friends  and  colleagues,  who  were 
anxious  that  he  should  give  them 
I,oints.  To  a  reporter  Robinson  reiter- 
ated liis  statement  of  the  night  be- 
fore and  supplemented  it  some  by  ex- 
l)lanations.  He  said: 

"It  is  a  fact  that  the  local  customs 
otflcials  have  no  control  over  merchan- 
dise entered  through  this  port  in  tran- 
sit to  interior  points  where  no  cus- 
toms service  is  maintained.  Assuming 
that  the  shipper  abroad,  the  ostensible 
consignee,  as  being  in  the  plot,  and 
is  furnished  false  l)ills  of  lading  and 
invoices,  where,  for  instance,  an  ex- 
pensive lace  is  declared  as  lace  of  an 
inferior  grade  or  some  other  article  up- 
on which  there  is  a  low  duty,  what  is 
to  jfievent  the  substitution  of  the  ex- 
pensive lace  in  an  eciual  number  of 
cases  having  identical  marks  and  con- 
taining a  cheaper  grade  while  in  tran- 
sit to  the  steamship  wharf  or  railroad 
station.  The  goods  are  iilaced  on  the 
customs  house  truck,  but  there  is  no 
Inspector  along  to  watch  them.  All  that 
Is  necessary  is  to  obtain  the  assistance 
of  a  driver  by  some  effective  mode  of 
persuasion." 

Custom  house  brokers  do  not  take  the 
proposition  seriously,  though  they  ad- 
mitted it  was  not  an  impossible  one. 

Martin  E.  Steiner,  vice  president  of 
the  Custom  House  Brokers'  association, 
said:  'Robinson  is  only  joking.  His 
scheme  is  feasible,  certainly,  and  nearly 
as  safe  as  counterfeiting  or  murder."

of  the  discovery  of  fraudulent  trans- 
actions by  these  men  in  connection  with 
the  surveying  of  land  claims. 

This  action  by  the  president  and 
Commissioner  Richard.s,  of  the  general 
land  office,  followed  an  investigation  of 
charges  filed  some  time  ago  with  the 
secretary  of  the  interior  that  Price  and 
Murphy  were  receiving  illegal  fees  for 
expediting  work  in  their  office  in  con- 
nection with  the  issuance  of  survey  pat- 
ents on  land  grants. 

It  was  alleged  that  the  surveyor 
general  and  his  chief  clerk  had  carried 
on  this  scheme  of  fraud  for  many 
months,  and  had  received  a  rake-off 
of  thousands  of  dollars  from  Arizona 
settlers.  A  survey  patent  had  to  be  is- 
sued on  each  land  claim,  and  it  was 
necessary  for  a  settler,  in  taking  up  a 
claim,  to  make  a  deposit  of  $30  with 
the  surveyor  general  to  'defray  the  ex- 
penses of  making  the  survey  and  issu- 
ing the   patent." 

If  the  application  was  not  granted 
within  the  year  it  had  been  made,  a 
new  application  was  necessary,  and  the 
applicant  was  retiuired  to  make  his  $100 
improvement  for  each  year  the  patent 
extended.  Price  and  Murphy  had  been 
holding  up  the  is.suance  of  these  ijat- 
ents  and  when  the  settlers  made  in- 
quiry why  their  applications  h-d  not 
been  granted,  the  excu.se  was  gi\  ihat 
the  force  of  the  surveyor's  ofnee  was 
not  sufficient  to  go  ahead  with  the 
work  before  it.  The  settlers  were  told 
that  if  they  would  make  a  deposit  with 
the  surveyor  of  $300  for  each  ten  claims 
to  be  patented  a  force  would  be  .se- 
cured from  outside  and  the  work  put 
through  so  that  the  $100  improvement 
expenditure  would  not  have  to  be 
made.  In  this  way  Price  and  his  as- 
sistant secured  money  from  the  settlers 
and  applied  to  their 
balance  left  after  the 
inade,  which  was  far 
of  the  deposit.

whom  he  had   been   caminng  all  sum- 
mer. 

The  mid-year  deital  students  began 
their  first  work  in  dissecting,  and,  as 
usual,  a  new  lot  of  corpses  were  i)ro- 
vided.  The  class  had  entered  the  room 
and  several  had  begun  work,  when 
there  was  a  cry  from  one  of  their  num- 
ber. Mr.  Bennett  had  Just  drawn  the 
cover  off  his  subjet  t  and  was  about  to 
commence  work,  v.hen  he  glanced  at 
the  face.

JACKSON_\VILL  HANG 

For  Murder  of  Little  Boy  In

The  verdict  did  not  affect  Jackson  In 
the  least,  and  he  maintained  a  stolid  in- 
difference to  the  last.  He  did  not  take 
the  stand  in  his  o^vn  behalf. 

The  crime  of  which  Jackson  was 
convicted  was  one  of  the  most  atrocious 
in  the  history  of  Montana,  and  would 
have  resulted  in  a  lynching  but  for  the 
appeal  of  the  victim's  father  that  the 
law  be  allowed  to  take  its  course.  Evi- 
dence adduced  at  the  trial  showed  that 
Jackson  took  8-year-old  Gonnie  Buck  to 
a  secluded  spot  in  the  woods  near 
Stevensville.  where,  after  committing  a 
criminal  assault  upon  him,  he  murdered 
him. 

It  is  reported  that  a  conspiracy  was 
on  foot  to  lynch  Jackson  had  not  the 
verdict  been  satisfactory.  He  will  un- 
doubtedly be  given  the  death  penalty 
by  Judge  Webster.

Eleven  guaranteed,  registered,  genu- 
ine, man-trailing  bloodhounds  were  ad- 
ded to  the  Duluth  police  department 
this  morning. 

Considering  that  four  out  of  every 
five  policemen  are  dead  shots  with  a 
revolver,  and  that  local  detectives  have 
a  reputation  for  catching  criminals  be- 
fore they  commit  a  crime,  it  begins  to 
look  as  if  this  would  be  Crooklesstown 
before  long:. 

The  deluge  of  bloodljounds  was  a  big 
surprise  to  the  officers.  Last  Saturday 
three  well-trained  man-trailers  were 
ordered  from  a  dealer  in  Wichita,  Kas. 
One  of  the  animals  arrived  this  morn- 
ing, accompanied  by  ten  puppies  that 
had  been  born  after  the  sale  was  closed. 
Instead  of  getting  three  dogs  the  de- 
partment will  have  thirteen  on  its 
hands,  but  not  for  very  long,  as  the  Su- 
perior police  department  gets  two  of 
the  dogs  that  are  to  arrive  later. 

The  mother  of  the  ten  puppies  at 
police  headquarters  is  eighteen  months 
old,  and  a  full-blooded  American  blood- 
hound. The  father  was  a  three-quar- 
ter FJuglish  bloodhound.  All  are  from 
the  Wild  Wood  kennels  at  Wichita, 
Kans.,  which  have  turned  out  some  of 
the  most  valuable  bloodhounds  in  the 
country. 

They  are  not  the  "Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin"  variety  of  dogs,  such  as  have 
paraded  the  streets  of  Duluth  many 
times.  They  are  believed  to  be  tlie 
first  real  hounds  ever  seen  in  this 
city.  The  ears  are  long  and  full  of 
wrinkles,    and    the   faces   are    anything  I  the    card    formerly    used    and    gives    the

Residents  of  St.  Louis  county  who 
would  pursue  the  restive  deer,  moose  or 
ma,le  caribou  in  his  accustomed  haunts  in 
the  state  of  Minnesota  maiy  now  obtain 
a  license  granting  them  that  privilege 
by  depositing  $1  with  the  county  audi- 
tor. The  game  laws  have  undergone  a 
change  since  last  year,  also  Clie  form  of 
the  hunting  licenses. 

Under  the  new  law  deer,  moose  amJ 
male  caritKiu  may  be  hunted  from  Nov. 
10  to  Nov.  30.  This  gives  twenty  days 
for  the  hunting  of  moose  and  caribou, 
where  last  year  but  five  days  were  giv- 
en for  that  class  of  big  game. 

Hunting  licenses  are  noJ  required  for 
residents  of  the  county  for  §mjull  game, 
but  non-residents  of  the  state  must  pay 
$10  for  sucli  a  license,  or  525  for  a  big 
game  license. 

County  Auditor  Halden  has  received 
the  new  licenses  and  the  first  tiwo  were 
issued  this  morning.  No.  1  went  to 
County  Commissioner  E.  M.  Patlersim 
and  No.  2  is  In  the  possession  of  C.  D.

!<0  per  cent  of  the  suicides,  according  to 
the  best  obtainable  statistics,  are  com- 
mitted on  the  first  day  of  the  week.

)f  the  American  Medical  Association,  which  col 
lected  statistics  of  injuries  received  last  Fourth  of 
July.  These  figures,  which  have  just  been  pub- 
lished, are  positively  startling.  Here  are  the  chief 
items  in  the  ghastly  account:  Deaths,  466,  of  which 
406  resulted  from  lockjaw;  total  injuries  3983;  per- 
sons made  blind,  10;  persons  losing  one  eye,  75; 
persons  losing  hands,  arms  or  legs,  54;  persons  los- 
ing one  or  more  fingers,  174.  These  figures  are  by 
no  means  complete,  but  they  are  trustworthy  as  far^ 
as  they  go,  for  the  Journal  collected  the  data  and 
verified  the  cases.  The  chief  agent  of  fatal  injury 
seems  to  have  been  the  murderous  blank  cartridge. 
Of  the  406  cases  of  lockjaw,  358  were  caused  by 
a  blank  cartridge  wound.  Next  to  the  blank  cart- 
ridge comes  the  unspeakable  cannon  cracker  with 
seventeen  cases  of  lockjaw  to  its  credit. 

These  statistics  make  an  appalling  record.  They 
should  be  convincing  proof,  if  any  be  needed,  to 
the  city  councils  of  Duluth  and  other  cities  that 
something  should  be  done  to  stop  this  annual 
slaughter.  Will  the  aldermen  permit  another 
week  to  pass  without  taking  some  action  on  this

The  man  who  went  to  this 
grocer  to  buy  pepper  did  not  want  pepper  mixed 
with  buckwheat.  The  grocer  sold  him  a  mixture  of 
pepper  and  buckwheat  as  p^ure  pepper.  Why?  Be- 
cause this  mixture  did  not  cost  him  as  much  as 
pure  pepper,  and  in  order  to  make  a  few  cents 
more  profit  he  cheated  his  customer.  Apparently 
this  New  Jersey  judge  thinks  that  it  is  all  right  to 
cheat  the  public  as  long  as  the  adulterated  stuff 
!  sold  for  the  genuine  article  is  aiot  poisonous  or  in- 
jurious.

Roy  Dunstan,  son  of  the  late  Gover- 
nor Dunstan,  is  now  in  charge  of  the 
Adventure  stamp  mill.

There  are  bunches  of  rich  rock 
in  all  seven  of  the  parallel  amygdaloid.*;, 
and  it  is  from  these  that  the  company 
must  look  to  secure  its  copper  at  a  pro- 
fit. The  shafts  are  to  be  deepened, 
and  for  the  future  the  management  will 
pay  more  attention  to  sinking  than  to 
spreading  out  laterally. 

Exploratory  work  in  the  Lake  district 
is  now  being  carried  on  at  the  old  Cliff 
mine  and  the  property  of  the  Misk- 
wataik  Development  company,  in  Ke- 
weenaw county;  on  the  Mayflower  and 
Old  Colony,  near  Calumet;  on  the  Elm 
river.  Wyandot  ajid  lands  of  St.  Mary's 
company  on  the  South  range,  and  on 
thf   Arcadian    tract. 

The  new  mill  of  the  Phoenix  should 
go  into  commission  next  week.  It 
is  expected  that  about  a  third  of  the 
mine's  output  will  be  found  in  mass 
and  barrel  copper.

not  been  going  on  for  three  years.  The 
task  of  saving  the  included  copper  car- 
ried out  in  the  tailings  is  one  that  is 
very  puzzling.

The 
electric  haulage  system  in  use  in  the 
Qlncy  continues  to  give  the  best  of  re- 
sults. 

The  Michigan  mine  will  become  a 
producer  within  four  or  five  weeks, 
the  exact  time  depending  on  the  date 
of  completion  of  the  extension  of  the 
Ontonagon  county  branch  of  the  Min- 
eral Range  railroad.  The  Michigan 
will  use  one  head  at  the  Mass  mill,  and 
should  be  able  to  supply  the  single 
stamp  with  selected  rock  of  high  grade, 
from  the  various  openings  of  the  mine 
on  the  Calico  amygdaloid,  branch  vein 
and  Minnesota  contact  vein.  The  new 
rock  house  at  "A"  shaft  is  practically 
completed,  and  will  be  in  use  by  the 
time  the  mine  begins  shipments.  A  new 
forty-flve-drill  air  compressor  is  to  be 
installed  before  the  close  of  the  year, 
and  the  Michigan  is  getting  in  shape 
for  economical  production  upon  a  con- 
siderable scale. 

The  Bruce  Copper  Mines,  limited,  is 
in  liquidation.

Grand  Army  Veteran  Dis- 
charged From  Brooklyn 
Navy  Yard. 

Washington,  Sept.  12.— William  P. 
Helme  is  a  veteran  of  the  civil  war,  who 
was,  until  Thursday,  employed  in  the  con- 
struction and  repair  department  at  the 
Brooklyn  navy  yard  as  chief  quarter- 
master. Thursday  he  was  discharged. 
His  case  has  attracted  wide  attention. 
When  in  the  service  of  the  construction 
and  repair  department  he  was  directed 
to  lecommend  for  dismissal  several  sub- 
ordinates,   also    war    veterans,    who    had 

been  declared  unfit  for  the  duties  to 
wiuch  they  were  assigned.  With  this 
purely  routine  order  he  refused  to  comply. 
The  men  were  dismissed  in  the  face  of 
his    protest. 

Rtcently  an  examination  was  expected 
for  the  position  which  Mr.  Helme  occu- 
pied. Helme  was  not  debarred  from  tak- 
ing the  examination,  but  he  did  not  pre- 
sent himself  among  the  candidates, 
thinking,  it  is  said,  that  he  would  not 
receive  fair  treatment  from  the  examin- 
eis  Henry  Brown,  of  Boston,  now  has 
Mr.  Helme's  job,  and  Mr.  Helme,  having  j 
declined  a  minor  post  in  the  same  de- 
partment,   has    a    grievance. 

Also  the  G.  A.  R.  has  taken  up  the 
case,  and  some  correspondence  in  which 
th  ■■■  administration  was  informed  that  the 
veterans  "would  be  heard  from  this  fall" 
if  Helme  was  deprived  of  his  position 
ha.-,  passed  between  Grand  Army  head- 
quarters of  Brooklyn  and  the  navy  de- 
pniinient. 

Gee  rge  Jackson,  of  the  memorial  com- 
niittte  of  the  Kings  county  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  post,  wrote  to  Acting 
Secretary  Darling,  declaring  that  the 
only  objection  to  Helme  was  his  friend- 
ship t<.  veterans  of  the  civil  war.  A  re- 
port from  Naval  Constructor  Capps.  of 
the  Brooklyn  yard,  showed  a  number  of 
members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public employed  in  the  yard  to  be  great- 
er now  than  at  any  time  in  its  history. 
Acting  Secretary  Darlinjr  Instructed 
Capps  to  hold  the  examination  as  sched- 
uled.

The  number  ot 
constituents  to  each  member  has  In- 
creased very  rapidly,  and  with  the  in- 
crease his  duties  have  become  more 
onerous.  At  present  each  constituent 
contributes  about  2Vi  cents  per  annum 
to  the  salary  of  his  representative,  so 
that  when  a  member  of  congress  pays 
his  car  fare  to  the  pension  office  or 
any  other  department  to  make  an  In- 
quiry for  his  constituent's  benefit,  he 
spend.s  all  that  that  constituent  con- 
tributes to  his  support  for  his  entire 
term.  How  to  secure  the  desired  end 
without  dire  political  consequences  haa 
long  been  a  subject  of  speculation.  It 
is  generally  admitted  that  it  would 
never  do  for  a  congress  to  increase  the 
salaries  of  the  member.?  of  that  con- 
gress, and  owing  to  the  uncertainties 
of  political  life,  it  is  difficult  to  interest 
members  in  the  salaries  to  be  paid 
their  successors.  In  the  first  session 
they  fear  to  act  in  this  direction  be- 
cause of  the  supposed  unfavorable  effect 
it  would  have  on  their  constituency.

E.  E.  Johnson,  former  bookkeeper  of 
the  defunct  Commercial  Banking  com- 
pany, appeared  in  district  court  this 
"afternoon  and  entered  a  plea  of  not 
guilty  to  the  two  indictments  returned 
against  him  yesterday,  charging  for- 
gery in  the  third  decree.  Mr.  Johnson 
was  accompanied  by  his  counsel,  J.  L. 
Washburn,  and  after  pleading,  left  for 
his  home. 

Charles  F.  Leland,  who  was  Indicted 
for  receiving  money  on  deposit  when 
he  knew  his  bank  to  be  insolvent,  was 
to  have  entered  his  plea  this  afternoon, 
but  as  his  counsel,  S.  T.  Harris,  is  out 
of  the  city,  the  court  extended  the 
time  for  pleading  to  next  Monday  af- 
ternoon at  2  o'clock. 

The  fact  that  no  indictments  were 
returned  against  Johnson  for  embezzle- 
ment, or  for  grand  larceny  in  the  first 
degree,  a.s  the  crime  is  known  on  the 
statute  books,  is  a  surprise  to  some, 
but  the  authorities  say  that  under  the 
circumstances  there  was  no  other 
course  open. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  circumstances 
suiTounding  the  loss  of  the  amount 
charged  against  Johnson,  the  fact  that 
much  of  it  appeared  to  be  simply  over- 
drafts, the  condition  of  public  senti- 
ment on  the  matter,  and  other  con- 
siderations, made  it  practically  im- 
possible to  find  an  indictment  for  iar- 
t  eny,  or  to  secure  a  conviction  upon  it 
if  it  was  found.  Hence  the  two  indict- 
ments for  forgery. 

Three  indictments  were  returned  by 
the  grand  jury  just  before  its  adjourn- 
ment this  morning  that  have  not  yet 
been  made  public  because  the  persons 
indicted  are  not  in  custody.  It  is  ru- 
mored that  the  indictments  in  all  three 
cases  affect  persons  residing  on  the 
range. 

Thoma.s  Rushton.  who  was  indicted 
this  morning  for  grand  larceny  in  the 
second  degree,  was  arraigned  this  af- 
ternoon.    He  will  plead  next  Monday. 

Chris  Mahlum,  who  was  indicted  for 
assault  in  the  second  degree,  entered 
a  plea  of  not  guilty,  as  did  Jeremiah 
Donahue,  who  is  indicted  for  burglary 
in  the  third  degree. 

Thomas  Sly  and  Maggie  Trask,  the 
Hibbing  couple  indicted  for  adultery, 
each  entered  pleas  of  not  guilty.

FINE  AMERICAN  DIAMONDS. 

The  presence  of  fresh  water  pearls  In 
American  streams  is  a  comparatively 
well  known  fact.  The  discovery  of  dia- 
monds in  the  United  States  has  not 
been  so  widely  advertised,  largely,  no 
doubt,  because  so  few  jewels  of  the 
latter  kind  have  been  found  here,  says 
the  New  York  Tribune.  South  Africa. 
Is  now  the  largest  producer  in  the  world 
and  Brazil  ranks  next  in  present  yield. 
India,  Borneo  and  the  Ural  Mounialua 
of  Russia  have  in  the  past  sunpUed  a 
great  many  diamonds.  Iri  nearly  ev6ry 
country  which  supplies  these  stones 
they  are  found  at  a  considerable  dis- 
tance from  the  vein  of  mineral  in  which 
they  were  once  deposited.  South  Africa 
affords  a  marked  exception  to  the  rule. 
In  hat  part  of  the  world  they  are  im- 
bedded in  "pans"  or  "pipes."  which  are 
streaks  of  lava,  that  have  invaded  a 
black,  shaly  rock.  The  suspicion  is  now 
entertained  that  the  intense  heat  of 
volcanic  action  maw  have  converted 
seme  of  the  carbon  in  the  shale  Into 
jewels. 

One  of  the  regions  In  the  United 
States  from  which  small  diamonds 
have  been  obtained  is  the  Piedipont 
Plateau,  at  the  southeastern  base  of  the 
I  Appalachian  chain,  between  Southern 
I  Virginia  and  eGorgia.  Nearly  or  quite

.    The  rental  problem  is  again  loommg  up 

for  the  reason  that  many  people  who 
have  been  spending  the  summer  season 
on  the  i'oint  or  other  localities  are  now 
looking  for  houses  and  Hats  uptown. 
Rental  agencies  have  received  many 
inQuiries,  both  in  letter  and  person, 
this  v,eK,  and  thus  far  the  supply  has 
not  seemed  equal  to  the  demand.  While 
there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  building 
going  on  all  over  the  city  this  season  it 
has  been  mostly  of  homes.  Several 
new  flat  and  apartment  houses  have 
been  erected  or  are  now  under  con- 
struction. These  have  been  rented  in 
advance  in  every  case,  so  far  as  can 
be  learned,  and  still  there  are  people 
who  are  unable  to  find  homes.  Some  of 
the  people  who  have  sold  their  own 
homes  during  the  past  few  months  are 
now  on  the  search  for  a  place  to  stay 
this  winter,  and  one  said  yesterday 
that  his  efforts  had  not  been  crowned 
with  success. 


One  of  the  most  Interesting  features 
in  local  realty  circles  at  the  present 
time  is  the  fight  that  has  developed 
against  the  plumbers'  combine.  It  is 
announced  that  the  independent 
plumbing  concern  that  is  to  be  linanced 
by  a  number  of  prominent  real  estate 
men,  and  mention  of  which  was  made 
several  months  ago  by  The  Herald,  is 
to  be  aji  assured  thing,  and  that  articles 
of  mcorporation  will  be  filed  within  the 
next  few  days.

Crosby  has  closed  several  i>luml>ing 
contracts  in  spite  of  the  opposition  of 
the  combine,  and  expects  to  have  some 
others  closed  within  a  few  days.

It  is  the  old  ar- 
gument that  two  wrongs  make  a  right, 
but  the  people  will  hardly  accept  that 

doctrine.

One  of  the  most  important  sales  of 
Duluth  realty  property  was  closed  this 
week  when  the  Palladio  building  at  tiie 
corner  of  Fourth  avenue  west  and  Su- 
perior street,  was  sold  by  the  New 
York  Life  Insurance  company  to  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor A.  Maitland,  of  Michi- 
gan. The  sale  was  consummated 
through  the  office  of  Whitney  Wall  and 
"  j  marks  one  of  the  largest  deals  for  some 
months.  Mr.  Wall  cannot  give  any 
particulars  of  the  sale  nor  will  he  ad- 
mit that  Mr.  Maitland  is  the  purchaser, 
but  it  is  learned  from  other  reliable 
sources  that  the  Michigan  man  has  .ac- 
ciuired  possession  of  the  property.  The 

!  consideration  so  far  learned  was  $11.^.- 

I  000,  but  many  of  the  local  realty  men 
believe  that  it  must  have  been  even 
larger  for  they  consider  that  a  very 
low  price  for  the  property.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  Mr.  Maitland  contem- 
plates   many    extensive    improvements 

I  in  connection  with  the  purchase,  with 
the  view  of  making  the  property  one 
of  the  best  appointed  office  buildings 
in  the  city.  Alterations  costing  thou- 
sands of  dollars  have  already  been 
made  on  the  building  since  its  erection 

I  fifteen  years  ago.  The  building  is  eight 
stories  high,  fronting  Superior  street 
and  runs  back  to  the  alley  between 
Superior  and  First  streets. 

The  Palladio  building  has  changed 
ownership  a  number  of  times  since  it 
was  built  by  the  Palladio  Building 
company,  a  corporation  comprised  of 
Chicago  capitalists.  In  1897  the  New- 
York  Life  Insurance  company  came  in- 
to possession  of  it  through  foreclosure 
of  a  mortgage.

•'The  United  States  will  get  at  least  S 
.f", 000,000  of  gold  from  the  Seward  pen- 
insula this  year,"  said  he,  "and  double 
that  amount  next  year.  Tlie  greatest 
mineral  wealth  at  present  in  sight  in 
Alaska  is  on  this  peninsula,  near  Nome. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  five  years  the 
output  will  be  more  than  $50,000,000." 

Tin,  according  to  Mr.  Peck,  may  rival 
gold  as  the  leading  product  of  the  re- 
gion at  the  north  and  south  of  tiie 
Kotzebue  sound. 

"Enormous  quantities  of  tin  have 
been  discovered  at  places  near  (^ape 
Prince  of  Wales."  he  said,  in  speaking 
of  his  visit  to  this  section.  "The  de- 
posits are  of  the  lead  and  silver  va- 
riety, and  seem  destined  to  develop  a 
great  industry.  I  personally  investi- 
gated both  the  places  where  the  dis- 
coveries had  been  made." 

The  Siberian  visit  disclosed  the  fact 
that  the  rumors  of  an  American  ex- 
ploration of  the  country  had  already 
spread  among  the  natives,  who  were 
bringing  into  the  three  trading  posts 
furs,  walrus  tusks  and  other  valuable 
articles  of  which  the  world's  supply  is 
limited. 

The  concessions  granted  the  company 
include  the  right  to  build,  own  and 
operate  railroads,  telephone  and  tele- 
graph lines.  The  nearest  Alaskan  sta- 
tion is  but  fifty  miles  from  East  Cape, 
which  makes  the  suspension  of  the 
Itussian  import  duties  another  valuable 
privilege  possessed  by  the  company.

ITALIAN  KILLED. 


Was  Once  Prominent  Officer 
In  Italian  Army. 

New  York,  Sept.  12. — Arcangelo 
Rainio,  formerly  an  officer  in  the  Italian 
army  and  later  connected  with  the  se- 
cret service  in  Italy,  was  shot  dead 
yesterday  in  a  hallway  adjoining  a 
saloon  at  Second  avenue  and  East  One 
Hundred  and  Thirteenth  street. 

Rainio  came  to  this  country  three 
years  ago.  While  in  Italy  he  had  been 
instrumental  in  the  coiiviction  of  a 
number  of  dangerous  characters.  It 
was  said  that  he  fied  from  Italy  to 
save  his  life,  fearing  that  certain  men 
would   kill   him.       He   went   to   live    in 


Philacielphia  and  came  to  New  York 
now  and  then.  While  on  one  of  his 
visits    he    made    the    ac<iuaintanoe     of 

Teresa  Gianzzo,  a  beautiful  young  wo- 
man, who  is  spoken  of  as  the  "belle  f)f 
Little  Italy,"  and  who  lives  over  a  sa- 
loon. Ratnio  visited  the  girl  yesterday 
and  about  an  hour  later  two  shots 
were  heard  and  two  men  were  seen 
running  from  the  house.  Rainio  was 
found  dead  in  the  hallway,  having  been 
shot  through  the  back  of  the  head. 
Near  the  body  the  police  found  two 
side  combs,  a  pair  of  heels  from  a  wo- 
man's shoes  and  four  pistol  cartridges. 
The  girl  who  raised  an  alarm  that 
inen  were  robbing  her  apartments,  just 
before  the  shots  were  fired,  disappeared 
afterwards. 


WHEAT  CROP  SAFE. 


Any  Loss  Will   Now  Result 
From  Carelessness. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Sept.  12.— The  North- 
western wheat  crop  is  practically  safe, 
and  is  enthirely  out  of  danger,  except  for 
losses  that  may  occur  because  of  the 
carelessness  of  farmers  themselves  in 
rot  protecting  the  grain  that  has  been 
cut.  The  Northern  Pacific  report  issued 
by  Vice  President  J.  M.  Hannaford.  in- 
dicates   that    yield    everywhere    is    good 


ranging  In  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota 
from  twevle  to  eighteen  bushels  to  the 
acre. 

Rains  have  delayed  threshing  over  the 
entire  wheat  country,  and  continued  wet 
weather  will  make  shipments  to  the  big 
markets  backward.  In  some  sections  the 
past  few  day.s  have  been  dry  and  cool. 
anJ  threshing  has  been  pushed  with  all 
speed.  Casselton  county  In  North  .Da- 
kota has  enjoyed  good  weather  and  a 
big  run  of  wheat  has  resulted.  Near 
Kathryn,  N.  D.,  several  fields  have  yield- 
ed from  twenty-two  to  twenty-five  bush- 
els, and  in  the  same  district  another 
station  reorts  one  field  averaging  twent- , 
ty-eight  busluls--.  with  the  general  y^eldj 
far  above  the  average.  At  LltchvHl«>-j 
v/heat  runs  sevepieen  bushels,  oats  twen- 
ty-eight bushels,  and  barley  thirty  bush- 
els   to   the    acre. 

Wheat  in  Western  Minnesota  run« 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  bushels  to  the 
acre,  and  Is  of  excellent  quality.  Between 
St.  Paul  and  Duluth  wheat  runs  from 
fifteen  to  twenty  bushels.  Some  fields 
arc  yielding  flity  to  fifty-five  bushels  of 
oats  and  forty  bushels  of  barley.  On  the 
Littlei  P'alls  &  Dakota  line  harvesting  of 
all  grains  is  completed  and  nearly  all 
has  bfcn  threshed. 

Minnesota  corn  and  potatoes  are  making 
excellent  progress,  although  in  the  West- 
ern portion  of  the  state  the  corn  is  a  lit- 
tle backward.  It  will  need  ten  days  of 
favorable  weather  to  mature  it  properly. 
Flax,  except  in  Western  districts,  is  cut 
and  much  of  it  is  threshec".  showing  an 
excellent  yield.  Fall  plowing  has  com- 
""raenced  in  all  parts  of  the  state.

A  yard  of  ruching  is  cut  up  In  3-lnch 
lengths  and  these  lengths  are  used  to 
trim  the  front  of  the  house  gown,  tak- 
ing tue  place  of  the  bow  of  ribbon  or 
the  bow  of  velvet. 

Almost  a  necessary  feature  of  the 
twilight  gown  is  the  wide  girdle.  This 
is  made  of  any  material  and  is  finished 
In  any  one  of  a  variety  of  ways.  The 
French  are  very  fond  of  the  kid  girdle, 
which  stretches  to  tit  the  waist  and 
looks  very  neat.  A  white  kid  girdle  can 
be  worn  a  long  time,  as  can  one  of 
black.  The  red  kid  ones  are  very  effec- 
tive, while  the  blue  and  the  green  are 
decidedly  chic,  wornaiour.d  the  waist  of 
house  gowns  that  are  made  in  the  pale 
green  or  the  pale  cream  tones. 

When  the  girdle  is  made  of  silk  or 
velvet,  of  ribbon  or  of  cloth,  it  is  by  far 
the  best  plan  to  supply  an  Inner  belt  of 
the  desired  width  of  crinoline.  This  in- 
ner belt  is  covered  with  silk  muslin  of 
the  desired  shade,  and  over  this  is  care- 
lessly draped  the  outer  girdle. 

Another  way  to  make  the  girdle  is  to 
supply  a  foundation  of  boned  crinoline. 
Tills  is  covered  with  folds  of  silk  that 
are  llnished  at  the  back  with  little 
Knots  of  ribbon.  The  bottom  knot 
hangs  down  long  with  ends  that  almost 
reach  to  the  bottom  of  the  skirt.  Tiiese 
are  knotted  two  or  three  times  to  give 
a  finish  to  the  girdle. 

The  French  dressmakers  insist  that 
the  girdle  be  very  loose.  They  will 
tighten  the  corset  until  the  victim  is 
almost  strangled,  but  when  it  comes 
to  putting  on  the  girdle  this  article  is 
placed  loosely  around  the  waist  and  its 
folds  are  very  lightly  laid.  Its  ribbon 
ends  are  loosely  tied  and  the  whole 
girdle  looks  as  thoush  it  might  be  worn 
a  great  deal  tighter .  In  this  way  the 
figure  is  given  an  air  of  slimness. 

Never,  under  any  circumstances,  in 
this  year  of  our  graceful  fashions, 
should  a  woman  undertake  to  tighten 
the  belt.  Lace,  if  lace  you  must,  'from

The  French  woman  without  her  house 
coat  would  be  lost,  and  the  well-dressed 
American  woman  should  not  Dc  beh'iid 
her  In  appreciation  of  this  garment,  xt 
can  be  made  from  odds  and  ends.

Two   gills   of   sherry    wine,    a    saltspoon    of 
mustard,  the  same  of  white  pepper,  a  pinch 
of   salt  and  a   tablespoouful  of  Worcester- 
shire sauce.    Let  them  stay  In  this  mixture 
for  half  an  hour  or  longer;  then  dip  In  melt- 
ed  butter  and   broil   over   a    brisk   fire    till 
brown  and  tender.    If  liked,  the  chicken  may 
be  put  on  toast,  and  the  mixture  in  which  it 
was  deviled  may  be  heated  and  poured  over 
the  toast,  having  a  good  bit  of  butter  added 
to  it.

There  are  few  persons  who  know  how  t» 
cook  steak  for  a  beefsteak  dinner,  but  » 
famous  specialist  in  that  line  says  that  th» 
steak  must  b-'  cut  from  meat  hung  Just  the 
proper  leug;h  of  time,  and  should  be  fron» 
four  to  six  l.iches  thick.  This  steak  is  first 
covered  with  a  coating  of  white  pepper,  thea 
one  of  salt,  atd  then  it  Is  broiled  over  a  stov*- 
sultable  for  the  purpose,  placed  not  six  feet 
away  from  the  company.

It  doesn't  scund  dignified,  nor  Is  It.  'Who- 
would  think  of  preserving  dignity  at  a  beef* 
steak  dlnn-*r?  It  would  be  like  weeping  aC 
a  circus.  Dignity  and  a  beefsteak  dinner 
would  be  a  sad  combination.  Conservatism 
cannot  exist  on  a  roof  top  with  champagnr 
boxes  In  front  of  it  and  the  entire  atmo»> 
phere  peimtated  with  bohemlanlsm. 

If  you  are  not  spry  you  are  likely  to  go- 
hungry.  The  beefsteak  Is  piping  hot  whea 
you  get  it.  f  nd  you  mufet  exercise  a  bit  of 
Ingenuity  In  eJitlng  it.  There  are  ways  and 
ways  of  eating  with  your  fingers ;  you  can  b» 
Just  as  dainty  as  you  please,  and  you  can  b* 
careless.  The  accepted  way  of  eating  tha- 
beefsteak  is  tc  hold  It  on  the  three-cornered 
piece  of  toast,  your  thumb  on  the  under  sld* 
of  the  toast,  your  forefinger  on  the  beef.  If 
you  do  this  you  will  probably  be  successfal 
in  your  manipulations. 

The    menu    for    the    beefsteak    dinner   1» 
simple.     No  red  wine  flows  in  great  horn*. 
The  dinner  is  primitive  In  all  but  this.    First 
there   is  sherry  and  olives,  and  on  a  small 
keg    worthy   of    Kip    Van    Winkle    fame   1» 
placed  a  dl  ja  of  celery  that  serves  the  entire 
party.     Aft«T  this  simple  first  course  come* 
the   beefsteak.      Tht    scramble   adds  to  tb» 
appetite,  and  with  th?  steak  ale  or  beer  I» 
served  in  stcirs.    The  dpssert  comes  next  la 
the  shape  of  a  thick,  iulcy  mutton  chop,  with 
a  white  wristlet  and  a  sprig  of  parsley.  Wlt^ 
this  dessert  Is  served  a  demi-tasse  de  cnfe.

for  the  beefsteak  dinner.  If  there  wcr* 
lyrics  singing  the  praise*  of  the  beef.

The    Twentieth    Century    club    opens 
its   year    Monday,   Sept.   28,    with   a    re- 
ception for  Miss  Statham,  who  is  presi- 
dent  of  the  club  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  clubs  of  the  city  are  fortunate  in 
having  such  a  room  at  their  dispo.sal  as 
that  which  is  theirs  through  the  cour- 
tesy of  the  library  board.  The  art  or 
club  room  of  the  library,  as  it  has  come 
to  be  called,  is  one  of  the  mo.st  charm- 


sfflzed  -the  pulriic  mtnd.  Tiris  Is  due 
largely  to  the  efforts  of  the  organiza- 
tions of  the  descendants  of  American 
patriots,  and  the  "Daughters"  and 
";$ons"  all  over  the  country  are  eagerly 
soeking  information  in  hitherto  ne- 
giected  volumes.  Undoubtedly  the  his- 
torical societies  which  make  colonial  or 
r«»volutionary  ancestry  ar  condition  of 
ineinbership.  For  such  we  have  "Sav- 
age's Genelogical  Dictionary"  of  the 
first  settlers  of  New  England,  showng 
three  generations  of  those  who  camq 
before  1692:  and  "'American  Ancestry." 
giving  name  and  descent  in  the  male 
line  of  Americans  whose  ancestors  set- 
tied  In  the  United  States  previous  to 
the  declaration  of  independence. 

"Sometimes  a  person  who  has  utterly 
kicked  public  spirit  comes  to  be  very 
proud  of  his  birthplace,  when  he  studies 
old  records  and  neglected  histories  for 
some  personal  reason:  For  such  the 
Americana  contains  the  "little  all" 
written  on  Duluth.  The  historical  facts 
are  there,  but  our  history  lies  before, 
not  behind  us,  so  these  volumes  are 
very  few. 

"The  student  Is  stimulated  to  begin 
rjading  history  with  a  more  vivid  sense 
of  its  reality,  the  school  boy  finds  a 
splendid  collection  of  books  on  the 
Indian,  or  the  school  girl  on  the  cus- 
toms and  habits  of  colonial  times. 

"There  is  always  a  deep  and  popular 
interest  in  old  pamphlets,  newspapers 
and  odds  and  ends  of  printed  matter, 
issued  in  ephemeral  form,  provided  they 
are  old  enough  to  have  ceased  to  be 
commonplace.  These  tne  library  is  col- 
I'jcting,  and  the  Americana  corner  is 
the  proud  possessor  of  a  complete  set 
of  the  first  newspapers  published  in 
Duluth.  The  Minnesotian,  1869  to  1S75, 
and  the  Minnesotian  Herald,  1875  to 
1879.  These  are  very  valuable  to  the 
student  of  local  history,  and  of  exceed- 
ing interest  to  the  casual  reader. 

•The  nucleus  of  the  Americana  col- 
lections was  purchased  with  insurance 
money  turned  over  to  the  library  board 
by  the  Woman's  library,  when  their  as- 
'  sociation  came  to  an  untimely  end. 
This  fund  has  long  since  been  exhaust- 
ed, but  it  is  the  special  pride  of  the 
board  to  add  to  the  importance  of  the 
department,  and  many  hours  are  spent 
by  some  members  browsing  about  in 
Eastern  bookstores,  and  by  less  for- 
tunate   ones    in    pouring    over    second-

Kingston,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  12.— Col.  Rob- 
ert W.  Barr,  a  West  Point  graduate, 
British  governor  of  Fanti,  on  the  west 
coast  of  Africa,  sent  home  on  sick 
leave,  a  wealthy  Western  ranch  and 
mine  owner,  and  a  man  who  has  dis- 
tinguished himself  since  he  appeared  in 
Ulster  county  last  spring,  has  disap- 
peared, and  the  general  belief  is  that 
he  is  on  his  way  to  Europe  with  17- 
year-old  Minnie  Storm,  whom  he  13 
charged  with  abducting.  The  police  are 
looking  for  Barr,  but  they  share  the 
common  belief  that  he  will  never  be 
taken  unless  it  be  in  Europe  or  Fanti. 

Barr  is  said  to  have  married  his 
beautiful  companion.  He  left  hla 
charming  and  accomplished  wife,  who 
is  occupying  his  farm  at  Ulster  Park. 

Considering  the  limited  length  of 
time  Col.  Barr  resided  at  Ulster  Park, 
he  managed  to  distinguish  himself  to  a 
remarkable  degree.  He  dropped  off  a 
West  Shore  train  at  Ulster  Park  last 
spring  in  search  of  a  farm,  bought  the 
Van  Kauren  place,  paying  about  $10,000 
for  it,  named  the  place  "Barr's  Ranch" 
and  began  to  do  strange  things. 

Miss  Storm  is  the  17-year-old  daugh- 
ter of  Michael  Storm,  of  Delaware 
avenue,  a  brick  laborer.  After  what  is 
termed  by  neighbors  as  a  short  court- 
ship, she  was  ostensibly  employed  as 
a  servant  by  the  colonel.  After  her 
disappearance  at  the  same  time  as  the 
colonel,  Mr.  .Storm  considered  he  was 
Justified  in  swearing  out  a  warrant  for 
abduction. 

Col.  Barr's  "ranch"  is  less  than  sly 
miles  from  this  city.  Here  among  the 
family  and  neighbors  of  Miss  .Storm 
she  was  supposed  to  be  the  wife  of 
Barr.  residing  at  his  home  in  the  coun- 
try. At  Ulster  Park  she  was  known  to 
the  real  Mrs.  Barr  and  the  neighbors 
as  a  household  servant  who  frequently 
visited  her  home  in  Kingston  and  had 
a  penchant  for  long  walks  in  the  even- 

<>j1.  Barr  and  Miss  Storm  disappeared 
from  the  Anderson  boarding  house  and 
were  traced  to  New  York  to  the  home 
of  a  relative  of  the  girl,  and  it  is  .said, 
were  further  traced  on  board  a  steamer 
which  .sailed  for  Europe  Saturday. 

The  real  Mrs.  Barr  is  said  to  be  very 
wealthy,  and  to  have  furnished  the 
capital  for  her  husband's  enterprise. 
Both  were  liberal  to  an  extreme.  The 
wife  was  formerly  Miss  Thrte.  of  -Al- 
bany, ^  .  -nr      ^ 

Col.  Barr  claimed  to  be  a  West 
Pointer  loaned  by  the  United  States 
government  to  Great  Britain,  and  that 
he  was  the  military  governor  of  Fanti, 
absent  on  leave.  He  also  claimed  to  be 
interested  in  silver  mines  In  the  Rocky 
mountains  and  the  owner  of  a  10,000- 
acre  ranch  in  Colorado.  He  was  In 
daily  expectation  of  orders  from  the 
British  government  to  return  to  duty.

Oarilfii!ii;i  has  bueu  highly  developed  in 
Euglatid,  r.iul  it  Is  this  fact  mainly  which 
kaji  aia*l>>  tli.>  English  homes  noted  for  their 
pJeturesqae  btauty.  Althougrh,  on  account 
of  the  difference  in  climate,  the  same  mate- 
rials cannot  bo  used  In  this  couutry  as  are 
os«d  In  England  for  gardens,  yet  there  are 
materials  which  we  can  use  and  which  will 
make  onr  gardens  as  attractive  as  those  In 
England. 

A  characteristic  of  the  American  people 
U  that  they  want  things  on  tbe  spur  of  the 
moment,  and  th*  fact  that  four  or  five  years 
are  necessary  to  grow  a  garden  successfully 
la  a  source  of  dlscouragt'ment  to  many.  But 
A  little  patience  aud  a  little  study  would 
make  the  home  a  placeof  interest  acd  enjoy- 
ment. 

The  (larden  shown  here  Is  simple  and  In- 
exp<  Q.s!\o.  There  are  a  garden  seat  and  two 
•ma:i  arb'.irs,  the  woodwork  of  which  is 
palntfd  white,  a  color  which  forms  a  pleas- 
ing (viEtra.st  with  that  of  the  viuea  ;iud 
•hrubbery.      A    nun    dial,    the   standard    of 


which  Is  covered  with  stucco.  Is  placed  in 
the    middle    of    the    garden.     There   are    a 
numl>."r  of  bay  and  poplar  trees,  which  may 
be    placed    as  suggested  by  drawings.    The 
garden    Is    surrounded    by    a   hedge  of  hem 
lock  or  privet.    The  veranda  at  the  rear  of 
the  house  Is  arranged  so  that  It  may  be  In 
closed    and    used   as   a    conservatory  In  the 
winter  time. 

The  house  !s  In  English  style,  and  Is  cov- 
ered ou  the  outside  with  stucco.  The  i=ame 
method  of  construction  is  used  for  stucco 
as  for  shingles  or  clapI>oards,  and  the  stuccn 
Is  put  upon  wire  lath  nal.'ed  to  the  sheath- 
ing. Stucco  Is  Inexpensive  and  when  bar 
deced  Is  as  durable  as  stone.  Boston  !vy 
should  be  allowed  to  partly  cover  the  walls 
of  the  house,  as  Its  color  would  form  a  de 
llghtful  contrast  to  the  rich,  creamy  color 
of  the  stucco.  Vines  do  not,  as  Is  com- 
monly thought,  make  the  house  damp  and 
unhenlthful  to  live  in,  but  on  the  contrary, 
they  absorb  the  moisture  and  keep  the  walls 
dry. 

The  shingles  on  the  roof  are  stained  a 
Veuetlan  red.  The  foundation  is  of  common 
red  brick  laid  in  red  mortar.  The  chimneys 
are  covered  In  all  exposed  parts  with  stucco. 
Th(»  woodwork  of  the  exterior  la  of  oak.  The 
width  of  the  house  is  about  thirty-one  feet, 
not  including  the  pantry,  and  "the  depth 
twenty-flve  feet,  not  including  the  terrace. 
The  cost  of  the  house  will  be  between  $''  000 
aad  $2,300.

The  interior  Is  very  simply  arranged  with 
living  room,  dining  room  and  kitchen  ou  the 
first  floor.  Since  there  are  to  be  no  servants, 
the  kitchen  is  easily  accessible  to  the  other 
rooms. 

The  living  room  is  of  a  fair  size,  and,  as 
shown  by  the  sketch,  has  a  strip  about  six 
inches  wide  extending  around  the  room 
above  the  doors  and  window  openings,  aud 
vertical  strips  cxtendlug  from  this  strip  to 
the  baseboard.  The  panels  thus  formed  are 
liung  with  olive  green  burlap,  held  In  place 
by  tacks  wiih  large  brass  heads.  At  the 
ceiling  is  a  small  wooden  cornice.  The  walls 
aU.ve  tLe  wainscot  and  the  cei'.'.ng  are  left 
sand  fiuishtd  and  are  tinted  a  gray  green, 
'/he  wainscot  and  cornice  are  painted 
a  rich  brown,  and  the  floor  Is  of  the  same- 
color,  but  slightly  lighter.  The  features 
which  make  this  room  comfortal>!e  and 
which  give  it  a  cozy  .ippearance  are  the  ingle- 
nook  and  window  seat.  The  fireplace  Is 
faced  with  dark  red  brick.  It  has  a  large 
panel  of  birch  above  the  shelf. 

The  hearth  may  be  of  brick,  laid  herring- 
bone pattern,  or  of  large  square  tiles  of  red 
color.     At  the  left  of  the  window  seat  is  a 
curtained  opening   to  the  vestbule.     At  on- 
side   of   the    vestibule   is   a    coat  closet  and 
lavatory.      Opposite   to   the    opening  to  the 
inglenook,  and  treated  in  the  same  manner, 
is  the  opening'  to  the  enclosed  stairway.    At 
'  one  end  of  the  room  is  a  large  caaement  win- 
1  dow  extending  to  the  floor,  which  opens  out 
'  on  the  veranda. 

The  dining  room  Is  particularly  attractive. 
It  has  a  fireplace  on  one  side  of  the  room 
and  on  the  other  a  group  of  slightly  projict- 
ing  windows,  which  allow  of  a  wide  shei; 
for  potted  plants.  There  is  also  a  large  case- 
ment window  opening  out  on  the  veranda. 
The  woodwork  of  this  room  is  of  yellow 
brown  and  the  walls  are  hung  with  Indian 
red  buckram.  The  ceiling  is  of  plaster  kal- 
somined  a  red  color  to  harmonize  with  the 
buckram.  There  Is  a  wood  cornice  at  the 
celling  and  a  base  about  nine  Inches  high  at 


the   floor. 

The  kltcheti  op?ns  directly  Into  the  dining 
room,  the  doorway  being  fitted  with  a 
spring  hinge  door.  The  pantry  door  is  near 
the  dining  room  door,  thus  being  easily  ."c- 
cesslhle  to  both  ktchen  and  dining  room. 
The  kitchen  and  pantry  are  fitted  in  the 
usual  way,  wltli  closets,  dressers,  range, 
sinks.  Ice  chest,  &c.  The  door  to  the  cellar 
stairs  Is  In  the  kitchen.  There  Is  also  an 
opening  'o  the  stairs  leading  to  the  second 
storv,  which  does  away  with  the  necessity 
for  those  working  In  the  kitchen  to  pass 
through  one  of  the  principal  rooms  in  order 
to  get  to  the  stclrway.

When  every  dog  has  Its  day  now  It 
amcKJths  Its  silken  hair  or  dons  Its  little 
afternoon  frock  and  sallies  forth  to  be  pho- 
tographed. Thoroughbreds  have  recently 
been  given  the  entree  to  a  certain  Fifth  ave- 
nue studio,  where  their  canine  majesties  are 
posed  Ix-fore  the  camera  with  as  much  care 
and  attention  as  though  they  were  above  the 
atitus  of  four-footed  animals,  and  the  beauty 
of  the  dog  picture;*  promises  success  to  the 
enterprise. 

These  creatures  of  pure  blood  and  recorded 
pedigrees  are  treated  with  the  same  degree 
►f  formality  shown  to  persons.  Appoint- 
ments are  made  for  them,  sittings  arranged, 
pT(K-fs  sent  out  and  fine  prints  prepared  as 
though  they  were  capable  of  appreciating 
the  artistic  quality  of  the  work. 

l)og;»have  always  enjoyed  privileges  equal 
in  many  ways  to  those  granted  to  some  indi- 
viduals. In  fact,  t!;ere  are  many  instances 
where  the  lot  of  these  pampered  little  crea- 
tures has  caused  a  twinge  of  envy  in  the 
breast  of  some  less  fortunately  blessed  per- 
son. But  with  al!  the  luxuries  heretofore 
showered  upon  thoroughbred  dogs  it  surely 
marks  a  stride  in  their  career  to  have  a 
charmlag  studio,  its  surri^unditgs  as  we'l  as 


the  energies  of  artists  devoted  to  their  own 
interests. 

CHARM  OF  DOG  PHOTOGRAPHY. 

The  studio  Is  not  exclusively  for  these  pets 
of  the  wealthy.  The  proprietors  have  for 
sometime  been  recognized  portralturists  of 
men  and  women,  and  especially  happy  are 
their  quaintly  attractive  pictures  of  chil- 
dren. It  was  only  recently,  however,  when 
some  one  brought  In  a  mngniflcent  St.  Ber- 
nard dog  tbat  they  began  to  consider  the 
charm  and  possibilities,  practically  unde- 
veloped, in  the  way  of  dog  photography. 

Tlie  first  set  of  dog  pictures  proved  satis- 
factory to  the  owner  of  the  blooded  animal 
and  at  the  same  time  experimentally  Inter- 
esting to  the  artists.  A  few  days  later  an- 
other furry  coated  creature  sought  entrance 
to  the  studio,  and  almost  before  they  knew 
it  these  young  women  were  in  demand  for 
this  kind  of  work.  At  present  their  canine 
clleutele  almost  requires  a  separate  depart- 
ment. 

Those  who  have  made  good  snap  shots  of 

dogs  in  the  open  or  have  taken  fair  pictures 

I    of    master   or   mistress   and   pet    under  the 


light  may  labor  under  the  delusion  that  dog 
photography  Is  an  extremely  simple  experi- 
ment.    But  It  isn't  so  easy  as  it  may  seem. 

We  are  nil  familiar  with  the  graceful  curves 
and  lines  which  are  the  points  to  bring  out 
In  the  photograph  of  a  woman,  and  an  artist 
sees  at  a  glance  how  to  pose  each  type  of 
man.  but  few  understand  the  good  points  of 
the  various  breeds  of  dogs.  Herein  lies  the 
secret  of  getting  good  canine  pictures.  Ma- 
nipulation of  light  and  lens  may  secure  won- 
derful results  from  the  artistic  standpoint, 
but  this  would  count  for  uaugtt  with  a  dog 
fancier  If  he  saw  a  Clumber  spaniel,  for  in- 
stance, posed  po  ns  to  iose  the  extreme 
breadth  of  head,  which  Is  the  characteristic 
of  a  thoroughbred,  or  a  Boston  terrier  with 
Its  short  head  and  stub  nose,  of  which  It  Is 
BO  proud,  entirely  lost  sight  of.  These  are  a 
few  of  the  things  with  which  the  artist  must 
be  familiar  If  he  or  she  goes  in  for  this  new 
departure  In  camera  work.

Thor- 
oughbreds are  reposeful  under  ordinary  con- 
ditions, and  this  quality  removes  a  very  try- 
lug  obstacle  from  the  path  of  the  arti^s;.  un 
the  other  baud,  this  repose  acts  as  a  yreat 
drawback  when  action  is  sought  iu  some 
chanict eristic  pose. 

Some  of  the  methods  pursued  with  chi.oren 
1  prove  utterly  fruitless  when  attempting  to 
get  good  pictures  of  dogs.  Toys  make  not 
the  slightest  impresiiun  upon  these  fur 
coated  subjects,  while  objects  flourished  in 
the  air  are  apt  to  frighten  instead  of  lntere*t 
the  usually  passive  sitters. 

Talking  to  them  is  really  the  only  success- 
ful way  to  gain  their  atteution  and  at  tl.o 
same  time  infuse  luto  them  a  spirit  of  lively 
animation.  In  the  case  of  tlie  Chmber 
Epaniels  this  conversational  method  proved 
wonderfully  effective,  and  it  is  to  be  doubted 
If  any  other  group  of  three  dogs  has  made 
such  an  artistic  aud  Interesting  picture. 

When  the  three  dogs  were  arranged  bide  by 
side  before  the  camera  there  was  a  stroi  g  de- 
sire displayed  by  eich  to  lie  down  and  rest.

As  England  and  Am?ri^a  get  'c'cter 
together,"  both  as  to  community  of 
feeling  and  the  bettermetn  of  ocean 
travel,  there  is  certain  to  be  an  inter-  ! 
change  of  talent  of  such  .mi  ortance  as  ' 
will  cause  the  old-tim.^r  tc  blink  his 
eyes  in  wonderment.  This  ebb  aii-? 
flow  between  the  two  countries  has  ex- 
isted, of  course,  during  the  past  hun- 
dred years;  but  what  was  f.<rmer;y  a 
gentle  current  threatens,  ero  l>nR,  to 
assume  the  proportions  of  a  flood. 

London  actors  who  complained  of  "An 
American  Invasion,"  as  they  old  a  few 
years  ago,  did  not,  of  course,  taKc  into 
account  the  fact  that  for  over  a  cen- 
tury the  Englishman  has  well-  night 
monopolized  the  best  positions  O'.i  the 
American  stage.  These  visits  01  for- 
eigners, from  the  days  of  the  first  Eng- 
lish company,  the  Hallams,  who,  like 
all  others  who  have  come  to  thesd 
shores,  have  been  very  welcome;  have 
continued  unceasingly  up  to  th2  present 
time,  when  a  theatrical  company  with- 
out several  British  subjects  woJld  be 
an  anomaly.  Indeed,  the  Eiisiishman 
has  found  the  American  .stage  to  be  the 
promised  land  flowing  with  milk  and 
honey. 

It  is  commonly  supposed  that,  on  the 
other  hand,  that  the  America;i  actor 
has  fared  rather  poorly  in  Engiond. 
This  is  an  error.  From  the  day  that 
John  Howard  Payne,  the  author  ol 
"Home,  Sweet  Home,"  appeared  la 
London  as  the  American  Rosciui?,  tht. 
Yankee,  as  Englishmen  call  all  of  us, 
has  been  welcome;  hts  genius  has  been 


It  will  be  readily  observed,  then,  that 
this  interchange  of  talent  is  of  immens^e 
value  to  the  American.  Jis  well  as  the 
English  stage.  A  striking  example  of 
the  advantage  accruing  from  the  cus- 
tom IS  in  the  production  of  the  plays  of 
Shakespeare.

Miss  Viola  Allen  has  been  put  to  a  liV:e 
necessity.  While  some  of  our  perfor- 
iners  are  unsurp:issable  in  certain 
lines,  but  few  of  thom  are  skilled  in  the 
reading  of  blank  verse.  For  her  pro- 
duction of  "Twelfth  Night"  Mias  Allen 
has  secured  F.  Perrival  Stevens.  Beer- 
bohm  Tree's  stage  manager,  and  who

That  American  and  English  actors 
dwell  together  so  amicably  on  both 
sides  of  the  water  is  a  pleasing  pros- 
pect, and  should  prove  of  great  artistic 
value  to  the  stage  generally.

After  looking  o\'er 
the  field  and  U.stenlng  to  estimates.  Miss 
Allen  became  possessed  of  the  idea  that 
perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  make  tilie 
first  venture  under  her  own  managemoni 
in  a  play  already  tested  and  approved  by 
the  public.  She  went  to  Liebler  &  Co. 
and  offered  them  |&5.tW0  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  "The  Eternal  City'  In  this  coun- 
try. Tlie  offer  was  taken  under  advifee- 
'  ment,  but  was  finally  rejected,  as  r.he 
play  had  been  promised  to  E.  J.  Morgan, 
and  there  was  no  suitable  production  that 
could  be  made  for  him. 


One    of    the    little    tragedies    of    which  | 
Broadway    is   .so    full,    and   of   which    the 
public  hear  so  little,  came  to  the  surface 
last   week.      Fifteen    years    ago    James    F.

the    American    mining    congress.      Mr. 

Morgan's  letter  was  in  part  as  follows: 

"No  nation  has  openly  attempted  to  de- 
stroy the  precious  Quaiiry  of  either  goal 
or  silver,  and  none  will  ever  do  so  ef- 
fectually. They  will  outlive  all  opposition 
and  defy  destruction,  while  they  will 
scorn  the  neglect  ol  nations.  It  seemj 
to  be  a  lieresy  against  the  order  of  natur.j 
to  attempt  to  deprive  either  gold  or 
silver  of  its  precious  quality  as  a  money 
metal. 

And  it  is  equally  disparaging  to  th.j 
law  or  equal  per.sonal  rights  and  nrivi* 
ieges  accorde(\  t  >  all  men— the  right  t) 
exist,  and  the  right  to  the  pursuit  of 
happiness— that  we  should  so  legisiat* 
and  so  discrimiiate  as  to  make  silver 
the  cheaper  money  of  labor,  and  gold 
the  money  of  those  who.  live  on  the  labor 
of  others,  instead  of  living  by  the  labor 
of  their  own  hands. 

This  is  done  when  the  coinage  laws  and 
tiii  iegal  tender  laws  diHcriminate  against 
silver  as  a  money  metal,  or  as  a  legal 
tender    for    debts. 

Our  laws  make  these  discrimination* 
by  1'  fusing  equal  privileges  to  silver  i/i 
th'^  coin.ige  of  ir'.on«^y.  and  by  limiting 
th«  legal  tender  power  'of  silver  coins. 

Whatever  privileges  of  coinage  are 
given  to  the  metal  should  be  given  the 
other;  and  tlie  rule  should  be  the  same 
and  not  different  as  to  the  legal  tender 
power   of   gold    and   silver   coins. 

It  is  the  constitutional  right  of  con- 
gress to  provide  for  the  coinage  of  monejr 
and  to  regulate  its  value  as  between 
these  metals;  I'Ut  it  is  not  within  the 
constitutional  authority  to  desroy  the 
value  of  either  by  legislation. 

Congre.eus  can  fix  the  relative  value  of 
the  coins  of  eitlier  metal  according  to 
weight  and  finene.=3.  but  when  the  coins 
are  struck  congress  cannot  change  the 
valu"  of  a  gold  dollar  or  a  silver  dollar 
by  discriminating  between  them  as  to 
their  purchasing  power,  or  debt  paying 
power,  or  by  legal  tender  laws  that  les- 
sen either  coin  below  the  value  stamped

In  order  to  sell  the  imitations 
they  hnd  it  necessary  to  resort  to  misrepresentation  or  deception,  and  whenever  a  dealer  passes 
oa  on  a  customer  a  preparation  under  the  name  of  ''Syrup  of  Figs"  or  '^Fig  Svrnp."  which 
does  not  bear  the  full  name  of  the  California  Fig  Syrup  Co.  printed  on  the  front  of  the  package, 
he  13  attempting  to  deceive  and  mislead  the  p.itron  who  has  been  so  unfortunate  as  to  enter  his 
establishment,  whether  it  be  large  or  small,  for  if  the  dealer  resorts  to  misrepresentation  and 
and  deception  in  one  case  he  will  do  so  with  other  medicinal  agents,  and  in  the  filling  of 
physicians  prescriptions,  and  should  be  avoidni  bv  every  one  who  values  health  and  happiness. 
Knowing  that  the  great  majority  of  druggists  are  reliable,  we  supplv  the  immense  demand 
for  our  excellent  remedy  entirely  through  the  druggists,  of  whom  it  m'av  be  purchased  every- 
where, in  original  packages  only,  at  the  reguk.r  price  of  fifty  cents  per  bottle,  but  as  exceptions 
exist  it  18  necessary  to  inform  the  public  of  the  facts,  in  order  that  all  mav  decline  or  return 
any  imitation  which  may  be  sold  to  them.

druggists  who  will  sell  you  what  you  wish  and  the'best  of  everything  in  his  line  at  reasonable  prices 


these  di-soriminatlons  again.it 
silver,  both  in  our  coinage  regulatiors 
and  in  our  legal  tender  laws  and  wij. 
thereby  discriminate  against  silver  and 
destroy  Its  precious  quality  as  a  money 
metal. 

We  do  by  indirection  what  no  nation 
dares  to  do  by  oiien  and  repressive  leg- 
islation at  the  peril  of  the  safety  of 
its    government. 

The    laws    shouM    be    chang'^d    and    the 
peace    and    friendship    between    gold    and  j 
silver    should    be    restored    to    the    condi- 
tion   that    existed    during    the    first    half  | 
century    of   our   national    life.  j 

The  losse.i  and  disadvantages  that  im  -  ] 
posed  upon  the  po-irer  classes  by  f>iir 
laws  that  discnminrite  against  sliver  fis 
to  coinage  and  as  a  legal  tender  power, 
appear  In  almost  every  transaction  in 
which    they    engage. 

"We  cannot  ohmge  our  laws,  thte 
money  systems  of  1  reign  countries,  and 
while  we  could  do  nuch  in  the  direction, 
to  give  duties  than  to  take  car**  of  our 
people  in  their  hom:^  work  by  securing 
to  them  all  the  h-  neflts  of  the  silv^jr 
and  gold  that  are  S"  richly  stored  in  bilr 
mines. 

To  do  this  we  m'l.st  change  the  basis 
of  our  present  system  of  finance  and  na- 
tional banking  so  that  our  capital  shall 
consist  of  gold  and  silver,  actually  aj- 
instead  of  resting  it  solely 
national  credit  based  on  the 
power  of  taxation  with  pledges  of  nation- 
al faith  to  proviile  liie  gold,  or  the  gold 
and  siler.  to  redee-n  our  obligations  on 
demand   or  when   ti.'y  shall   fall  due. 

"We    must    Chang,     our    baking    system  ! 
from    a    rredit   basis  to   a   specie   basis    of  i 
national    banking    if    we    would    make    It ! 
just  to  all  cla.sses  and  independent  of  the 
power    of    monopolistic    combines. 

Aur  system  of  barking  is  oon.stitutlon- 
al  aril  it  is  convenient  and  secure  in  thit 
it  provides  for  a  t -liable  currency,  bit 
its  f.->unda  on  is  not  money,  or  bullion, 
but  credit,  wherein  it  is  greatly  defec- 
tive. This  credit  deviends  upon  our  pow-sr 
to  redeem  our  promises  in  coin,  to  be 
hereafter  borrowed  or  collected  under 
i  laws  of  taxation.  This  system  is  false 
and  unjust  to  the  living,  and  is  still 
more  unjust  to  our  posteritv. 

Our  laws  di.scredit  both  gold  and  silver, 
as  the  basis  of  all  tanking,  by  prohobli- 
ing  issues  of  papt  ;•  money  by  private 
and  state  banks  ar.d  by  refusing  char- 
ters to  national  ba:.ks  on  any  basis  ex- 
cept   that   of   national   bonds. 

This  is  a  revolutinn  and  new  departure 
in  finance  that  no  "ther  nation  has  ven- 
1  tured  upon.  No  other  great  nations 
I  have  seemed  willing  to  inflict  almost  uni- 
I  versal  bankruptcy  on  their  people,  if 
]  the  exigencies  to  which  they  are  exposjd 
i  should  cause  their  credit  to  sink  below 
'  par. 

This  tempting  fallacy  of  banking  on  tlie 
i  basis  of  credit.  inst-:id  of  gold  and  silver 
I  in  the  bank  vaults,  drives  others  of  the 
I  monopolistic  class,  into  'asset  banking," 
j  which  opens  the  door  to  the  wildest 
I  projects  that  have  ever  found  practical 
i'  aid  disastrous  illustration  in  the  frau(3s. 
I  bankrupti'ies  and  ruin  inflicted  upon  tile 
j  people  by  the  lic-nHiouy^  abuse  of 
I  tieir  confidence,  ar.1  the  grind  of  thfir 
I  necessities,  in  the  Issue  of  the  "wild  cat.' 


and    'pigeon   roost'    currency   to   circulate 
as   money. 

Our  system  of  national  banking  based 
exclusively  on  the  national  credit,  ueing 
unsound,  dangerous  and  oppre.ssive  to 
tax  payers,  tlie  simple  and  eiTective  rem- 
edy is  found  in  the  payment  of  the  na- 
tional debt  and  the  substitution  of  gold 
and  silver.  In  place  of  that  debt  as  the 
basis  of  national   banking. 

The  true  wealth  of  our  country,  as  it 
is  of  all  countries,  depends  unon  th«» 
tlirift  and  the  prosperity  of  our  indus- 
tries, accompanied  with  the  permanent 
stores  of  the  precious  metals,  sufficient 
to  prevent  injurious  depressions  in 
trade  through  our  lack  of  a  full  supply 
of   money    lor    proper    purposes. 

■No  countr.v  can  suffer,  or  be  disturbed 
in  its  Industries  by  panics,  that  main- 
tains a  .safe  reserve  of  precious  metals 
for  the  use  of  its  people,  as  money. 

Such  a  poUcy  is  not  a  hoarding  of  idle 
wealth,  but  the  accumulation  of  finan- 
cial power,  that  gives  prestige  to  a  na- 
tion  and  security   to  its  people. 

If  we  place  gold  and  silver,  as  the  foun- 
dation of  our  currency,  in  national  banks, 
controlled  by  our  givernment.  and  pledge 
the  faith  ol  the  government  to  the  re- 
demption of  the  Issues  of  the  banks  in 
gold  and  silver  coins,  at  the  rption  of 
the  holder,  these  depositories  instead  of 
l.>€ing  raideil  and  depleted  by  .speculators 
in  coin  and  closed  by  panics  created  for 
the  purpose,  will  increase  with  the  growth 
of  our  country  and  will  put  capital  at 
work   for   the   benefit   of   ti'.e   people. 

Such  a  system,  with  balan<?es  of  for- 
eign trade  in  our  favor,  will  cause  a 
steady  and  immeasurable  increa.se  'in 
wealth  in  which  every  citizen  will  have 
the  full  share  that  is  due  to  honest  in- 
dustry. 

The  battles  of  'the  standards'  will 
cea.se.  and  the  ratio  between  the  metals, 
according  to  weight,  will  cease  to  trou- 
ble and  the  purchasing  power,  and  the 
debt-paying  power  of  the  metals  will  all 
be  adjusted  by  the  values  of  the  currency 
they  represent  and  support,  and,  in  all 
these  functions,  they  will  work  together 
for  the  good  of  the  country. 

Tlie  paper  currency  issued  upon  a  joint 
specie  basis  of  g'lld  and  silver,  will  al- 
ways represent  the  highest  relative  value 
that  any  country  can  attribute  to  gold 
or  to  silver,  and  such  paper  issues  guar- 
anteed by  the  government,  as  to  redemp- 
tion in  gold  or  silver  at  thi-'  option  of  the 
hoifler.  will  be  as  good  as  the  best  money 
j  that  any  country  can  supply,  and  it  will 
'  be  current,  without  discount.  In  all  the 
commercial    countries. 

If  we  change  our  system  of  banking 
f'^om  a  credit  basis  to  a  cash  basis,  us- 
ing the  precious  metals  for  its  founda- 
tion, and  the  credit  of  the  government 
ti  in.-^ure  its  integrity,  we  will  forever 
cN.sc  the  door  upon  the  bickerings  that 
cause  distrust,  antagonism  and  panics 
in    oui    financial    affairs. 

The  payment   of  the   national  debt   will  i 
ch^ar  the  way  for  the  adontion  of  a   sys- . 
t-'>m   ."f   finano?   that   will   compose   ail   our 
difficiiUies     and     give     "confidence     to     all 
wl'o  toil,  and   will  secure  the  permajient 
welfare  of  the   country."

The  many  improvements,  however, 
during  the  past  few  years  but  serve  to 
encournge  us  in  anticipating  more 
aesthetic  beauty  for  our  city.

A  numlier  of  un- 
attractive residences  which  have  been 
sharply  criticized  for  their  extreme  lack 
of  aesthetic  beauty  would  have  been 
obviated  by  the  searchlight  of  a  civic 
art  com.mission.

Jdadison  school,  on  Garfield  avenue, 
is  another  illustration  of  what  can  be 
accomplished  by  industry  and  cars 
1  Miss  ilelwig  is  the  principal  of  thi-: 
school,  and  was  the  inspiration  oL  tliis 
work,  that  was  done  entirely  by  the 
children  attending  it.  There  are  also 
other  attractive  school  grounds,  bur 
this  one  serves  as  an  illustration  of  the 
possibilities  of  the  sandy  soil  of  that 
luiattractive  locality. 

Cascade  park  now  delights  the  eye 
where  but  a  few  years  ago  was  an 
eyesore  to  the  pedestrian  who  wended 
his  weary  way  up  the  hillside.  It  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  spots  of  our 
fast  growing  city.  The  trees  and  shrubs 
are  in  great  variety,  and  flower  beds 
brighten  the  landscape.  Winding  paths 
about  the  hill  and  under  the  shade  of 
well  grown  trees  afford  soothing  rest  to 
the  toiler  after  his  busy  hours  of  the 
summer  days.  A  fountain  has  been 
placed  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  to- 
gether witli  the  stream  of  water  from 
the  hills  afford  refreshment  for  man 
and  beast. 

This  beautiful  spot,  touched  by  the 
hand  of  nature,  is  marred  by  tlie  crude 
stone  and  plaster  work  that  confines 
this  mountain  stream.  By  very  little 
artificial  means  the  stream  could  have 
been  made  to  form  a  beautiful  series  of 
cascades,  falling  over  moss-covered 
boulders,  lichens  and  ferns.     It  Is  now 


article  on  "School  House  and  Beauty," 
by  Professor  Ira  Remsen,  president  of 
Johns  Hopkins  university,  that  partly 
elucidates  our  case,  only  we  have  sev- 
eral school  buildings  in  our  city  that 
could  not  be  improved  upon.  Professor 
Rem.sen  goes  on  to  say:  "The  impre* 
sion  apparently  prevails  among  many 
wlio  constitute  American  school  boards 
that  ornamentation  is  a  luxury,  and 
that  the  aesthetic  is  not  necessary  in 
the  education  of  youth.  Possibly  this 
is  one  reason  for  the  backwardness  in 
designing  buildings  which  would  teach 
the  children  to  appreciate  the  beautiful. 
The  value  of  art  as  an  educational 
factor  can,  in  my  opinion,  be  strikingly 
demonstrated  by  the  embellishment  of 
the  school  house,  and  the  children  to 
whom  it  becomes  almost  as  familiar  as 
the  home,  can  be  unconsciously  in- 
structed to  appreciate  the  artistic  mere- 
I  ly  by  the  observation  of  its  design  in 
I  their  dally  visits  to  it.  Unfortunately, 
I  too  many  of  the  buildings  in  our  cities, 
fo  rexample,  are  planned  by  architects 
who  thoughtlessly  i.^nore  what  is  really 
an  essential.  If  the  plans  were  pre- 
pared and,  after  preparation,  submitted 
to  a  committee  which  included  at  least 
one  architect  capable  of  making  sug- 
gestions which  would  add  to  their  artis- 
tic merit,  possibly  this  would  be  an 
improvement  upon  the  system  which 
is  too  commonly  carried  out  of  copyin;' 
old  designs  to  save  expense,  or  giving 
I  the  preparation  of  the  plans  to  one 
1  man,  who,  as  I  have  intimated,  may  not 
I  be  competent  properly  to  complete  them 
!  individually." 

I  At  any  rate,  our  possbilities  as  a 
'  great  city  are  fast  developing,  and  our 
1  growth   will  demand  civic  aesthetics.

Co.'s   Weekly  Review  of  Trade  says: 

Despite  the  Interruption  of  a  holiday 
the  week  has  brought  increased  ac- 
tivity in  many  branches  of  business. 
An  encouraging  symptom  is  the  de- 
creased complaint  regarding  collections, 
accompanied  by  more  discounting  of 
bills.  Weather  conditions  have  been 
favorable  for  retail  trade,  distribution 
of  merchandise  expanding,  while  there 
are  more  frequent  reports  of  large  job- 
bing    fall     business     than     last     year.

to  lil«h  pricaa  Is  reported  at  thit  West,  1  busy  on  fall  and  winter  footwear  and

missionaries,  pastors  and  evangelists. 

The  most  crying  need  of  the  North-  ! 
west,  from  the  Christian  standpoint, 
exists  in  the  neglected  country  and 
village  church.  For  every  prominent 
pulpit  that  is  vacant  there  are  hundreds 
of  applicants,  while  the  scores,  in  cer- 
tain states,  hundreds  of  the  little 
churches  are  left  without  service,  and 
the  people  perish  from  lack  of  knowl- 
edge of  the  word  of  God.  It  is  jnoposed 
by  the  Northwestern  Bible  and  Mission- 
ary Training  school  to  raise  up  men, 
who,  strong  in  the  faith  that  is  in 
Christ,  and  equipped  with  the  knowl- 
edge of  His  word,  shall  go  to  serve 
these  institutions,  trusting  God  and  His 
people  for  support. 

The  next  session  of  the  school  opens 
C>ct.  1.  Last  year  it  enrolled  students 
from  North  and  South  Dalcota,  Iowa, 
Missouri,  California,  as  well  as  Minne- 
sota, and  it  is  hoped  that  this  year 
"try  state  in  tht  Northwest  -vil!  have 
i^s:  representatives  studying  at  Minne- 
ap'lis.

but  this  is  chiefly  confined  in  textiles. 
Labor  disputes  decrease,  all  but  one  of 
the  unions  having  signed  the  agree- 
ment in  the  local  building  trades,  and 
several  other  settlements  have  bi-en 
ettected  through  concessions  by  both 
sides.  Railway  earnings  in  August 
were  9.1  per  cent  larger  than  last  year, 
and  15.4  per  cent  greater  than  1901. 
Owing  to  the  lateness  of  crops,  there  is 
little  complaint  of  traffic  congestion. 

On  Sept.  1,  for  the  first  time  this 
year,  furnace  stocks  of  pig  iron  exceed- 
ed a  week's  capacity  of  the  furnaces  in 
blast.  This  is  statistical  evidence  of 
the  quiet  conditions  now  prevailing  in 
the  iron  and  steel  industry,  although 
the  exact  situation  cannot  be  deter- 
mined witliout  a  knowledge  of  the  sup- 
plies at  other  points.  Furnace  stocks 
have  doubled  since  June  1.  yet  the 
weekly  output  is  now  about  30,000  tons 
less  than  at  that  date.  The.se  figures 
explain   the   reduction   in   prices. 

Prices  of  Southern  foundry  iron  have 
again  declined,  weakening  the  tone  and 
delaying  the  placing  of  contracts  else- 
where. Agricultural  implement  mak- 
ers have  again  purchased  freely  of  ma- 
terial, some  plow  steel  contracts  cov- 
ering deliveries  for  five  years. 

New  England  manufacturers  continue

at  many  points  it  is  difficult  to  secure 
sufficient  labor.  Wholesalers  report  de- 
liveries of  nearly  all  varieties  on  time 
or  with  little  delay.  But  facilities  are 
taxed  in  ord<^r  to  keep  up  with  busi- 
ness. Leather  1:3  still  quiet  in  this 
vicinity,  buyers  taking  sole  only  as 
needed,  evidently  anticipating  better 
terms. 

At  the  West  there  is  more  activity. 
Notwithstanding  lieavy  receipts  of  cat- 
tle, packers  are  asking  fractionally 
higher  figures  for  hides.  Prices  of  cot- 
ton goods  are  slow  to  reliect  the  reac- 
tion in  the  raw  material  and  the  de- 
mand is  not  improved.  On  the  con- 
trary, buyers  are  encouraged  to  delay 
placing  contracts  and  mills  are  not 
seeking  busienss.  In  the  jobbing  trade 
a  large  distriliutinn  of  merchandise  is 
in  progress,  this  branch  of  industry  re- 
poi  ting  a  profitable  season. 

Failures  this  week  were  172  in  the 
United  States,  against  205  last  year, 
and  19  in  Canadi,  compared  with  22  a 
year  ago.

We 
had  thought  of  try  ng  to  land  a  rope,  but 
fhere  was  none  on  board  loag  enough  to 
reach  the  shore.  But  wuld  the  brave  fellow 
reach  u«  in  thla  fearful  sea?  We  strained 
our  eyes  toward  the  shore,  but  eou:d  not 
dlstin-giilsh  the  objects. 

"Minutes  passed,  and  then  came  the  sig- 
nal: -Shaw  under  way.  Keep  up  your 
spirits.' 

"But  still  no  sign  of  the  swimmer.  At 
last,  during  a  glare  of  lightning,  we  ma^^ 
out  a  small  object  Ightlng  Its  way  throagh 
the  waves  toward  us.  Shaw  says  that  be 
will  never  forget  ".hat  swim.  The  waves 
came  thundering  tow.-ird  him.  one  follow- 
ing another  In  rapid  succession  and  threat- 
ening to  dash  him  to  pieces  on  the  rocks, 
but  he  dived  through  them,  and  each  stroke 
brought  him  nearer  to  us. 

"Five  minutes  pussed.  ten  minutes,  and 
it  seemed  as  though,  he  would  never  reach 
us.  The  waves  thrashed  against  the  sides 
of  the  stranded  boat  and  we  expected  her 
to  go  to  pieces  every  minute. 
"Shaw  had  now  reached  a  ledge  of  rocks

and  embraced  the  theatrical  profession 
merely  for  the  vulgar  purpose  of  smoking  o; 
rat  catching. 

Wh.8t  he  wished  was  to  act,  therefore  It 
was  not  long  before,  to  every  one's  surprise, 
he  developed  a  deshe  to  show  himself  ou 
the  stage  while  the  pi  ly  was  going  on.  spoil- 
ing many  soenes  by  his  funny  antics.  Often 
lu  a  most  serious  scene  the  actors  would  b-j 
startled  by  a  hearty  I.iugh  from  the  audlenc-j 
ar.d.  looking  around  f'T  the  cause,  would  flnd 
Romeo  sitting  by  the  footlights  leisurely 
making  his  toilet  and  blinking  at  the  audi- 
ence. So  many  complaints  were  made  that 
the  manager  was  ooftipelled  to  lock  Rome) 
up  when  time  came  for  the  performance  t> 
begin.  This  did  not  make  a  bit  with  Romeo. 
After  two  or  three  nights  of  this  he  could 
not  be  found  at  the  opening  hour,  but  later, 
when  it  suited  him.  be  would  walk  majestt- 
caiiy  down  the  aisle.  Jump  to  the  orchestr.i 
rail  and  from  there  to  the  stage.  Somf- 
tlmes  he  made  his  aypearance  from  one  of 
the  private  boxes.  It  was  while  James 
Heme  was  playing  Hearts  of  Oak,"  anl 
In  Its  most  pathetic  8>'e»e,  that  Romeo  raced 
across  the  stage,  madly  pursuing  a  couple 
of  vagrant  cats  that  had  in  some  strange 
way  gained  entrance  lo  the  theatre.  Near 
the  centre  of  the  S'tatje  he  caught  them  and 
then  ensued  a  battle  royal. 

It  became  necessary  to  ring  down  the  cur- 
tain on  this  unexpected  climax.  But  it  was 
during  the  progress  of  a  famous  tragedy  that 
he  eclipsed  all  former  efforts  by  marching 
triumphantly  on  to  the  stage  with  a  live  rat 
In  his  mouth.  Taking  up  his  favorite  position 
by  the  footlights,  he  proceeded  to  devour  It 
with  great  gusto. 

Of  course  the  curtain  had  to  be  rung  down 
amid  wild  shrieks  of  mirth  and  horror,  while 
the  favorite  tragedlai  of  the  hour,  Jolin  Mc- 
Cullough,  tore  his  hair  In  rage. 

This  ended  Romeo's  theatrical  career.  Tb«t 
night  he  was  carried  home  by  his  friend,  the 
back  doorkeeper,  an<3  stalled  in  his  modent 
home.  There  the  only  means  left  of  gratlf.^ 
Ing  his  Inordinate  desire  for  a  public  appear- 
ance was  the  privilege  of  sunning  himself 
from  day  to  day  ou  the  sill  of  a  teuemeiit 
house  window. 

One  more  Instance  of  thwarted  dramat  c 
ambition.

cordially  in  a  private  audience  the

The  delegation  pre.sented  his  hoMneMi 
with  a  Latin  pamphlet  setting  forth 
the  wishes  of  the  Polish  Americans, 
which  consisted  mainly  of  having  rep- 
resentatives of  their  nationality  in  the 
Catholic  hierarchy  in  the  United  States, 
it  being  pointed  out  that  while  the 
German  Catholics,  numbering  3,000,000. 
have  thirteen  bishops  and  two  arch- 
bishops, the  Poles,  numbering  2,000,000, 
have  none.  The  pope  gave  the  delega- 
tion satisfactory  assurances,  saying: 
"I  have  already  read  your  pamphlet 
and  documents,  and  fully  understand 
what  is  desired.  Naturally,  the  mat- 
ter came  under  the  consideration  of  the 
congitgalion  of  the  propaganda,  but  I 
will  gladly  see  that  the  matter  is  ex- 
amined."

Win- 
ter Is  Its  dull  period,  but  during  the  spring 
and  summer  ft  enjoys  Itself  vastly,  feasting 
continually  on  tiny  frogs  and  worms.  It 
manifests  an  amazing  alertness  whenever 
danger  threatens,  but  at  other  times  Is  satis- 
fied to  enjoy  life  basking  in  the  sun. 


The  above  remarkable  picture  is  taken 
ou  Bird  Island,  South  Africa.  Whence  the 
island  gets  Its  name  is  scarcely  necessary 
to  explain,  since  the  multiplicity  of  birds 
speak   for  themselves. 

Bird  Island  is  situated  in  the  Indian 
Ocean  not  far  from  Port  Elizabeth,  lu

The  government  is  very  careful  in 
strictly  preserving  the  island,  for  should 
the  birds  be  frightened  in  any  way  It  is 
most  likely  they  would  seek  some  other 
spot  whereon  to  nest,  and  where  It  would 
be  more  difficult  to  procure  the  guano— 
iu  fact,  might  be  Impossible.

A  doctor  recommends  the  following  sim- 
ple cure  for  seasickness :— A  few  drops- 
say  from  three  to  eight— of  the  nitrate  of 
aniyle  are  applied  to  the  nose  by  means 
of  a  ha.ndkerchief.  The  inhalation  must 
be  rapid,  care  being  taken  to  prevent  the 
mixture  of  atmospheric  air  in  any  great 
quantity.  The  patient,  it  is  said,  will  sooa 
feel  a  sensation  of  pulsation  in  the  tem- 
ples, and  the  face,  losing  its  deadly  hue, 
presents  a  slight  rose  color.  These  signs 
of  salutary  reaction  continue  for  about 
half  an  hour,  after  which  the  patient  falls 
asleep.  The  sickness  may  recommence  io 
twenty-four  hours  or  so.  The  inhalation 
in  such  a  case  must  l)e  repeated  as  before. 
The  remedy  appears  to  act  more  efflcR- 
eiousiy  when  applied  Immediately  after  tho 
first  seizure.  The  method  was  first  tried 
on  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  person.^, 
in  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  cases  the 
illness  was  stopped  at  once;  that  is  to  say, 
no  efforts  at  retching  were  noted.  In  the 
remaining  three  ca.ws  it  was  necessary  to 
repeat  the  Inhalations  two  or  three  times 
before  the  desired  result  was  gained.

statistics  have  been  completed  recently 
which  state  that  the  average  life  of  an  Eng- 
lish express  locomotive  is  twenty-flve  years, 
of  a  local  passenger  engine  twenty -five  years, 
of  a  freight  locomotive  twenty-six  yean  and 
of  a  switch  engine  twenty-seven  years.    The 

total  mileage  of  an  express  passenger  engine 
was  fixed  at  from  seven  hundred  thousand 
to  one  million  miles,  and  for  each  of  the 
other  classes  of  engines  a  mileage  of  five 
hundred  thousand  to  eight  hundred  thou- 
sand. 

In  the  United  States  the  average  life  of 
an  express  locomotive  is  eighteen  years,  of 
a  local  passenger  engine  nineteen  years,  of 
a  freight  engine  sixteen  years  and  of  a 
switch  engine  twenty-two  years.  Wliereas 
the  mileage  of  sn  English  express  locomotive 
was  only  at  the  outside  1,000,000  mliea  in 
twenty-flve  year*,  or  forty  thousand  a  year. 
In  tho  United  Statei  it  Is  often  as  high  as 
2,000,000  miies,  or  110,000  miles  a  year. 


It  la  often  said  that  there  are  70,000  known 
erimlneis  In  London.  The  whole  records  of 
Scotland  Yard  do  not  contain  In  all  so  many 
names,  and  many  of  these  have  been  dead 
for  years. 


The  Mississippi  River  is  a  wonder.  The 
soil  it  carries  sou  h  produces  grain  north- 
ward, cotton  intermediately,  and  sugar  on 
the  southern  frontli-r.  The  areas  are  clearly 
defined.

No- 
where in  the  S&uth  are  healthier,  finer  look- 
ing blacks  than  In  the  Yazoo  Delta,  whet^^ 
they  own  dwellings  and  cotton  fields,  haT^ 
bank  accounts,  and  where  fortunes  of  $100^ 
000  art  common  to  the  colored  race.

Paris,  Sept.  14.— The  foreign  office  ad- 
vices from  Bulgaria  show  that  the 
Turkish  troops  are  slowly  nearing  the 
border.  If  their  advance  continues 
there  will  b«  a  general  mobilization  of 
the  Bulgarian  forces  prepJiratory  to 
meeting  eventualities. 

A  Russian-Austrian  note  to  the  pow- 
ers have  been  received  here  and  is  now 
under  consideration.  It  sets  forth  that 
in  the  event  of  hostilities  between 
Turkey  and  Bulgaria,  Russia  and  Aus- 
tria will  not  give  their  support  to  either 
of  the  parties,  but  will  hold  each  of 
them  to  a  strict  accountability  for  their 
actions.  It  is  expected  that  France  will 
adhere  to  the  Russo-Austrian  attitude.

Toledo,  Ohio,  Sept.  14.— Toledo  is  en 
fete  today  over  the  unveiling  of  the  Mc- 
Kinley  statue,  the  first  memorial  to  the 
late  president  erected  in  Ohio.  The 
weather  is  clear  and  warm  with  a  nice 
breeze.  In  the  forenoon  there  was  a 
naval  parade  on  the  river,  including 
the  United  States  gunboat  Michigan 
and  the  training  ships  Yantic  and 
Hawk. 

Promptly  at  2  o'clock  the  procession 
moved  tiirough  the  principal  streets, 
led  by  a  battalion  of  United  States  in- 
fantry from  Fort  Wayne  and  Detroit. 

The  parade  was  made  up  of  the  local 
regiment  of  the  National  Guard,  the 
G.  A.  R.  and  Spanish  war  veterans,  and 
a  general  turn  out  of  all  the  benevo- 
lent and  fraternal  organi?atKms  of  the 
city.  Arriving  at  the  monument,  which 
stands  fronting  the  court  house,  the 
statue  was  unveiled  by  Miss  Dorothy 
Bonner.  After  the  call  to  order  by 
Col.  J.  C.  Bonner,  president  of  the 
memorial  association,  and  the  invoca- 
tion by  Rev.  Father  OBrien,  Col. 
Bonner  presented  the  monument  to 
the  county  in  a  feeling  address,  and 
eHnry  Conrad,  president  of  the  board 
of  county  commissioners,  acepted  the 
trust  on  the  part  of  the  county.  Sena- 
tor M.  A.  Hanna  was  then  introduced 
as  honorary  president  of  the  day  and 
made  a  brief  extempore  address.  A 
dedicatory  poem  by  Theodore  Mc- 
Manus  was  read  by  the  author  and  the 
orator  of  the  day,  Senator  Charles  W. 
Fairbanks,  of  Indiana,  was  introduced.

He  po.ssesst'd  in 
full  degree  the  affections  and  confid 'no 
of  his  countrymen  and  his  name  was  a 
beneficent  influence.  Without  war.iing 
the  cruel  bolt  fell.  We  stood  speechless 
In  the  midst  of  uncommon  sorrow.  Our 
^reat  and  beloved  leader,  by  some  myster- 
ious Providence,  fell  In  the  p;enitude  of 
his  strength.  Upon  the  day  of  Ids  pe- 
pulture  rulers  and  peoples  in  many  for- 
eign lands  united  in  impressive  memorial 
services,  and  the  flags  of  all  nations  were 
in  mourning.  Throughout  the  great  re- 
public busy  trade  stood  still,  the  ttl?- 
graph  was  silent,  and  as  by  some  cam- 
men  Impulse  steamships  and  railr<  al 
trains  stopped,  and  the  people  uncovered 
In  the  streets  or  knelt  in  the  sanctuarv. 
Who  knows  but  the  divine  ma.ster. 
through  this  unspeakable  tragedy,  soushi 
to  imprint  forever  upon  the  human  heart 
how  splendidly  the  ju.ft  and  brave  can 
live,  and  how  beautifully  they  can  die. 
Against  the  dark  background  of  two 
years  ago  stand  in  sharper  outline  thin 
were  otherwise  possible  the  high  and  no- 
ble achievements  and  the  m.ajestic  per- 
sonality of  one  of  the  greatest  of  Am- 
ericans. 

After  the  singing  of  "America"  by 
the  audience,  liev.  A.  M.  Hyde  pro- 
nounced the  benediction,  which  closed 
the  services.  The  monument  consists  of 
a  square  column  of  gray  granite  bear- 
ing the  insscription,  "W'illiam  McKin- 
ley," cut  dn  its  face.  On  the  four  sides 
his  life  history  is  briefly  related.  This 
shaft  is  surmounted  by  a  heroic  statue 
of  the  late  president,  of  bronze,  weigh- 
ing 1800  pounds.  The  statue  itself  is 
eight    feet   high. 

The  monument  was  erected  by  the 
contributions  of  26,000  residents  of  To- 
ledo and  the  surrounding  country.  The 
attendance    was    very    large. 


London   Sept.       14. — The      Associated

Other  minor  resignations  are 
likely  to  occur,  but  Colonial  Secretary 
Chamberlain  and  Premier  Balfour  are 
reported  to  be  standing  together  and 
intend  keeping  up  the  cabinet  by  fill- 
ing the  vacancies. 

From  all  parts  of  the  country  and  the 
continent  British  ministers  came  to 
London  today  to  attend  the  cabinet 
meeting,  which  was  regarded  as  mark- 
ing the  most  important  phase  in  the 
recent  political  history  of  the  United 
Kingdom.  The  Times  voiced  public 
sentiment  in  sayi  ig  it  was  a  "great  oc- 
casion," more  important  even  than 
the  historic  meeting  when  home  rule 
was  uppermost,  for  the  main  issue  to- 
day is  the  "unity  of  the  empire."  Not 
since  the  fateful  day  when  the  cabinet 
framed  an  answer  to  President  Kru- 
ger's  ultimatum  had  such  crowds  gath- 
ered around  Downing  street.

He  told  of  hft«  adventure  to  several 
friends  last  evening,  and  one  or  two 
residents' of  this  portion  of  the  city  were 
pKannlng  to  go  out  after  the  animal  to- 
day with  guns. 

Last  season  bears  within  the  city 
limits  were  numerous,  one  of  the  ani- 
mals coming  as  far  within  the  city  as 
Twelfth  avenue  and  Third  street. 

Timber  cruisers  who  have  been 
through  the  country  to  the  north  say 
that  the  animals  are  pentiful  this  sea- 
son, and  other  encounters  of  a  similar 
nature  may  be  expected  during  the  next 
two  months. 

Chester  creek  has  proved  a  popular 
route  for  the  bears  to  take  in  coming  to 
the  city,  and  the  wild  country  north  of 
Lakeside  proved  productive  of  several 
encounters   last   fall. 

The  bears  are  of  the  black  variety, 
and  are  said  to  be  perfectly  harmless, 
never  attacking  men  unless  molested. 

The  bear  seen  by  Mr.  Gafvert  is  be- 
lieved now  to  have  been  the  c>ne  .shot  by 
Dr.  Kraft,  notice  of  which  is  made  else- 
where.

Rosebud  Agency,  S.  D.,  Sept.  14.— In 
a  little  over  a  year  since  Indian  Com- 
missioner Jones  ordered  the  boldest  ex- 
periment ever  attempted  upon  the  red 
man.  that  of  forcing  him  to  work  or  go 
hungry,  the  spirit  of  the  Sioux,  the 
haughtiest  that  ever  gleaned  in  paint 
or  bristled  in  feathers,  has  been  coni- 
jilctely    broken. 

In  1890  the  Sioux  Indians  started  a 
murderous  war  because  the  government 
Introd'uced  some  red  tape  into  their 
lives.      In  1903  the  Sioux  have  accepted

A  year  ago  the  Indians  began  doing 
day  labor  and  the  agents  were  greatly 
encouraged.  Then  it  was  a  matter  of 
finding  Indians  for  the  work  provided, 
now  it  has  become  a  serious  problem 
to  find  work  for  the  Indians. 

"It  Is  not  the  lack  of  dlspositon,  but 
the  lack  of  opportunity."  declared  A.  O. 
Wright,  supervisor  of  Indian  schools, 
who  recently  returned  from  a  trip 
through  the  South  Dakota  and  Ne- 
braska reservations.  "Most  of  the 
younger  men  are  earning  money  cheer- 
fully for  themselves  and  their  fami- 
lies. The  only  difficulty  is  in  provid- 
ing Avork  for  them.  It  has  been  proved 
that  the  Sioux  will  work  if  they  have 
a  chance  to  do  so.  The  work  the  gov- 
ernment has  provided  has  been  only 
temporary  and  it  is  a  serious  ques- 
tion what  they  can  do  ,to  earn  a  liv- 
ing." 

So  Commissioner  Jones,  a  year  after 
he  prodded  the  sluggish  spirit  of  the 
red  man,  has  800  able-bodied  Sioux 
clamoring  at  his  door  for  something  to 
do.  Agent  Brennan,  of  the  Pine  Ridge 
reservation,  says  he  is  being  besieged. 

After  gold  was  discovered  in  the 
Black  Hills  territory  claimed  by  the 
Sioux,  the  government  sought  to  nego- 
tiate with  them  for  the  purchase  of  the 
hills.  The  Sioux  demanded  $7,000,000; 
the  commissioners  laughe<i  and  the 
yioux  left  the  council  ready  to  fight. 
Then  the  great  Red  Cloud  Interfered 
and  brought  about  the  1868  treaty.

After  four  year.s  Commissioner  Jones 
caused  the  agents  to  announce  several 
months  in  advance  that  the  rations 
would  be  withdrawn  July  1,  1902,  and 
the  Sioux  were  told  they  would  be 
given  work  by  which  they  could  ob- 
tain more  food  and  clothing  than  they 
ever  had. 

With    July    came    grumbling.        The 
older    warriors,    who    have    never    for- 
given the  aggression  of  the  whites,  were  j 
for  standing  upon  the  treaty.   But  the  ' 
younger    Indians    became    hungry   and,  1 
besides,    they   had    no   grievances.    One  j 
day   three   Indians  asked   the   Rosebud  ! 
agent    for   work   and    then   showed   the 
dollars  to  their  tribesmen.       The  news  ; 
was   not   long   in   spreading   and   many  j 
others  went  to  work  during  the  sum- 
mer. I 

The  first  employment  was  offered  by  | 
the  government  upon  the  roads  at  $1.35  I 
a  day.  .Soon  the  roads  had  been  put  in 
the  best  possible  condition  and  the 
■  government  brought  bridges  and  had 
!  the  Indians  string  the  girders.  All  ad- 
visable bridges  were  built  and  still  the 
Sioux,  now  eager  for  the  dollars,  were 
insatiable.  Then  the  government  car- 
ried out  some  irrigation  schemes,  build- 
ing storage  tanks  for  stocks,  that  the 
range  country  might  be  utilized.  Three 
large  reservoirs  were  constructed  in 
the  Wakpamini  district,  four  in  the 
Medicine  Root  and  six  in  the  Pass 
Creek  district.  A  dam  built  entirely 
by  Indians  just  east  of  the  buildings 
of  the  Pine  Ridge  agency  contains  3500 
cubic  yards  of  earth  and  made  a  reser- 
!  voir  1000  feet  long  and   ten  feet  deep. 

The   government   has   carried   out   all 
the  work  that  can  be  found  to  do  and 
the   Sioux   have   gone   off   the   reserva- 
tion  for   employment.       This   year,   for

Militia  at  Cripple  Creek 

Ignore  the  Civil 

Laws. 

Cripple  Creek,  Colo.,  Sept.  14.— For- 
mer Attorney  General  Eugene  Engley 
appt  art<l  before  Judge  Leeds  in  the  dis- 
trict court  tovvay  and  petitioned  for 
wiits  of  habeas  corpus  for  Charles 
Campbell,  Charles  H.  McKinney,  Sher- 
man Parker  and  James  LefCerty,  strike 
leaders,  who  were  arrested  by  the  mili- 
tary last  week  and  have  been  held  as 
prisoners  in  the  guard  house,  though 
no  charge  has  been  made  against  them. 
Although  martial  law  has  not  been  de- 
clared and  unilcr  the  state  laws  can- 
not be  inaugurated,  the  militia  officers 
have  taken  absolute  control  of  the  dis- 
trli  t  an<l  have  utterly  ignored  the  civil 
authorities.  Hrig.  Gen.  John  Chase 
notified  .Mr.  Engley  that  no  civil  pro- 
cess for  the  phisoners,  whom  he  repre- 
Bents,  will  be  recognized  by  the  mili- 
tary. Furthermore  Ad^t.  Gen.  Bell  has 
Intimated  that  all  loaders  of  the  West- 
ern Federation  of  Miners  in  the  district, 
will  be  arrested  and  held  as  prisoners 
until   the   strike  is   broken. 

"I  shall  caiiSL-  the  arrest  of  Gen.  Bell, 
Gen.  Cha.-^e  and  certain  members  of 
the  Mine  <)wners'  association,"  said  Mr. 
Engley  today,  "and  shall  prosecute 
them  on  a  charge  of  criminal  conspir- 
acy. I  shall  also  bring  civil  suit  against 
them  for  damages  for  false  imprison- 
ment." 


Of  President  McKinley's  Death 
Observed  Informally. 

Canton,  O.,  Sept.  14.— This,  the  second 
anniversary  of  death  of  the  late  Presi- 
dent McKinley,  was  not  observed  by 
any  formal  program  in  Canton.  Flags 
were  lowered  on  public  buildings,  there 
were  some  short  references  made  in  the 

various  departments  of  the  schools  to 
the  life  and  death  of  McKinley,  and 
carnations  were  worn,  as  a  silent  tri- 
bute,  by   numerous  citizens. 

Mrs.  McKinley  this  afternoon  made  a 
special  trip  to  the  McKinley  vault  in 
We»tlawn  cemetery  and  placed  Horal 
tributes  on  the  casket.  Numerous  lloral 
pieces  received  from  friends  and 
strangers  were  also  placed  in  the  tomb. 
Mrs.  McKinley  is  in  good  health. 


The  jury  in  the  case  of  Rosie  Le  Due 
against  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad 
company  this  morning  returned  a  ver- 
dict awarding  Mrs.  Le  Due  $4000  dam- 
ages for  the  loss  of  her  husband,  who 
was  killed  while  in  the  employe  of  the 
company.  She  sued  for  $oOOO.  The  case 
went  to  the  jury  Friday,  and  a  verdict 
was  reached  after  court  had  adjourned, 
which  was  sealed  and  opened  in  court 

this  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  fore- 
noon sessioa. 

Le  Due  was  a  switchman  employed 
in  the  yards  of  the  Northern  Pacific, 
and  on  Jan.  15,  this  year,  he  fell  off  a 
switch  engine  and  rolled  under,  dying 
from  his  injuries  six  days  later. 

The  company  w;as  blamed  for  the  ac- 
cident by  the  plaintiff,  it  being  alleged 
that  the  footboard  of  the  engine  was 
bent  and  that  the  hand  rail  was  in  such 
shape  that  the  deceased  could  not  get 
hold  of  it 

The  Pollock  case  was  etill  on  before 
Judge  Ensign  today,  ar.d*  the  outlook 
was  that  it  would  last  through  tomor- 
row and  perhaps  until  Wednesday. 
Criminal  cases  will  probably  be  taken 
up  at  the  conclusion  of  this  action.  A 
large  number  of  witnesses  have  been 
called,  and  the  defense  is  said  to  have 
many  more  in  waiting.  The  back  of 
the  court  room  was  f;yrly  well  filled 
this  morning,  and  it  was  said  that  m.ost 
of  the  occupants  of  the  chairs  were  wit- 
nesses waiting  to  be  heard,  while  some 
more  were  coming.  Up  to  noon  the 
plaintiff  had  called  five  witnesse.s,  and 
the  defendant,  the  Duluth,  Missabe  & 
Northern  road,  had  called  twenty-five. 

Judge  Dibell,  in  court  room  No.  3,  was 
engaged  this  morning  with  a  jury  in 
hotiring  the  case  of  Helge  Bergelund 
against  the  Minnesota.  Land  and  Con- 
struction company,  to  recover  $1500 
alleged  damages  for  trespass,  Berge- 
lund claimlgn  that  the  comi)any  cut 
timber  to  that  value  from  his  land.  The 
company,  in  its  answer,  says  that  it 
was  cutting  timber  in  the  season  of 
1901-2  on  adjoining  land,  and  that  owing 
to  the  irregularity  of  the  section  lines 
and  a  mistake  in  a  survey  it  did  run 
over  upon  Bergelund's  land  and  cut  a 
few  trees.

St.  Paul,  Sept.  14.— The  Dispatch  to- 
j  day  says:     Snow  and  rain  has;  damaged 
j  crops    in    the    Northwest    during      tho 
I  past  week  to  the  extent  of  millions  of 
I  dollars.

BIgDice  Game  Played  at  a 
Mining  Camp. 

Robert  D.  Grant,  the  well-known 
mining  man  of  1205  Brigham  street,  has 
just  returned  from  Tonopah,  Nev., 
where  he  was  the  silent  spectator  to  the 
biggest  crap  game  that  mining  camp 
ever  saw.  writes  the  Salt  Lake  corres- 
pondent of  the  Chicago  Inter-Ocean.  As 
$10,000,  $12,000  and  $13,000  were  staked 
on  a  single  throw  of  the  little  cubed 
ivories,  it  is  possible  that  it  was  the 
biggest  crap  game  ever  played  in  that 
state  or  any  other  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi river.  Unquestionably  it  was  a 
bigger  game  than  was  ever  played  in 
Utah.  * 

The  man  v.ho  was  daring  enough  to 
risk  a  fortune  at  every  throw  of  the 
dice  just  for  a  little  amusement  i^  a 
native  of  Switzerland  and  wealthy.  He 
and  his  brother  are  at  the  head  of  a 
large  steel  industry  at  Sheffield,  Eng- 
land, and  another  in  Switzerland.  He 
has  been  in  the  United  States  for  a 
little  over  two  months  looking  after  in- 
terests of  his  own  in  the  mining  line, 
and  others  of  his  family  and  frieiids. 
It  was  that  mission  which  took  him  to 
Tonopah  from  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  scene  of  the  great  crap  game  was 
Oleo  Elliott's  gambling  house,  called  tne 
Butler.  It  was  named  after  the  man 
who  discovered  the  camp. 

The  young  Swiss  entered  the  gam- 
bling house  about  11  o'clock  and  amused 
himself  shooting  dice  for  $1  a  throw. 
Then  he  increased  his  bet  to  $5,  and 
then  made  $100  change  hands  every 
time  the  ivories  were  slid  out  of  the 
hand  and  across  the  green  cloth  of  the 
"crap"  table.  About  12:30  o'clock  in  the 
morning  the  foreigner  said  to  Elliott: 

"Do  you  want  to  play  a  game  for  bi«e 
money?" 

"Yes.  I  have  no  objection,"  was  the 
nonchalant  reply  of  the  owner  of  the 
gambling  hou.se. 

"How  much  money  have  you  in  the 
safe  and  what  is  your  property  worth?" 
asked  the  Swiss,  in  a  most  casual  man- 
ner. 

"I  have  between  $5000  and  $7000  in 
the  safe  in  money,"  said  Elliott,  "and 
my  property  Is  worth  enough  to  make 
about  $20,000." 

That  seemed  satisfactory  to  the  young 
foreigner.  After  taking  a  look  at  the 
proprietor  of  the  place,  he  said  in  a 
most  deliberate  manner: 

"If  you  are  lucky  you  will  be  a  rich 
man;  if  you  are  unlucky  you  will  be 
broke." 

Witnesses  were  then  called  around 
the  table  and  the  rules  of  the  game 
explained.  The  Swiss  said  he  wanted 
to  bet  as  much  as  he  wanted  to  on  any 
throw  of  the  dice,  at  tne  same  time 
showing  Elliott  securities  to  convince 
the  latter  that  he  was  sure  of  his  money 
if  he  proved  to  be  the  lucky  man. 

It  was  then  decided  that  the  game 
was  to  last  two  hours,  from  2  o'clock 
until  4  o'clock.  At  the  latter  hour  the 
game  was  to  stop,  no  matter  who  might 
be  loser  or  gainer. 

Then  the  young  Swiss  purchased  $1,~

In  the  first  half  hour  the  foreigner 
lost  $40,000.  He  was  as  cool  and  collect- 
ed as  though  he  were  on  the  winning 
side,  and  was  used  to  making  a  for- 
tune nightly  by  handling  the  little  cub^s 
of  ivory  with  t>lack  eyes.

"All  right,"  said  Elliott. 

The  stakes  were  soon  on  the  table. 
The  next  few  throws  of  the  dice — per- 
haps the  first  might  decide  the  bet- 
meant  ruin  for  Elliott  or  a  little  more 
pocket  money  for  the  young  Swiss.

NEXT  YEARS  PARASOL. 
The  days  of  the  parasol  for  this  year 
are  already  numbered,  but  the  wise  wo- 
man is  she  who  looks  ahead  and  plans 
for  next  summer,  says  the  Brooklyn 
Eagle.  To  embroider  a  parasol  wouM 
be  a  simple  enough  piece  of  fancy  work. 
for  the  leisure  hours  of  winter  and  noW 
Is  the  time  when  summer  thlng.><  may  l:xi 
purchased  for  a  .song.  The  parasol  oaJi 
be  an  ordinary  silk  or  satin  parasol,  af( 
the  frame  in  that  case  answers  the  pur^ 
p«se  of  an  embroidery  frame.  Every 
part  of  it  except  the  section  which  is 
being  worked  upon  should  be  kept  clean 
bv  being  covered  with  cambric  while  the 
work  is  going  on.  White  silk  or  satin 
for  the  foundation  is  the  best  to  choose: 
but  the  color  which  is  worked  upon  it 
will  in  some  degree  tie  the  owner  In  the 
matter  of  dre.ss.  If,  however,  pale  pLnk 
or  a  delicate  yellow  be  the  principal  col- 
or in  tlie  embroidery,  the  parasol  could 
be  used  with  several  gowns.  The  em- 
broidery can  be  of  many  kinds;  it  caf> 
be  done  in  chenille,  or  in  silk,  or  in  rib- 
bon-work, or,  what  is  very  simple,  raised 
chiffon  flowers  can  be  obtained  and  ap- 
pliqued  to  the  parasol  by  embroidery 
stitches,  and  the  .^tems  can  be  worked  ih 
chenille.  Another  simple  [^lan  is  to  MSf 
lace  motifs  appliques.  The  lace  must  be 
embroidered  on  all  round  it  firmly,  the 
stitches  being  quite  clo.se  together,  as 
otherwise  when  the  parasol  is  ciosed  it 
may  ruck.  To  make  it  very  smart  the 
lace  motifs  may  be  flecked  witli  silver 
or  jet  paillettes  before  l>eing  applied  t'» 
the  parasol.

Lumber  sales  .are  quite  scarce  at  the 
present  time  in  the  local  market  and 
comprise  mostly  small  lots.  Buyers  have 
not  been  plenty  at  the  head  of  the  lake 
for  some  weeks  and  it  is  claimed  that 
the  tendency  of  those  who  have  been 
looking  for  stocks  is  rather  bearish  to 
■.  urrent  prices.  So  far  as  can  be  learned 
prices  vary  but  little.  Local  contractors 
are  paying  50  cents  a  thousand  more  for 

long    timbers    now,    although    the    supply 
seems   to   be   ample. 

The  largest  of  the  recent  sales  a^s 
that  of  2.600,000  teet  of  the  September 
■■ut  of  Alger,  Smith  Company.  'Ihe  sale 
was  mostly   of   lower   graae   lumber. 

Duluth  lumber  interests  are  making 
c.otable  increases  in  their  Pacific  coast 
limber  holdings  and  It  will  not  be  many 
years  before  milling  concerjis  whose 
names  ha\e  been  familiar  .ya  Duluth  for 
a  long  time  past  will  be  heard  of  in  the 
tar  Northwestern  lumber  manufacturing 
circles.  The  W.  C.  McClure  interests  are 
said  to  have  about  700,000,000  feet,  the 
Merrill  &  Ring  Company  has  about  l,OoO,- 
Ol'O.OOO  feet,  while  other  Duluth  companies 
own  as  high  as  500.000,000  feet.  Duncan 
&  Brewer  own  large  West^ro  pine  tracts 
as  well  as  considerable  yellow  pine  In 
the  South.  The  North  Land  Lumber 
company  has  also  been  a  large  investor 
in    Western    timber. 

The  Scofield  interests  have,  been  buying 
large  holdings  in  Idaho.  Among  the  local 
manufacturing  in.stltutions  to  leave  this 
locality  next  will  be  the  Mecrill  &  Ring 
company,  which,  when  It  completes  its 
cut  here  within  the  next  few  years,  will 
begin    operations   at    the   coast. 

Pulp  and  cedar  dealers  are  anticipat- 
ing a  brisk  business  this  coming  winter 
and  are  preparing  for  a  good  trade.  The 
cedar  stock  is  plenty,  hut  the  pulp  ship- 
ments fell  off  this  year  from  what  they 
have  been  In  former  years.  If  the  win- 
ter is  favorable  for  this  class  of  logging 
this  winter  it  is  likely  that  a  great  deal 
of  it  will  be  done  on  the  north  shore  and 
in   the   interior. 

C.  E.  Seelyn  has  purchased  about  26.WiO.- 
000  feet  of  standing  pine  in  the  vicinity  of 
Dewey  Lake  in  the  northwestern  part  of 
St.  Louis  county.  The  timbi.-r  is  to  be 
logged  this  coming  winter.  It  is  reported 
that  some  St.  Paul  men  are  about  to  es- 
tablish a  factory  just  east  of  Iron  River. 
Wis.,  for  the  distillation  of  tar  and  turpen- 
tine from  pine  and  norw.iy  stumps.  The 
project  is  said  to  have  profitable  possi- 
bilities. 

The  St.  Louis  River  Dam  &  Improve- 
ment cfimpany  has  rebuilt  the  wing  of 
the  dam  that  was  washed  out  last  spring 
and  now  has  about  a  nine-foot  head  of 
water.  This  will  facilitate  the  late  fall 
log  supply  at  the  Cloquet  mills. 

All  five  of  the  Cloquet  mills  arc  sawing 
full  time  now.  Shipment.'^  are  lively  and 
there  Is  a  great  demand  at  that  point  for 
cars.  The  Eastern  shipments  are  made 
via  Duluth.  About  800.000  feet  were 
shipped  last  week  for  Tonawanda  and 
Buffalo. 

William  Kaiser,  of  Muscatine,  la.,  has 
purchased  .i.  large  quantity  of  logs  in  the 
Leech  lake  region  to  be  taken  by  rail 
to  Stillwater.  John  Nelson,  a  Stillwater 
logger,  has  a  crew  of  35  men  building 
camps  in  northern  Wisconsin  to  cut  some 
7,0O0.OCK)    to   8,0(Ki.0(iO   feet. 

When  the  steamer  North  West  made  its 
last  trip  of  the  season  to  Duluth  last 
week  it  brought  150  people  who  were  the 
guests  of  the  Robert  H.  Jenks  Lumber 
company,  of  Cleveland.  The  company  has 
made  a  practice  for  years  «.f  giving  an 
annual  excursion  to  its  customers  and  em- 
ployes. 

••The  Empire  Lumber  company,  of  Wi- 
nona, which  owns  and  operates  the  St. 
Croix  &  Duluth  Logging  road,  through  it.-? 
timber  holdings  In  Douglas  county.  Wi.s. 
has  recently  purchased  80,000.(»(i0  feet  of 
additional  stumpape  adjoining  its  hold- 
ings, from  the  Edward  Hines  Lumber 
company.  The  pine  is  in  the  Wevcr- 
haiuser  tract  which  the  Hines  comp'any 
bouglit  about  two  years  ago.  The  consid- 
eration in  the  last  sale  is  said  to  have 
been  $620,000.  It  is  rumorrd  that  the  Em- 
pire company  will  purchase  another  20,- 
(XKi.OOi)  feet  before  the  deal  is  closed.  The 
entire  Weyerhaeuser  tract  comprises 
al'out  3O0.0O(i,0tiO  feet  and  the  Hines  Lum- 
tier  company  has  built  a  logging  road 
through  a   large  part  of  it. 

The  Empire  company  will  send  its  logs 
over  Its  own  road  to  the  St.  Croix  river 
wliere  they  will  be  floated  down  to  the 
mills  below.

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A  MODERN  UTOPIA. 

The  philanthropists  of  London  are  to  build  a  city.  In 
it  they  will  combine  city  and  country  life  with  the  ad- 
vantages of  each  properly  combined.  In  this  city  there 
is  to  be  no  private  landlord,  the  whole  of  the  land  being 
owned  and  controlled  by  the  municipality.  All  .the  in- 
crease in  land  values  is  to  be  used  for  the  further  de- 
velopment of  the  city  and  the  benefits  shared  by  all  cit- 
izens. This  will  also  allow  of  the  city's  being  built  in  a 
comprehensive  systematic  plan  instead  of  the  hit-or-miss 
makeshift  plan  so  generally  followed.  Another  item  in 
their  program  is  that  under  no  conditions  should  more 
than  one-sixth  of  the  land  be  built  upon,  and  that  each 
city  should  be  surrounded  by  an  ample  zone  of  farming 
land,  as  well  as  having  in  its  midst  large  park  spaces, 
with  the  houses  facing  on  broad  avenues  and  boulevards. 
As  illustrating  the  possibility  of  this  latter  plan,  Mr. 
Northcroft,  the  secretary  of  the  Garden  City  associaion, 
pointed  out  that  recently  the  London  county  council  paid 
for  a  few  acres  as  a  site  on  which  to  build  workmen's 
dwellings  nearly  £200,000  ($1,000,000),  one-quarter  of

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Again  the  doors  of  the  public  schools  are  open,  and 
the  boys  and  girls,  after  their  summer  vacation,  will  re- 
sume their  studies,  cultivating  their  minds  and  preparing 
for  the  important  duties  of  American  citizenship.  The 
public  school  system  of  the  United  States  is  the  greatest 
thing  in  the  world  today.  It  has  defects,  of  course. 
There  is  just  criticism  of  the  educational  "fads"  that 
have  been  introduced  in  some  of  the  schools,  but  these 
false  growths  will  in  time  be  removed  and  better  meth- 
ods substituted.  Yet,  despite  the  little  imperfections, 
our  public  school  system  as  a  whole  is  the  best  in  the 
world  and  is  steadily  advancing,  and  Duluth  takes 
pride  in  the  fact  that  its  schools  hold  a  place  in  the 
first  rank. 

Today  in  the  United  States  are  nearly  500,000  teach- 
ers under  whom  are  16,000,000  pupils,  and  every  year 
sees  the  number  of  schooihouses  increased,  tliousands 
of  pupils  added  to  the  attendance  and  a  steady  advance- 
ment in  plans  and  methods.  The  new  buildings  are  of  a 
higlior  grade  than  ever  before,  and  may  it  not  be  rightly 
claimed  that  they  are  a  factor  in  the  increase  of  longevity 
throughout  the  United  States?  What  a  contrast  between 
the  we!l-e(iuipped,  handsome  school  buildings  of  today 
and  those  of  two  decades  ago! 

There  is  no  one  thing  that  has  so  greatly  contributed 
the  advancement  of  the  people  of  this  country  in 
very  way  as  tlie  public  school  system.  It  has  been  all- 
powcrfn!  in  the  manufacture  of  American  citizens  from 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  millions  of  immigrants  who 
have  landed  upon  our  shores,  and  by  the  education  of 
the  new  generation  it  has  added  to  the  wealth  of  the  na- 
tion and  llie  well-being  of  society. 


GOVERNMENT  BUILDINGS. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  it  would  be  an  ex- 
cclu-nt  idea  that  govenment  buildings  in  the  different 
citic-;  in  the  country  should  be  constructed  on  approxi- 
mately the  same  design,  so  that  the  traveler  in  a  strange 
city  would  readily  discern  a  government  edifice  just  as 
he  would  a  piece  of  his  country's  coin.  Since  there  is, 
as  a  rule,  but  one  public  building  in  a  city,  the  objection 
of  having  a  disagreeable  uniformity  would  not  apply.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  it  might  be  interesting  to  have 
the  public  buildings  of  a  given  period  of  appro.ximately 
the  same  design;  then  tlie  well-informed  stranger  could 
tell  at  I  plance  about  how  long  the  government  edifice 
that  lie  saw  had  been  in  existence.  Its  lines  would  con- 
vey some  historical  information.  Perhaps  for  reasons 
of  this  Ii:;  !.  'nii  more  likely  because  the  simplification 
it  affords  to  the  work  of  the  supervisiiig  architect's  of- 
fice, James  Kno.x  Taylor,  the  present  head  of  that  bu- 
reau, is  putting  up  all  the  public  buildings  now  in  prog- 
ress i)i  Construction  upon  substantially  the  same  design. 
In  doing  this  he  is  foUov/ing  the  example  of  the  first  sup- 
ervising architect,  Ammi  B.  Young,  who  used  a  very  so- 
ber an!  'ligiiified  renaissance  in  all  of  his  work. 

Moi,-  accurately,  Mr.  Taj-Ior  is  endeavoring  to  make 
his  bni!ilii)gs  keep  within  certain  limits,  but  he  does  al- 
low litt'c  variations  to  adapt  them  to  local  environments 
and  peculiar  needs.  In  general  his  buildings  are  in  a 
variety  of  the  classical,  or  renaissance  which  is  a  rebirth 
of  the  cla-,sical  style.  All  the  terms  relating  to  the  his- 
torical style  of  architecture  are  rather  loose,  but  in  gen- 
eral the  term  renaissance  is  applied  to  any  imitation  of 
the  classic  models  that  came  in  after  the  Gothic.  This 
style  thus  interpreted  affonls  a  liberal  range  for  adapta- 
tion to  th  •  ntiiities  of  government  buildings;  it  also  seems 
to  give  the  character  that  one  expects  in  an  edifice  stand- 
ing for  the  federal  government.

Xoarly  all  government  buildings  are  primarily  post- 
offiris,  it  not  exclusively  so.  It  seems  to  be  a  peculiarity 
of  !'■•  ;> ostal  business  that  it  can  use  only  first  floor 
'  advantage.  In  the  large  cities,  however,  there  is 
such  a  multitude  of  federal  offices  to  be  provided  for  that 
Uncle  Sam  has  no  difficulty  in  utilizing  his  upper  floor 
space;  but  in  the  middle-grade  towns  it  is  oftentimes  bad 
policy  to  build  so  low  a  structure  as  the  postal  establish- 
ment alone  calls  for,  and,  of  course.  Uncle  Sam  is  not  in 
the  l);isi;!.ss  of  renting  space  overhead  to  other  tenants. 
This  greatly  interferes  with  economy  of  construction, 
measured  by  the  standard  of  outside  rentals. 

There  is  not  much  doubt  but  that  the  time  will  come 
when  there  will  be  a  great  simplicity  in  the  federal  build- 
ings in  the  different  cities.  It  will  prove  a  valuable 
innovation  and  will  be  appreciated  by  the  public.

advantages,  leaving  5000  acres  of  land  for  farms  and 
market  gardens,  the  city  being  a  good  market  for  the 
farmers  and  gardeners,  and  the  rest  from  the  farms  be- 
ing in  turn  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  city  funds.  At  the 
same  time,  the  large  park  spaces  in  the  heart  of  the  city, 
and  the  considerable  expanse  of  field  and  hedgerow  which 
will  surround  the  city,  will  make  it  impossible  for  any- 
one to  live  more  than  a  few  minutes  from  God's  fresh  air. 
Realizing  the  advantage  of  a  concrete  example,  they  are 
now  arranging  to  build  a  city  which  shall  present  the  ac- 
tual working  of  the  whole  scheme. 

"The  Garden  City  Pioneer  Company"  is  the  title  of  a 
"strictly  business  corporation,  organized  for  a  philan- 
thropic purpose";  th.at  is  to  say,  the  preparing  of  ways 
and  means  for  the  establishment  of  a  "Garden  City."  Al- 
ready they  have  secured  a  site  of  more  than  4000  acres 
not  far  from  London.  The  contract  is  all  signed,  but  the 
exact  location  will  not  be  made  public  till  the  formalities 
of  "conveyancing"  have  all  be  complied  with.  Commit- 
tees of  specialists  are  now  preparing  plans  which  shall 
embody  the  latest  word  of  science  on  all  phases  of  muni- 
cipal life.  Architecture,  engineering,  health,  education 
and  domestic  economy  ha\e  each  a  separate  committee, 
and  as  soon  as  they  shall  report  and  their  schemes  be 
indorsed  by  experts  the  actual  building  will  begin.  It  is 
very  probable  that  within  a  few  inonths  the  dirt  will  be 
flying  and  the  city  taking  shape.  One  other  item  of 
note  is  the  fact  that  there  has  been  of  late  a  steady  mi- 
gration of  larger  industries  from  the  high  rents  of  the 
larger  cities  of  the  smaller  towns,  and  quite  a  long  list  of 
manufacturing  concerns  have  signified  their  willingness 
to  remove  their  plants  to  Garden  City  v/hen  it  should 
be  ready. 

This  plan  may  work.  Its  promoters  are  students  of 
the  subject  and  it  is  possible  that  they  have  evolved  a 
successful  scheme  for  a  Utopia.  It  will  be  watched  with 
interest  and,  if  successful,  will  prove  of  the  utmost  value.

The  annual  sum 
paid  out  to  diiector.s,  clerks,  and  tech- 
nical   overseers    amounts    to    $160,000. 

The  breweries  of  Kulmbach  keep  alive 
many  side  industries.  The  numerous  steam 
engines  of  al  Ithe  breweries  together  fur- 
nish HiOO  hor.sepower.  while  four  of  them 
have  their  ow  i  railway  switch  yards. 
Over  2ti0  refrigerator  cars  carry  the  beer 
of  the  seventetn  breweries,  not  only  to 
every  part  of  Germany  and  neighboring 
countrie.-^,  but  especially  to  the  seapurt-^ 
of  Hamburg  and  Bremen  for  shipment  to 
distant  lands.  The  brewing  of  beer,  a.s 
an  industry,  is  of  incalculable  value  to 
the  agricultural  interests  of  Uavarla,  as 
immense  quantities  of  gram  and  hop-s 
are  necessary  t'J  keep  the  breweries  run- 
ning   at    their    utmost    capacity. 

Tne  internal  arrangements  of  tliei^e 
great  establishments  are  kept  at  the 
highest  point  of  technical  perfection. 
Their  proportions  will  be  appreciated  from 
the  following  statistics  covering  one  of 
the  leading  est.iblishments:  One  season- 
ing tank  of  eS-iO  gallons  capacity;  thre? 
huge  malt  vats  with  3434,  5943,  and  OStia 
gallons  capacity,  respectively;  two  cooling 
reservoirs  whici  will  hold  4642  and  W'J 
gallons  of  beer,  i-espectively;  together  with 
malt  <'leva<tors,  ice-making  maciiines,  fer- 
mentation tanks,  and  revolving  cranes.

Tii:- 
electrical  dynanos  and  apparatus  which 
rises  over  the  brewery  is  147  feet  high 
and    nearly    five    feet,  in    diameter. 

The  beer  brewed  in  Kulmbach  Is  usua  ly 
heavy  in  character,  dark  in  color,  anJ 
especially  adapted  for  export.  The  sale 
of  this  beer  in  Saxony,  Silesia,  and  North 
Germany  has  b?en  considerably  curtai  el 
since  1901.  Kulmbach  beer  is  regarded 
as  an  article  of  food  in  Germany,  espe- 
cially by  laborers  who  work  in  factories. 
When  better  times  were  prevalent 
throughout  th?  country,  the  middl  > 
classes,  as  well  as  the  working  clas.se-f, 
preferred  this  genuine  Bavarian  beer  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  It  was  more  ex- 
pensive. The  present  depressed  Industiial 
conditions  generally  throughout  the  em- 
pire have  imposed  upon  tne  people  the 
necessity  of  using  the  greatest  economy, 
and  the  mild  loial  beers  produced  all  over 
Germany  are  coming  more  and  more  into 
favor,  not  on  account  of  the  quality,  but 
because  the  price  is  such  that  these 
grades  of  beer  are  always  within  reach 
of  the  masses.

cent. 

"These    figures    are    for    Duluth-.Su- 
:  pcrior   harbor;    how    are    results    to    be 
I  apportioned  between  the  two  cities?"

I      "What  is  the  rank  of  Duluth-Superlor 
I  harbor  compared  with  the  oth&r  great

'It  is  impossible  to  give  exact  figures 
of  the  marine  commerce  of  the  prin- 
cipal ports  of  the  United  States  for 
comparison  with  the  Duluth-Superior 
harbor,  for  the  reason  that  at  the  ocean 
ports  no  record  is  kept  of  domestic 
tonnage  at  the  custom  houses,  whereas 
at  the  great  lakes  a  record  is  kept  of 
the  total  marine  commerce,  both  for- 
eign and  domestic.  In  the  principal 
ocean  ports  of  the  United  .States  the 
tonnage  of  the  local  and  coastwise 
marine  commerce  is  several  time.H 
greater  than  the  foreign.  Any  com- 
parison, therefore,  of  the  relative  mar- 
ine commerce  of  lake  and  ocean  ports, 
based  upon  custom  house  records,  is 
necessarily  incomplete  and  mislead- 
ing. But  I  may  safely  say  that  Du- 
luth-Superlor harbor  is  third  in  the 
United  .States  in  respect  of  tonnage.  I 
gather  this  from  commercial  statistics 
furnished  by  boards  of  trade  and  mari- 
time and  commeriial  exchanges  to 
the  bureau  of  engineers  In  Washington. 
From  these  it  appears  that,  based  up- 
on annual  vessel  freight  arriving  and 
departing,  the  relative  standing  of  thti  j 
principal  ports  of  the  United  States  is 
now— first.  New  York;  second.  Phila-  | 
delphia;  third.  Boston,  and  fourth,  ■ 
Duluth-Superior.  Considering  the 
mean  monthly  freight  movement  dur-  j 
ing  the  sea.son  of  navigation.

.Superior  harbor  stands  next  to  New

Seeking  and  surely  making  the  capaci- 
ous liarbor.  And.  as  it  were,  a  bird's- 
eye  view  is  had  of  at  leiist  three  unique 
and  beautiful  parks.  The  profitable 
activities  of  tlie  city  below,  and  south- 
erly stretching,  are  both  seen  and 
heard.  Scores  of  costly  and  stately 
houses  are  within  the  view,  to  which 
a/e  attached  roomy  and  cultivated 
grounds,  where  happy  children  are 
playing.  No,  as  resi>ects  its  natuia 
teatures,  there  is  no  match  for  Duluth 
among  all  the  cities  of  America. 

The  descent  on  the  grandest  of  boule- 
vards, that  so  far  has  been  along  the 
even  crest  of  these  continuous  hills,  is 
effected  by  a  wide  sweep  around  im- 
mense rocks,  that  once  were  blasted 
that  the  road  might  be  built  through  or 
past  them,  and  then  by  a  rapid  drive 
down  hill  to  a  point  where  tlie  south 
and  north  portions  of  the  city — called 
here  conventionally  the  East  and  the 
West  Ends-— seem  to  be  separated  by 
natural  barriers  of  rock.

how  inuch  was  paid  for  it  per  acre, 
He  is  a  Chicago  man  and  he  is  pos- 
sessed of  such  great  wealth  that 
whether  he  ever  resilizes  on  his  pur- 
cliase  or  not  will  probably  not  be  no- 
ticed in  the  final  settling  of  his  vast 
estate. 

A   MAGNIFICENT   DRIVE. 

Two  hours  and  a  half  have  passed 
since,  in  this  instance,  this  unforget- 
able  drive  was  entered  upon  in  front 
of  the  Spalding  hotel  on  .Superior 
street.  There  are  excursions  of  a  si- 
milar kind  to  be  taken  from  the  cen- 
ter of  many  another  city  that  consume 
more  time,  but — let  this  be  repeated — 
there  is  none  possible  anywhere  that 
has  the  interest  and  manificence  of  this 
one.  In  accomplishing  it  not  only  have 
the  most  of  the  fine  residences  been 
seen,  but  also  the  thousands  of  as  yet 
unsurveyed  .<=ites  of  as  many  fine  resi- 
dences to  be  builded  in  the  future  have 
been  looked  upon.  On  this  spacious  side 
hill  always  will  be  the  homes  of  the 
wealthy  men  of  Duluth— their  homes 
in  winter  and  for  some  portion  of  the 
spring  and  autumn — not  all  the  year 
round,  for  the  families  of  the  rich  in 
this  climate,  as  in  that  of  Chicago  or 
New  York,  have  fallen  into  the  habit 
of  going  into  the  country  for  the  sum- 
mer months.  Duluthians  fortunately 
have  not  far  to  go.  as  'Minnesota 
Point,"  otherwise  called  "Park  Point,  ' 
which  after  all  is  not  so  much  a  point 
as  it  is  a  strip  of  land,  lies  immedi- 
ately in  front  of  the  citj-.  •  •  •  One 
favorite-  excursion  is  known  as  "going 
around  Ihe  horn" — a  launch  filled  by 
neighbors  or  friends  will  start  down 
bay,  make  for  the  real  point  of  the 
island,  turn  around  it  and  then  return 
to  and  through  the  "grand  canal"  to 
the  place  of  starting.  Sixteen  or 
twenty  miles  are  thus  traversed  in 
about  two  hours.  Parties  from  the 
city,  too,  take  this  little  trip,  but  there 
is  another  that  is  much  finer,  a  truly 
grand  excursion,  that  often  is  taken  by 
many  people.  It  is  on  the  St.  Louis 
river  up  to  the  rapids  at  Fond  du  Lac, 
Minn.,  and  is  delightfully  accomplished 
in  a  day  or  half  a  day,  according  to  the 
convenience  of  the  party.  •  •  •  .Such 
are  some  of  the  diversions  of  the  people 
of  Duluth  and  such  are  several  of  the 
attractions  for  visitors  to  this  won- 
derful city.  I  have  omitted  to  mention 
the  piscatory  resources  of  the  region, 
but  there  is  not  better  speckled  trout 
fi.shing  in  the  world  than  that  which 
is  had  here,  and  sportsmen  come  from 
far,  even  from  England,  to  try  their 
luck  in  the  forest  streams  hereabout.

KILLED  BY  DYNAMITE. 

Frightful  Deatiii^  Two  Switch- 
men at  Bay  City. 

Bay  City,  Mich.,  Sept.  14.— Clarence  D. 
Hopper  and  Roy  Boucher,  switchmen  ov. 
the  Michigan  Central  railway,  were  in- 
stantly killed  in  an  explosion  of  dynamite 
in  a  car  in  the  yards  at  \Vest  Bay  City 
yesterday.  Robert  Rolin,  engineer,  Will- 
iam Noble,  fireman,  aiid  John  C.  Crackle 
conductor,  were  in.iured.  the  latter  so 
seriously  that  he  may  die.  All  of  the 
trainmen  were  residents  of  th.is  city.  The 
explosion  occurred  as  a  switch  engine 
was  making  up  a  train.  The  engine 
backed  ijowr;  upon  }»everal  cars,  the  first 
containing  a  thijusand  pounds  of  dyna- 
mite, a  consignment  of  Lee  Metford  ritle.< 
and  a  quantity  of  reduced  charge  shells 
for  indoor  rifle  practice  and  it  Is  said 
that  the  force  with  which  it  struck  the 
explosive  laden  car,  exploded  and  set 
off  e  dynamite.  Hopjier's  body  was 
badly  cut  by  flytnj>-  steel  and  Boucher 
was  decapitated,  hisi  body  being  terribly 
mangled.

reight  cars,  many  loaded,  were  demol- 
ished and  liearly  t'lree  hundred  houses 
In  the  vicinity  suffered  broken  windows 
and  several  were  so  badly  wrecked  as  to 
be  uninhabitable.

Result  of  Triple  Tragedy  at 
Edna,  Tex. 

Edna,  Texas,  Sept.  11.— Three  men  were 
fjhot  and  instantly  killed  here  yesterday 
afternoon  at  the  city  jail.  Sheriff  G. 
F.  Wharton  and  Deputy  Frank  Burgii 
arrested  a  man  known  as  McCagle.  of 
Philadelphia,  on  charge  of  attempted 
swindling.  McCagle  was  conveyed  to 
jail  w^ithout  trouble,  but  when  the  offi- 
cers attempted  to  search  him  the  prison- 
er drew  a  revolver  and  opened  ftre.

Duluth  Board  of  Trade,  Sept.  14.— Weath- 
er conditions  rule  the  wheat  market  so 
far  as  tlie  Northwest  is  concerned,  and 
with  tiie  Northwest  maritets  so  bulli!<h  llie 
others  naturally  do  not  .'-how  any  declines, 
although  they  fail  to  follow  the  advances 
In  full.  The  uneasiness  In  Duluth  and 
Minneapolis  is  manifested  largely  in  the 
Septemlur  options,  indicating  that  there 
are  shorts  who  must  have  wheat.  Every 
day  of  rain  and  bad  weather  delays  the 
threshing  and  shipment  of  grain,  and 
the  middle  of  Septemler  is  almost  at  hand 
with  a  movement  considerably  under  last 
year.

Chicago  Record-Herald:  The  quality 
of  the  present  wheat  crop  is  now  the 
subject  of  especial  interest  to  the  cash 
grain  people  everywhere.  There  .has 
been  a  sudden  and  disagreeable  develop- 
ment in  the  matter  of  wheat  quality 
within  the  past  ten  days.  Ip  to  Sept. 
1  it  was  the  fact  the  wheat  that  was 
leaching  the  market  was  of  unusually 
tine  quality.  This  W£is  true  of  the  red 
winter  wheat  as  long  as  it  was  moving, 
and  was  also  true  of  the  hard  winter  up 
to  less  than  a  fortnight  ago.  It  Is  not 
true  of  the  hard  winter  any  longer;  and 
the  spring  wheat,  which  is  now  moving 
this  way,  is  of  very  poor  quality.  The 
wheat  now  on  the  move,  instead  of  be- 
ing very  fine,  is  of  decidedly  poor  quality. 
The  crop  is  no  longer  discussed  as  a  line 
one,  but  as  a  low  grade  one.  This  change 
in  the  situation  has  been  brought  about 
by  that  series  of  excessive  rains  which 
began  in  the  West,  which  then  passed  to 
the  Northwest  and  which  has  kept  Ne- 
braska, Iowa,  Minnesota  and  the  Dukotas 
soaked  for  a  week  at  a  stretch.  The 
injury  to  quality  which  this  market  has 
felt  most  so  far  was  infTicted  In  Nebras- 
ka and  Iowa  by  the  rains  which  lasted 
through  the  final  week  in  August  and 
first  week  in  September.  These  soaked 
the  hard  winter  wheat  of  Nebraska  and 
the  spring  wheat  of  northern  Iowa.  This 
Nebraska  hard  winter  wheat  is  now  com- 
ing in  tough,  damp  and  much  sprouted. 
Some  of  it  that  was  graded  as  No.  Z 
hard  has  sold  at  a  discount  of  9V4J-'  under 
the  December.  It  has  "tails"  like  the 
red  winter  wheat  which  was  such  a  bur- 
den last  year.  If  there  was  a  good  ex- 
port demand  some  place  could  be  found 
foi  this  poor  wheat,  for  Europe  is  al- 
ways willing  to  take  off-grade  wheat  at 
a  low  price;  but,  as  a  damand  for  the 
poor  grades  is  very  slow  among  the 
millers  and  as  the  elevators  are  loath  to 
take  a  wheat  which  has  very  poor  keep- 
ing qualities,  these  damp  wheats  are  now 
going  begging  at  extraordinary  discounts. 
There  has  been  no  spring  wheat  here 
from    the    Northwest    except    a    few    sam- 

?le  cars  bought  early  in  the  season,  hut 
owa  Is  sending  in  some  spring  wheat 
now,  and  It  is  of  very  undesirable  quali- 
ty and  going  at  heavy  discounts.  The 
red  winter  wheat,  which  was  h.arvested 
early  and  which  went  into  the  farmers' 
bins  before  the  rains  began,  was  of  high 
quality.  But  the  moven-jcnt  of  this 
seems  to  be  over.  The  hard  winter  wheat 
from  the  Southwest,  which  w^as  earliest 
to  move,  was  of  fine  quality  and  the 
grading  here  through  July  and  August 
showed  that.  But  tiie  hard  winter  wheat 
of  Nebraska  met  with  bad  luck.  was 
caup-'  by  the  rains,  and  all  that  has  ar- 
rived so  far  shows  the  effect.  Elevator 
people  here  are  sending  broadcast  through 
Nebraska  and  Iowa  envelopes  containing 
small  quantities!  of  the  "sprouted"  wheat, 
the  berries  which  show  tails,  and  enjoin- 
ing their  agents  to  be  careful  not  to  ac- 
cept wheat  cofi'-iining  the  sprouted  ber- 
ries except  at   discounts.

New  York,  Sept.  14.— Leading  stocks 
were  under  pressure  at  the  opening  on  a 
renewal  of  Saturday's  developments  In 
the  poor  bank  statement  and  the  over 
Sunday  developments  in  the  Balkan  sit- 
uation. Foreign  selling  caused  some  local 
following  in  the  international  group  and 
offerings  were  rather  large  in  special 
stocks.

Selling  orders  became  more  general  and 
the  entire  list  was  affected  by  the  weak- 
ness of  United  States  Steel,  which 
dropped  to  19%,  a  new  level.

Buying  orders  were  more  abundant  in 
the  second  hcur  and  there  were  some 
good  fractional  rallies  in  the  standard 
stocks.  Colorado  Fuel  advanced  Z^^  and 
reacted  2  points.

Practically  all  of  the  boats  anchored 
on  the  Park  Point  sliore  were  either  sunk 
or  beached  by  the  waves.  The  Moating 
dock  belonging  tc  the  Boat  club  was 
badly  damaged  an<l  the  boat  house  of 
B.  Knox  was  blown  loose  and  broken 
pieces.

Co. :  The  m.arket  is  sharply  lower.  The 
predictions  of  frost  over  the  corn  belt, 
and  a  miloiy  unfavorable  bank  statement 
Saturday  nave  encouraged  the  bears  and 
they  are  doing  their  utmost  in  selling. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  a  freeze  throui<h 
the  corn  states  wcvuld  do  a  great  deal  of 
damage  to  the  crop  as  it  is  on  the  whole 
probably  a  month  late.  We  have  re- 
peatedly Intimated  that  this  is  the  one 
threatening  condition  in  the  situation. 
Stficks  are  not,  however,  on  a  pinnacle, 
and  important  as  the  corn  is.  it  is  not 
the  whole  thing.  The  country  will  no* 
go  bankrupt  from  the  loss  of  even  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  crop.  Should  it 
happen,  we  doubi  if  it  will  materlauy  af- 
fect general  business  conditions  or  gen- 
eral business  confidence.  if  the  bears 
succeed  in  materially  depressing  prices 
we  would  buy  the  stocks.

"The  vault-gate  was  an  ordinary  | 
combination  aflaar  without  any  of  the 
modern  double  or  time-lock  contrivan-  j 
ces,  and  it  was  something  easy  for  men  ; 
who  knew  how  to  handle  the  blow-pipe  j 
and  the  nitro.  They  got  her  open  after ', 
an  liour's  work,  and  then  it  looked  like

I  "They  h.adn't  any  tools,  and  so  they

Margaret  Randall,  the  little  daughter  in 
the  neighborhood  of  five  years  of  age,  of 
Assistant  Chief  Randall,  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, has  narrowly  escaped  death 
from   sea-sicicness. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Randall  ami  their  daughter 
made  the  round  trip  to  Port  Arthur  and 
return,  one  week  ago  Sunday,  on  the 
steamer  America.  The  weather  was  rough 
and  a  very  stormy  passage  wasi  exper- 
ienced. >fearly  all  of  the  pa^isengers 
suffered  more  or  less  from  3ea-sicknes>s, 
but  the  little  daughter  of  Mr.  Randdll 
was  in   agonies  throughout   the   trip. 

On  returning  to  Dulutii  the  little  girl 
was  taken  to  her  home  in  a  very  weak 
and  exhausted  <:undltion.  It  was  tliouglit 
that  the  sickness  would  leave  her  after 
she  reached  land,  but  such  was  not  the 
case.  She  continued  to  experience  very 
-severe  feelings  of  nau.sea,  and  the  vomit- 
ing  continued   day    after   day. 

Medical  aid  was  summoned  in  the  hope 
of  relieving  the  child  and  to  prevent  m- 
ternal  injuries  on  account  of  the  dis- 
tressing coixvulsion.-s  of  siekne.ss,  from 
which    she    suffered. 

The  sickness  continued  for  several  days, 
and  she  i.s  not  yet  entirely  recovered  from 
her  distressing  condition,  although  much 
improved. 

She  is  very  weak  and  exhausted  frnm 
the  violence  of  the  lllne.ss.  and  it  will  l)e 
sometime  before  she  is  again  restored  to 
itealth.

KIAZIM   BEY 


Will  Be  the  Permanent  VaU 
of  Beirut. 

Beirut.  Sept.  14.— It  is  reported  that 
Kiazim  Bey,  governor  of  Palestine,  will 
succeed  Reshid  Pasha  as  vali  of  Beirut 
(relieving  Nazim  Pasha,  vali  of  Syria, 
who  is  now  acting  vali  of  Beirut).  ICia- 
zim  Bey  has  evidenced  great  administra- 
tive al)ility  and  has  maintained  excellent 
order  in  Palestine. 


Charles  F.  Leland.  who  was  to  have 
entered  pleas  this  afternoon  to  the  two 
indictments  returned  against  him  by 
the  grand  jury,  on  charges  of  receiving 
deposits  after  he  knew  bis  bank  was 
insolvent,  entered  demurrers  to  the  in- 
dictment instead  of  pleading. 

He  appeared  before  Judge  Ensign  this 
afiernoon  with  his  attorney,  William 
Harrison,  and  gave  notice  that  he 
would  demur  to  the  indictments,  on  the 
ground  that  they  do  not  state  fi:icts  suf- 
ficient to  constitute  a  public  offense. 
The  court  will  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the 
demurrers  later.

DAMAGED 
AGAIN 

Vandals  Once  More  Injure 

Weather  Instruments 

on  Hill  Top. 

Heavy    Penalty   Awaits 
the    Miserable   Mis- 
creants If  Caught. 


Vandals  have  again  interefered  with 
the  workings  of  the  instruments  of  the 
hilltop  observatory  of  the  United  States 
weather  bureau. 

Some  time  during  Saturday  after- 
noon, some  maliciously  inclined  per- 
sons, disarranged  the  cups  on  the  ane- 
mometer, which  records  the  velocity  of 
the  wind.  The  mischief  was  accom- 
plished either  by  stones,  or  by  shots 
from  a  gun. 

The  result  was  that  valuable  records 
were  destroyed,  the  machine  recording 
a  wind  velocity  of  but  a  few  miles  per 
hour,  when  the  heavy  gale  was  blow- 
ing Saturday  afternoon. 

H.  W.  Richardson,  the  local  forecast 
official,  is  much  incensed  at  the  mali- 
cious destruction  of  the  government 
property.  He  communicated  with  C.  C. 
Haupt,  the  United  States  district  at- 
torney, who  replied  that  if  the  per- 
sons could  be  found,  it  would  probably 
mean  a  sentence  in  the  state  prison  or 
the  reformatory,  according  to  the  age 
of  the  culprit. 

Mr.  Richardson  said  today  that  if  the 
culprits  could  be  found,  the  prosecu- 
tion would  be  vigorously  pushed,  as 
the  damage  was  wilfully  and  malicious- 
ly done. 

Records  of  high  wind  velocities  are 
especially  valuable  to  the  weather  bu- 
reau, and  the  act  of  the  vandals  .Satur- 
day caused  the  bureau  to  lose  the  rec- 
ord of  what  was  probably  the  heaviest 
gale   of  the  year.

It  wasn't  more  than  fifteen  minutes 
then  before  she  was  talking  again,  say- 
iag: 

"Do  you   know   where   you   are   going?" 

That  was  all  for  some  time.  l)ut  aiter 
awhile  she  again  attracted  attention  by 
declaring: 

"I  pfomlse." 

Those  four  lines  held  her  career.  She 
was  ambitious,  and  it  was  her  first  sea- 
s<m  on  the  stage  From  the  age  of  12 
up  to  the  present— an  indefinite,  but 
neverthless  sliort  period,  she  had  been 
determined  to  be  an  actor.  The  folks  at 
home  said  "no"  with  great  emphasis, 
but  she  held  to  the  ambition.  Finally 
they  weakened  and  she  applied  for  a 
position,  not  expecting  to  become  an  ac- 
tor with  four  lines  at  once.  She  thought 
of  course,  that  she  would  have  to  go  into 
the  cliorus  and  t>egln  climbing  up  from 
the  foot  of  the  ladder. 

"The  stage  manager  who  was  putting 
on  the  play  looked  at  her  for  three  min- 
utes, wliicli  is  two  minule.x  more  than 
necessary  to  see  that  she  is  extremely 
prettv  ;<nd  one  minute  more  than  is  nec- 
ea.sary  to  see  that  slie  is  ambitious.  At 
tlie  end  of  the  tl-.ree  minutes  he  .said. 

"You'll  do.  Get  measured  for  j'our 
costume.    You  look  promLsing." 

So  in  four  minutes  she  was  on  the 
threshold  of  iier  life  ambition.  The  day 
afterward  she  discovered  that  she  was 
not  to  go  in  tlie  chorus.  She  was  to  be 
in  the  cast.  She  was  to  be  aXi  actor. 
She  was  to  have  her  name  on  the  pro- 
gram. 

She  got  her  lines  and  ma.stered  thorn. 
She  learned  her  cues,  and  then  she  be- 
gan tile  long,  tiresome  rehearsals,  which 
make  the  stage  majtiager  thing  he  is 
dealing  with  blocks  of  wood  and  the 
membJ^rs  with  a  slave  driver.  Both 
sides  got  that  feeling  after  the  rehear- 
sals have  rounded  out  the  finished  pro- 
duct. 

Her  salarj'  was  to  be  $18  per  week,  and 
out  of  this  .she  ha<d  to  buy  her  wig  and 
shoes  and  stockings.  Why  the  head  anj 
feet  of  a  chorus  girl— or  an  actor  with 
four  lin«s— should  be  considered  as  things 
for  which  tlie  man.i«ement  will  not  pro- 
vide covering,  is  one  of  the  vagaries  of 
the  theatrical  busine.ss.  The  managers 
buy  the  re.st  of  the  costume.  The  girl 
buys   the    wig,    shoes   ;|nd    stockings. 

Then  she  had  to  pay  for  her  sleeping 
car  berth  from  New  York,  where  the 
play    was    IjeIng    rehearsed,    to    Chicago,
